Willtamjuicon^ a Native of 
Chicbefter;, had his firft JEducation at 
Mercbant-Taylor^s School. Thence 
he went to St. Jobn^% College in 
Oxford^ where the Scholars of that 
School have Exhibitions and Privi- 
leges, was Scholar, Fellow and Prefident of that 
Houfe. • He was Fellow An. 1598. Apply iiig' 
himfelf to the Stud^ of the Laws he went- out' 

B Batchelor 
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t The Life of ^. Juxon, 

Batchclor iii 1603. He fpcnt fome time in fitting 
himfclf for a common Lawyer at Grafs-Inn^ 
Having entred iiito Orders, he had ^». 1609. the 
Vicarage of St. Giles at Oxford^ which Cure he 
attended for fix Years. 

Jnno 1 62 1, he was chofcn Prefidentof St. yobn\ 
and took his Doftor*s Degree in Laws the Year 
after, ^nno 1626. he was Vice-Chancellor, and 
made Chaplain to the King. The next Year he 
was preferred to the Deanry of Worcejier upon 
Dr. Hall^ Promotion to the See of Exeter. * 

Thus far the worthy CoUeftors of what relates to 
this Reverend Prelate, and other Great and Good 
Men of his Age, have traced his Life ; and all 
agree in their Account. It is a Lofs to the World, 
that the more minute Circumftances of the private 
Behaviour of fo Venerable and Apoftolical a Man, 
were not gathered up for the r-ntertainnient and 
Benefit of Pofterity. But making farther Enquiries 
proves only the Induftfy and Fidelity of thofe thar 
have had Opportunity of an earlier Search. The 
Deluge that came after carried off all it could of the 
Merit and Glory of this illuftrious Age. And 
we may efteem it a fortunate Support to Virtue, 
what is left: of the Aftions of this, and other re- 
nowned Fathers of our Church* Their Charafter is 
able to ftand the Batteries both 6f ferious and triflpg 
Atheifts ; I mean thofe of a four or fmiling Mien, 
thofe who openly decry Revelation, or difparage 
it by preferring the Religion of Nature, till Time' 
and Truth fhall have brought the Aflailants to 
Difgrace. 

Dr. Juxon afi:er this came upon a more publick 
Stage. Anno 1633. he was made Clerk of the 
Clofet to the King ; and the Year after Bifhop of 
Hereford. The firil of thdfc Advancements he 
©wed to Archbifhop Laud. The Truth of this is 
confe0ed in a Hiltoty gf England commonly at- 
tributed 
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Jfchhijbop ^Cakterburt: 3 

tHbuted to Dr. * JCfw«r/. f « Thcgrtat Care of 
^' Bifliop LoMd was to rax>iiiiiicnd fuch Perfbos to

«< ----— And inth a niore particular Afiedioo, as

The fame Year Dr« Jianm was tranflated to the 
Seeof2^;»^^ and in die Year 1635. made Lord 
Treafurer. This Office had been from the Time 
of Henfy VIL in Lay Hands, though frequently 
before eitecutcxi by a Bifhop. It gave great Odence^ 
Lord Clarendon iaich, to the Nobility, many of 
whom were in Expddtadcm of io high and profits- 
able a Poft* And mort than they were difobliged, 
becauie if the Staff* had been otherwife.difpofcd of, 
it might have made a Circuladon of Preferment by 
the Subalterns (licceeding one another* 

Yet the noble Hiilorian lays no Blame upon the 
Bifliop as afpiring to the Oflice, but fixes it in- 
tirely upon the Archbifliop's Contrivance. He 
owns it in the latter a MifmanageMent, yet admits 
the Intention to be for the Support of the Church ; 
which is indeed to be feen in his Diary« 

The fame Author, in his Reladon of the un- 
popular Attempt the King made to inclofe a Tra6l • 
of Land between Richmond and Hampton-Qourt^ 
for Red Deer and Hunting, has mentioned our 
Bifhop's oppofing the'Defign, and remonftradng 
Very powerfully* He faiths one of his ObjcAions 
Was, the Clamour made by thofe who would not 
fuflfer their Right to be purchafed out, aftet the 
Majority of fuch as had an Intereft were contented 1

ihcotlier,* chat the Expencc would be greater than 
could eafily be' born, or could be ju&fied by the 
Occafion. 

. Hence it appears, that he had the Honour and 
Service of his Mafber at Heart above all Confidera^ 
tions whatever. He found the King's Inclination 
itrong to the Thing, and might cxpe6t to be a 
Degree lower in his Favour by oppofing it ; yet 
forefeeing the Flame fuch a Heat was like to pro^ 
duce, entred his humble Proteft. . 
• He refigned not his Staflf' till 1641. which 
Dn Kennefs Hiftory faith was done in Profpeft of 
Confufion which this Vote of the' Houfe of Com- 
mons gave. ^^ May 17. Refolved by the Com- 
f mons. That this Houfe doth approve of the 
*^ ASeftion of their Brethren of Scotland in their 
** Ddire of a Conformity m Church-Government 
** between the two Nations, and doth give them 
•' Thanks for the (ame. " 

One Aft of this. Reverend Perfon in thofe turbu-- 
lent Times muft perfume his Memory to Poftcrity i 
his brave and faithful Behaviour on the Sentence 
againft the Earl of Strafford. The Fury of the 
People, like a Whirlwind or Torrent, driving all 
before it, had fo far fliook the Throne, as to de- 
prive theMonarch, if not of the Capftcity of judging, 
yet of refolving Right* Prefs*d firft with Force, 
and then with Reafons which came backed -with 
Force, to figh the Murther o\ a gallant Commander 
and faithful Servant,- he appealed to the Power 
by which Kings reign, to judge of his Sincerity in 
a RefofaL He, was clear in the Point if he might 
be allowed to fpeak his own Senfe ; but his Modefty 
feduced hini to fubmit to corrupt or terrified Judges. 
A Confcience frfee from Guilt, and fearlefs of Dan*« 
ger:,..isiiifrobed of its native Streogth, and forfeits 
its Innocence by artful Perfuafion.

*' King and the World had greater Reverence) 

f * did not what might have been expefted fron> 

*' their Calling or their Truft -, but at leaft forbore 

"to fortify and confirm a* Confcience, upon the 

*' Courage and Piety of which, the Security of 

*' their Perfops and . their Orderr did "^abfolutely 

" under God depend. '* 

. Dr. Kenneth Hiftory faith, The Bilhops in 
general refolved the King, '* That he ought not 
♦' to go againft his own Confcience upon any Con- 
^' fideration whatfoevcr." The Notes indeed taken 
from fome other Writers tell us, ''" Only Bifliop 
" Juxon was refolutely againft it. '^ To reconcile 
thefe Accounts, one may imagine the laft Sentence 
defigned to ihew him the only Perfon of the Com- 
pany refolute^ tho* not excluding the reft from the 
Honour of being of the Cime Judgment^

It mull be a peculiar Satisfkakm to the fuffcrlhg 
Monarch, to have attending hitfi in his laft Minutes^ 
a Clergyman, whofe approved Fidelity, and clear 
Courage, had fo well reconimeo^ itielf. 

The Archbiihop's playing with the Word C«r- 
femce, making an unnatural Divifion of it into 
private and publick, has been tvsx deteftcd, even 
by thofe whofe Purpofes the Cafuiftry ferved. 

Can any Man at this Diitance view the diftreiied 
Monarch without Tears, ^ving up his Friend and 
his Confcience too at the Inftance of a Guardian an4 
Defender of that Confcience ? 

Tenderneis of Confcience was not to be admitted 
m a King. Yet Subjects might plead Confcience, 
^s Women do their Belly, againft Law to gain 
their Ends. Sollicitor St. Jobff^ had a clear Notion 
of lAherty of Confciencej when he urged in Lord 
Strafford- $ Cafe i '^ That though Teftimony was 
** not fo clear* yet in this way of Bill, private 
*« Satisfaftion to each Man's Confcience was fuf- 
*' ficient, although no Evidence had been given 
*' at all. '• It is remarked by the laft cited 
Hiftorian upon 5/ra/(?r^'s Fall — " This noble 
*' Earl, who if his Mafter could have laved him, 
♦' might have been-abre to fave his Mafter. " 

Our Bifliop could not butforefee, if his Advice 
had been taken, that the King and hjmfelf too wer^j 
in Danger of a Maflacre, Yet rightly judged, 
they fhould both have gone off the Stage like Men 
untainted in a poifpnous Air ; and prevented an 
Imputation more terrible than Death. 

He pafTed the melancholick Years of Ufurpation 
at his Manor of J^iUle Compton in Glocejlerjhire^ 
And when the Voice of the Lordjhook the W^dernefsy 
and called home the King and the difperfed Exiles, 
he was advanced to the See of Canterbury. Age 
and the Scone purfued him fo clofcfy, that he fur- 
viyed the glorious Day no more than three Years, 

Some 
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jirchhifiop (jf Canterbury.' ^ 

Some confiderable Beaefkdions of his during that 
Time arc kept ia Memory. He contributed to 
the Reparation of St. PauPs in Londm^ repaired 
the Palace at Lambetbj and built intirely the Hall 
there* Anthony IVood faitK, he gave One hvuidred 
Pounds to the Parilh of St. Giles. Dr. fTalker^s 
bufferings of the Clergy mentions near Ten thoOfand 
Pounds to the Cathedrals of Canterbury^ or London^ 
Or to his own College, 

The Virtues of this great Man would not have 
been fb confpicuou^, if his Lot had not fallen in fo 
tempefhious an Age, He had feen and felt the moft 
deplorable Subverfion of the Church and State ; 
been Eye-wimefs to the Sufferings of the King and 
the- Flower of his Subjefts. 

And though he lived to fee the Period of Con- 
fufion in its Turn, the Satisfa^on he was capable 
of, was no more than generous Wifhes to the Kmg, 
and thofe that had been his Fellow-fufferers, af- 
forded« Diieaie had unfitted him for a'ny &rther 
Relifli in Life, than Admiration ctf the Goodnefs 
of Providence in delivering Mankind from being 
Rirties in Wickednefs, which it were better for 
them to fufFer from, than juftify : And that the 
abufcd Part of the World, who had learned from 
tortured Scripture, thiat Succcfs was the Tcft of 
Right and Wrong, faw the Votaries of that im- 
pious Doftrine eneftually confuted :, That the 
olafphemous attributing the Pf^orks of the Devil to 
God J appeared in its true Light, as great an 
Affront as to attribute thofe of God to the Devil 

Here we hoped our Reverend Prelate would 
reft : That his Afhes were out of the Reach 
of Human Envy \ That if any Detraftor fhould 
attempt to difturb his Memory, and traduce his 
glorious Aftions, he could not find an Ear to 
iiften to fo unpopular a Challenge,

Little did the Age he died in, think his Gh^T 
rafter would want Repairs. It is indeed vaip for 
any Man to aim at the Refpeft of Pofterity, if 
Dr- Jupcon cannpt have it. Envy has been thought 
to cealc againft the Dead, who can keep no. Man 
•from Preferment. But there is fuch ^n Itch or 
Intereft in levelling Memory as well as Eftate, that 
the Dead may wifh to have their Memory burn'd 
as well as their. Bones, for fear of being dug up 
and expofcd. . . ^ 

Of late has darted up a^ doughty Hero*, the 
firft that prefumed to take' up the Gauntlet and 
blaft our Prelate's Charafter. In the Hijloryofbis 
own Ti*;w^, which might as well have been caird, 
^ Time-ferving Hijiory, he faith \ " At the Reftau- 
/^ ration, Juxpri^ the ^ntienteft and moft eminent 
*' of the former Bilhops, who had aflijfted the lat? 
*' King in his laft Hours, was promoted to C^nter- 
*' iury^ more out of Decency thap that h? was 
*' able to fill that Poft ; for as he was never a 
*' great Divine, fo he was now fuperannuated." 

It is hard, that pf all the good Things our Pre- 
late's Life affords, not one could get a Place in this 
renowned Hiftory, A bad Aftion, could the Au- 
thor have found it, would not have been omitted. 
But why was he not a great Divine? Or who i$ 
fo, but fuch as the Author defcribes himfelf, ,a 
Lover, of Liberty and Moderation ? He has a Stroke 
alfo in this deep Remark at the reft of the Bench. 
For if Dr. Juxon was the moft eminent of them, . 
and no great Divine, what becomes of their Pre- 
tence to be Divines? , This bungling Stroke of his 
Flail has but fallen upon his own Head. He has 
confuted himfelf by over-reaching. What Part of 
this Reverend Perfon's Charafter is defeftive ? His 
natural Talents muft be reflefted upon, or his want

of Application, or his Incapacity of Judgment* 
. In none of thefe has he, to the diTintecefted World^.. 
appeared, contemptible. 

The grand Point in View feems to have been; 
libelling the old and! the young King. To make 
their Choice ridiculous, was the End of throwii^ 
about thefe Firebrands. If the Bifhop was fuper* 
annuated, of which no Inilance appears, either in 
the Government of his Church, or his Patience 
under his Difcafe, it refleds upon t^e Monarch 
that advanced him. And there it was principally 
intended- ^ 

To be a great Divine, he muft have been a great 
Latitudinarian ! Is this Liberty and Moderation i 

I might find Dirt enough of this fort to wipe off 
the great and good Archbifliop, if I would recite 
the Scandal heftowed by the Difciples and Folr 
lowers of the Author laft mentioned. To rake 
into lijch filthy Writings is ungrateful, tho^ Gcdd 
were to be extracted ; tho' the Inconfiftencics and 
Contradidtions of their . Performance would give 
the unbiafs'd World juft Sentiments of the Mea 
and their'Wcll-wiftiqr3. 

1 have taken the renowned Hlftory to examine^ 
becaufe it hath the Honour to be in many Hands 
as Patrons and Suhfcribers, who have repented the 
Countenance they have given to fuch Productions.' 
it is to befear'd, that Countenance hath been an 
Encouragement to later Broachersof Scandal, y&\o 
have thence expe<ftcd a better Harveft than I hope 
they will find. n 

Dr. Juxon wj^s buried. in the Chapel of St. Jobn'^ 
College, Oxon. 
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ftbe L I F E 0/ 2)r. Gilbert 
Sheldon, Anhbtfhop of Can- 
terbury, 

HR. GUhert Sheldon was bom at Stanton in 
StaffordftAre^ July 19, 1598. He took 
his Chriftian Name from the Earl of 
Sbrewjbury his God&ther. He was ad- 
mitted Commoner of ^rimty Cdlege^ Oxford^ 16 13. 
He took Matter of Arts Degree, and two Years 
after was ek^ted Fellow of All Souls. He went 
into Orders, and was made domeilick Chaplain to 
Jifomas Lord CoFumtty^ Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal. This Lord recommended him to King 
Charles I. 

Of the Keeper Lord Clarendon iaith, amongft 
other Points of his Merit as well as Fortune i 
** He had a clear Ccmception of the whole Policy 
*< of the Government both of Church and State, 
** which by the Unlkilfiilnefs of fome well-mean- 
** ing Men, juftledeach the other too much." 

In the Year 1634 he proceeded in Divinity, was 
Prebendary of Glouafter^ and the next Year War- 
den of his College. Then he was made Chaplain 
jn Ordinary to the King, and Clerk of the Clofet, 
He had been farther preferred to the Mafterfhip of 
the Savoy and Deanry of IFeftminfiery if the Times 
had not prevented it. 

He was turn'd out of his Wardeoihip and im- 
prifon'd with Dr. Hammond by the Parliament Vi^

** Deprivation, and that, the grofs of the Party.

If the Steps by which all this was brought about 
are look'd into, the Crime alledged againft Dr." 
Sheldon^ and other Fathers of the Church, will, I 
hope, vanilh, or be alter'd to its proper Appella- 
' tion of a prudential Zeal for Religion. A Love of 
Liberty and Moderation^ muft fharpcn one's Under- 
ftanding as well as one's Spirits^ if it helps a Mait 
to conceive an Union of contrary Principles : If \t 
reconcile an Oppofition for Oppofition's fake, with 
Order and Authority : Efpecially where the Op- 
pofers were divided againft one another with asr 
great Zeal as againft the Church ; who could no, 
more bear to indulge one another, when undcrmofk,: 
than they could the Church.

All this appears from the Conference at the 
Savoy^ appointed by Commiifion from the King» 
lo ezatmin the IJturgy and its Dcfefts, The De- 
bates there between die Churchmen and theSc6ta- 
ries named in that Commiflion, whiph all our 
Hiftories give us, are enough for Poilerity to 
Judge by. 

It looks indeed more like an Appeal to thd 
World, that the Exceptions made to the Liturgy 
were frivolous, than that the Guardians of it Ihould 
gTC it up, without one good Reafon for doing fo« 
The main Point in Difpute, as the laft mentioned 
Hiftoriartj Dr, Kenneth and others fay, was, whe- 
dier Things indifferent might be enjoined by Ai;- 
diority^, Againfl this Mr. Baxter^ in the Name 
^f his Body, wai very pofirive. 

As there is Time^ Place, Poihtre, and othei* 
Circumftances neceflary to Worlhip j and to what- 
ever is done in Publick^ 'ds furprizing tofind'anl 
Objeftion to the Appointnicnt of it ; that any who 
had taken upon them a Profeflion of Chrifllanity, 
Ihould breajc thro* Order, Uniformitys Charity, 
upon fo Unchriftian a Foundation* 

Was there ever an Age before^ wherd Authority 
wasfo refmed as to be no Authority at all ? The 
Eflentials of Worlhip and Service being appointed, 
the Exterior alone, or Form of it, are left to the 
Governors of every Age. The fir A cannot be per- 
formed without enjoining the latter ; yet Gover- 
nors have not that Power !. Who then has it ? It 
mufl, we are told, be left to the Confcience of 
ev^ry private Man, whofe Confcience has nothing 
to do with it. Confcience being no mofe than 
judging our Adions by the Rule of the Law that 
»todireftus, where there is no Law there can be 
no Tranfgreffion. On tlie other hand, Obedience 
to Governors is enjoined. And when we deny thac 
Obedience without being able to prove the Com-- 

mand 
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mand fmfuU we manifeiUy break one Law. And 
a we break one Law for no better Reaibn than that 
we were not Parties at die making of another^ or 
that we think we could have made a better, we 
contemn the Governors fet over us, and tht Autbo* 
rity by which they were fet over \is- 

Confcience, in the Scnfe it gimerally pafles, 
amoimts to no more than Thinking : And if the 
Perfecutors of the Appftles fliould Think they did 
God Service in it, they might, as well as we, plead 
Confcience ibr it. If Appointment of indi&renc 
Things be a Sin, it can be only fo in the Ap-- 
pointers, not in the Compliers, Where T'ime» 
Place, Pofture, are appointed, and without thent 
Regularity and Confent in Worlhip i$ impra^^ 
cable, fomebody or other muft c<Hnp}y widi 
what they think might have been mended. The 
Difpute therefore will come to this, whether the; 
Governors or the Governed are to prefcribe: 
Whether the Opinion of the Subjefts of the Church 
is to be afk*d, before the Governors can, without 
injuring the Confcience of thofe Subjefts, impofe 
^ Regularity of Behaviour. Ahd if thefc Things 
were put to the Vote or Ballot, would there not 
be fome Negatives to the moft received Opinion, 
and will not they have the fame Plea and Pretence 
of Confcience ? ' 

Will any Man fay, that fubmittbg to the 
Church in Things not unlawful in themfclves, car-r 
ries that Face of Guilt as dividing and rending the 
Body? Are Kneeling, Standinjg, Habit; and 
other innocent Ceremonies, enjoin'd meerly by 
the Church in being, fo frighthil a Thing? Sup-- 
pofe we do them agptinft our Liking or Thinking, 
xf we do them for the fake of UnifOTmity and 
Obedience, we appear the better Subjefts, and 
more wiUmg to promote the great Ends of Cha- 
rity. 

Will 
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' Will thefe Things fright us' into enormous 
Crimes? Shall We for thefe join our Hands to 
throw oflF all Reverence to Spiritual Authority ; 
all that Awe and Reftl^int which is the bell Secu- 
rity for our Chriftian Behaviour ? For thefe fhai: 
we render the Inftitutions of Ghriftianity ufelefs, 
the Power of receiving into, and excluding fronr 
the Church ? Are we concent for the fake of thefi 
indifferent Things to miflead and betray our Neigh 
hour into a Contempt of ^iritual Power •, to erafi 
out of his Mind all Notions of Cenfure and Abfo 
lutions, as if th^y were never appointed, ' or ar 
at beft but declaratory ? Shall we deprive hin 
and ourfelves of the Spiritual Benefit of Chriftiai 
Offices, for nothing but to fhew ourfelves wife 
than our teachers ? 

The Part Dn Sheldon had in fuppbrting th 
Honour of Religion and an eltablifh'd Church 
proves, his deep Senfe of Religion, if any thini 
can do it to Lovers of Liberty and Moderation. Th 
Clamour was great, the Clamourers many. Th 
Numbers of tender Confciences- and difTatisfie 
People, were urged againfl: the Aft of Uniformitj 
The Prefbyterians pleaded their Merit in reftorin 
the King. Some of the Courtiers back'd the 
Plei, and would have them humoured in the 
Perverfenefs. Under thefe Difficulties our Prelai 
bore the chief Weight, proved the Adverfar 
Schemes vain in themfelves, and dangerous to t\ 
Church. He ventured lofing his Interefl with t\ 
King, thro* the great Power of his Oppofer 
adhering to Truth againfl all the Remonftranc 
of Convenience. Might he not have yielded t 
the Neceffitie^ of the Times,, and <he prevailir 
Voice of the People ? Might he not have bee 
contented with (hewing his own good Wifhes, ar 
folaced himfetf with.enjoying his frefefriient, witl 
out bringing a Swarm about his Ears ? 

! ; » I 
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He confidered farther, what would be the Con- 
fequence of giving in to the Demands of the Dif- 
affefted. He knew themfelves would enlarge every 
Condefcenfion : That they would turn Liberty 
into Licentioufnefs : And according to the ufual 
Tendency of Fanatick Notions, they would be 
ipiriting up the People againft Kingly Govern- 
ment, when they had gained a Point upon the 
Ecclefiaftical. And when by the Strength of the 
Party, who by the King's Favour and Clemency 
had got' into Power, and even to be Members of 
the Privy Council, there was an Attempt m^de to 
fuipend the Execution of the Aft of Uniformity, 
this vigilant Father of the Church, by his Cou- 
rage and forcible Reafons, oppofed the Torrent^ 
and prevented an Inundation of thofe Principles 
that had before given fuch Difturbance both to 
Church and State. 

The King had been prevail'd upon, thro*. the 
Goodnefs of his Nature, and the Regard he main- 
tain*d to the Services of thefe People, tho* they 
brought him but upon their being trampled upon 
by an opftart Race of Scftaries, to cajl a. Council 
that it. might be deliberated whether the Law for 
Uniformity fhould have a temporary Sufpenfioa. 
Our Bifliop officioufly appeared at the Council, of 
which he was no Member, and pleaded the Rea- 
fonablenefs of that. Law, made with the greateft 
Zeal for the Church, and upon the matureft Judg- 
ment. He faid, himfelf had began to put it in 
Execution ; -that a Sufpenfion Were letting the 
Church's Eneniies in-againfl him ; that it would 
be giving .up alt Authority, and bringing the Le- 
giflature into Contempt, if every popular Petition 
could overturn, a Law contrived for the general 
Good, and with all neceOary Caution. 

This Oppofition to a Sufpenfion of the Law, 
|irhicU Sufpenfion was contrived .to introduce, in 

C Tiaic, 
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Time, a Comprehenfion, we may reafonabiy be- 
lieve inferted in viruknt Terms in the Diaries and 
Memoirs of the Vanquifhcd ; and that it gave a 
Hint to our Writer * of Secret Hiftory, to record 
againft this great Prelate what would be agreeable 
to thofe who inherited the Zeai of their Forefathers 
againft the Church. 

Since fo much has been told us of the Obliga^ 
tions King Chafles was under to thcfe Men for 
joining in his Reftauration, and fo great a Load 
has been laid upon our Filiate for not believing 
their Pretences, no^ trufting tc^ the AfFeftion they 
boafted'of towards the King, it ought to be exa- 
mined what were the Promifes he made them upon 
their returning to their Duty. Dr. Kenneths Hiftory 
"freprefents the breaking up the Savcy Conference 
thus ', " So ended this Confi^nce, without Union 
"or Accommodation-, the PreJbyUrian Divines 
*< depending too much on the EnCotwagement they 
*' had received, from the King and his chief Mini- 
*« fters •, on the Aflurances given them by fcMne of . 
" the leading Members of the Parliament ; and 
*« on the Aflfe^ons of the People: In all which 
«< they were miftaken as much as in the Merit of 
♦* their Caufe." 

In the King*s Declaration from Breda^ i66oi 
given by my L6rd Clarendon^ diefe are the Wocds^ - 
** And becaufe the Paffion and Uncharitablenefs of 
** the Times have produced feveral Opinions in 
*• Religion, by which Men are engaged in Parties 
" and Animofities againft each other; which, wheft 
^' they fhall hereafter unite in a Freedom bif»t3on^ 
*' verfation, will be compofed, or better uhderi 
*' flood ; We do declare a Liberty to tcaiderOjnr 
♦* fciences ; and that no Man (hall be difquieted^ 
*« or caird in queftion for Difler^nces of OpinfoA

What is here now but Seoority agakaft Perfecu- 
tion for Religion ? Bur fubmittii^ it to the Par- 
Itamenc what fort of Indulgence they fhall &ave ? 
Could they kiagine their Mioifters . fhould be 
allowed to keep their Churches till they had Ihewn 
^hemfelyes capable of it, by accepting die InftitU- 
tiofli of the Church, as well aa its Preferments'? 
It was Conde&enfion enough to putchemiqxsn the 
Foot of his other jSubjefts, to he (jualificd for Pre- 
leiiment on the f^me Conditions as they/ 

. But they were for having alL Their Plod fdr 
Peachy astbcycallit, and Liberty of Canfiatencc, 
was, if they wxxuld fpeak out, for tiiexr Aibions 
ipoke it, a Pk^ for Donunioo, .and not Indulgence : 
In fliort, a Plea for Libeity to in^Hjfe upon othtt: 
Mens Confdences, and brir^ the UmforM tocheir 
own Deformity. 

If. this needs a Proof, I tsViJl prodncetwofor it. 
,The firft is a Speech of a Preibyttmn Minifter in 
his own and the Name of |cight orniiic nioreCbirfs 
of their Profeflkfli, Reynolds^ Cda^y^ Cafe^ Maft-^ 
J^f and others, who attended the K:mgal the Tiitib 
Commtffioners from the ParHamefit were fent to 
Jiim to the Hague. Lord C/a/i^sitAw faith : Thty 
.told the King, " They had always, accctfdii^ to

We have been hitherto fpeaking of the Prefby- 
terians ; but may make a fmall Digreflion to fee 
the fame diftating Spirit in the tedious fulfome 
Addrefs of the Anabaptifts, recited by the fame

Then they come to their Propofitions, the third

This extraordinary Piece defcrvcs a Mend 
here, becaufe from it we learn, that if the Prefl 
teriaiis had carried their Point agamft the Chun 
they would have been reckoned Innovators, a 
Ufurpers upon the Chriftian Liberty of pleadi 
Confciencc for Opinion. The Prefbyterian H 
rarchy is condemned equally with the Epifcop 
is term -d as much as the Epifcopal is Tyrannic 
Popifli, and Antichriftian. 

My fecond Proof that the Prefbyterian Pleaj 
Peace and Liberty of Confcicnce meant fomethi 
more, is this; That their Commiffioners at t 
Sa^Voy Conference made Root and Branch Wc

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. Without infifting upon this unnatural faftious 
Projed for Peace, which carries in it nothing but 
Confiifion : Without laying • a Strefs upon the 
Power left with the Church to determine for its 
Subjefts in Matters indifierent 5 and the Exercife 
of that Power as in the Council of Mikvisj * Pla- 
cuit ut preces qu^ frohatcB fuerint in Concilio ah omnu 
bus celebrenturj nee alia omnino dicantur in Eccleftd^

Arpoor Cavalier, that for many Years has crept 
into Corners and Garrets for the fake of the true 
Service, and the Benefit of Paftoral Abfolution and 
Benediftion, mufl upon this glorious Turn 6f Af- 
fairs be condemned, if he be old or diftrefTed, or 
doth not care to give Scandal to others, by run- 
ning from Church to Church, as to the Market he 
likes befl } he muft, I fay, be given up to extempore 
EfRifions, to the Produdlions of every Drone or 
Humourift-, and be excluded from thofe Offices 
which are in themfelves edifying, and becoming 
the Objeft of Worfhip. 

To give the Reformers their Due, I believe they^ 
had other Views than Confufion. They defignea 
no Babel Worfhip, to have different Parifties, like 
Clan and Clan, Praying and Preaching againft one

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another. But as in the firft Pulpit War they cut 
down their Adverfaries, and talked their Audience 
into a Perfuafioh the Church was Antichrift, and 
the Earth to be inherited by themfelves ; they 
would draw out a Text that fliould be a Watch 
Word to the Mob, and give as decifive a Stroke 
to their Opponents, as 'Ntme cour * Saixes was to 
the Britons. 

Too much may be thought already faid upon 
this Subjeft.. But confidering thefe are the Men 
for whofe fake our Prelate is handed down toPofter 
rity with Cbntempt, indeed Infamy, as an Oppoftr 
of their Healing Defigns \ fbx the Honour and 
Juftification of the Oppofer,^ let us view a Sketch 
of their Projed, as fet forth by themfelves, 

Inftead of the general Confe^ion^ which is fhort 
and comprehensive, here is a tedious Form not fit 
for every Man to join in, "as acknowledging fome 
Sins which fome of the Congregation may never 
have been guilty of. 

In the room of the Abfolution we have nine 
Portions of Scripture, never a one of which ex- 
prefles the Commiffion given to the Apoftles and 
their Succeflbrs to bind and loofe ; but declaratory 
only of. God's Goodnefs. To thofe that expefted 
the Comfort of Abfolution from the Mouth of the 
Prieft, this muft be little edifying. 

The firft Leflbn muft not be appointed, but, 
fuch as the Minijkr findeth moit feafonable. As Scrip- 
ture is for DoSrine, and Reproofs the Hearers can- 
not imagine themfelves pointed at by a Chapter in 
its Courfe, as they would be apt to think, if, one 
were felefted that fmgled them out. But Novelty 
muft be indulged, rather than Order and Pru- 
dence.

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The Singmg Pfalms are to be difufed for a Ver- 
fion of William Barton^ approved by the Church 
of Scotland. 

At the Communion, inftead of the Authorita- 
tive Abfolution, is a Prayer for Pardon of Sin. 
The Minifter is left to his Liberty wfien and how 
he will conlecrate •, with Defign, one would ima- 
gine, to expel Order and Decency froni the moft 
folemn Offices of Religion. " And let none of 
*' the People be forced to fit, ftand, or kneel in 
" the Ad: of Receiving, whofe Judgment is 
^* againft it/' 

Thefe are indeed Reformers, who cry out upon 
Kneeling as a proper Pofture of Devotion. This 
would be worfe than the tenth Perfccutioji to be 
forced to. How do thefe Reformers confult^ the 
Beauty of Holinefs ? I would alk for one Inftancc 
of a Cafe out of the Church, where Kneeling and 
Sitting are cfteemM equally refpeftfal ? The whole 
Office, as they have modelled it, confifts of Prayers, 
for which one would think Kneeling highly proper ; 
the Confecration excepted, which is repeating the 
Inflitupon as delivered in the Gofpel. And who 
can think the humbled Pofture not fit, indeed not 
fit to be required? 

Making it, as they do, a Supper only, the pro- 
per Pofture of which is Sitting, what Room is there 
to indulge any body in Kneeling ? This Liberty 
pleaded for is nothing but a Liberty for Enthu- 
fiafm. Can mortal Man give a Reafon why Kneel- 
ing Ihould be admitted at a Feaft or Banquet, I 
mean, as a decent Pofture? Nothinjg. is to be 
prefsM upon them contrary. to their Judgment. 
But where they have no Pretence to judge, why 
fuch a Regard to their Judgment ? 

The extreme Moderation of the Quakers is ad- 
mirable ; who, tho'. of the moft inflexible kind of 
Confcicnce, can admit, upon an Audience at Court, 

to 
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to have their Hats tenderly lifbed off, and pay fo 
Guineas to the Inflrument of Pcrfecution. Th( 
would fay, if they were difpofed to Ipcak, th 
they fubmitted their Judgment to the Praftice 
the World: That they fliewed their Proteft 
their Reludance. They don't indeed prdcribe 
the reft of the World to have their Hats nail'd oi 
which muft be interpreted a generous Tendcrnefs. 

What would be thought of the Judgment 
Children and Servants, if they were commands 
indifferent Thmgs, and fhould refufe Obedienci 
And is not the Superiority oi the Governors of t 
Church equal to that of a Parent or Mafter ? It 
very evident that the Savey Commiffioners Judj 
mcnt was fuch, when they fubjeded the who 
Congregation to the Form the Minifter fhou 
make Choice of. 

In the Office of Bapdfm, where the Minifter 
to fpeak to the Parent, we may obferve Reform 
tion extending its Privilege yet farther; and th 
even Prifcian, perhaps for the Afiinity his Nan 
bears to antient Inftihition, muft have his Head 
great Danger. // being the Faithful and their Se 
to whom the Promifes ate made ; And no Man u 
ftncerely dedicate his Child to that God that he believe 
not in him/elf I I therefore require jou to make Pt 
fejfton of your o%vn Faith. 

, Service in Latin is juftly offenfive ; but why 
fhould be unintelligible in our own Language, the 
Criticks upon antient Ufage ought to ihew. 
queftion whether Milton would not have been 
Diffenter to fuch Grammar and Senfe. And 
premeditated Senfe, Senfe that was fit to lay befo 
Bilhops and the King ; Senfe that it was hop 
would be made a Canon, and charm the adverfa 
World into Admiration of the Reformed Chun 
of England ; if this was fo perfedly divefted 
human Learning as to confound a School-boy, wh 

. wc 
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were we to expeft when thefe great Heads were 
fingle, whea they had lefs time to confider \ when 
even le^er Heads than they came to extsemporc 
Performance ? If Judgment may be pleaded, this 
to fome People would be fuU as choaking as th( 
Sign oftheCrofs. ^ 

In the Exhortation to the Parents after the Child 
is baptized, nuny Texts are ufed % amongft the 
reft this remarkable Declaration of Jojbuay As far 
mi and my ttmfe wt wUlferve the Lord. It might 
have been expe(5ted they fliould have produced a 
Proof w;lience the Judgment of his Family might 
have taken Place of the Obedience due from them 
to their Fadier. 

It was ftrange that of St Paul to Tmotby had 
notalfo a Place, who called Ttmotbybis own Son in 
^ the Faith. Had they explained one Quality de- 
icribed in a Man fit to be ordained, and reconciled 
that Quality with the Judgment allowed to Men, 
Women, and Children, they had edified their 
Readers at this Diftance of Time. * One that 
ruletb well bis own Hfiufe^ baving bis Cbildren in Sub* 
je8ion with all Gravity. For if a Man know not bow 
to rule bis own Houfe^ bow fhall be take care of tbe 
CburcbdfGod? 

But how if it was the Judgmient of this Bifhop or 
Deacon's Children, whofe Father was to be or- 
dained, that Sitting at the Eucharift was better than 
Kneeling, what room is there left for Liberty of 
Confcience ? Ruling of a Houfe feems to imply 
diAadng to the Children ; at leaft didlating to 
• them in indifferent Things. They that hope for 
the Vox Populi muft take in Women and Children 
for Judges, and they are pretty fecure. 

We have in its courfe this Title; Tbe Vifttation 
of tbe Sick J and tbeir Communion. By Communion

in 
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in the Prayer-Book is meant the Office for com- 
municating them. Here is not one Word laid of 
their paruking of the Communion, therefore they 
muft find a Senfe in Words which nobody elfc 
knows. And here without any Ceremony do they 
condemn the pious Praftice of admitting dying 
Perfons to the higheft Ad of Worlhip :, ,To that 
Vtaticum which Abfolution accompariies •, where is 
the moft folemn Profeffion of Penitence, and the 
mofl comfortable Afliirance of Pardon to the 
Penitent, 

What is there that Objeftbrs, Oppofers, Re- 
formers will not quarrel with? The Power given 
to the Prieft, however ufefiil to deter the Impeni- 
tent,^ to comfort the Defponding, to fupport the 
fliattered Frame, ready to be dilfolved by Age or 
Difeafe, muft be laid afidc as ufclefs, if not Anti- 
chriftian, and an extempore Oration, fulfome per-- 
haps and ftupid, fhall be fubftituted in its Room, 
redoubling the Groans of a dying Son of the Church, 
to fee his Mother proftituted to Enthufiafm, and 
himfelf deprived of her Bleffing. 

In the Burial Office we have this, ?' Let no , 
«* Chriftians uncharitably judge one another about 
*< thefe Things j let no People keep up groundlefs 
«« Ufages, that being fufpicious, grieve their 
*« Minifter, and offend their Brethren. Let no 
** Minifter that fcrupleth the fatisfying of Peoples 
" ungrounded Defires in fuch Things, be forced 
" to do it againft his Confcience. " 

If I can guefs at the Meaning of this, it muft be, 
that a Profeffion of Hope for the Deceafed, ac-r 
cording to the Prayer-Book, Ihould not be forced 
upon the Minifter. Let the Objeftor confider, 
that the Office was made for thofe only that die 
in the Communion of the Church, if by Age 
qualified to be received : That Examination is 
made upon Oath of the Churchwardens, if any of 

the 
• 
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the Parifh fo behaves himfelf as to give Offence to 
the Parifh •, that the Minifter has himfelf a Power 
to prefent a fcandalous Perfon, and is obliged to 
it upon the Churchwardens Refofal' or Negleft; 
and where can we find a' Minifter obliged to bury 
any one with the Service, whom he is not himfelf 
to anfwer for, if he have lived a fcandalous Life, 
as he was bound firft to reprove, then to prefcrit 
him? 

But confidering how much is in the Reform left 
tothe Difcifetion of the Minifter, where, if Difci- 
pline is kept up, the fixed Method will anfwer 
every Thing •, il will give one Inftance of the 
Difcretion of the Times, when thefe Men were not 
Petitioners for Peace, but the Moderators and 
Difpenfers of it. 

The famous Mr. ' ChUlingwsrtb being taken 
amongft the Cavaliers at Arundel^ ^as brought 
with them Prifoner to Cbkbefter^ where he died* 
An Account of his Death and Sickneis is printed by 
Francis Cheynell^ late Fellow of Merton College. 
It is mentioned by Ant. Wood, who has alfo given 
Cbeyne^s Charafter, and makes him one of the 
Affembly of Divines. The Title is Chillingwortb^s 
Noviffima. I mention it the rather, becaufe the 
Author has addreflfed his Piece amongft the reft to 
the Prelate we are writing of, and becaufe there is 
a Letter from a Parliament Captain, whofe Prifoner 
Mr. Cbillingwortb was at Cbichejier, giving a Rela- 
tion of his Sicknefs, and faying, it was the dying 
Perfon*s Defire the Warden of All-Souls Ihould 
know his State, for whom he has a great Efteem.

Mr. Cbillingwofth had, according to this Hifioi 
ferred die King as an Engineer as well as Chapia 
When he was taken he wasfick, and becaufe he i 
fiifed the Attendance of Sir mOiam fTaller^^ Ph 
fidan, the good People called hini Fdo de fe. I 
beft knew the Honour of the Enemy, and thoug 
himfelf as lafe in the Hands of a Diieafe. Yet 
the Dodor had been io ungenerous as to difpat 
iiim, he had been nierciful ; for the Torture he we 
through by the Infults of Cbeyatl, kerns woi 
-than a FKix. According to this Man's own A 
count, he purfued him from Day to Day wi 
Reproaches for being a Cavalier, and a Man tfa 
idolized Reafbn. He put him upon Difputes dail 
and teazed him with inch impertinent Stuff, ai 
wretched Aigument, as no Man ever ufed but 
itupify Ks own Confcience : Such as he weak 
thought would make his Adverfaries believe hi 
Anc^e, though mifinformed and m^d : Such 
Reafon muft be decried to make way for : Such 
Truth as proved the Tongue a Penfioner to t 
Appetite, the Mmd debauched to anfwer t 
Demands of the Body. 

I come now. to his Funeral, of which Cbey^ 

faith, " As devout Stephen was carried to 1 

" Burial by devout Men, fo is it juft and'eqi; 

••* that Malignants (hould carry Malignants 

*' their Grave. By Malignants, I mean fuch kii 
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** ofMcnwhojoin with the Enemy ^ or are willing 
^< upon any Occafion ofiered to join with him» to 
** promote the Andchriftian Defign now on Foot ; 
«^ thole, and only thole, I call Malignants. When 
^^ the Malignants brought his Hearfe to the Burial, 
" I met them at the Grave with Mafter CbilUng" 
<^ worib^% Book in my Hand h at the Burial of 
^< which Book I conceived it fit to make this litde 
« Speech, 

♦' Brethren, It was the eameft Defire of that 
^^ eminent Scholar, whofe Body lies here before 
<^ you, that his Corpie misht be interred according 
'< to the Rices and Cuftoms approved in the 
^^ EngUJb Liturgy, and in moft Places c^ this 
<^ Kingdom heretofore received: But his fecond 
^^ Requeft (m cale that were denied him) was, 
^^ that he might be buried in this City, after fuch 
«^ a manner as might be obtained in theie un* 
^* happy Differences and bloody Wars. His firft 
^' Re^eft is denied for many Reaibns, of which 
*^ you cannot be ignorant, it is too well known 
*^ that he was OBCt a profefs'd Papift, and a grand 
" Seducer; he perverted divers Perfons of con- 
<< fiderable Rank and Quality 9 and I have good 
" Cauie to believe, that his Return to Etiglaniy 
*' <rommonly called his Converfton^ was but a falfe 
** ahd pretsendcd Converfion : And for my own 
'* Part, I am fully convinced, that he did not die 
** a genube Son of the Church oi England. I re- 
*^ tain the afual Phrafe, that you may know what 
^^' I mean \ I mean he was not of that Faith or 
^ Religion which iseftablilhed by Law in England. 
•* He hath left that Phantafie, which he called his 
^* Religion, upon Record in this fubtile Book i 
^* He was not alhamed to print andpublifli this 
•* dcftruftive Tenet ; That there is no Neceffity of 
" Church or Scripture to make Men faitbfulMeni 
*' in the One hundredth Page of this unhappy 
- *' Book-, 
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" Book i and therefore I refiife to bury him mjidf^ 
" yet let his Friends and Followers, who have 
** attended his Hearfe to this Colgotba^ know^ 
*' that they are permitted, out of mere Hunianity^ 
** to bury their Dead out of our Sight, 
• ** If they pleafe to undertake the Burial of his 
*' Corps, I fhall undertake to bury his Errors, 
" which are publifhed in this fo much admired, 
*' yet unworthy Book ; and happy would it be for 
** this Kingdom if this Book, and all its Fellows, 
*• could be fo buried, that they might never rife 
*' more, unlefs it were for aConfutation : And happy 
*' would it have been for the Author, if he had re- 
." pented of thofe Errors, that they might never rife 
*' for his Condemnation ; happy, thrice happy will 
" he be if his Works do not follow him, if they 
" do never rife with him, nor againft him.

" Touching the Burial of his Corpfe, I need fay 
•* no more than this ; It will be mofl proper for the 
*« Men of his Perfuafion to commit the Body of 
*'. their deceafcd Friend, Brother, Matter .to the 
'« Duft 5 and will be moft proper for me to hearken 
"to that dounfel of my Saviour, Luke ix. 6o.' 
^' Let the Dead bury their Deady but go thou and 
** preach the Kingdom of God. And fo I went from 
*' the Grave to the Pulpit, and preached on that 
" Text to the Congregation. '* — - ** And I 
•' dare boldly fay, that I have been more forrow-' 
" fill for Mr. Chillingworthy and merciful to him, 
*« than his Friends at Oxford -, his Sicknefs and 
«' Obftinacy coft me many a Prayer and many a 
',« Tear. I did heartily bewail the Lofs of fuch 
" flrong Parts and eminent Gifb ; the Lofs of 

" fo 
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" fo much Learning and Diligence. Never did I 
*':obferve.more Acutenefs and Eloquence fo ex- 
** adly tempered in the fame Perfon : Diabolus ab 
*' iUo ornari cupebal ', for he had Eloquence enough 
*' to fet a fair Varnilh upon the fouleft Defign. 
** He was Mailer of his Learning ; he had all his 
*' Arguments in prvcinSta^ and his Notions in 
*' numerato. Howl^ ye Fir-Trees^ for a Cedar is 
*' fallen. Lament, yt Sopinjierj^ for the Mafter of 
*' Sentences (ihall I fay?) or Fallacies is vanifhed. 
** Wring your Hands and beat your Breafts, ye 
*^ Af^icbriftian Engineers^ for your Arch-Engineer 
'^ is dead, and all his Engines buried with him. . 
" Ye Daughters of Oxford weep oyer Cbillingwortby 
*' for he had a confiderable and hopeful Projedt 
*' how to cloath you and himfelf in Scarlet and other 
" Delights. Lam diftrejfed for tbee^ my Brother ChiU 
•' lii^worth (may his Executrix fay); Veryfleafant 
* ' baji tbou been unto me -, tbyLove to me was wonderful^ 
*' pajfing tbe Lave of Father, Husband, Brother. 
** O bow are the Mighty fallen^ and tbe Weapons^ 
" my Rnginc& of fTar pert/bed! O tell it not in G^th^ 
" that he who raifed a Battery againft the Pope's 
*' Chair^ that he might place Reafon in the Chair in^ 
'« flead of jinticbrift^ is dead and gone. Publijh it 
*' not in the Streets of Askiion^ that he who did once 
" batter Rome^ and undermine England^ the Rer 
" forming Church of England j that he might pre- 
*' vent, a Reformation, is dead; left ifyoupublilh 
*' it, you puzzle all the Conclave, and put them 
*« to conlider whether they fhould mourn or 
" triumph." 

I fhould not blot Paper with fuch Rhapfody, buc 
to fhew what fort of Animals were thofe who called 
our Reverend Prelate, and other great Men of the 
Church, Delinquents and Malignants, Antichriftian 
and fcandalous Mintfters. 

D With 
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With what View could Dr. Sheldon apprehend 
thefe Proftitutes taken in at the Reftauration, to be 
Fellow-Labourers with tlie orthodox and loyal 
Clergy ? What could he hope for in a Truce with 
Hypocrify and Enthufiafm ? From Creatures uit- 
niann*d by Pride and Peeviftinefs v •^ho by a Habit 
of dirty Work in fupport of their Patrons, had 
di^faced and obliterated in their Minds all Traces of 
Religion and Humanity ? 

The main Point at this Sa'voy Conference was, 
the Impofition of Ceremonies in*^ their own Nature 
indifferent, which might do Violence to tender 
Confciences. Some Years after, the Aft of Unifor- 
mity took Place, atid feparate Congregations were 
ereAed for Edification and greater Purity of Wor- 
Ihip, the Oppofition improved, and the Appoint- 
ments of the Church were maintained to be finful. 

And it muft be allowed that this Plea had a 
fairer Pretence than the former. There feems to 
be lefs Obftinacy where Sin is in our way than In- 
difference. Here was Room to plead Confcience, 
which could only be a Stale before, having nothing 
to ftart at but the . injudicious Impofitions. of the 
Compilers, and their Negleft to call in the Plebs to 
the making of , Canons. 

The Service Book became daily more and more 
oflfenfive : Antichrijlian and Popijh w:ere its Epithets, 
and no joining in it could be without giving up the 
Eflentials of Chriftianity. Great Pains were taken 
upon the Revolution to repeal the Sacramental Teft 
in favour of Diflenters. Dr. Kenneths Hiftory * 
allures us, there was, in thefirft Parliament i685, 
an Attempt, "ito take away the Neceffity of receiving 
the Sacrament to make a Man capable of enjoying afty 
Office^ Employment^ or Place of Truft. This being 
rejefted by the Lords, another Claufe was offered,

To prevent the receiving the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper upon any other account than in Obedience to the 
* holy Inftitution thereof ^^ and to "^provide. That any 
Man /hould be fufficiently qualified for any Office^ Em- 
ployment ^ or Place (f Truft^ who tvithin a 2 ear before 
or after his Admijfton or Entrance thereinto^ did re-' 
eeive the Sacrament of the Lord^s Supper^ either ac- 
cording to the Ufage of the Church of England, or 
in any other Prqteftant Congregation. But neither did 
this pafs. 

Some Years after arofe a Praftice well known by 
the Nam€ of Occafwnal Conformity. This eff.ed:ually 
gives up Tendernels of Confcieiice, and declares to 
alt .the World, that nothing enjoined by the 
Church in receiving the Sacrament, is unlawful. 
For if it had been unlawful, if it had been Popifti, 
Antichriftian, Idolatrous, who with jufl Scruples 
about him could have once appeared at it ? And I 
never yet heard of a Cafuift that would not dwn, 
if Occafional Conformity is lawful, Conftant Con- 
formity is a Duty. Whatt can be a plainer Con- 
futation than for a Man to be judged out of his own 
Mouth ? Is there a Man t-hat hath the Face to fay, 
the Obligations to Agreement and Unity in Re* 
ligion are not great and frequently urged in the 
New Teftament? What is it that St. Paul means 
principally by Charity, but keeping in the Bonds of 
Peace^ keeping in the Communion of the Church ? 
What then but the evident Sinfulnefs of the Ternw 
of Conimunion can juftify a Separation ? 

Shall trifling Obje<5tions be admitted againil a 
Duty of tliis Importance ? Exceptions amounting ta 
no more than that the Inftitution is not enough edify* 
ing, and might have been contrived better ? Is the 
Church to be twn to pieces, feparated, and fub- 
divided for the Sake of. no more frightful Terms 
than People ean get over when Profit lies ac 
Stake?

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In the Trial of Mr. Baxter^ recited by Dr. 
Kennet *, we find Rotberam his Council, urging 
in his Favour, X^at be frequently attended Divine^ 
Service^ went to tbe Sacrament^ and perfuaded others 
to do fo too^ as was certainly and publkkly known^ 
and bad in tbe ^ery Book fo cbarged^ fpoken very 
moderately and bonourahly of tbe Bijhops of tbe Church 
i>f England. This muft mean of his going fome- 
times, and perfuading others to go fometimes. 
Had he gone conflantly, and perfuaded odiers to 
do the fame, how much more Service might he 
have done to Religion, at the fame time he per^- 
fuaded them to partial Conformity, by encou- 
raging them to maintain a Separation ? 

All this fhews the Prevalence of Habit and Pre- 
* judice : That Mankind is fubje<5t to Delufion : 
That Humility is a Vertue hard to be praftifcd : 
That the glorious Principle implanted in human 
Nature, of being firm and inflexible in a right 
Caufe, may receive fo ftrong a Biafs, as to deny' 
Admittance to thofe Doubts, which, duly weighed, 
might change and turn our Opinion. To this may 
be added, the Unhappinefs of fome pious Perfons, 
modeftly feeking Truth, who have been be- 
wildred by the Sophiftry of their Opponents, by 
the Weakncfs of their own Judgment, by the in- 
conftant and indecent Praftice of their Adverfaries, 
to an immoderate Retentivenefs of their firft re- 
ceived Impreffions, ending in their own great Dif- 
advantage,. and the Injury of their Neighbour. 

He that confiders the Confequence of allowing 
extempore EfRifions either in Desk or Pulpit, will 
never indulge fuch a dangerous as well as indecent 
Prafticc. Had this been admitted according to 
the propofed Reform* how eafily would the People 
have been blown up into Faftion and Rebellion ? 
What had been in the Reign of the Father might 
• Page 443, . • 

be 
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be expefted in the Reign of the Son, and therefore 
die Avenues to fuch a fatal Scene ought to be well 
guarded. It can never be imagined, the King's 
Promifc of Indulgence extended to the Liberty of 
pulling him down whenever the original Con- 
traftors fhould give the Word. The Principles of 
thofe People were to be difcouraged, and oppor- 
tunities as much as may bekept out of their Hands. 
The Liberty defigned for tender Confciences was 
never explained, but referred to a Parliament. If 
they had been free from Profecution for not attend- 
ing the publick Worlhip, and had Liberty in 
their own Houfes, they had more than they al- 
lowed to the Cavaliers, m 

Allowing the Leaders Liberty of enjoying Pre- 
ferment upon the fame Terms with the' loyal 
Clergy, muft be called Indulgence. For who 
would have thought, that Confcience which raifed 
and inflamed the Rebellion, that Coiifcience which 
juftified the Trial and the Murther of the King, 
fhould pretend to fuch extreme Tendernefs, as to 
boggle at fome innocent Ceremonies in Worlhip, 
con/eflfedly in themfelves, indifferent ? Had they 
been taken fingly, fcarce a Man of *em, it's 
thought, would have flood out. Would they 
have embraced Contempt and Starving, rather 
than have a Child figned with the Crols, or been 
prefent at the Service where the Priefl wore a Sur- 
plice.? Are thefe fuch frightful Things ? 

Rather we may fuppofe, a great Part of them 
influenced by the Counfel of thofe that hoped for 
frefh Confufions : That exhorted them .to Hand it 
out, and truft td their Numbers j Then fhould 
the iParliament drop their Teft, or the Spirit 
of the Party be kept up to make better Terms 
for themfelves. 

If this had not proved true, the Suppofition wa$ 
unjuft. But whoever is acquainted with their 

D 3 Hiftorj 
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Hiftory, from the enthroning CharUs II. to his 
Death, niuft be convinced this was the original 
Defign of that Counfel. He will confefs, that 
from the Reftauration there was one continued At- 
tempt to deftroy the King and the Confticution : 
That frequent Difcoveries and frequent Executions 
were no Terror to thefe Men of Tendernefe, but 
they went on with a Conftancy equal to that of 
Martyrs : Nothing difcouraged by the ill Fate of 
their Contrivances, nor out of Countenance by the 
Confeffions of their Accomplices at the Point of 
Death. Some of thefe publickly^ own*d their 
Guilt, others the Fads charged upon them, which 
they juftified with Enthufiafm and Blafphemy. 

If a tender Confcience were to be asked to give • 
an Account of itfelf, how monftrous would the 
Anfwer be ? That it is a Principle always craving 
Mercy, but allowing none : Ever pleading for 
Compaffion when undermofl, refufmg it when 
uppermoft. Where have we feen, or do we fee it 
behave otherwife? It has neither Kinsfolk or Rela^ 
tions ; none of the fame Blood with itfelf, which 
ought to cxpsft Affeftion or Regard. 

I mean all this while, that tender Confcience 
which ftarts at that which it cannot prove to be a 
Sin, but only thinks it fuch. Thus the Reformers 
of the Liturgy exprefsit: Tbefe Things are nof in- 
different in the Judgment of Diffenters^ though they be ' 
fo in yours. They crammM their Covenant down 
the Peoples Throat, allowing them no other 
Liberty but to choak or flarye. Nobody was 
fufFered to plead Tendernefs of Confcience here, 
that they Were not thoroughly fatisfied in the Right 
they had to impofe fuch Fornis, which involved 
, Men in downright Perjury ?.nd Rebellion. Sa that 
Tendernefs of Confcience ought to have no Place 
where a Man is to fwallow Fire and Brimftone ; 
burwhere he lias, as they call ft, yi different way of 

Think- 
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Thinkings and fome precarious Scruplesj in which 
he differs too from all the reft of the Tribes of 
tender Confciences, as much as he doth from the 
Truth and the Eftaililhment. 

The Power which they accufed of treating them 
fo hardly in the Adt of Uniformity, doth, if we 
weigh Things well, fhew them the trueft Indul- 
gence. The Church receives into their Body Dr. 
Reynolds upon the common Teft ; they make him 
a Bifhop, a Governor of the Church. How many 
of them had thought Dr. Reynolds as wife and as 
honeft as themfelves ? It he finds none of thefc in- 
different Things fo ihocking, why Ihould we? I 
don't fay Example is always a good Rule, but it 
ought always to be fo far regarded, as to procure a 
fair Examination of Things. Our Secret Hiftorian 
* tells us on the Year 1662, " The Impreffion of 
*' the Common-Prayer Book went on fo flowly, 
" that there were but few Books fet out to Sale 
•' when the Day came. So many that were well af-^ 
" feWtd to the Church, but that made Confcicncc 
*' of fuWcribing to a Book they had not feen, loft 
'' their . Benefices on that very account. Some 
*' made a Journey to London on purpofe ta fee it. 
*' With fo much Precipitation , was that Matter 
" driven on,, that it feemed expeft^d that the 
" Clergy ^ould fubfcribe implicitely to a Book 
" th^y had never feen. This was done by too 
*' many, as I was informed by fome of the Bifliops. 
'' But the Presbyterians were now in great Dif- . 
*' ficukies. They had many Meetings, and much 
" Difputing about Conformity. *' 

Would this Man perfuade us that any one of the 
Nonconformifts was unacquainted with the Con- 
ditions of Conformity ? Had the thing been 
done in hafte on purpofe to choak people, as he 

• Blihop of Sarum, ' 
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candidly ' infinuatcs ? Who would not have taken 
a Journey to London rather than forfeit all Ex- 
pcdations of a Well-being ? Who would choofe 
Starving rather than fuch a Fatigue ? 

Doth he not date this under the Year 1662,? 
Had not the Bill lain long before the Parliament ? 
Can a Parliament do fuch a Thing in the Hafte that 
is pretended ? Had not the Things in Difpute been 
argued and defended Inch by Inch at the Savoy 
Conference ? What then is it that this Comptroller 
of Hiftory expedls us to believe ? 

Would not another do as much for a Livelihood 
as himfelf did for a Biflioprick ? Did he not, when 
the Page of the Back -Stairs, by Order, refufed 
him Entrance, infift, his Bufmefs was fuch as 
nearly concerned the- King? Did he not, when he 
got Admittance, upon his Knees beg the See of ' 
Salisbury ? Did he not urge, ^Pi&^/ will People fay of 
me ? tVhat will they fay of your Majejiy^ fhould you 
'vefufevte? 

Nek Epifcopari might be juftly ufed by a Man ' 
that would not take a Journey to London rather than 
Starve. To go on with our Author, - — " -Reynolds 
*' accepted of the See of Norwich^ but C^/^mjand 
<« Baxter refufed the Sees of Litchfield 2ind Hereford. 
«« And about Two thoufand of them fell under the 
«« Parliamentary Deprivation, as they gave out. 
" The Numbers have been much controverted. 
<* This raifed a grievous Outcry over the Nation ; . 
" though it was lefs confidered at that Time than 
«' it would have been at any other. Baxter told 
" me, that had the Terms of the King's Declara- 
<^ tion been flood to, he did not believe that above 
•* Three hundred of thefe would have been fo 

<< deprived. The Blame of all this fell 

«' hc^ykH on Sheldon.** 

This Computation of Three hundred fhould 
hayebeen refer ved for a. more Secret Hiftory, or 

never 
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never have come out at all. For hence it appears, 
that there was a Spirit, a veteran Spirit of Oppo- 
fition, that would not have complied even with 
Conditions of its own prefcribing. This Leaven 
was enough for the. whole Mafs. Carefully mixed 
and applied, it had its defired Effeft : And will be 
enough to fiirnifh Mankind to the Conflagration. 
As long as Secret Hiftories prevail, it will'be vifible 
in both Writer and Reader. It will produce 
ftrange Fire and ftrange Incenfe, preferring Re- 
bellion to Obedience. 

If thefe Men were ofFer'd Bifhopricks, as we 
are told, *tis no Sign of an Intention in the Go- 
vernment to hurfy on the Uniformity Bill on pur- 
pofe to exclude them or their Brethren. If they 
were invited to the Bench of Bifliops, how many 
of their Brethren, except the three hundred, might 
they have brought over ? Might not their Words 
in the Plea for Peace, offered to the CommiflTioners 
On the Part of the Church, be returned ? fFtll it 
coif you as dear to grant this Liberty, or abate thefe 
Things, as the Impofttion will coil your Brethren and 
you ? Oh how eafily, bow fafely, bow cheaply, yea^ 
with what Commodity and Delight^ may you now 
make this Nation happy in granting your Brethren 
thefe Requests ? \ 

As Mr.' Baxtef communicated in the Church, as 
he perfuaded others to the fame ; in his Trial wc 
fee it ; how could he in the foregoing Strain peti- 
tion for that Peace which it would have coft him 
nothing to give ? 

Veftigia nulla retrorfum, is a Motto too expreflivc 
of human Refolution. Mr. Chillingwortb is con- 
demned *by Cheynell, one of the Aflembly of Di- 
vines, for turning Proteftant, becaufe he did not 
renounce Reafon and embrace Enthufiafm. Yet 
here's no Blame to fall on any body but Sheldon!

£go 6f Rex meus^ might he fay^ muft be the 
Odium of Poftcrity ? 

But will this go yet univerially down ? Is the 
glorious CharaAer of fleering the Interefts of the 
Church with Fidelity and Prudence flighted, abufed, 
burlefqued with fuch Succefs as to be hifsM out of 
the World? 

If of the Subfcribers to fuch Trafti, every one 
would applaud his own Fortune, being Dedecorum 
fretiofus emptor^ there are without that Lift enow 
to fupport the Reputation ot the great Man de- 
emed, which — ~ non 'AquUo impotens pqffit di- 
ruere^ Hor. There are enow whom the confe- 
derated Forces of Sedaries and Latitudinarians have 
neither purchafed nor confuted. 

Upon the Year 1672 the Prefbytcrians them- 
fclves have a Blow of the Flail : " When the De- 
claration for Toleration was published, great 
Endeavours were ufed by the Qiurt to perfuade 
the Nonconformifts to make Addrefles and Com- 
pliments upon it. But few were fo blind as not 
to fee what was aimed at by it. The Duke was 
now known to be a Papift : And the Dutchefs 
was much fufpefted: Yet the Prefbytcrians 
came in a Body : And Dr. Manton in their Name 
thank'd the King for it, which offended many' 
of their beft Friends. There was alfo an Order 
to pay a yeariy Penfion of fifty Pounds to moft 
of them, and of an hundred Pounds a Year to 
the chief of the Party. Baxter fent back his 
Penfion, and would not touch it. But moft of 
them took it. All this I fay upon Dr. Stilling- 
fleet's Word, whoalTured me he knew the Truth 
of it. And in particular he'told me, that Poolj 
who wrote the Synopfts of the Criticks, ^confefled 
to him that he had had fifty Pounds for two 
Years. Thus the Court hired them to be fUent : 

" And 
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** And the greattft Part ot them were fo, and very 
<* compliant." 

The King had kq>t his Word with them in pro- 
pofmg a Toleration to the Parliament, and farther 
by Ihewing himfelf in eameft for.it. He might 
have kept his Money too, fpr the Good he found 
in^rtiilg with it fo. 

The Addrefs of the Commons to his Majefty 
» juft^n Years before, upon the fame Subjed, hath 
thefe Paragraphs in it: ^^ It will eflablifh Schifm 
^^ by a Law, and make the whole Government 
** of the Church precarious, and the Cenfures of 
" it of no Moment or Confideration at all. 

" It will expofe your Majefly to the reftlefs 
" Importunity of every Sed or Opinion, and of 
" every fingle Perfon alfo, who fhall prcfumc to 
" diffent from the Church of £»^/a« J. 

" k will be a Caufe of increafing Seds and 
*' Scdaries, whofe Numbers will weaken the Pro- 
" teftant Profeffion fo far, that it will at Icaft be 
" difficult to defend itfelf aglinft them : And, 
** which is yet farther confiderable, thofe Num- 
'* bers which by being troublefome to the Govern- 
** ment find they can arrive to an Indulgence, 
" will, as their Numbers incrcafe, be yet more 
« troublefome, that fo at length they may arrive 
** at a general Toleration, which your Majefly 
*.' has declared againfl ; and in Time fome prcva- 
** lent Sed will at lafl contend for an Eflablifb- 
" ment, which, for ought can be fore&en, may 
*' end in Popery.'* 

The Blame of this, we may fee, was as much 
due » the Houfe of Commons as to Dr. Sheldon. 
I don't find either repented their Advice: And 
both are fo far beholden to the Secret Hiftory, that 
they are not there accufed of repenting. 

One particular Piece of Juftice the lame Hiftory 
docs to our Prelate, owning that he reproved King 
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Charles for his keeping the Dutchefs of Cleveland. 
This could not indeed come in without fome Alloy : 
That the King in Return alk'd. Why he had not 
told him of it before ? * 

This to fome People is little like a Man that 
bad little or no Religion at all. The Accufation I 
am not afraid to repeat, becaufe Truth Hath yet 
the upper Hand of Calumny. ' 

I don't apprehend anything farther need befaid* 
in favour of a Charafter that before fome Judges 
can defend itfelf. There is an Evidence* of this 
great Man's Integrity, which may be mentioned 
as one of his Glories, tho* there is no Occafion to 
produce it : That is, the Confidence repofed in him 
by King Charles I. He was ufeful and deaf to this 
Monarch, tranfaded for him in his Difficulties, 
particularly at the Treaty of Uxbridge. In the 
king's Letter to the Speaker of the Houfe of 
Lords, dated at Holdenby^ Feb. ly^ 1646, pre- 
ferved^by Lord Clarendon^ we find a mention of 
Dr. Sheldon^ Clerk of the Clofet. His Majefty 
there names twelve Divines, two of which he de- 
fires may have free Liberty to wait upon him for 
the difcharging their Duty to him according tb 
their Funftion, Next after the three Bilhops our 
Prelate is named. He was one of the Comforts of 
this pious King's Adverfity. Wheii his Death 
was figned, he petitioned his Keepers for one Day*s 
Enjoyment of this reverend Perfon ; and with him 
left verbal Inftruftions to his Son. Thefe he 
doubtlefs delivered with his ufual Fidelity. His 
Courage fhcwn upon all Occafions is a Proof of 
his Reh'gion, if any Proof were wanting. What 
is it that betrays Men into fordid Compliances and 
irreligious Behaviour more tHan want of Refo- 
lution ? • 

His generous Mind appears in his Benefaftions 
.for the Honour of Religion and Learning. In the 
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fcventcen Years he was a Bifhop he beftowed ta 
thofe pious Purpofcs feventy-three thoufand Pounds. 
Ant. ^wi^ reckons up fome of them : The Theatre 
built at Oxford^ and an Eftate purchafed to keep 
it in Repair: The Library at X^wi^/i^ ; Twothou- 
Iknd Pounds towards the Strufture of St. Paut"^ in 
JUndm : Sums of Money to Trinity College in Cam-^ 
bridge J and Trinity Colhge in Oxford : His Legacies 
tO'All Souls College^ to the Church of Canterbury^ 
to the Hofpital oi Harbledown in Kent^ and to in- 
digent Perfons : To this nuift be added. Annuities 
to all hi» Servants, ^ho^were a great many. 

He was reftoredto his Wardenfhip of AllSoulsj 
as it were by Ceffion, as the King was to his Throne, 
Dr. John Palmer tiie Ufurper ha4 kept it almoft 
twelve Years, and died in the Dawn of the happy 
Day. 

Our Prelate preached before the King 1660, 
upon the Thankfgivinjg Day appointed for the 
Reftauration : The Sermon is in Print. 

In 1667 he was ele<9:ed Chancellor of the Uni- 
verfity of Oxford. 

During the Exile of Charles 11. he was affiduous 
in coUefting Money for his Service, and fending it 
to him. 

After all, let an- indifferent Perfon take a View 
of thofe Times ; of the Sufferings of the Cavaliers 
for the Caufe of Right and Juftice, in itfelf amiable. 
The Perfoji for whom they fuffercd was amiable 
too. Yet they had a ftronger Bond than Choice 
and Inclination, that of Honour and Duty. 

But the Catafirophi is not to be thought of with- 
• out Horror. Thefe Men of Loyalty, who ven- 
tured, I>ife and Limb for the Church and Monar-r 
chy 5 who went thro* various Plunderings and 
Sequeftrations ; who mortgaged their Eilates to 
take off the Penalty impofed upon Malignants ; 
who fee thofe Eftatcs on tilt to furnifh out a Sub- 
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fiftence for the exiled King and hit Followers ; 
thefe Men at laft had but an empty Joy in Reftau- 
radbn. They had the Mortification to fee their 
Enemies taken in, and kept in, bccaufe they for- 
y^rdcd what they hated, when they faw it would 
be done without them : Thefe e^yed an Oppor- 
tunity of giving a Power oiit of tte Independents 
Hands, which had been raviflied from theirs. 

This was the Merit, Artd to this Merit was 
facrificed the Reward and Expectation of the Cava* 
Kers. Their Eftates were rubed, and many of 
*em fold after the gaudy Day. 
' Their Joy was like their ftmner Servicer, unin- 
terefted. And if thejt had forefeen to what Di- 
ftrefles themfelv^s were to be put ; how uneafy the 
Grown was to fit upon the Head of the Prince they 
wifli*d fo well to •, they would have chofen to bear 
the Yoke, which was the eafier for being habitual, 
rather thart have* feen a Day, the gayeft they had 
ever feen, ending in Clouds and Storms. They 
would have had fewer Reflexions to grapple with 
than in their loweft State. They would not have 
feen Majefty harraffed and tormented by jarring 
and intereftcd Councils : They would not have feen 
the Good Old Caufe take Root again, pregnant 
with its ufual Mifehiefs •, nor would have had the 
Prince to condemn of Negleft and Ingratitude, 
whom they preferred to their Life and Fortune. 

What would befl: have palliated thefe Griefs, in 
thcmfelves fo piercing, muft be a juft Confideration 
of the Inftability of human Pof^fiions: A Com- 
parifon of their unhappy State with that of other 
Ages and Nations •, from whence a Conclufion will 
arife, that neither Fortune nor Prudence can en- 
fure Happinefs, the firfl: may deceive us, and the 
other too, but not altogether, unlefs we join in 
deccivmg ourfclves.

Whatever was the Day of the Death 

of this Reverend Pcrfon, it muft be 

better than this of his Birth. It 

could not be obferved wth Joy during the Fall forty 

Years of his Life, for the Remembrance of thofe 

difmal Evils ^hich had happened upon it, in which 

every honeft Man felt a moft uneafy Share. This 

was the Day upon which the King was delivered 

up to his Rebel Subjefts, when he was fold by the 

Scots. Here began his Imprifonpient, and his/Re- 

leafe. The fame Day in any other Nation would 

probably have fenred for both. But thisconfum- 

mate Parricide was the peculiar Growth of our 

Clime, outvying all the Kingdoms of the Earth 

in monflxous Hypocrify. Our Annals and our 

Almanacks arc blackened widi this unheard*of 

Infulc 
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Jnfult upon the Authority of ^ God, this matchlcfs 
Envy to Virtue in Man. !&it what prefents us to 
Foreigners with the moft hideous Epithets, and 
what will fink our Pretence to Honour, even 
amongft the wildeft and moil degenerate of human 
Race, is that Blacknefs, fhall I call it Putrefaction 
of Mind ftill appearing in a greater Number at 
this Hour than were thofe who perpetrated the 
Faft. • 

There is yet, tho* Blood has had Time enough 

'to cool, a greater Body that approve and juftify 
the A6tion, than were Aftors and Abettors of it. 

, This, doubtlefs, is pne of the Curfes purfuing fo 
flagrant Wickednefs, that the Childrens "Teetbjhould 
be fet on Edge both by Precept and Example of 
their Fathers. At laft, the Crime was not Na- 
tional, tho' the Puniihment was. So fmall a Part 
of the People had a Hand in the Royal Blood, 
that all are not chargeable with the Stain; not 
tho* we add a much greater Number than them- ^ 
felves who wifhM well , to the Proceeding, tho* * 
neither A6tors nor Defenders of it. If to the 
Aftors we join Approvers, . and even Neuters, we 
fhall not have a Majority. But if there were a 
Majority in Number, it could not beefteem'd fo 
in Value, but as Gold to Lead and Drofs. If we 
reckon the Men of Title, Honour, Wealth, 
againft their Oppofers, there will be no Room for 
Comparifon. And this horrid Scene diligently 
obferved, will appear the moft glorious to the r 
\EngliJb Nation of any our Annals boaft of. There 
is not ifo much in martial, as in virtuous Prowefs. 

. The Stroke that kills an Ox might have killM a 
General. Perfonal Valour is of itfelt of no Efteem , 
but as it ferves a Caufe that is fit to be ferved. 
Highwaymen and Pirates may have as much Ri?- 
folution as Heroes and Martyrs, but, it is not 
caird by the fame Name. 

The 
• 
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The Rcafon of the Increafe of this lavage Spirit, 
which at thisDiftancc patronizes the fouleft Crime, 
is obvious enough : It was the Swcetnels of the 
Grape that afFefted Pofterity. The Poffeffions 
which were raviihed frpm the Cavaliers, except in 
fome few Inilances, were continued and afliired to 
the Invaders upon the Reftauration. They that 
brought the King home upon Articles kept the 
private 'Fortune they had got, and by it were 
enabled to make farther Improvement. The Loy * 
alifts Eftates, eaten up with Plunder, Sequeftra- 
tion, and Debt, changed Owners, and their Place 
knew them no more. 

To this niay be added, the affidudus Endea- 
vours of diofe that were abdicated by the Bartho- 
lomew Aft; whofe daily Work it was to revive 
and recommend the Good Old Caufe. Here was a 
Field large enough to fow thofe Principles in, if 
we put together iuch as had already thriven, and 
who hoped to thrive by Confufion. 

Dr. Sandcrofij tho* it might be expefted from 
his high Station and eminent Merit, has had no 
body to colIe6t the Paliages of his private Life, 
which would be acceptable to all Lovers of Learn- 
ing and Integrity. His Relations have no Memo- 
rials relating to his younger Years, not fo much as 
common Tradition ufually furniflies. He gave 
his Library to Emanuel Collegej referying only 
fuch as would make up a Gentleman's Library for 
his Nephew. Upon this Divifion his Papers were 
allotted to the Nephew. 

When this Gentleman died, his Books were fold 
to a Bookfeller : The Papers were fold by them- 
iclves to another Perfon for eighty Guineas. Mr- 
Wharton^ his Chaplain, in his Preface to the Trial 
of Archbilhop Laud^ faith, he had ^ vaft multi- 
tude of Papers and CoUedions, and therein more, ' 
perhaps, wrote with his own Hand than any Man 
' » E ' either 
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cither of this or the kft Age ever did wrke. His 
Relations do not know of any Account the Arph- 
bifhop has in thcfe given of his Education, It is 
not fo much as known at what School he was bred^ 
or at what Time chofcn Fellow of Emanuel. He 
was expeird from thence for refufing the Engage- 
ment ^ no Advantage having been taken againft luno 
before, for not fwallowing the Covenant. 

L^ord Clarendon, fpeaking of this Indefendentr 
Teft, faith, " That they might have fomeObli- 
" gation of Obedience from their Subjefts for the 
*^ future, who had broken all the former Oaths 
" which they had taken, a new Oath was pre- 
" pared and eftabliflied, which they caird an 
*' Engagement ; the Form whereof was, that every 
*« Man fhould fwear, HTfat he would be true and 
*' faithful to the Government eftdblijhedy without 
** King or Houfe of P^ers : And whofocver rcfufed 
^^ to take that Engagement fhould be incapable 
** of holding any Place or Office in Church or 
*« State. The Ntceffity of taking which Oath 
*« did not only exclude all of the Royal Party, 
« « but freed them from very many who had Offices 
«« in Church and State, who being of the Prefby- 
*« terian Party, mufl not facrifice their beloved 
«« Covenant to this Engagement/* 

Dr. Kennet's Hiftory, f. 194. gives us jufl the 
fame Notion of their Policy : " The State of Re-^ 
" ligion was to be new-modeird by the Army,. 
*' rather than by any other Power i and therefore 
*« in August the General and his Council of Officers . 
" petition'd the Houfe, that all penal Statutes 
•^ formerly made, and late Ordinances whereby 
" many confcientious People were mcJefted, and 
" the Propagation of the Gofpel hindred, might 
*« be removed ; to which the Houfe were bound 
*« W aflent, and tq order the bringing the.Matter 
♦^ of the Petition into An A5t for Eafe of tender 
V. .. / " Confciinces. ' 
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^^ Confciences. Which was but a Stratagem oi 
" the Independents to overthrow the Prefiyterian 
«« Government and Difcipline.** 

This Tendfirnefs of Confcience was the moft ufefol 
Stale they had, but they have worn it out. They 
obliged all but themfelves to get new Confciences 
as often as they had a General to lay afide, or an* 
other to raife. 

Such a Cloke as this, one would think, meerly 
for its Name, (o torn, turned, and weather-beaten,, 
fliould not have been put on by the Brethren at 
the Reftauration, which was only fit to fcare every 
body from the Ground they ftood upon. It was 
Time to drop this Watch-word, which had un-. 
hinged the Nation,^ which had ruined the Cavaliers, 
and ruined the Covenant too; which in its Turn 
had demoliftied the Prefbyterian, its natural Pa- 
rent, from whom it received its Birth. Yet it was 
a lucky Word, one that never faiPd of Succefs, 
and therefore making their Spirits mantle upon that 
irelh Attempt on (Church and Monarchy* 

This was the Title of John Owen^s Book, An 
Apology for Liberty of Confcience : Who, tho* he. 
had in a Sermon before the Regicides juftified the 
Parricide, and enjoin'd his Hearers to perfeft the 
Work in the Deftruftion of the King*s Pofterity^ 
and that odious Form of Government, took upon 
him yet to extol the Independents Loyalty to King 
Charles IL . 

Mr. Sandcroft had applied himfelf clofe ' to hia 
Studies, and had laid in fuch a Stock of Learning, 
as, joined with. Religion and good Manners, made 
him highly acceptable to the Royal Exiles. Some 
Part of thole Years he paflfed in France and Italy. 
And there, 'tis probable, he entr^d into that Friend- 
fliip with Dr. Cofin^ afterwards Biihop of JDttrj&^w», 
which was 'always, maintained to the great Satis- 
faftion of both. 

E 2 But 
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But neither his Manner?, his Learning, norhk 
Acquaintance, can at this Diftance of Time Ikreen 
him from a Stroke of the Flail. I am not afraid 
to« produce the Charge at firft, bccaufe the remain* 
ing Part of his Life is fit to confront it, and when 
produced is a ftronger Bulwark ^to his Reputadoa 
than I^am confident equal Judges will find in the 
Ailailant. 

On the Year 1676. * " ' Saudcroft Xieaca of St. 
<« PauVs was raifcd to it {xhj^S^c of Canterbury). 
** He was a Man of fokmn Deport;ment, had a 
" fuUen Gravity in his Looks, and was confide- 
*' rably learned. He had put on a monaftic Strift- 
*Vnefs, and lived abftrafted from Company, Thefc 
^' Things, together with his living unmarried, and 
*'' his being fixed in the old Maxims of high Loy- 
^' alty, and a fuperftitious valuing of little Things^ 
•* made the Court conclude that he was a Man 
" who niight be entirely gain'd.to ferve all their 
*' Ends, or at leaft, that he would bean unaftive 
** fpeculative Man, and give them little Oppofi-* 
«* tion in any thing that they mv^t attempt, when 
« they ha,d more promifing Opportunities. He 
*« was a dry, cold Man, refcrvcd, and peevifli 5 
«* fo that none loved him, and few eftcemed him : 
** Yet the High Church Party were well pleafed 
«* with his Promotion."

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fee's condemned for, rather than the good Breed- 
ing fuch a Critick in Faces would recommcmi. 
And why muft a Man*s employing his Time in 
Devotion and Study be ridiculed as a nvonaftic 
Striftnefs ? If that Stri6tncfs • be monaftic, the 
Monafteries have fomething to be valued for. 

This befcription iis, by a new fort of Logic, to 
prove him pliant or malleable to all Court Poli- 
ticks .! Becaufe a Man is rigid and inflexible, he 
will comply and bend ! Becaufe Nature and Ha- 
bit have prepared him againft being a Sycophant, 
and Latitudinarian, he's the eafier gained to ferve . 
ill Purpofes. 

I have heard of fome great Aftrologcrs that have 
foretold Things after they came to pafs, to' gain 
Credit to what they Ihould deliver for the future ; 
But never before of a Fortune-teller that, after the 
Event, foretold what was direftly contrary to his 
own and the World's Experience. Did he not 
rcfiife to aft in die Ecclefiaftical Commiflion of 
James 11. ? Dki he not go to the Tower for refu^ 
(ing to publjfh the Toleration? And were not 
thefe Fafts before this worfliipful Hiftory was 
wrote? Why then muft this abandoned Critick 
fetch Arguments from Phyfiognomy and Temper, 
to prove what every body who had Eyes knew tq 
be falfe? 

Something muft be faid, which right or wrong, 
wife or fenfelefs, paJSes with the long-ear'd Rout. 
Hugh Peters might have faid this, as well as Aquik 
impotens. His Audience was prepared to reverence 
the Oracle. 

He was a dry^ cold Man, referved, and peevijh. 
I am not enough acquainted with the Doftrine of 
Humours to know what is meant by being dry. 
Coldnefs I fhould not have thought carried any 
Malignity, from itsnear Approach to Luke-warm. 
Rcfcrvednefs cannot well be efteemed ;i Crime in 
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an Archbifhop, fince his Succeflbr Dr. Tillotfgn in 
his Sermon againft Evil-fpeakmg hath this ; The 
true Art of Converfation^ if any Man can hit of itj 
feems to he thisj an appearing Freedom and Openne^j 
with a refolute Refervednefs as little appearing as 
poffible. There is fomcthing like this in Lord Bacon^ 
tho* more frankly exprefs'd j * ^e beji Compojition 
and Temperature isj to have Opennefs in Fame and 
Opinion^ Secrecy in Habtty Diffimulation in feaConable 
Ufe^ and a Power to fejgn^ if there be no Remedy. 

There are Free-Leakers as well as Free-thinkers. 
Had our free-fpoken Hiftorian wanted half a Grain 
of any thing to make him fit for an Archbilhop, 
I would have advifed him to fuch a Quantity of 
Dr. Sandcroft^s Refervednefs; for thefe two Rea- 
fons : Firft, that if he had not afted too much the 
Part of a DiSlatorj and claimed the Honour of 
every thing to himfelf, he might probably have 
arrived at. Lambeth : Next, that his Vein of Goffip- 
ping has made him fall foul upon his Mafter, whic^ 
a refolute Refervednefs might have prevented the 
Temptation to. 

The Archbifliop was peevifh ! Jonahy faith 
Archbifhop Tillotfon^ was a peevifh Prophet. Why 
fliould you call him peevifh^ who made Way for 
Vou to the defired Throne of Canterbury? Call 
nim peevifhy that upon a firfl and fecond Vacancy 
denied your Grace, or rememJDcr it for him, when 
you have a more promifing Opportunity. 
. None loved him^ and few efteemed him ! What 
a Satire is here ? May I be efteemed, where I am 
not loved, would a Man of Honour fay. If Love 
does not follow Efteem, *tis a Sign the Judges have 
a lowTafte; rather that great Authors calk as if 
they were light-headed.

Tet 
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Tet the Higb-Cburcb Party were pUafed with bis 
Promotion i If this Phyfiognomift had told us 
what he means by the Low-Cburch Party; he would 
have enlightened fome of his Readers. Are Light 
and Darknels, Regularity and Confufion, Order 
and Rebellion Parties ? 

Therefore, they were well fleafed with bis Pro* 
^notion. What is all this but by one Stroke to turn 
all the High-Church into Madmen and Fools, for 
doating upon a Father of the Church whofc ftre- 
/jiuous Endeavours for her Wcllare gave theto 
Su/picion he would, upon the firft Hint from 
.Court, betray it? 

This profound Author, J proteft I cannot un- 
-derftand him, puts me in mind of himfelf, fpeak- 
ing of f he Preaching of Charles the IId*s Reign : 
3lbw was hofj^ long ana heavy ^ when all was pye-bald^ 
full of many Sayings of different Languages. The 
common Style of Sermons was either very flat and low^ 
or fwelUdup.witk Rhetorick to afalfs Pitch of a wrong 
JStAlime. Here's Mufick and Oratory fet together 
by the Ears. 

To whom is this Charader of the Archbifhop 
dircdled ? The High-pburch Party were well pleafed 
with his Promotion^ becaufe he was a Man whom 
• m body loved. The great Sanderfon fpoke ad Au- 
lam^ ad Magiftratum^ ad Populum^ and when he 
fpoke ad CJerum he h^d none of this pye-bald 
Compliment, to affront the moft deferving Part, 
the whole that would thank him for reckoning 
them in the Church. This Addrefs then muft 
be, to the. Brethren of the Prefhytery^ the Inde- 
pendents^ Anabaptists^ Antinomians^ ^akers^ l^ti- 
tudinarians^ Bsid Fre^-thinkers^ every one of which, 
and none elfe, will find his Work agreeable to 
their Tafte, and ferviceable to thejr Gaufe. 
' AnotheV Accufation we have upon the Year 1 66i . 
" New Offices were alfo drawn for two new Days, 
E 4 " tho 
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«« the Thirtieth of January^ call'd King Charles 
•* the Martyr ; and the Twenty-ninth of Afoy, 
*« die Day of die King's Birth and Return. . Sani- 
*« croft drew for thefe fome OjEccs of a very high 
*< Strain. Yet others of a more moderate Strain 
*« were preferred to them. But he coming to be 
** advanced to the See of Canterbury ^ got his Offices 
" to be publifhcd by the King's Authority m u 
*« Time when fo high a Style as was in them did 
*' not found well in the Nation." 

I can't fee where this high Strain and Stykj as 
it is caird, can offend any Ears but theirs wiio re- 
joiced at the Tragedy of the Day. What is there 
in it but Deteftation of the Crime ? But Depreca- 
tion of thofe Punifhments the Nation had Reafon 
to fearP But protefting againft .thofe feditious 
Tenets which led Men into the Iheddihg Royal 
innocent Blood, and that under the Mockery of 
Law and Juftice? 

In the other of Thanklgiving, the high Strain 
mult be, acknowledging God's Authority, with 
which Princes are invefted. And it this be ofFen* 
five, there's as much of it in the daily Offices, 
And why muft this be charged with what is com- 
mon to all the reft ? 

But thefe Offices were puUifhed at a Time when fo 
high a Style did not found well in the Nation. Can 
any Man without being fecond-ftghted find out the 
Meaning of this Sentence ? They did not found wdl 
in the Nation. To what Part of the Nation ? It is 
moft natural to fuppofe they did not found well to 
the Revivers of Sedition and Rebellion. But doth 
any Man that wifhcs Profperity to Religion and 
the Hierarchy, wiflx to fee an Office that Ihall 
pleafe Fanaticks better than Churchmen ? Doth 
the eighth Commandment found well to him that 
invades his Neighbour's Property ? What mighty 
Care is taken that their Ears fhould not be ofiended; 

as 
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as if their Ears were as tsender as their Confciences ? 
The more unfafhionable a Doftrine is, the more ic 
fliould found, if it founds of Right and Truth. 
When arc Protefts to be made» when Apologies, 
but when Truth is like to be run down ? 

The Year 1677 was, it feems, a Year of great 
Struggle. Dr. Kenneths Hiftory, in the Margin, 
hints at great Oppofidon to the Church and Mo- 
narchy. Ami this was the Year when Dr. Sand- 
craft was promoted to Canterbutyy and got his 
Prayers authorized. '^ At the ume time a full 
** Liberty was given to thofc Books which were 
^* written to divide the Proteftants in England^ 
^^ and to break the Proteftant Intereft in Eurcpii 
** of which fort were the Countermine^ or, a fhort 
** but true Difcovery of the dangerous Principles 
*« and fecret Praftices of the Diflenting Party, 
«« cfpeciaily of the Preibyterians, (hewing ReU- 
<^ gion is pretended, but Rebellion is intended, 
** and. in order thereto, the Foundation of Mo- 
** narchy in the State, and Epifcopacy in the 
^ Church are undermined. By one who does 
*« paflionately wifh the Profperity of the Church, 
** his King, and Country, i. e. Dr. John Nalfon.^^ 

Here's a Complaint made againft thofe that 
divide Proteftants^ by the Men that divide the 
Church. Had they fuSered the Church to remain 
undivided, Proteftants might have been fo too. 
The Church is cried out upon for a fevcre Mo- 
ther, not indulging^ her, Chiklren in their De- 
mands. Ifalf her Children, or as many as can 
be gained to join in the Remonftramce, are fj»- 
rited up to Difobedience \ to iet diem&lves againft 
her, and to credk a Scheme of their own inventing, 
nK)ft fuitstble, as ,the Scots expnefs .it, to the Incli- 
nations' of the People, 

Who i$ it. then that divides Proteftants, he 
that dircds them to obey their Mother in Things 

ROt 
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not unlawful, but in their Nature indifferent, (for 
that was the Cafe) or he that f umiihes them with 
. Arguments and Pretences to rebel ? 

But that fo much fhould depend upon Sound ! 
Or that a Man fubmitting to and approving, in 
the moft folemn Manner, the DoArine.and Difci- 
pline of the Church, fhould imagine himfelf at 
liberty to difpenfe with her Laws, and Uacb 
Men fo to dot The Trumpet that gives this 
. uncertain Sound is no better than an Antichriftian 
Engine for Pride or Gain, advancing the Interefts 
of another Kingdom. 

Dr. Sandcroft returned from his Exile a little 
before the King came in. The Year before the 
Reflauration died Dr. Morton Bifhop of Durham. 
: To this See Dr. Cojin was advanced from the 
Deanry of Peterhurgb. This great Man enter- 
.|:ained Dr. Sandcroft for his Chaplain, with whom 
. he had been intimately acquainted Abroad. He 
was a good Judge ol Learning and Integrity. 
And, if there were no other Proofs of his Chap- 
lain's Merit than his Choice of him, that were fit 
, to be weighed againft all the accumulative Scandal 
of the following Century. This, without having 
:recourlc to the Skill Women in thofe Days are 
•vfaid to have in making Bilhops, will account for 
• fo venerable a Bench as the Age we are writing of 
. produced : Thofe great Men who enjoyed the 
principal Preferments after the Rcftauration, made 
Choice of thofe for their Chaplains whofe Learning 
J and Charafler recommendcdJchem. As thefe were 
affiftant in the Government of the Diocefe, and 
employed in examining into the Fitnefs of Candi- 
dates, it was the fureft Method to avoid being 
jmpofed upQn. . And as the Corldudt of the Bi- 
/hops entitled them to the Royal Favour, they 
•were moft like to be afk*d who were proper to 
fucceed upon a Vacancy, And whom could they 

fo 
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•fo honeftly rcccMnmend, as thofc of whom they 
had the greatcft E;cperience for Faithhilnefs in the 
Truft already committed to them ? 

The firft Preferment I find Dr. Sandcroft had 
after the Reftauration, was in the Church of D«r- 
bam^ to which he was probably collated by the 
Bifliop. He was admitted in 1661 to the Reftory 
of Houghton in the County Palatine^ and to a Pre^ 
bend of that Cathedral, Thefe are faid to havjc 
been refigned by Dr. John Barwickj who was made 
Dean of Durham firft, and afixr a few Months 
Dean of Paul's. Dr. Barwick was Chaplain to 
Bi/hop Morton J a very great SuKrer for the Royal 
Caufe, moft inhumanely treated by the Rebel 
Power, imprifoned and almoft ftarved in a noifom 
Place. He furvived the Reftauration but four 
Years •, otherwife, 'ti^ probable, we (hould have 
found him advanced to the higheft Honoyr in the 
Church. His Life is lately publiftied, written by 
'Jiis Brother. He is the Man faid to be meant by 
Dr. Sydenham^ who drank nothing but Water in 
a fevere Imprifonment, and recovered of a Difeafe, 
Jbeyond all Expedation. The Parliament Phyfi- 
cians were i/ypnderfijlly fldlful in uking off a Pk- 
tbory. 

In 1662. Dr. Sandcroft was chofen Mafter of 
Emanuel College. About the fame Time he was 
made Dean of Tork. In 1664 the Prebend of Ox- 
gate in the Church of St. Paul was conferred iipon 
him, and foon after the Deanry. He followed 
Dr. Barmck in Preferment, as he had the Honour 
to accompany him in Sufferings. In 1668 he was 
made Archdeacon of Canterbury. The Cathedral 
of St. Paul being out of Repair upon his Advance- 
ment to the Deanry, he made it his Bufinefs to put 
it into a better Condition. It was no Wonder, 
that having been made a Stable in the reforming 
Times, this facred Edifice fliould bear its Part 

with 
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with its Inhabitants. It was a Merit in the Sol- 
diers to deface the Ornaments of Worlhip ; Regu- 
larity in Church and. State was the Enemy tbey 
were lifted againft. There had paflcd but four 
Years fince the demolifhing Times : therefore 
it could not be cxpefted there fhould be much 
Money fo focm raifed as was requifite to bring thofc 
Buildings into a decent State, which had been in- 
dtiftrioufly dilapidated. The ftarved Cavaliers 
returning Home, had enough tp do to provide the 
Neceffitiesof Life at firft. When they grew fat, 
they^foon difperfed their Store in Works of Piety 
and Munificence, The Fire, which laid the Church 
in Alhes two Years after, required his more earneft 
Care in rebuilding it. A good Fund he raifed 
toward the Work, by his Intercft and Acquain-- 
ance. And himfelf contributed Fourteen hundred 
Pounds. He rebuilt alfo the Deanry, and left the 
Revenue of it better than he found it. As Dean 
the Reftory of Sandon in Hertford/hire belonged to 
him, and the Patronage of the Vicarage. This 
Parifh is of large Extent, and before his Time 
but flcnderly endowed. He purchafed a Fee-farm 
Rent of the yearly Value of eight Pounds pir Ann. 
iffuing out of the Church of Litchfield ; and granted 
it, with a Rent-charge of twenty Pounds pr Ann. 
iifuing out of the Parfonage and Tythes of this 
ViH, to the Ufe of the Vicars of this Parifh Church, 
and to their Succeffors for ever. 

By thefe Steps his Charafter advanced till it was 
confpicuous at Court. HisZeaJ, his Candour, his 
Learning, his exemplary Behaviour in a lower State, 
all recommended him to the higheft Office in the 
Church. His publick Spirit in fo many Scenes of 
Life, his Conftancy in fuffering, his unbiafs*d De- 
portment in Times of greater Difficulty afterwards, 
concurred to prefent him a proper Governor in that 
turbulent Age. • His whole Life and Converfation 

was 
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\«is To clear of pcrfonal and temporary Vicws^ tlut 
the true Sons of the Church rejoiced to fee fo vene- 
rable a Perfon fill the Chair; They applauded the 
\Royal Judgment and Candour in a Choice which 
fecured a Preference to Learning in all the Prefer- 
ments hd ihould bdftow. And lookM upon him 
as a Steward rather than Owner of the Church's 
Patrimohy ; laying it out according to the Inten- 
tion of the Founders; not willing, as FuUer faith 
of his Predeceflbr Grindaly to Me guilty cf much 
Wealth. 

He was Prolocutor of the lower Houfc of Con- 
vocation when he was advanced to Canterbury. 
This (hews the good Opinion Churchmen had of 
his Zeal and Prudence. And tho' nothing was 
done in Convocation during this Reign fince the 
Revifal of the Liturgy ^ and the Ad of Uniformity^ 
much was owing to the Firmncfi of the Members, 
who were aware of the Confequence of Innovations. 
Upon this Head Mr. Whartoif% Obfa*vation is 
yc;ry feafonkblC) in his Defence of Pluralities * fpeak- 
ing of the Corruptions crept into the Churchy by the 
NegleS of her Order Sj and Non-execution of her* 
efiablijbea Difcipline : " All that Benefit and Rc- 
" /ormation would follow which fome (not 
** knowing the Excellence of the prefent Confti- 
*« tution) propofe to obtain by fuch new Laws and 
*' Projefts, as would, perhaps, (hake and endan- 
" ger die whole Fabrick of the Church. What 
" the Lord jBtf^9» obferved concerning Natural 
*« Philofopbyj that a fuperficial Knowledge of it 
" makes Men Atheifts, but a perfed Knowledge 
« of it reduceth them to Religion, is fully as true 
" in Ecclefiaftical Polity. An imperfcd: View 
** and Knowledge of the ConftituticMi and State of 
" our Church makes Men defirous of a Change or 

t Page 103,

.** Reformatian; but a thorough Knowledge of Jt 
*' makes them not only be content, but pleafed 
** with her prefcnt Conftitution, only defirous that 
*' her excellent Laws and Inftitutions may be put 
" in Pradice/* 

When I have mentionM this Author, I muft 
remember the Relation he bore to the Archbilhop 
as his Chaplain. In this Choice the great Man 
ihewed his Zeal and Sagacity for the Glory of the 
Church. Mr. Wharton was one of 'the moft con- 
fiderable Produftions of the Age, by Nature en- 
dowed with eriAicnt Talents, by Application 
adorned with the moft amiable Improvements. 
He was, above his Years, inftrufted to convince 
and perfuade. His Reafoning is irrefiftible by any 
Force but Intereft. His Judgment was fuch as 
not to undertake the Defence of any Caufe but 
that of Truth. He was one of thofe few to whom 

is applicable, Immodicis brevis eil Mtas. The* 

Epithet may be interpreted. Not a Lover of Mode- 
ration^ with lefs Strain than the Apoftle's ^Emms 
is brought to patronize Lukewarmnefs and want 
of Zeal. 

Wood*s Athena^ and t^t.Kennefs Life of Charlesll. 
both affert, that Dr. Sandcroft was made Arch- 
bilhop at the Recommendation of the Duke of 
Tork. It is generally allowed, that it was none of 
his own feeking, but that he was fought for as a 
proper Pcrfon. However this Piece of feci'et Hi- 
ftory may have been fet about, there feems little 
Probability in it. The Infinuation may be as old 
as his Preferment, and fuited to the Cry of the 
Times, the Confufion of which is defcribed by the 
King in his Declaration of April 8. 1681. " Let 
** not the reftlefs Malice of ill Men, who are 
*' labouring to poifon our People, fome out of 
*' Fondnefs of their old beloved Commonwealth 
" Principles, and fome out of Anger at their 

*' being 
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** being dilappointed in the particular Defigns they 
"^ had for the Accomplifhment of their own Am- 
" bition and Greatnefs, pcrfuadeany of our good 
*' Subjefts, that we intend to lay afide the Ufe of 
*« Parliaments- — " 

The next Year was the Nation alarmed with the 
Papijh Plot. Fear pofleffed one Part, and hurried 
them into extravagant Methods for Security ; De- 
fign and Ambition led another to make ufe of the. 
Pannick in promoting their Republican Schemes. 
It is furprizing that there fhould be fo different 
Opinions about the Reality of the Thing. One 
would think it depended altogether upon the Proof, 
or the Credit of thofe who- proved it. And that 
People endued with the fame Number of Eyes 
fliould fee, or pretend to [fee, fb difierently with 
them, is ftrange. 

The Bifhop of Sarum drops it m his Account of • 
a Conference with the King on the Year 1675* 
*' I waited often on him all the Month of December. - 
•* He came to me at Ci>i^Wi&*s, a Page of the Back 
** Stairs -, and kepit the Time he alSigned to a Mi- • 
*' nute. He was alone, and talked much and very ■ 
" freely with me. We agreed in one Thing, that ' 
" the greateft Part of the Evidence was a Contri- ' 
** vance. But he fufpefted fome had fet on Oates^ 
*' and inflrufted him : And he named the Earl of 
" Shaftjbury. I was of another Mind. I thought 
•* the many grofs Things in his Narrative fhewed, 
** there was no abler Head than Oaies or Tongue- 
«' in the framing it : And Oates in his firft Story • 
«« had covered the Duke, and the Miniflers fo 
*' much, that from thence it feemed clear, that 
*' Lord 5i>tf/(^«ry had no Hand in it, who hated 
*' them much more than he did Popery." 

It is flartling to find in this Author a Determi- 
nation againfl the avowed Opinion of all his Party,

He tells lis upon the Death of Sir Edmondbury 
Godfrey, that " Prance did alfo fwear that a Ser-

« him, they were now gone off from that Defign. 
^ It lookM very ftrange, and addied no Credit to

*« Seafins of believing^ as well as cf aijbelievin^ : and 
** believing was then fo much in Scafon, that Im-

*« flexions on them. That was the Wafting of the 
« Plot, and difparaging the King's Evidence^ 
«< Tho* indeed Oates and Be^Ucwdidy by their Be- 
** haviour, dctraft more from their own Credit, 
•* than all their Enemies could have done. The 
** former talked of all Perfons^ with infiifferable 
** Infolence : And the other was a fcandalous Li- 
** bertine in his whole Deportment.** 

The Bifliop of Peterburgh from Welvm^% Me- 
moirs gives us this, * " That there was at that 
** Time a Po^fh Plot, and that there always had 
*^ been one fince the Refarmationy to fupport, if not 
« reftpre the Romi0 Religion in England^ fcarce 
" any body calls in queftion. How far the near 
** ProfpeA of SLpopiJbSucceJbr ripen'dthe Hopes, 
•' and gave new Vigour to the Defigns of that 
" Ptfr/^, andwhatsMethods they were then upon 
" to bring thofe Defigns about, Coleman*s Letters 
** alone, without any other concurring Evidence, 
" are more than fufficient to put the Matter out of

In ^hat Part of the Globe dd thefe Ihftni^ors 
of Poflerity fiipjAife thfeir Readers to be bom ? 
Is there a Race of Mankind f6 Ihipid as to be edi- 
fied with this ? 

TheDiftinftidnis jufl. Between a general Wifh 
or Readinefs to prdmote a Thing; artd art aftual 
Engagement to bring it about by this, or that 
Adtion. • What then is the Ufe of this Diflinftioni 
but to leave us as wife as we were before ? Ad- 
mitting the fii*ft, that a Plot Was wifhed for -, thii 
is no Proof that a Cbhffiirady was ent?red into: 
The WitneflTes whtf prove mis Q>nii)iracy are 
Men to whom we can give no Credit ; ^et we will 
l)elieve \diat they fay ! 

To tell us, the Truth muft be referred td the 
Credt Accounty and to a Higher Tribunat, is to fayi 
thdfe that fuffered for it were unjufUy punifhed: 
For, by all the Laws in the World, till a Thing 
Is pftA)edy it is b!dt fufpeSled. And will a Jury 
anfwer hanging on Sufpicion at a Higher tribunal f 
This had been proper Doftrinc for Juries ; TJiat 
what thej^ can't believe upon the Credit of the 
Evidence, they ought to lea^e to the Great Atcbui^i 
4nd the Higher Trmnat 

This is like the Dodh-ine of aiiothef- Auihbf 
bften cited in the Margin of the Bifhop of Peter^- 
hurfb*^ Hiiiory j who, drfcildihg the Republican 

F Schcipc 
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Scheme againft Charles I. fays» he admits his Ad- 
vcrfaries Principle, that he was accountable only 
to Goi^ and therefore he was fent thither to give his 
Account. - 

One would think. Great Accounts^ and Higher 
tribunals were talk'd of but for Form fake, aa 
Expletives to Difcourfe, by which nothing more 
is meant than by fwearing in common Cpnverfa* 
tion. If the Jury cannot credit the Evidence, 
what have they to do but to acquit the Prifoner ? 
If *re make ourfelves Judges and Juries at this 
Diftance of Time, we cannot alter the Nature of 
the Evidence then given. And if that Evidence 
to us appears full of Improbabilities and Inconftften* 
ciesy and the Behaviour of the Witnejfes detracts 
from their Credit^ what have we to do but to be- 
lieve the accufed Perfon innocent, till betoer Proof 
arifcs? 

What have. we to do to puzzle Gtufes for Pofte- 
rity ? To .leave Things in equilibrio^ which, can* 
didly judged of, have fo much greater Probability 
one Way than the other? Why mufl we juftify 
the -malicious, at leaft the erroneous Proceedings 
of Men in Fright or Paflion, by reprefenting the 
Truth fo hard to find out? And make a Prece- 
dent for thofe that come after us, to judge with- 
out Proof, or, which comes to the fame, fuch as 
we give no Credit to ? 

The Inconfiftency is too grofs to pafs but by 
Nurfery Fires, if we take Uates's laft Narrative 
for Truth, which he wrote within thefe Forty 
Years: * 'Tis dedicated to King James ll. in 
France. He tells him, " his Brother was in the 
*' whole Ploty but that Part of it which concerned 
•' his own Life^*

Tliis 
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This is coming into Dr. IVdwood*^ Scheme ; 
That the whole was no n^ore than Readinefs to 
enter into a Plot ; which Cokma^s Lettess alone 
were brought to prove,, This ought not to be 
caird Vnriddlif^ the Matter, for it was too plain 
to have any thing of Buddie in it. The Readinefs 
for a Plot bemg admitted, the Proof of one for- 
mally concerted drops 5 if what follows out of 
the Bilhop's Hiftory rf his own Times be con- 
fideted : * '* . Oaies and Bedltm fwore againft 
*' GroFue and Pickerings that they undertpok to 
" ihoot the Kii^ at tVindfor 5 that Grove wai 
** €0 have 1500 /• for it \ and that Pickering chofe 
« Thirty thoufand Maflfe,' which, at a Shilling a 
*' Mafs, amounted to the lame Sum : That .they 
*' attempted it three feveral Times with a Piftol : 
^' Once the Flint was loofe : At another Time 
*' there was no Powder in the Pan : And the 
*' third Time the Piftol was charged only, with 
•f' Bullets. This was ftrange Scuff. But all was 
*' imputed to a fpccial Providence of God : And 
" the whole Evidence was believed. So they were 
*' convifted, condemned, 'and executed. But 
*' they denied to the laft every Particular that was 
" fworn againft them. 

I Ihall add but one Paflage more of the next 
Page ; where the Author is fpeaking of Dugdale^ 
*' who was Evidence againft Lord 5/^jf(?r J: '' But 
V he added a ftrange Story to this, which he 
*' faid Evers told him afterwards; That the 
*' Duke* had fent to Coleman^ when he was in 
«^ Newgate^ to perfuade him to difcoyer nothing ; 
" a«d defiring to know of him> whether he had 
"x ever difcovered their Defigns to any other 
*' Perfonj and that Coleman {&at back Anfwer, 

* TriAj of three Jcfuits, and Gr<rvi and Vickmng, 

F 2 " that 
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** that he had fpidcc bf them to Qodftiiy^ but U 
*« no other Man ; upon which the Duke gaVc 
«* Order to kill him. This was never made pub* 
** lick till the Lord Stafford's Trial ; and I was 
" amazed to fee fuch a Thing break out after 
" fo long a Silence. .It looked like an Addition 
*' to Dugdal^s firft Evidence ; tho* he had been 
*i noted for having brought out all his Difco- 
*• verics at once. The Earl of Effex told me, 
•* he fwore it in his firft Examination." 

Coleman told this to a Proteftant Juftice of 
Peace! But were not all the People hahg*d upon 
a formed Defign to murther the King? And is 
this defended at laft by a general R^dinefs to 
enter into a Defign ? What is there nolv for Pd- 
fterity to* be in Doubt about? The Juries had 
two Things before them, to condemn upon in- 
fufiicient Evidence^ or to acquit the Prifoner. 
Ought not much to depend upon Charadet in 
thefe Cafes? On the one hand, here are a few 
profligate Wretches fwearing Men out of their 
Lives, with manifeft Iniprobabilities and Incon- 
fifiencies : On the otKer ^ Men that have nothing 
to be objefted to their Behaviour in Times paft, 
fhall be thought guilty of the moft enormouS 
Crimes, of which their Religion only is the Proof: 
Which Crimes' too every one died denying. It is 
no greater Affront to our Species to fuppofe one 
Man capable of Perjury, than to fuppofe anpthef 
capable of Parricide. . 

This Sentence of Dr. tVeliBood^s already qubtfed^ 
IS without any Foundation that has yet appeared, 
and therefore ought not td be referred to a Higher^ 
Tribunal^ which has not yet come before a Lower. 
*• What Superftpufture might have been built 
^^ upon an unqueftionable Foundation, and how - 
*• for fome of the fFitneffes of that Pht might 
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♦< come to darken Truth bv llibfcquent Addi- 
•* tions of thcit own, muft be deferred till the 
« GHa^Acauniy td be made before zB^herTrt- 
•* bunal.** 

What is all this but darkning Truth ? But find- 
ftig an Excufe for Subornation and Perjury? What 
is meant by an unqueftionable Foun^tion, but a 
t'oundation for Wiflies? This muft be calrd a 
Superftru£hire upon an unqueftionable Founda- 
tion i which he xnew was nothing clfe but Per- 
jury founded upon an unqueftionable Readinefs in 
the People to hang any. Man that was Popiihly 
afieaed. 

Forging a Plot is Superftrufture, and fobfe- 
quent Addition I Did ever any Man before find 
diis Diftinftion in a Knight of the Poft > Half 
is credible, becaufe firom the Principles of fome 
People one might imagine they wou^ be con- 
cerned in fuch an Attempt; the other half, too 
grofs to be admitted, is rejefted, as foiftcd in on 
purpofe to difparage and overload the Truth. 
What Proof has been given of a Witnefs hired 
to ruin his Evidence, bv adding an incredible 
Part to it? Perjury on<* proved difaBles a Man^ 
from giving Evidence. Why fhould'ijot Perjury 
once fuppofed do the fame, when we are but Sup- 
^ pofuig -, when we are pafling Judgment upon what 
was adted before our own Time ? 

This Jutpm in the room of Argument i thii 
playing wim Words 5 this proving Things front ' 
Prepofflbflioft and Prejudice, brings ife juft where 
tire were before, to xbax humble Confeflion of the 
Bifhop of Sarum % That there are Seafom of. Be* 
Ikvingj as well as of Bifbelieving. That is to fay. 
Men follow as they are led ; but they are pleafed 
Vhh a BJl-vfeatb& of their own qh^ifing. 

• ■ ?° 
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In other Cafes die Authority of a Magiftrate^ 
a Parent) a Mafter ihall be difputed* The Ex-* 
pediency of their Commands muft be. vifiblo 
before they gain our Obedience : Whilft an art- 
ful Perfuaoer hath them at hi) Beck, and draws 
them into thole AAions that prove, they believe 
cvcnr thing they hear, nothing they fee. 

The Reafon is plain -, Mankind are governed 
by their Fears. And whoever hath the Dexte- 
rity to 'Ihew them their Danger, Ihall have the 
good Luck to prefcribc the Remedy. A dex- 
trous Leader believes for the Herd. He is a Po- 
litical Godfather, fpeaks for them all, and diey 
ratify his Engagements. 

Hence may be traced their Pleas for Conici- 
ence* The Leaders Opinion governs theirs ; and 
it becomes a Point of Conlcience to be afraid of 
whatever he fuggefts to be dai^erous. And when 
a Man pleads ros ownConfcience, making indiffe- 
rent Things finfiil, only becaufe they are com- 
manded, he means his Leader's Conicience : And 
lb may with ibme Modcfty infifl upon his Plea, 
becaule he has ihewn a Deference to his Leader's 
Authority. • He is not oblUnate, becaufe he de- 
pends upon the Judgment of thofe he takes to be 
wifer than himfelf. 

The only Error is, that he will chufe a Leader 
for himfelf; and throws off. him that God and 
Nature have appointed. Whatever is pretended 
.of the Liberty of Judging,* in Cafes where Men 
have no Taints to judge, the Diipute is only, 
who ihall judge for them : Whether Authority ■ 
or Inclination j whether a Father or a Friend, 
The Man himfelf has no Choice, who either )a^$ 
no Underftandihg of the Thing in Difpote^ or 
gives up his Underllanding to ibmebody^jie has 
an Opinion will flireft it right. 

To 
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To what an unfortunate Statd is Mankind re« 
duced, when Liberty makes him a Slave ? When 
the artful Infinuations of an iritereftcd Perfon lay 
an Embargo upon his itated Obedience, and give 
him up to the wild Fancies of mad or knavifh 
Advilers? When he is drawn in to the Com-* 
miflk)n of Robbery and Murder to promote fomc 
pous End) and is made himfelf Party to choie 
Crimes his Zeal engaged him to prevent ? 

Our Hiftories feem to be written cipher for 
Defign, or Profit. The latter Inducement may 
fometimes comprehend the other. It were a good 
Wiih,* they might, be compiled rather for the 
Profit of the Reader than the Writer ; I mean, 
for his Edification. There is fo much of another 
kind in fome of thenj, that a well-intended Ro-r 
mance is preferable. Diverting is a grand Point 
in fome.: Corrupting in others. Nor is the Point 
^ of Diverfion always managed without Offence. 
There are frequently Stories told tending to the 
unfettling Men from Principles^ and filling their 
Heads with fuch Amufemencs as prepare them for 
fuch Impreflions as may prove to their great Dif- 
advantage. 

I cairt conceive the Ufe of that Hiflory of 
Second-fight relating to Charles I. and Archbifhop 
Spot/wood^ with which the third Volume of Englijk 
Hiftory begins, but to fend Girls to a Fortune- 
teller. * *' In .1603 there was fuch an Augury 
** made of his (^Charles I.) future Greatnefs, as 
*' deferves to be here related. When his Royal 
*' F-ather King James was preparing for his Re* 
'' move to the Throne of England, a certain old 
** Laird of the Highlands came to take his fo-.- 
•*♦ lemn Leave of the Court, and was for thai 

* Bifhop of Veterburgh. 

« Pur- 
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** Purpofc admitted into the Bed-chamber, where 
*'* he found himfelf in the Prcfetoce of lus Ma- 
** jefty, the Queen, and Royal Children. H^ 
" addreflcd himfelf to the King With a long deal 
•^ t)f fage Advice, arid aflfeftionate Wilhes. Hd 
*' then, bvcrlookihg Prince Henryj applied hini- 
« felfdireftly to Duke Cbarks, and kifsM his 
** Hand with fo much Ardency and Devoutncfs, 
** las if he meant to pay fome* extraordinary Ho- 
** nour* to him. The King, to correft his (fiip- 
*« pofed) Miftake, feemM to take him off, and 
•< to direft him to his cider Son, who, as Heit 
** of the Crbwn, had a Title to his firft and greateft 
•• Rdpeft and Obfcrvance, But the antient Laird 
•* would nbt be guided, nor diverted from his 
*^ eameil Applicatibns to the little Duke ; and 
^^ faid. He was not miftaken -, be knew to whom be 
^* addreffed bimfelf: This Childj wbcHn be now faw 
** in bis Nurfe^s Artns^ Jhould he greater tban bis 
•* elder Brother J and Jhou\d convey bis Faibef*s 
*« Name and Titles to fucceeding Generations. An 
** Hiftorian * obferves, that this was then con- 
** ceivcd to be Dotage \ but the Event gaicc it 
** the Credit of a Prophecy, and confirmed that 
V Opinion, That fonii long experienotd Souls in 
>* the World, before their diflodging^ arrive to 
** the Height of prophetick Spirits.** 

What is this how but Dream or Fancy ? Oi 
rather, but a bold Pretence to know what the 
Company cannot cdntradift, and what, if no Part 
of it had happened right, would ne^cr have been 
i:emember*d? What have experienced Souls to 
Ihew for their Skill in Futurity inore than other 
Souls ? If it were pUt upon the Foot of Vifion 
ttr Revelation, and tJiat had its Voiithers, it might 

tlaiifl 
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clum ibme Credit. Bgit the Experience gives it 
none, except that a younger may outlive an elder 
Brother. And the Audior, were he -alive, might 
be troubled in making oat his Prophecy beyond 
one Generation. 

Aitbhifhop SjpatJmod'B Ojade \7as indeed given 
out by a Woman, the proper Sex for that Work. 
" He was no fooner brought into the World, but 
•' this remarkable Paflagc did accompany his 
^^ S'urth : For among the reft that were prefent 
*' (not ordinary- Goflips, but Women of good 
i* Note) there yras one among them, who in a 
f* ibber, tj^o* a prophetic Fit, taking the ChiW 
f ^ in her 4^ms, odi'^ aloud to the reft, m thei^ 
** or the like Terms ; Tou 'may all very dbell rejaicc 
f * ai the B^rtb, of this Child \ for be will UcQfne the 
** Prop an4 Piflar of this Churchy and the main and 
f ^ cbi^ Injirument in the defending of it" 

In thofe di^cult T^nes,.when Jealoufies were 
promoted between the King and the People | 
when the People were eqoally jealous of one hio^ 
dier, was Dr, Sandcroft advanced to the Archi- 
epj^fcopeil Chair. Such was his Deportment in 
that higjx Station, as to give his Enemies no Pre- 
tence to, defap^e him. As he had no temporary 
Views of his qwn ^ as his A^^e Care was to acquit 
himfelf as became the Man yirho prefided in th? 
• Direction of Church Affiiirs, . he kept clear of the 
Quarrels in which the Laiety were engaged. 1q 
all the Struggles ther^were ifor obtaining Power, 
^11 the Arts of keeping it, all the Refentments 
of fubvertcd Greatnefs, his Aftions received no 
Influence or Biais, but were determined by his own 
Judgment. 

Not a Vote of Confequenf^ could pafs in the 
Houfe of Lords, but the Party agaiaft which th^ 
Bi(hop^ appeared were fare to lay die Blame oi| 
' / • \ tliar 
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that Bench. They were accountable to liobody 
for their Votes ; nor could juftly be thought the 
cnly Pcrfons in that honourable Affembly unfit 
to judge- for themfclvc^. ^ How would it have 
lodkM for them tp havq afk'd die Enemies of 
the Church, how they fhould give their Voice? 
Yet by the Complaints made againft them thro* 
die whole Nation, by Appeals to the Populace, 
by Ipiriting the Rabble againft the Of^ce, as 
much as againft the Men, thofe Patriots fccm to 
have expefted it. . *', ' 

The Archbilhop in his fccond Year ftt out 
fomc Dircftions in giving Teftimonials- for Holy 
Orders; ftriftly requiring the Perfon? wh6 fei: 
their Hands to give in their Certificate upon Know- 
Jege, not Hearfay. If thofe. Letters were mide 
ufe of in another Diocefe than that where they 
were given, they were not to bp received without 
letters Dimiflbry of the Bilhop, or other Ordi- 
nary of the Place, attefting in Writing the Abi* 
lity, Honefty, and good Converfation of the Per- 
fon commended. \ ', .* • • 
■ The Introdudion gives the Reafons of this Ih^ 
junftion; ** Wherieas the eafy and promifcuous 
<^ granting of LeUers'1'eJiimo.ntal (which is initfelf 
*« -a facred Thing, and in the firft Intentrori df 
«« 'great and very weighty Importance) is by the 
^\ Lapfe of Time,' -and the Corruption which by* 
«^ infenfible Degrees is crept into the beft Inftitu- 
*f tions, come to be,* both in the Univerfities and 
'« elfewhere in the.' Diocefes, a Matter of meet 
*<* Formality, a Piece of common Civility, fcarce 
^* denied to any that afk it, and many times upon 
;' the Credit of the firft Subfcriber, attiefted by

The LIFE 0/ 2)r. Sandcroft, 
JrcbUjhop of Canterbury, 
Continued, 

itJR Firft Part ended with art A6t of 
this moft Reverend Prelate guarding 
the Honour of the Church. This 
begins, with an affair of State in 
whieh he was concerned. 
In the following year, was the grand Debate in 
Parliament, how far the Bifliops ought to Vote in 
the trial of a Peer . of the Realm. The Nation 
wa^ in a violent ferment. The Conimons refolved 
upon methods to diftrcfs the "King till theji brought 

G. him 
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him to give up his Minifters, who thwarted their 
deligns, a S^rifice to their Refentment, His ho- • 
nour muft have been a part of that Sacrifice, which 
he would not proftitute to their Infults. 

The queftion was not. Whether thcBifhops 
fhould vote in the determination of Guilty a^ 
Not Guilty : But whether they . Ihould till the 
decifive time keep their places. This was called • 
a right of Voting in Preliminaries. And it was 
poflible, that in the Preliminaries the caufe might 
be brought to an end. 

Great odium fell upon the Bench for infifting 
on this latter point as a privilege of their Barony. 
Our fecret Hiftorians will have it, that they would 
have withdrawn, but the King defired them not. 
If we confider the force of Dr. Stillingfleet*s Arga- 
ment, wrote at that tinie in defence of the Privi- 
lege in queftion, in oppbfition to the beft and moft 
learned Heads of the oppofite opinioni we Ih^ll 
find reafon to conclude the thing they 'demanded 
was their due. And if that was their due, why 
. Ihould they not be defirous of maintaming it? 
Why fhould they not exert that power the Confti- 
tution had entrufted them with ? And ftand in the 
gap againft the outrageous efforts of blind Zeal 
ahd difappointed Ambition ? • And if they had 
given it up, they had alfo given it up for their 
SuccefTors^ and introduced an Innovation Pofte-^ 
rity might curfc them for. It is generally fuppofed • 
a Clergyman in equilibrio will incline to the nier- ' 
cifiil fide; which maybe the reafon fb many have 
been Keepers and Chancellors. And if the Con-^. 
ftiration hath left a Referve of Mercy in a Body of 
Men, whofe Charaftcr in. great meafiire fecures 
the prudent Ufe of it, it is to the Glory of that 
Conftitution that provifion is made againft the 
fury of unexperienced Youth, and the infatiabld 
malice of .difcarded JPoliticians. 

So 
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So that upon the whole, whether the King 
aflted it of theiti or not, 'tis the fame thing. If 
they were flirinking from theii- Duty, he had a 
Right to demand they Ihould aflert their Power. 
He had feen fo many endeavours ' to cramp and 
curtail the privileges both of the Crown and Mitre; 
from the hands of thofe very men who had fw- 
m^rly expofed both to envy by a pretended zeal 
for their Intereft, that he was-Jnduftrious to ob- 
ftrud the avenues to their ihcreafe of Powef, which 
upon the ddcline of their Intereft or Fortune, would 
almoft certainly be employed againft him, 

*How could he be too jealous of thofe Incendiary 
Spirits, who took up every Ceule againft him? 
Wi^o with greater diligence and hazard to.them- 
lelves purfued the game of tuining a Nation^s 
peace, than they did who at one time or other 
made themifelves MafterS of it by the Sword ? A 
liian indped at the head of an Army, nay, a com- 
mon Centinel in it, is.undcr protedtion of the whole 5 
tiie hazards he runs are but common, and without 
a total rout, fometimes not without a total MaA 
facre of the Body, hath a chance to efcape' : Whilft 
a Confpirator is fo near the Halter, that he (hews 
more Refolution than the other, and courts thofe 
dangers from which he has, all things conlidered, 
little room to promife himfelf fecurity. 

The mention of this year 1679, cannot go with- 
out obferving therecourfe had to the old ftratagem 
of fingular ufe in the preceding reign :• That .of - 
Ipiriting up the people to petition for what could 
not be obtained in Parliament. This was, for the 
turn, transforming the Cqnftitution into a Demo- 
cracy, When a popukr Projeft^ would nbt go 
down with the Houfe .of Lords, application is 
made to the Original Contraftors to petition for. 
it. ^ How ready the Petitioners were to infift upon 
their Right to be heard, and the Infallibility of 

. G 2 their 
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their Counfels, I need not fay. The King found 
it neceflary to fend out a Proclamation againft 
Petitioning, They knew Jiow to interpret Vox Po- 
puli V9X Deij and would probably have been blown 
up to a pitch higher' than Petitioning. They ped- 
Qon'd for the fitting of the Parliament ^ as highly 
neeeffary for the Safety of his Majefifs Perfon. They 
would not truft him with the care even qf his own 
fafety. This was tying him in his bed, and Phy- 
ficking -him in a very Arbitrary manner. They 
dcfircd him to return to his Keepers, which was 
not much better than faying he was — — 

This Petitioning has done mighty things. What 
Power or Potentate hath come up to its Mark ? 
It took off the head of a Monarch the moll mer- 
cifiil that ever afcendcd a throne, and involved 
a great pai;t of the People in. his blood : A Prince 
whofe natural Companion diiarmed him of Re- 
vepge, when Juftice demanded it. fhould be* ex- 
erted on his Enemies, for the prefervation of his 
Friends : A Father, who to oblige his froward 
Children, as far as human means are to be con- 
fidered, ruined himfelf and the dutiful part of his 
Family. 

Its force was now to be tried upon his Son, who 
had experience enough to hate it. 

The men of Forty-one did in this fenfe turn their 
Spears into Pruning-hooks. They had done their 
Wbrk by Petitions, yet treated this ufefiil Tool 
of theirs in a rougher manner than the King doth 
tHisof 1679. • 

Sir William Dugdale * faith, " That whereas

*« annexed to the. Clofet, to which, as he de- 
" clared, the King in his latter years was wont to 
*•' go regularly, tho' fecretly, to Mafs. " 

Many have reported thkt the thing was fli^wed 
to a few' ! The Inventor of this Story, perhaps, 
told it at a CofFee-Houfe ; The . Politicians 
difperfed iti The News-Gatherers picked it up: 
And by this time 'tis meat for their Majiers the 
Hiftoriographers, who are to.inftrudk Pofterity 
by fuch cafts of their Offices, what to think of 
the Brains and Sincerity of two fuch Compilers.

Let 
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Let any man judge our Impartial Hand by the 
Jaft borrowed Stroke upon Charles II. *Tis a Libel, • 
tho* pretending to give a Charafter. It has made 
him Merciful^ Good Natur^d^ for his laft 24 years 
Fortunate ; yet like Tiberius in many points, except 
Cruelty y Jealoujy^ and unnatural Lujts. " Nor is 
" this, " iaith Impartiality, " any refleftion upat 
" the memory of King Charles. " 

About this time Archbifhop Sandcroft fufpended 
Dr. Wood^ Bifhop of Litchfield and Coventry y for 
negleding his Diocefe, and refiding out of it. 

Whether he aftually fufpended Dr. Barlow^ 
Bifhop oftfincolnj or was proceeding to do it, I do 
not find. But he gave Dr. ff^ite, Bifhop ofPeter-^ 
ioroughj commifTion to vifit the whole, or a part of 
that large Diocefe. A part of it he did certainly, 
vifit, and in his Vifitation confirmed, but I can*C 
fay whether he went through the whole. 

It appears alfb from the Bifhop of RocbeJier*z 
Defence which he made for himfelf, written to the 
E3ltI of Dorfet 1688, That at the time the Eccle- 
iiaftical Commiflion came out, he was at Salisbury 
holding an Archiepfcopd Vifitation with the Bifhop 
of Cbefter. 

This vigilant provifion of the Archbifhop little 
agrees with that indolence and pfcitancy attributed 
to him by my Lord of Sarum. He fcems however 
to allow fomething good in him at King Charles his. 
death, it it be not brought in to introduce ah 
ill-natur'd Story, a Story contradifted from better 
Authority. " Sandcroft made a very weighty ex- 
'* hortation to him, in which he ufed a good deal 
'* of freedom, which he faid was neceflary, fince 
** he was going to be judged by one who was n<> 
** Refpe6ter of P^rfons. To him the King made 
** no anfwer neidicr ? nor yet to Ken^ though 
*'* the moft in favour with him of all the Bifllops. 
" Some imputed this to an infenfibility, of which 

Jl ' *' too 
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*' too vifible an inftancc appeared, fince Lady 
" PortffMutb fate in the bed taking care of him, 
" as a Wife of a Husband. *' . 

• ' One would have wonder*d to fee fo ynufual a 
Compliment paid to the Archbifliop, if fome- 
thing had not been thrown in as a foundation 
for people to reflcd upon his eafinefs to fuflfer the 
Woman there. So that the firft part was told for 
the fake of the latter. And this no man can difpute 
that allows it at the fame time to be falfe..« His 
Brother Intelligencer of Peterborough^ has in hi* 
Notes *, given a quite contrary account of this 
matter, from a printed Life of Bifliop .ffi?». It's 
probable he believed the account, or he would not; 
have quoted it. At leaft a Canydid Reader will 
be as apt to believe any Writer of that pious Pre- 
late's Life, as thofa> that defame him. 

*' In the laft ficknefs of King Charles^ Bifhop 
«* Ken^ well knowing how much had been put off 
*^ to that laft point, and fearing the ftrength pf 
** his Diftemper would give him but little time, 
** gave a clofe attendance by the Royal Bed, 
** without any intermiOion, at leaft for three 
*' whole days and nights, watching, at proper 
** Intervals, to fuggeft pious and* proper Thoughts 
** and Ejaculations on fo ferious an occafion. 
*' In which time the Dutchefs oi Port/mouth coming 
.«* into the room, the Bifiiop prevailed with his 
** Majefty to have her removed, and took that 
*' occafion of reprefenting the injury and injuflice 
" done to his Queen, fo efiedtuallyi that his 
" Majefty was induced to fend for the Queen, • 
*^ and asking pardon, had the fatisfa6lion o?" her 
'"^ forgivenefs before he died." 

If the other ftqry fhould ,be true,' of the * 
Dutchefs fitting there .when thiArchbilhop and 

♦ Page 4x8. life of K. Chtfrlis 11.- 
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Bifhop Ken were prefent, the thing is eafily an- 
fwcred, that the King*s InfenfMlity was too great 
for them to defire her Removal. 

But why might not the abovementioned Rela- 
tion have been given in the Renowned Hiftory^ for 
the reputation of the King and of the two Bilhops, 
as well as the other, wHich at firft fight is to the 
difparagement of all three, • 

Pofterity are not thought worthy of Truth, It 
i^ to be kept from them like edged tools from 
Children, who may do hurt with it, and rip up 
fome of chofe plaufible Inuendosy fo neceflary to 
^ rnaintain a Caufe and a Charader. The Life, as 
referred to by Mr. Ecbardj was printed 17 13, 
^fter which the Writer upon his own times lived. 
Such an Appealer to the God ofltrulhj one would 
have expefted to fee correft his Copy, and prevent 
mankind from falling into fuch a miftake. There 
is fp much, put out and put into the Copy, by in- 
terlineation and blotting, that this could hardly be 
forgot, if there .had been inclination enough to fet 
things right. At leaft the Editors had the oppor- 
' tunity both of feeing Bifhop Ken^s Life, and 
£cbar3*s Quotation thence. But ^at would have 
been mutilating the Performance, and againft the 
general end of *'riting it. Concealing Truth be- 
comes Impartial Hands ! Could he be ignorant of 
fo remarkable a* paflage, wKo was acquainted even 
with the Scullery Hole ? Who recgrds the fat of 
thp King's Inteftines, wafti'd in . there by the 
negleft of his Servants. I am fick myfelf, and 
expert ipy Readers will be fo too, with raking 
into fuch a fund of Scandal, as is to pafs with 
us for Hiftory : Where Words 'have no Meaning, 
Candour and Truth are deferted, Hearfay, Pre- 
judice, Gueffinjg indulged, • and groundl^efs Infinuf - 
tioiis obtruded. 

Hz. •To 
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To give every man his due, I muft commend 
one thing in the late Hifiory of the Stuarts which 
I reaUiy thought I fhould not have found an oppor- 
tunity of doing thro*, the whole book :' And that 
is, the franknefs of the Author. I am aware that 
other people will call it Impudence. But I love 
to fee a Man give waning of what he is about, 
that I may not be furprized. * He tells us, that 
a Colle5lion of Lampoons is very neceffary for an Hi^ 
ftorian^ that would write fmcerely : This he bor*- 
rows from. the French. . 

We have, as exaftly as we could, traced the 
mofl: remarkable publicTc Adions of Archbifhop ^ 
Sandcroft^ thro' the reign of CBarles IL together 
with the Reflexions made, and difperfed, upoA 
his conduft.^ The firfl Accufation I find againfl 
him in the fucceeding reign is from 'Siftio^ Kennet. 
i" 'Tis obfervable, this is in the Notes, 'and, if the 
Title Page be true, thefe are an'Improvement, and 
given only m the Second Edition. 

So that the Header is to look upon thefe as 
Second Noughts. We have a kind of- Proverb, 
That thefe are beSf. I don't find it true heref unlefs 
by beSi is meant,* molt to the purpofe. Then indeed 
we may fave the Proverb, if we , imagine a piece 
of Defamation is better for confifting of a greater 
number of particulars. Thefe .Correftions and 
Additions, boafhed of in thefe Second Thoughts^ are 
according to f6me people's Underftanding, fo ill- 
judg'd a Pcrformjince, that all the Satirifts in. the 
Town could not have more efi^eftiially expofedthe 
Author. Speaking of the' KijRg's Coronations 
*' There was an omiflion of the Sacrament, becaufe 
" the King would not receive; this omiffion, not 
*' to be avoided, was charged upon the Arch- 
^ bifhop, as a wjlful departing ftom the antjent

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" form and cuftom. But why ftiould he offer 
*' what he knew would be contemptuoufly re- 
" jefted ? This omiflion is, however, faid to

. ** caJPd into quftftion for it/* 

If the omiflion was not to be avoided, why are 
we told of its being charged upon the Archbifliop? 
But Wis faid to pave lain heavy on bis fpirits : What 

• doth he take the Archbilliop's fpirits to be ma:de 
of, which an Accufation himfelf clears him of, 
fliouJd opprefs? And furely \5yth him is the Dernier 
Refort. Nobody will claim privilege of Defama- 
tion where, this Author leaves off. If his Englijb 
was defigned to be underftood, the, following 

' words, who was afterwards afraid of t)eing called 
into quejiion for it^ are praedicated of his Grace 
upon his own affirmation, rather than the Hcarfay 
that introduceth thenx. But I will not difpute 
about trifles, being in confcience bound to fay, that 
after a long acquaintance with his Writift^s, I can 
no more depend upon his Aflertion than the Hear- 
iay he produces. 

He was afraid of being called into quejlipn ! By 
whom was he to be. called into queftion? . The 
King could not call him into queftion in any of 
his Courts ; nor, can one imagine^ out of them, 
for not doing what was out of his power to dp. 

Doth the Archbifliop's Deportment, in that, 
difficult Scene of Life in which he feems born to 
Ihew that Probity and Courage outfliined Envy 
and Interefl:, give room for fuch abjed: views as 
men of lower genius would afcribe to it ? Let . 
every man adl in his proper fphere -, let every man 
be tried, as the Law allows him, by his Peers. 
If a man aft upon Principle, as fome People iiiia- ' 

•gine the Archbifliop did in the Coronation, let the 
^ourt appoint him. Council. Let not an Advo- 

H 3 catq 
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cate appear to proclaim thofe fears his CharaAer 
difowns. 

This.Authof*sopiriiohfeems to be the Tribunal 
before which he Was to be called in quejiion % for no 
.other had hardihefs enough to dojt, not fomuch, 
I believe, as to threaten it, . • 

After all,, wh^t roorh is there fof»thisdefcant? 
The Archbifhop could hot have given the King 
the Sacrament, tho* the King had confented to it. 
He knew him to be of another Communion, by 
his own profeflibn. And it had been proftituting 
the 'Sacrament to Diffi'mulation and Hypocrify 
both in Giver and Receiver. The Communion is 
the bond of Peace and Charity^ the fealof admifTion 
to the privileges" of the Church. Is a man to be . 
admitted to the privileges of a Church in which he 
doth nqt own himfelf a Member ? Is the .facred 
bond of Peace an Enfign to adorn Infinccrity ? 

The defign of receiving the Sacrament at the 
Coronation is, to fhew the clearnefs of the King's- 
Confcience at his eritering Upon the Government, 
and to give all poflible demonffcration of his pur- 
pofe to govern according to Law. If fo main a 
point of Sincerity be wanting as Communicating 
with a Church he is tio Member of, of a Church 
whDfe Conftitufion he condemns, muft difcover, 
what ftrefs is to be laid upoA any feqirity he by 
'that Qualification pretends to give ? 

The Archbifhop,. tis pkin, underflbod not Oc- 
calional Conformity; the Hiftoriographer doth: 
Elfe the latter would not have put that anfwer jn 
his Mouth. The rcafon, forfooth,,.why he did 
not offer it was, becaufe it would ha ve^ been re- 
fufed ! . ' No ; becaufe it was not fit to be offered. 
• ^ The Friend^ of this Archbifhop have nqt thought 
his Coudud wanted explaining. For an enemy to , 
cxplain.it, would be a Judgment inflifted on his 
memory ; if a fatal Indifcretiofi did hot as a Iha-^ 

' dow . 
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dow follow Impoftors, and their ill-concerted Fa- 
brick fall upon the Engineer. 

•Habit is, they fay, ^fecond Nature. It was fo 
familiar to adnilt Copimunicants without objefting 
their incapacity, that the contrary praftice feems 
wonderful. How can this be a tell: of Church- 
memberfhip, if 'tis promifcuouQy difpenfcd to 
thofe that are of aa oppofite Communion, or of 
^none at all? And whatever fandion Cuftom.and 
"Connivance "may pretend, 'tis abfurd to pronounce 
the Authoritative Abfolution of the Church to 
fuch as profefs a tontempt oT the Church and its 
Abfblutions both. The power of binding and 
loodng was not committ^qd to men but as a moil 
facred Truft. And if that exclufion from the Com- 
munion of the Chiirch, which was once efteemed 
more dreadful than Death, to fome appears not 
worth regarding, th« lofs of its terror may be in 
a great meafure jtiftly attributed to the eafinefs of 
admiilion; to the remiflhefsof the Guardians of . 
that facred Depojitum^ conferring privileges on fuch 
.as fliewed j\ot a due value for them. 

Every year, produces fome Monfter of an Au- 
thor that thinks himfelf ^worth fhewing : The 
uglier the better. ]We hiave 2i^BiJiory oftbeStuarm 
tine Kings J of fuch a kind as one would not touch 
but with a pair of Tongs ; nor with them indeed, 
but to remove a Nuifance from the noftrils of maiv- 
, iciod. He .compliments hinifelf, . in his Preface, . 
• ^s the Cleanfer of the Augcedn Stables^ having the 
Rubbilh of Lord Clarendon*^ and Archdeacon 
Ecbardh Hiftories to remove, that he may make 
room for his own. He may indeed claim the 
honour, if fuch it be, of coUefting the Ordure of 
Beafts, and cooking it. to be Meat for Men. I 
m^ht coiigratulate the two Hiftorians lately men- 
. lioii'd, the Writer on bis own timesy and the Im- 
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partial Hand^ upon this appearance of their Fellow- 
Labourer. 

It muft be allowed by all his Readers, that his 
merit with the admirers of the other two can never 
come up to theirs. He has laboured, he fias in- 
vented, he has retailed. But the condefcenfion of 
the other is not to be overlooked : Who deferted 
their high ftation, and defiled themfelves in Ple^ 
heian mud, that they might have fomething to^ 
throw at envied Greatnefs. He doth his Office in 
pleafing thofe that pay him.' But it is a dirty 
Office: 

■ -»■■■ Trk^ent Fabrilia Fabri. 

He is indeed a more proper perfon to do the 
office of an Executioner than 'thofe of a cleanlier 
employment. *Tis trcatmg the Monarchs of Eng- 
land, and Fathers of tjie Church, who were the 
Glory of the Country that produced them, tho* 
all their Difadvantages be^ weighed in with them, 
as they would do Knights' of the Pofl. It would 
have been hard to find fopie years' ago men of 
figure Voluntiers to m^im and mangle their betters : 
To cut off Ears, ^nd flit Npfes, to make them 
the averfion of mankind. . 

On the other hand, whence arifes that delight in 
human breafts at fuch a fight ? How comes the 
Crowd to be fo great which attends thefe Execu- 
tions? I can imagine but one reafon for it, the 
antient propenfity of Mankind to Idolatry. They 
are againfl: their Superiors, becaufe they appear 
with the Authority of God. It is natural for men 
to find fault with Appointments. Novelty is de- 
firable. They would be. the Contrivers of their 
own Happinefs. Their Republican Scheme, found- 
ing Dominion in Original Contrad, is lopping off 
a main branch of Gqd's Sgyereignty over men.- 

It 
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It is fetting up an Idol of their own againft him. 
And that Idol is indeed Nothing % for the thing 
pretended was neither Original nor b, ContraSf. *• 

Suppofing this to be the Conftitution under which 
Man was left at the Creation, it is very little be- 
coming ^he Wifdom of its Author. Jt fuits much 
better with the* Vanity .of human Conceit: Becaufe 
it could not fupport itfelf. How long will fuch a 
Conftitution laft ? How long have any of thefe 
Schemes lafted in the World ? . Some perfeft De- 
mocracies have indeed fubfifted a great while. But 
with how much art and- care have they been main- 
tained againft fpme or other that wanted to play 
the Monarch, and who at laft pffevailed over the 
liberties of that envied State ? How many, of thefe 
can we reckon up, except thofe of Greece and Rome ? 
And what are thefe to the numerous inftances of 
the other form ? , • 

The Objeftors to Infticution have nothing to 
urge but its imperfedion : That *tis liable to. abufes. 
And which of their fchemes is without ? Which of 
them without a hundred .times as many ? Nay, if 
there were a ^window in Republican breafts, as 
once they wifh'd in an Addrefs, to convince a Stuart 
of their affeftion. to him;, there would certainly 
appear a Spirit of Donjinion, an Inclination to be a 
Chief in the Ufo^ian State, and perhaps to be Trin-- 
caloj a Viceroy .oyer all the reft. 

*l*is crying Stinking Fijhj for our Age to recom- 
mend a Repubiick'. The laft Bargain df that kind 
is not yet out of our Nofes. From whom did we 
learn out leflbn but from our Grandfethers, who 
were jockied out of their Liberties under the Serene 
Houfe of the Stuarts by Pretenders to Levelling ? 
And what was this Levelling but getting upper- 
moft ? What was it but a (ingle perfon trampling 
upon the Liberties he had fought, and preached, 
and prayed, ^nd murthercd for? What did his 
, • glorious 
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glorious Commonwealth come to., but the dcftru* 
ilioa of itfelf; in the exaltation of one of its Vo- 
taries to a more thah Kingly greatnefs, tho', with- 
(Kit the n^me? 

But a Tree to be deftred to make one imfiy to ntake 
MS as Godsj will be admired ! Yet if we lopk at the 
l*rojeftors of this confunimate Happinefs deli- 
neated fat the good of Mankind, we fhall have ' 
little reafon to cflseem them for any thing elfe but 
their great Judgnjent in Politicks. Have they 
Ihewed themfelves in other relations the D^licia 
bumani generis? Have they recommended them- 
felves as Fathers, Mafters, Subjefts, Neighbours? 
Have any of their good Deeds . guaranty 'd their 
tide to the love of Mankind ? Our popular Ora- 
tors generally fpeak for themfelves. Their good 
Wilhes to their Neighbour and their own Intereft 
arc infeparable. Hope or Refentment are gene- 
rally the fpur to this prafticeof DecJaiming. * 

There is in this Calves-head FeaBj the Stuartm 
Hiftory\ a flirt now and then a^t the Archbifhop. 
He is chargedwith having moved in Council, that 
the Declaration of Charles II. ♦ oi Aprils: 1681. 
might be read in Churches. If this be the worft 
he could fay, /tis not much to the difadvantage of 
his Grace., Eifliop Burnet ;s the firft Audior in 
whom I have feen it, from whom it is here quoted. 
He could not fpeak upon his own knowledge, unlcJfe 
he would call hiiafelf the Inrontor of it. But he 
doth aot with his Improver's afliirance.give it die 
riame of French. V The Archbilfeop of Cant^er- 
•' kury moved in Council, that this French Memp- 
•• m/ might be read in all Churches and Chapejs-, 
*' and the Minor Clergy executed the cn^der th^y 
•* received concerning it * vnth fingulaa: dekfiba- 
« Tioo.'*

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Bilhop Ksnnet hath nothing of the Archbilhop's 
motion : He faith, *, " The Clergy paid a cheer- 
. ** fill compliance to the reading it/* This cheer- 
fiilnefs is improved into delegation. And this is 
feally the performance of many a Writer, taking 
another man's ienfe, putting it in new cloaths, fome- 
times adding Lace and Embroidery, fuch as ' his 
Readers like heft. 

Bifhop Burnet is, without difpute, one of the 
moft lucky Authors of the Age. tie never has 
occafion to mention a King or a Bifliop but his 
memory fiimilhes him with fomething to make 
them ridiculous. This muft have been at beft but 
Hearfay^ for he was not in Council. Nor was this 
the firft time the Crown had fent to the Archbilhop 
things to publilh in the Church. As this Author 
IS lucky, the Stuartine is fo too •, but his Judgment 
doth not keep pace with his zeal. He wajited a 
ftory for James II. fending the Bilhops to the 
Tower, and he attributes it to the advice of Stephen 
Lob^' ^\io preached at a Meeting-houfe in Fetter^ 
Lane. This mighty rtian hath in his Index and 
'.his Margin,* ^^Arcbhi^op Sandcroft deftres the 
" Prayers of the Prejbyteridns.*^ See the' proof 
from hamfelf in the page juft tnentioned: Writing 
to his Clergy, he exhorts them, " To have a very 
'* tender regard to our Brethren the Proteftint 
** DilTenters, to vifit them, at their Koufes, and to 

*« rece^re them kindlv at their own. In the laft 

*« place, warmly iina moft affeftionately to exhort 
*« them to join with us in ^daily fervent Jpi^ycr to

The Stuartine allows this honour to the Arch- 
biftiop, that, as Governor of the Charter-boufe^ he 
refufed to admit Andrew Popbam an Out-Penfioner 
Acre, tho' the King had wrote two Letters tp the^i 
for that purpofe. That the Oaths of Allegiance 
and Supremacy were to be.taken, according to the 
Conftitution of this Houfe, and by Aft of Parlia- 
ment. , Popbam produced a Difpenfation for not 
taking the Oaths. .

: .. The 
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The prudence as well as zeal of the Archbiihop 
and his Brethren in this time of Trial is not to be 
run down by every Pretender. Their petitioning 
the King againft enjoining fhcm to publifh his 
Declaration, fhcws them above the little views of 
fear and covetoufnefs,. with ^ich Malice hath 
loaded him. • ** ^ 

• Their advice to thp' King when afked of them, 
delivered by his Grace in th^ «ame of his Suffra- 
gans, *aswehaveit from Bilhop A>»»^/, is gene- 
rous and Chriflian.. Thi^re is nothing of reproach 
or revenge in it ; nothing but what becohies faith- 
ful Subjects, ahd Bilhopsl, to a Prince of. another* 
Communion. Dr. Kennet from' Ecbard allows an- 
other lingle attempt of the Archbifliop, in a pri- 
vate GoQferencp with the King, to reduce him to 
the Church o!f England^ into which he was bap- * 
tized. This feems to have»bee;i more at his heart 
than fecuring his own Revenues,* and enriching of 
his Nephew,. * • 

I Ihall add but one article to this imperfed De- 
fence of fo great a Man. He is charged by Bifliop 
Burnet f thus, b^irtg called to 'confeorate two Bi- 
ihops :-— i— *' Thefe two Men were pitched on as 
" the fittefllnfbruments that could be found amoi^ 
".all the Clergy to betray and ruiri the Church. 
** Some of the Bifliops brought to Archbifhop 
" Sandcroft Articles againft them, which they 
*' defired he would offer tq the King in Council, 
*' and pray that the Mandate for Confecrating 
" them might be delayed rill time were given to 
*^ examine particulars- And Bilhop JJoyd told 
** me, that Sandcroft promifed to him not to cj>n- • 
" fecrate them till he had examined. the trijth of 
.*V the Articles ; of which fome were too fcanda- 
**" lous'to be repeated.' Yet vfh6n Sandcroft faw

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^* what danger he might incur if he were fued ia

« them, he cfid ^11 he promifed/ But herrfs an infi- 
nuation, that he afted from fear of Premunire. This 
would teach a Reader, that he had* not been true 

•to his word, tho* 'tis* not afErmedl I prefume 
this charging him with apprehenfion of Premumre 
IS to have'fpme of its credit from Bifhop Lloyd % 
but I muflj leave that (o thofe that are more fccond- 
fighted. • . 

Is there ^-mention any where of a Premunire 
threatened upon a Refufal ? How then is this In- 
terpreter of other mens fecret Thoughts entitled to 
pronounce fo freely ? 

. Where-ever he or his Coadjutors have unjulUy 
charged the Dead, they have put it out of their 
power to make Reflitution. *Tis eafy to go down 
the flream with Envy and* Ill-will -, not fo to repair 
the damage. . . . ■ •

I in Caernarvonftfire^ Sept/ 30. 1601. 

I His firft education was at JVeJlminfier 
School,^ whence he went to Cbrifl- 

! church i, and was 'elefted Student. 
Anno' 1 6 1 9 he took Batchelor of Arts degree. He 
is generally aommended-for being a good Tutor in 
his College and a Freacher. He owed his Prefer- 
ment to Dr. John Oweii his Predeceflbr in the Bi- 
fhoprick of St. Afaph ^ whofe Chaplain he was. 
• And we may guefs it was for his eminence in Learn- 
ing and Piety, and zeal for the Church, if we cton- 
fider that jt was ArchbilhopL^/^i .whofe endea- 
•vours advanced Dr. Owen to the See. • 

This method of recommending out Bifhop's 
memory .tp the World is not the moft popular; 
But I am writing to the Pew, not to the Mai>y. 
it is too vifible that with the greateft part of the 
Nation the Archbifhop ^himfelf .wants, his Defen- 
der3. It were vaia to fet out Principles to be ad- 
mired by thofe that have none ; to cpurt the jip- 
pl^ufe of thofe that' can't diftiijguifh Zeal from 
Heat, Moderation from Indifference. 

Th6 vile produftions which- almoft every day, 
furnifhes from Libertines, Free-thinkers, Diecriers 
of Authority and Order, amongfl all the mifchief 
they do upon the weak and injudicious, *muft have 

. • the 
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the good effect of Confirming the Strongs by the 
deformity of their own figure. What is a greater 
fupport to a good Caufe than to find it attacked 
and annoyM -by forgery and fenfelefs fcandal ? 
Than to find from what quarter come the Contri- 
butions which maintain the Levellers of Fame and 
Merit ? 

Biihop Owen firft preferr'd Dr. Griffith to the. 
Reftory of Llanvecben in Montgomery/hire, which 
he left for Llanymyneck upon the borders of Shrop- 
Jhire and Montgomeryjhire. He took Doftor's de- 
gree about the year 1635, about which time he 
was Canon and Archdeacon of St. Afapb. Ant. 
IFood queftions whether he did not keep his Par- 
fonage during the times. His reafon of thinking 
he did, was probably that at that, place he wrote 
fome of his Pieces, particularly tliat againft Vava- 
for Powell. Yet the Charafter he has of doing 
Services to the King and to the Church, and 
difputing with Itinerant Preachers, and keeping 
up the Offices and Ceremonials of the Church in 
the time of the Rebellion, would make'one rather 
believe he was ejefted from the Living as well as 
from the Canonry and Archdeaconry. He might 
have fome being in his Parifh, and having liothing 
^ more to lofe, might ufe greater freedoms in his 
Difputations, as we are affured he did, than a 
Man the Rebel Power had under their Thumb. 
He haA Malignancy enough about him to make 
him obnoxious, and probably a fcandalous Minifter. 
And there are no inftances that I find of' an un- 
ejeded Cavalier, who did not keep very clofe, 
and avoid all opportunities of contradidling his 
Mafters. 

There were fb few that ventured at keeping up . 
the Service of the Churchy except in the moil 
private manner, that it was very difficult to get 
education for Boys, but where they rauit be trained 

I wp 
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up in the way then in fafhbn. There was one 
Boarding-Houfe at Hadley or Bail Barnet near 
Enfield Cbacey where a number pf Cavaliers fons 
were taurfit for fomc years. A ftout old foldier 
that was ftript of all, took up this employment for 
bread. He kept moft at home, and had die repu- 
tation of being hardy as well as poor, fo that he 
had a protection againft the Covetous and the 
Cowardly. This Gentleman entertained an Abdi- 
cated Clergyman who taught the Languages, and 
officiated as Chaplain. He gave great fatisfeftion 
to the Parents of the Scholars, and fitted many 
for the Univerfitics, where they made afterwards 
a good figure, and were, fome of them, confide- 
rable in the Church and State. 

Some of thefe Gentlemen were pleafed widi 
reladng their way of life m this Concealment. 
They faid the Matter of the Houfe had die repu- 
tation of a Highwayman, which made litdc Spies 
and Informers overlook him out of fear. And the 
greater apprehended there was nothing to be got 
from him but blows. And fome pretence it feems 
•riiere was for calling him fb. For he had feveral 
times purfued Plunderers and Sequeftrators, before 
the King's Affairs were quite defpcrate, and taken 
away not only their fpoil, but what elfe he could 
lind in their pofleflion. 

In dipfc days lived one Vavafor PowelU born 
in IFaksj of mean extradion, no parts but aflii- 
rance, who, about the time St. Paulas Church was 
turned to a Stable, from zn Hoftler htcsimt 2l Stu- 
dent of Jefus College. Thence he came to Clun 
in Sbropjinrej was Schoolmafler and Curate, but 
forged his Orders, erafing out of another Man's 
letters of Orders the name, and inferring his own. 
For this crime, and his feditious behaviour, he 
narrowly 'fcaped hanging. His own Country 
being too hot for him, he removed to London to 

cxercifc 
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exerdfe his pretended Gifb. And confidering he 
had one Talent, fiiperior perhaps to anv man of 
his age, which was Confidence, he would not let 
that lie in obicurity. He went Teaching fix)ni 

}>lace to place, till at length he procured ^r him- 
elf one hundred pounds yearly falary out of dm 
Revenue of the fequcftcr'd Preferments. Being a 
Leader of the Itinerants and Stipendiaries in H^aks 
he increafed his Income. To thefe he was intro- 
duced by a Cerdficace of bis behaviour and his 
gifts from the Prolocutor HerU^ and feventeen other 
Members of the Aflembly of Divines, who by 
this time grew Motley, by receiving Independent 
Members. Stephen Marfbd had, it feems, que* 
ftioned his Orders, and put him upon being or- 
dained by the Prelbytcry. He anfwcr'd, he was 
wiling to he tried as a Cbrifiian and a Scholar^ but. 
bad fome doubts about Ordination. And they that 
write an account of him could not difcover whe- 
ther he was Anabaptiit^ Fifth-Monarchy Man, oj: 
MtUenaryy only negatively that he was not Pre/bj- 
terian or Independent. 

To give one inftance of his hardinefs, he feem;^ 
to have vyed with the great Cromwell j which was 
the bolder Man. Indeed they were Latitudina-^ 
rians alike, and pretended Enthufiaits. For ex- 
cept Venner and his Clan, who flood it out againft 
Numbers, as if they really believed Ten were tq 
chafe a Thoufand^ 'tis hard to imagine any of thofe 
that had brains enough to lead a party, had fq 
little as to believe themfelves when thev talked to 
the long-ear'd rout. He fpoke a^ainft Oliver to 
his face, preached publickly ^t mm, and wrote 
letters to him for two years together. He call'd 
him to account for acting as ProteAor, for doing 
all that as a fingle perlon which had been coU' 
demned in a King. For this he was fcvcral tim^s 
put in prifon. He fhewed fufficiently that his 

* I 2 enmity 
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enmity was not againft him, zs ^Colonel Tuus^t 
when he wrote. Killing no Murtber\ for he headed 
a party of his Bredxren againft the Cavaliers upon 
their rifing at Salt/bury^ and kept them under in 
ff^ales. He raifed himfelf to a good Eftate, but 
thought fit to purchafe in other names. He bought 
fome of the King's Fee-farm Rents arid Manors, 
and built himfelf a magnificent Seat in Montgo- 
meryjhire. 

This is the Man who drew out Dr. Griffith to 
. difpute with him. He made a bold challenge 
1652, to any Minifter or Scholar that oppofcd 
him, and fent it out m Writing. The queftions 
were, (i.) Whether your calling or ours (which you 
fo much fpeak againfi) be moft warrant able y and 
neareft to the Word of God. (2.) Whether your 
mixtWays or ours of Separation be neareft the Word 
of God. 

The Do6lor accepted his Offer, and wrote back 
to him in Latin. This he anfwercd in barbarous 
and wretched Latin. Then the Doftor rejoined, 
and criticifed upon the language of Powell. A 
day at length was fixed, and they met in com- 
pany of Friends on both fides to try the fortune 
of the day. Powell wzs fo far defeftive .in the 
Laws and Rules of Arguing, to which the other 
held him, and without which no Difpute could 
ever be ended, that he fubmitted to fuperior force. 
But he had a Corps de Referve^ he got a Relation 
of the Engagement put into the News-paper, and 
there brought himfelf off Conqueror. This forced 
the Doftor to publifh a true account of the whole 
affair, which was printed zt London 1653. It was 
certainly without hopes of convincing the Wretch, 
that a Man of Learnmg would enter the Lifts 
with him. But the Dc^or was loth to lofe an 
opportunity of letting his Followers into a know- 
ledge of his Ignorance and Self-conceic They 

would, 
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would, perhaps, have taken hhn for as invincible 
as Cromwell^ if his Wcakncfs had not been ex- 
pofecf. 

Dr. Griffith was Author of fome other Trafts. 
One entitled, ** Some plain Difcourfes on the 
*' Lord's Supper, inftrufting the ignorant in a 
** due preparation for that Holy Sacrament, and 
** reprefenting the great danger of Communica- 
*« ting amifs." 

In the Convocation 1640 he made a motion for 
a new edition of the fVelJh Bible fet out by Bifhop 
Morgan of St. Afapb many years before. 

Upon the Reftauration this pious Man for his 
Merit and his Sufferings was advanced to the See 
of St. Afapb. He was confecrated in Henry VIIth*s 
Chapel O£lob. 28, 1660, and held his Archdea^ 
conry in Commendam. In 1662 he was in Con- 
vocation, and concerned in drawing up the Aft 
of Uniformity, in fitting the Common Prayer for 
the prefent time. And he is thought to be fole 
compiler of the Office for Baptizing the Adult. 

He fet ^bout tranflating the Common Prayer 
Book into fVelJh^ but it doth not appear that he 
finilhed it. He died Nov. 2%^ 1606, and was 
buried in the Choir of his Cathedral, having lived 
fixty-five years, 
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Ti&tf LIFE (/ 2)r. Henri Glem^ 
HAM, Bi/bop of St. Afapht 

[R, Henry GUmham was bom in Surrey, 
He was a younger Sqn of Sir /fc»ry 
Glembamj of Glembapi in Suffolk^ Kntt 
by -^w his Wife, cldeft daughter of Sir 
Thomas Sackville, Knt, IEatI of Dorfef, 
It's probable he was a Kinfman of the great Sir 
Thomas Glemham^ who was a Commander for King 
Charles I. and that his Preferment came partly 
Irom his relation to fo worthy a Man. He was 
Governor of Tork and of Oxford^ the firft of which 
he was left in by Prince Rupert y to give it up, and the 
latter he could not hold againft the power of Fair- 
fax. Lord Clarendon faith of him ; *' That he 
** was a Gentleman of a noble extrafkion and a 
•? fair fortune, though he had much impaired it, 
** he had fpent many years in Armies beyond the 
^^ Seas, and he had been an Officer of good efteemin 
/' the King's Armies, and of courage and integrity 
** unqueftionable. ** 

Upon the furrender of Carlijlej the fame Author 
fi^th -, <* Sir Thomas Glemham at the fame time came 
•' to the King at. C^r^i^ with about two hundred 
** Foot, which he had brought with him out of the 
" Gznfon of Carlifle *9 which place he had defended 
f^ for the fpace of eleven months againft David 
f * Lejleyj and till all the Horfes of the Garifon were 
♦* eaten, and then had rendered upon as honour- 
•* able conditions as had been given upon any 
3 *' fur- 
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•* furrender. David Lejl^ himfelf conveyed hinn 
^« to Uerefordy where he join'd with the other part 
*' of that Army, and from thence Sir ^bomai 
•« Glembam came to his Majefty at Cardiff.*^ 

Dr. Glembam^ atfixtcen years of age, became a 
Commoner of Trinity College Oxford in the year 
1619, under the tuition of Mr. Robert Skinner. 
He todk his degrees in Arts regularly, went into 
Orders, and had good Preferment. He was a 
great Sufferer for die Royal Caufe, but what his 
Revenue was, or where it lay, is not to be re* 
covered. This amongft a great number of others 
is loft to Pofterity for want of a more early Search; 
Dr. fValker *, who negleded no opportunities^ 
aflures us ; ^' In a word, as the Numbers of the 
♦* Clergy fequeftred in the few Counties, concern* 
** ing which I accidentally received particular helps, 
** do notwithftanding appear very Ihort and dc*. 
*' fedive (by more than die onchalf inoneatleaft 
*' even of thefe) and as in feyeral of the many re*- 
** maining Coundes (if the ftate of the Dlocefe of 
** Carlijle will be allowed to give the proporrior^ 
*' well near four parts in five of the fequeftred 
*^ Clergy are yet wanting ; fo muft it he deemed 
** a very modeft computation, to fay, upon the 
^' whole, that the names of above ohe Moiety 
" of the Parochial Clergy continue ftill un^ 
♦* difcovered. *' 

Nor have later endeavours to obtain fome me- 
morials of Dr. Glembam been to any purpofe. 
The family, who till within a few years refided at 
Glembam Hall, are now extindt, and the Eftate 
fokl into other hands. Thus much is known of 
him, that upon the Reftauration he was made 
Dean of Briftol in the room of Dr. Matthew Nicolas 
then preferred to the Deanery of St. Paul^% in

I 4 London : 
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Jj>ndon: That fix years ^fter, upon the death of 
Dr. George Griffith^ he was promoted to the See of 
St. 4fapb^ which he enjoyed till January 17. 1669. 
He died at the family-feat in Suffolk^ and was buried 
in their vault in the Parifh- Church oi Little 
Glembam.' 

It is the fate of this Prelate to fall under the lafh 
of Bifliop Burnet J at- leaft we cannot be fure but 
he comes into the number upon the year 1667. 
^^ The king was highly offended at the behaviour 
'? of rnoft of the Biftiops, andhe took occafion 
•' to vent it at die Council-board. • Upon 
^' the complaints that were made of fome dif- 
^* orders, and of fome Conventicles^ he faid. The 
?' Clergy were chiefly to blame for thefe diforders : 
" For if they had lived well, and had gone about 
^* their Pariflies, and taken pains to convince the 
*' Nonconformills, the Nation might have been at 
5' that time well fettled, but they thought of no- 
'« thing but to get good Benefices, and to keep a 
>* good table. This . I read in a letter Sir 
*^ Robert Murray fent down to Scotland. *' 

Before I go farther, I muft obferve one thing of 
the 5/«^r/i«^ Retainer of Scandal : That he places 
this, taken from the Bifhop, upon the year 1671. 
It's true, it would have ferved his purpofe for an 
abufe of the Bench at any time, and at all times. 
For he puts it under the head of, Bijhops and Clergy 
Perfecutors. And though many of the Sees were 
filled with different men in 1671. from thofe that 
polTefTed them four years earlier, the charge muft 
be fixed upon their Succeflbrs. 

I have now an inflance of his fagacity in con- 
cealing the Authority upon whiqh the other founds 
ih^ Story, that is, the Letter of Sir i?(?^/?r/ M«rr^jy. 
If it is not his opinion, it is mine, that Sir Robert 
would not write fuch a Letter to expofc the King, 
and do no gcfod.

The Biihop, in his fummary of Affairs before the 

Reftauration^ gives this of Sir Robert. ** ^mong 

^' others, one Sir Robert Murray ^ that had married 

*' Lord Belcarras^s Sifter, came among them : He 

** had ferved in Prance^ where he had got into 

*^ fuch a degree of favour with Cardinal Rkblieu^ 

** that few Strangers were ever fo much con- 

*' fidered by him as he was. He was railed to be a 

^* Colonel there, and came over for Recruits, when 

** the King was with the Scotch Army at Newcaftle. 

'* There he grew into high favour with the Kipg, 

^* and laid a defign for his efcape, of which I have 

*' given an account in Duke Hafnilton^% Memoirs. 

* ' He was the moft univerlally beloved and efteemed 

*' by men of all fides and forts, of any man I have 

** ever known in my whole life. He was a pious 

** man, and in the midft of Armies and Courts, 

** he fpent many hours a day in devotion. He 

*' had gone through the eafy parts of the Mathe- 

** maticks, and knew the Hiftory of Nature be-' 

" yond any man I ever yet knew. He had a 

^' Genius much like Peirijkt^ as he is defcribcd by 

** Gaffendi. He was afterwards the firft former c* 

*' the Royal Society, and its firft Prcfident 5 and 

•* while he lived, he was the life and foul of that 

** body. He had an equality of temper in him 

*' that nothing could alter 5 and was in praflice 

*' the only Stoick I ever knew. He had a great 

" tinfture of one of their Principles, for he was 

^'' much for abfolute decrees. He had a moft dif- 

" fiifed love to all Mankind, and he delighted in 

• " every occafion of doing good, which he managed 

*' with great difcretion and zeal. He had ^ 

*' Superiority of Genius and Comprehenfion to 

^* moft men ; And had the plaincft, but withal the 

5 ♦* fofteft 
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*• ibfteftway of reproving, chiefly young peoples 
** for their bulcs, that ever I met with. " 

If this Charaftcr be juft. Liberty of Confcicnce 
* indulges me to ^ive him up his Letter ag^in. 
Better half the Hiftorians we have, fhould, by a 
gjsnml Spui^e^ be fent to the Grocers, than fo 
amiable an example of Virtue be drefled up in 
^ Foolf s Cap and Bells. 

Can this Stokk libel the King and the Clergy ? 
Muft he be reprefented Treacherous and a Blab ? 
Rather let Lauderdale be fecond^fighted^ as he is 
giving evidence againft this Defamer of Murray *• 
^^ He ajfured ibe King that I bad been the Incenr^ 
*• diary^ that I bad my UncWs temper in me^ and 
^< that I muft befubduedy taberwife I would embreil 
" aU bis Affairs:' 

This Accuiation is plainly made up of two 
different pieces. 7%^ King was offended at tbe be- 
haviour of moft of tbe Bijhops : The preceding 
Paragraph lets us into the meaning of this ; That 
they h;id flood by the Earl ot Clarendon^ when 
his Majefty had been prevailed upon to drop 
him. This might difguft him, but does not refleft 
upon tbmn if they a&ed upon honour. 

Suppoling at laft Sir Robert had wrote thus 
much *, I would account for the other, as wrote 
next to it in the Common-Place Book, under the 
head of Abufing the Clergy, though Sir Robert is 
made Voucher for both. 

This is removing the Charge from the Guilty 
to the Innocent 2 Becaufe the Bifhops did not vote 
to pleafe the King, he &lls upon the inferior 
Clergv, who had not a Vote by which they could 
ofiend him. 

I-et us hear him out. " And it agrees with a 
" Converlation that the King was plcafed to have

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^^ with myfelf once, when I was alone inth him 
*< in his Clofct. While we were ulking of the 
^< ill-ftate the Church was in, I was» ftruck to 
♦« hear a Prince of his codrfe of life, fo much 
•' diigufted at the Ambition, Covctuoufnefi, and 
^* the Scandals of the Clergy. He laid, if the 
•* Clergy had done their part, it had i)een an cafy 
^< thing to run down the NoDConfbrmifts : ButM 
*^ added, they will do nodiiiMz, and will havt mt 
*< do every thing : And moft of them do worfe 
^^ than if they did nothing. He told me he 
*' had a Chaplain that was a very honeft man» 
«< but a very ^reat Blockhead, lo whom he had 
^^ given a Livmg in Suffoiky ttiat was full of tliae 
^^ fort of people: He had gone about among 
^' them from houfe to houie \ though he cooM 
•' not imagine what he could fay to them, for he 
^* faid he was a very filly fellow : But that he be- 
*« Jieved his Nonfenfe fuited their Nonfenfe, for 
y he had brought them all to Church : And in 
^* reward of his diligence he had given him a 
** Bifhoprick in Ireland,** 

Here's more Nonfenfe than ever was known to 
come from that Prince before or fince. But wc 
are bound to believe it, tho* ever fo unnatural 
becaufe God is called upon, at the firft fetting out, 
to be witnefs to the Truth of the whole ! The way 
of gaming Difienters is firft faid to be, running 
them downy by which one would undcrfkand, put- 
ting Laws in execution againft them. And this 
was agreeable to the Method uken by the King 
and Bifhops both, upon their obftinate adherence 
to trifles, and getting into Plots if they were not 
humoured. This is frequently called, by them and 
their Abettors, Perfecution. This is what the King 
complained was put upon him fingly, if be cam'- 
plained at ally and that others, kx fear of being 
called Periecutors, would not obey his orders. 

But 
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But ,«riiat is all this to Going from boufe to boufe ? 
Has the King. any whexe injoined that? Could he 
iave any hopes it wopld prevail, unlefs fome greater 
forwardnefs to be informed had ever appeared? Is 
this Qt goii^ from boufe to boufe^ a comment upon 
Rutmng them down? This is childifli Talk, Force 
explained into Perfuafionj fuited to their Readers. 
Tlas going from boufe to boufe too muft be ridiculed, 
as what none but a filly Fellow would undertake, 
or could, be fuccefsfiU in ! j4v 
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y/re LIFE o/2)f. Isaac Barrow, 
Bifhop of St. Afaph.

I. Ifaac Barrow^ was a Native of Spiney 

Abbey in the County of Cambridge : 

His Education was at Peter-^Houfe in 

the Univerfity of Cambridge. Of this 

College he was chofen Fellow, and 

turned out by the Presbyterians about the year 

1643. It is for the glory of this Society, as 

appears from Dr. Walker^ that every one of them 

.was cjefted except Dr. Francis a Phyfician. So 

.that if there be any Jeft in Religio Medici^ it was 

applicable there. Sir Thomas BrowHy who, I think 

was the inventor of that title with which his Pro- 

feffion have been of late years upbraided, ufed it 

in a good fenfe, and is himfelf certainly clear of 

fhat which is reckoned a common Imputation, 

The 
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The Craft of Phyfick, diftinguifhable fp6m xht 
Art, confifting in Addrcls and Obfequious regard 
to the humours of Man arid Womankind, might 
indifpofe the Doftor for a ftem and refolute be- 
haviour, which would be conftrued fomething like 
rudenefs. Habit of Complailance, Politenefs, and 
Good Breeding, as requifite as a Gilt Chariot to 
acquire Refpeft, might have fo far foftned his 
Judgment, as to render him more fociable, and ids 
cenforious. He was the lingle man out of twenty- 
two Fellows, that did not compliment the JEarl 
of Manchefter with their Integrity. So great and 
fo ftrenuous Aflertors of Truth, as Dr. Cofin ttodr 
Maftcr, afterwards Bifhop of Durham^ and Mr. 
Ifaac Barrow J were a fort of Standard to the reft, 
from whence they could not fly, without the 
greateft Contempt and Ignominy. 

Of the twenty-one ejeded Fellows, Dr. Jofepb 
Beaumont^ lately Maftcr, and Regius Profei&r 
of Divinity, was one, Mr. Cr a/haw was another, a 
friend of Mr. Cowley ^ who has embalmed his 
memory by a Poem. 

Mr. Barrow did not only affront the Covenant, 
by not fwallowing it, but he was one of thofe 
who compiled a Treatife againft it. Mr. Gunnings 
Ward^ and Barwick^ had their part in the Work, 
The two firft of thefe were afterwards Bifliops, 
the third Dean of St. Paul's. 

The Covenant-makers had two views : One to 
miflead honeft people, who were weak andeafilyim- 
pofcd upon ; the other to choak men of Refolution, 
and to make them difgorge their Preferments. 
For this was a Teft fo fcandaloufly full of Per- 
jury, as left a Man of tolerable fenfe, no room to 
•askhimfelfthe queftion, whether he could honeftly 
do it or not. He might have a debate in. his 
breaft whether he fhould take it or ftarve -, but 
there was no pretence for the moft fubtile Arguer 

in 
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in the World, to diftinguifh and explain aivay did 
mooftrous ini^cy of it, to fmooth and foften ie 
into an intention of publick good. 

Some influence the Hypocrify of it might havei 
upon irrefoluce and unguarded Minds, which this 
pious Confederacy o( Writers warned the people 
againft. The Word of God being the rule by 
which Do^riftiy JVorJbipy Difciplinej Government 
were to be formed, had a good face enough, 
and as good as it needed to have, provided the 
heart had gone with it, and provided it had been 
Uken by none but thofe whofe bufineis it was to 
concern themfelves in the Afiairs of the Church : 
For that iurely is a material diftinftion. Shall a man 
fwear or covenant to do a thing that he has neither 
Undedhnding nor Authority to undertake ? Then 
the great care that was taken of the King's perfon 
and his honour, was to miflead the unwary into an 
opinion of their Juftice and Humanity. As to 
Incendiaries, who would not difcover them, and 
fwear to difcover them ? They knew how to paint 
every honeft man with a dark Lanthorn in his hand. 

Thefe Covenanters fought for the King, when 
they charged him with Horfe and Foot, and ihot 
bullets at him ! And they made him a glorious 
King, as they gave him opportunity of (hewing hit 
Courage in War, and his Clemency in thofe few 
Vidlories he obtained. 

The Covenant feems to be revived againft his 
Memory, or a New one made to render it odious 
for, the revcrfe of his genius. Cruelty. Yet would 
liucan have faid in earneft of him ; 

yfufer ab afpeSu noftro funeftajatelles 
Regis dona tuij pejus de Csefare veftrunty 
^am de Pompeio meruit fcelus: Omnia belli 
Pramia Civilis^ viilis donare falutem^

In 
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In the year 1644. Mr. Barrow and his Friends^ 
having no more to do at Camhridgey nor any Se- 
curity there, left the place. He went in company 
of Mr. Pfier Gunnings fellow df Clare-Hall^ to 
Oxford. They were intimate and rery dear to 
one another, as well in their youth as afterwards. 
At this time the King had Head quarters there. 
Dr. Pinky Warden or Ntw-Coll^ij well-fpoken 
of for his Learning, Loyalty, Hofpitality, and 
Good Government of his College at all times, and 
of the Univerfity when Fice-cbancellorj received 
thefc two Pilgrims; He entred them Chaplains 
of New-College^ and appointed them Lodging and 
Diet. They became in a little time well known 
and efteemed in the Univerfity. But they found 
themfelves again fet adrift, upon the Surrmder of 
the place to the Parliament forces. Nothing par* 
ticular is remembred of Mr. Barrow till tiie Re- 
ftauration, only that he fuflfered amongft his Bre- 
thren for Malignancy. 

He was reftored to his Fellowfhip of Peier* 
Houfiy and made Fellow of Eton College. In 
his Fellowfhip he was rc-inftatcd by the Earl of 
Manchefter^ June 20. 1660. by a Warrant di- 
refted to him from the Houfe of Lords. The 
Warrant exprefleth that Mr. Barrow was wrong- 
fully ejefted. This was a kind of Hardfhip upon 
that noble Lord : But he had gone through fo 
much dirty Work, that he was paft being fqueamifh. 
For his Lordfhip was the man that had turned 
him out. In 1662. he was made Biftiop of Sodor^ 
or the Ifle of Man. The See had lain vacant for 
fome year$, ever fince the death ol Bifhop Parr^ 
which was in the time of the Ufurpation. He 
had held it from 1635. faith Jnt. Wood. Dr. 
Heylin fixes his Inftallation in 164 1. and writes him 
Richard Parry. With this Dr. Barrew held his 
FcUowfliip of Eton in Commendam. His nephew 

Dr." 
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Dr. Ifaac Barrowy Mafter of Trinily College in 
Cambridgej preached the Confecration Sermon. 
In 1664. he was nude Governor of the Ifle by 
the Earl of Derby ^ and continued it as long as 
he was Bifhop there. 

It muft be efteemed the grcateft happinefs that 
ever befell the poor Inhabitants of that Spot of 
Earth, that they were under lo generous and pub- 
lick-fpirited a man. He purchafed of the Earl of 
Derby all the Impropriations of the Ifland, and 
fettled them upon the Clergy there. He coUeded 
for this charitable purpofe a thoufand and eighty 
pounds odd Money. The people there are fo poor, 
that they could not have afforded a tolerable main- 
tenance for the Priefthood. He got one. hundred 
pounds a year, the gift of King Charles 11. fettled 
alfo towards the Support of the Clergy, which was 
in danger of being loft. He gave out of his own 
Money, one hundred thirty-five pounds for a Lealc 
upon Lands of twenty pounds />^r annum^ which is 
fettled towards the maintenance of three poor 
Scholars in Dublin College, that in time there 
might be a more learned Clergy in the Ifland. He 
ordered every Incumbent to teach School in his 
Parifli, and allowed thirty pounds per ann. for a 
Free-fchool, and fifty pounds ^(?r ann. for Academi- 
cal Learning. Mr. Sacbeverel^ who has written 
an account of the Ifle of Man^ acknowledges, 'tis 
to his Induftry they owe all that little Learning they' 
have ; and to his Prudence and Charity, the poor 
Clergy owe all the bread they eat. Amongft other 
Afts of Generofity, he gave Ten pounds to make 
a Bridge over a dangerous Water. 

If we confider the fmall Income he had to do all 
thefe things, we muft reckon him amongft the firft 
rate Benefadors we have upon record. The 
Charafter he had in the World, entitled him to 

the 
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the favt>ur of fuch as he would alk for their pioua 
contribution. 

To fhew the. poverty of the place, I have heard 
fome of the Inhabitants fay. They are not allowed 
to fell their Lands except for want of Bread. And 
farther, that they complained of their Governor 
Colonel Sanchy .for' an oppreiTion, in as good an 
Ad^ion as he was capable of . performing for them* 
Only becaufe they were put to Ibme cxpence by 
it, which they thought hard to bear. They had no 
Chimnies in their Houies, but the fmoak came 
out at- the door place, which was always open: 
They had not boards for a door, and at night fixed 
a bundle of Buihes in the room oiF one, which is 
called, Makiflj^ the Door^ and the penalty of re- 
moving this in the night is equal to that of Bur« 
glary. 

The Governor obferving the people had gene- 
rally fore Eyes, attributed it to their being fo 
much in the Smoak, and obliged them all to 
build Chimnies. The Wood that they mufthavc 
to fplit, and for Withs to hold the Clay together, 
was to be fetched from Scotland^ which they yery 
unwillingly were brought to. 

What our Prelate did for fo miferable a fort 
of people, proclaims him merciful and munificent. 
It mightf one would think, have ikreenM him 
from the general Imputation thrown upon the 
Bilhops by Bijhop Burnet^ and 'the Stuartine^ men- 
tioned in the Life of Dr. Glembam. For he was 
a Bifliop in the year 1667, when the firft brings his 
accufarion, and in the year 1671, when the other 
is pleafed to repeat the Scandal, 

Upon Bifhop Glembam^s death, the King ad<- 
vanced Dr. Barrow to the See of Si. Afafb^ which 
was in the year 1669, which Diocefe he governed, 
eleven years. His publick Afts here were of the 
lame nature as in the Ifland. He began with his 

K. Cathe-^ 
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Cathedral Church, chiefly the Northand South Ifles^ 
which he repaired and new covered with Lead : The 
Baft part of the Choir he wainfcotted. The Palace 
being out of repair, he exi)ended a great deal in fit- 
ting it up, and fome new Building. More was laid out 
upon a Mill belonging to it. The year before he 
died, he built an- Alms-houfe foe eight poor Widows^ 
which he endowed with twelve pounds per annumy 
for ever. He at the fame time obtained an A£t of 
Barliament, for appropriating the . Rectories of 
Uaur-baiader and MocbmafU' in Denbigbftnre and 
Montgtnneryjlnrey and oi Shelving in the County of 
Ri$U^ for the repairs of the Cathedral Church of 
Sl Afaphy and the better maintenance of the Choir 
there : And for uniting fevcral Reftories, that were 
Sine Curesj with their Vicarages, in his Dioceie. 
He intended a Free-fchool at St. Afapby and had 
gone fo hr in it, that his SucceifiM: recovered of 
his Ei^ecutors two hundred pounds towards it. 

This pious Prelate died at Sbrewjbury^ June 24, 
1680. Dr. Stratford^ Dean of St.- Afapb^ after- 
wards Bilhop of Cbefterj performed the Burial 
Office. The place was of his own choofing in 
the Cathedral Church-yard, on the South-iide of 
the Weft door. 

. We muft not leave him here, but iniert his 
Epitaph, from which, diough it did not give, 
occafion was taken to call him Papift, or Popiihly 
af&fted, .

This Infcription upon a brafs plate, to be faftned 
to the Stone which covers him, it is agreed, w^ 
provided by himfclf. 

That 
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That which Mr* Herbert Thorndtke appointed fof 
fcimfelf in fFeftminJter- Abbey ^ is to the fame pur- 
pofe: 

ERc jacet corpus Herbcrti Thorndike, quondam 
bujus Ecclefia Prebendarius^ qui Vivus veram Refor^ 
manda EcclefiiB rationem (ff modum precibus ftuditjque 
profequebatur. 7», LeSlor^ requiem ei (if beatam in 
Cbrifto ReJkrreHionem precare. 

Thefe two great Men held this Opinion in com-^ 
nion with the Church of Rome ; but it doth not 
prove them of her Communion, when they were 
plainly Members of another. They might with 
as much- Juftice have been called Quakers, if they 
had, contrary to cuftom, ufed the pronouns Tbe4 
and fibott, or reftifed to doff their Hat. 

ffiftiop Guming hath met with the lame fete^ 
being called a Papift for maintaining the Faft of 
Lent. By th^ fame rule he might have been a 
Mahometan^ fince the Alcoran enjoins Fafting. 

There is no queftion to be made but fome fort of 
Petition hath been antiently put up for the Dead^ 
at thg time of their Funeral, or in Commemoration 
of them, aftcry^rards. This w^s a praftice before 
the broaching of Purgatory. What was the 
meaning of this Prayer is not well underftood* 
The words were general, either for Light, Peace^ 
or Joy, or for all the three. There is a Senfe in 
which they may be ufed without offence *, if nd 
more be meant than a Prayer for haftening the 
Refurreftion, in which both Dead and Living arc 
concerned. Beyond this they have been ftretchcd, 
indeed beyond what can be juflified from primitive 
Tradition. Light and Jf oy are moft fairly interpreted 
of Refurreftion* The firft cannot well be other- 
>ife underftood ; of what ufe can Light literally 
meant be to the Dead ? 

There is a Senfe in whioh many a Good Man 
Jnigttt befpeak the Peoples Prayers : That his 

K a Fame 
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Fame and hi^ Memory may be at reft from the 
Malice and Falfehood that is employed to deftroy 
it. , 

I don't pretend to expound the two Epitaphs 
this way, but leave diem as I found them. Yet 
whether asked or unasked, it is but a debt to their 
Vertues and Pious example, to refcue them |rom 
thofe unfriendly Infinuations, and barbarous Infults 
with which Ignorance and Malice have loaded 
them. 

There is fcnnething hard to be accounted for in 
the Pagan rites of Sepulture. What did the Ro- 
mans mean by, ^erra fit Hit levisprecare ? If it had 
been their cuftom, as it was of elder Nations, to 
raife Piles of Earth or Stones upon a Malefaftor, 
it might be a wilh fbr^a clear Charafter -, but that 
account is not given of the matter by the Writers 
upon Antiquity, nor any other that is fatisfaftory. 
Martial makes a Jell of it. It wis a form taken 
tip, perhaps, fo early, that the reafon of it was 
loft ; fomething owing to the once prevailing 
dodrine of Tranfmigration of Souls. 

This we have at large in FirgiL*^ whetKer as 
his own opinion, of the opinion of the Romans, in 
general, we are left toguefs : Or whether, indeed,' 
to Ihew his acquaintance with the Tenets of other 
learned and polite Nations. Yet fo particular the 
Poet is in his Defcription of the State of the Dead ; 
of the Judgment and Punifhments of the Vicious ; 
of the ferene and delightful abodes of the Veftuous ; 
of the Reliques of Inveterate Vice, and Spots of 
Sin, and the various Penances cnjoin'd, as Dryden- 
in his Tranflation exprefleth it, that he feenis, 
though in a Poetical way, to give us his own 
Senfe of the matter. He, that from reasoning had 
advanced fo far, may juftly be fuppofed to make 
the proper Conclufion. The unequal Sqccefs of the 
^ i£neid« lib. 6. 

a Good 
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Good and Bad, confident as he was of the beauty 
and original of Vcrtue, convinced him of a future 
more equal Retribution. He was unwilling to be* 
lieve unhappy Mortals conligned to perpetual tor- 
tures, and di^refore, after a thoufand years refine- 

• menty brought the Souls into frefh bodies again. 
Though, in common with other Poets of Greece 
zndRome, he had learned much from thofe who had 
read the Jewi/b Law, Hiftoryj and Prophecies; 
in this point he is fo much clearer in>is notions 
of Futurity than the Jews were, that he could 
not have taken them up thpre. On the contrary, 

. fome opinions were got amongll the JewSy at ledl 

•amongft the unlearned part of them, which they 
certainly, had from the pagan Philofophy : Particu- 
larly this of Tranfmigration, which Glanvil builds 
Upon to prove his doftrine of Pre-exijience of Souls. 
Our Saviour was afked by his Difciples, upon the 
cure of the Man bom blind, * Majierj who did 
ftUj this Man or bis Parent s^ that he was bom blind f 
If we confider in what early ages of Chriftianitv 
the praftice of offering up a Petition for the Dead 

. arole, we may imagine the firft of it was no more 
than a fort of acknowledgment that the peribn d&- 
ceafed was in the Communion of the Church, and a 
defire that the time might be haften'd when he 
Ihould be re-united to the reft of the Faithful : That 
the Dying man requefted it, as a Proof of his 
Faith in a Refurreftion, In time more than this 
was intended by it, though the form, Cujus anima 
froptietur Deus ; and the other Orate pro animd^ 

, may be interpreted in this reftrained Senfe. They^ 
came -at length to praying for the Health of tM ' 
Soul, and the Good Eftate of the deceafed ; at laft, 
for the remiffion of their Sins, for comfort and re^ 
freftimcnt in a ftate of Diflblutiorf, for eafe^from 
thofe pains they fuffered before the Refurrc6Uon. 
•Johnix, ^ 
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Whatever is meant by the Health of the Soul, it 
snuft be ^ura(iyely ufed. If they that broached 
the term, meant no more than is atK>ye admitted to 
be of antient prance, they might have expreifed 
themielves fo as to be better underilood, and to give 
lefs offence. It is indeed called an Adt of Charity^ 
and fo it would be, if we were fure it could be of 
any benefit to the Dead, in the Scnfe ibme people 
ufc it. In this Senfe we do an aft of Charity, if 
we sKdcnowledge thofe that died in the Faith to 
be a part of the Chrillian 3ody, and to haye had 
the fame expeftations yith ourfclvc^, for the pro^ 
fperity of which aggregate Body, we put up our 
Supplications. « 

That the Prayers and Oblations of the Primitive 
Church fof the Dead, were with the Intention above 
defcribed, and only for the Faithful departed^ will, 
I prefume, appear from the Writings of the Fathers, 
I confeis the Quotations generally brought are 
ufed to prove more, but they are overflrained by 
many Authors, having a dcfire to build more upon 
them than the fqundation will bear. 

Many of the Fathers arc produced in a late 
Treatife, to which I refer, becaufe the Quotations 
are more at large, and brcaufe the Original is in 
the Margin, which if I were to infert, woilld 
fwell my Book beyond the bqlk propofed The 
title of it is V *^ The Doftrines of a middle State 
♦* between Death and the Refurredlion 2 OfPrayera 
** for the Dead : And the Neceflity of Purifica- 
♦« tion \ plainly proved fi"om the Holy Scriptures ;' 
^* and the Writings of the Fathers of the Primitive 
^' Church : And acknowledged by feveral Learned 
^? Fathers^ and great Divines of the Church of 
i^ England, and others fince the Reformation, 
fy the Honourake Archibald Campbell^ 
London: 
Printed 1721, 
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From thefe Quotations put tc^ether, four 
things may be gathered, whether juftly or not^ 
let an Impartial Reader judge. 

1. That many of the expreillons in thefe Writings 
are to be un^erftood of a Refurreflion ; of the 
Completion of Blifs at that time, and no otherwife. 

2. That many of the reft are capable of that 
reftrained Senf<i. 

3. That fome others are Improvements made 
upon anticnt Pratliceand Tradition, by theftrengdi 
ot Fancy and private Opinion. ^ 

4. That fome of them are fo hard to be un« 
derftood, that they ought not to be ai^ed 
from. » 

The abovementioned Author, in his 70th page 
produceth Tertullian *. I recite no more than what 
hath relation (o Offices for the Dead. Oblationes 
fro DefunHis^ proNatalitiis^ annua die facimus: Wt 
tnoke Oblations for the Dead, and for the Birtb-days 
(of the Martyrs) at their yearly returH. 

Again, the Father is difTuading a* Widower from 
Marriage, + fpeaking of his deceafed Wife, Pro 
cujusfpritupoftulas^ pro qud Oblationes annuas reddis: 
For wbofejpirit *!tbou makeft requefi^ For whom Thoi$ 
render eft yearly Oblations. Of the duty of a Widow 
to her deceafed Hufband, he. faith §, Pro anima 
ejus oratj & Refrigerium interim adpoftulat W, 6? in^ 
prima Refurreiiione Confortium^ (^ offert annuls 
diebus Dormitionis ejus. She prays for bis Soulj and 
begs Refreflmhnt in the mean time^ and that be may 
be intitled to the firft RefurreSion ; and offers^or him 
W the Anniverjaty days of bis death. 

Thefe exprelTiohs are general : That which is 
trariflated Refrejhmenty is figuratively meant, fuch

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fenc, having an Authority ihortly to produce 
where it is fully explained i only, this, that in the^^ 
quotation which follows, we have the term iignify*' 
ing what the Blefled enjoy, not what they want. 

The Author of the Commentaries upon Job^ to be 
found amongft the Works of Origen^ fays *, Prop^ 
terea Gf Memorias : We obferve the Memorials of the 
Saints^ and devoutly commemorate our Parent Sy or 
Friends who die in the Faiths Blorum Refrigerio gau- 
denies J rqoycing in their Refrejbment^ and requeuing 
dfo for ourfeher a pious confummation in the Faiths 
^Cbus tberrfore we celebrate the Deaths not the day of 
Birth ; hecaufr they which die JhaU live for ever. 
And we do celebrate it^ calling together Religious 
Perfonsy with the PrieJiSy the Faithful with the Clergy. 
Inviting moreover the Needy and the Poor^ feeding 
the Orphans and Widows : That our Feftivity may he 
for a Memorial of Reft to the Souls departed j whofe 
Jiemembrance we celebrate^ and to us may become a 
fweet Savour before the eternal God. 

St. Cyprian 'is cited by our Author, *« That 
«* great light of the Church, who flourifhed be- 
*« fore the nuddle of the third Century, in his 
•• 34th Epiftle, writing of Laurentius and Igna-- 
♦* tiusj whom he owns to have received Palms 
<« and Crowns from the Lord for their Martyr- 
♦* dom, yet he adds ** : Sacrificia^ We offer Sacri-^ 
fees for themy when we celebrate the paj/ions and 
anmverfary days of the Martyrs. 

From hence it appears, that thefe Offices were 
ufcd ifl a ^reat meafure to exprefs the adherence 
of the Living to the Principles ^nd £xpe6hitions 
of the Dead ; to aflert their being Members of the 
Catholick Church i their obligation to communicate 
with it, and their readinefs to fubmit to all the 
proofs of their Conltancy which Providepce fhall 

, • Origco. lib. 3, in Job. 
• . » fcquffO 
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tequire* at their hands. And this is the ftrain ia 
which this Office of Charity is frequently rccom- 
mended. That thofe who difcharge it are adting 
for their own benefit and advantage. Thefe Mar* 

r cannot be fuppofed to (land b need of Prayed 
bettering their State, for purifying them from 
the Pollutions of this Life. 

St. Cyrilj Biftop oi'Jerufalem^ who flourilhed in 
the rtriiddlc of the fourth Century, gives the form 
of Praying for the Dead at the Celebration of the 
Euchariil. * Having'mentioned, Patriarcbsj *Pro^ 
fbetSj Apojiksj Martyrs^ he comes to All the i^- 
€eafed Holy Fathers and BifiopSy and ahfolutely for 
all tbofe who have di(d from among usj believing 
tbeir Souls will be much profited by tbe prayers wbicb 
are offered up for tbem at tbe celeb fation of tbe holy 
^nd tremendous Sacrifice wbicb lietb now before us. 

It is hard to conceive what benefit the Prayers ' 

and Obktions pf the Church can be of to thefe 

here recited,, except it be in the haftening their 

Completion of Blifs, or, as the Fathers exprels it, 

^e Ftrfi RefurreSlion. 1 do not in thefe find any 

thing prayed for in an intermediate State, which i$ 

comprehended under the terms of Light, Joy, 

* Peace, Refrelhment : But thefe are prayed for as 

the happihels of blefied Souls upon the Refiir- 

reftion. Even in the quotation from DionyftuSj 

lalfly called The Areopagite, where fpeaking of one 

then dead, and whom he owned to be replenilhed 

with Joy, and then not in fegr of a change to 

the worfe, he declares, -f- Tbat tbe Bijhops prayed 

for bimj ^Tbat God would forgive bim all tbe fins 

wbicb be bad committed tbrougb buman infirmity^ 

and give bim bis place in tbe ligbt and region of tbe

Even here wc have nothing for bettering the 
Dead in an intermediate State, unlefs it can b^ 
underftood of ihortning diat State \ nothing upoii 
which Purgatory can be founded., 

St. Ambrose is introduced in his Sermon on the 
death of Valentiniany faying farthfer, * / will yet 
take upon me to intercede for him — Cii>e me the 
holy Myfteries into my banisy and let us earneftly b^ 
reh for bim witb pious affeSlion. Of him and his 
brother Gratian he faith, O God moSfbi^b^ Ibefeech 
Tbee that Thou wouldft raife tbefe my deareft young 
Difciples at the fir Si RefurreElion ; and that Thou 
iOouldeSf make tbem amends for tbeir untimely Death 
tyfln early Refur region. 

To the fame purpofe are the Liturgies of St. 
James of Jerufdem^ and of St. Mark of Alexan- 
dria: The latter I mention containing in fewer 
vords the fenfe of both, f Lord^ ^ive reil to the 
Souls of our Fathers and Brethren^ who hitherto have 
died in the Faith of Cbriff : And be mindful of our 
Ancefiors which have been from the beginnings Fa^ 
tbersj Patriarchs^ Prophets^ ApofileSy give reft unt9 
all their Souls^ O Lord our God and Governor ^ giving 
them plenty of thy good things in thy holy tabernacles 
in thy iangdom. 

In that of St. Chryfoftom || Bifhop of Conjianti- 
nopUj after mentioning thofe in the other Litur- 
gies, we have alfo (prayed for) ConfeforSy and for 
rvery Soul perfeSlei in t\e Faithy ejpeciaUy for our 
moSt Holyj Immaculate^ Blejfed and Glorious Lady 
the' Ever-Virgin Mary the Mother of God^ for St. 
John the Forerunner and BaptiSfy for the holy and 
famous Apoftlesy at^ for this Saint v^bofe Memoiy, 
iioe celebrate.

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"W^hat the Author faith upon this port of the 
Liturgy ou^t not to be left out, becaufe onk 19 
founded an Argument fufficient to fet afide prayen 
jdkedfced tp the Blefled Virgin. 

The obje&ion that ts inMe to Praying to SaiiM 
i$ this, That they cannot hear us^ That it k 
attributiojg Onuuicience to them ', ior how eUe 
/hould they know our defires i But if, according 
CO the Fathers, they are in a ftate to be prayed for^ 
dieyare not in a ftate to be prayed to. 

" By praying * for the Blefled Virgin in thi$ 
" lAtuf^i it is plain the Fathers of this Age had 
*' no nodon ot her being carried up to the Higheft 
" Heavens without Dying, which the Papiftscele- 
*• brate with an anniverfary folemnity : Far left 
^' did they imagine it was proper to Fray to her, 
^' and. this is agreeable to what 1 have already 
f ' cited from St* Jerome who believed her in Fa- 
** radife, and not in the H^heft Heavens ; when 
*« he faith in his Epiftle to Paulina^ that in Para* 
*' dife they enjoy the Company of Angels, Reign 
'* with Chfift, and are with Mary the Mother of 
*' our Lord. Now St. Jertm flouriihed from the 
** year 370 to 420; fo that then the Blefled Vir- 
*' gin was not prayed to, and here we find her 
^' commemorated asid prayed for, which (hews 
^' that thcfe Fathers believed a middle State, and 
** that even the Blefled Virgin was not excepted 
•* in taking it in her way to Glory.** ' 

Thefe are Mr. Campbell's words, which I was 
obliged to repeat' fo far, to give the force of his 
Argument. 

There is no reafon to doubt St. Jerdm^s belief 
of an intermediate Sute between Death and Refur- 
region. Yet he feems here to be defcribing Hea- 
ven, where he faith Chrii)^ reigns ^ and by acorn-*

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mon figure defcribin^ what will be, as if at prcfent 
it were. If Invocation of Saints was not at the 
beginning of Cyri/'s time crept in, it did foon after 5 
we find St. Augujtine recommending if, + *" Vtn 
** igiiur qui meruijlis confortes fieri fuperiorum Civium . 
<< Sfperfrui aUrna ClarUatis gloria^ Orate pro me 
«* ad Dtminum ut educat me de ifto carcere in quo 
*« teneor captivus (^ ligatus.** O ye whofe Merit 
bath entitled you to be partakers with the heavenly 
Citizens, and to enjoy the glory of the eternal 
brightnefs, Pray to the Lord for me that he will 
conduft me out of this prifon, in whiph I am 
bound and captive. 

Mr. Campbell in his next Paragraph faith this ; 
«* And, by praying for Ligbf^ Reif^ and Kefrefti- 
«« ment for the Faithful departed, it appears, that 
«^ they who thus praved fw them did believe 
«* that they had fome degr^s of removeable Dark-' 
•* nefs^ Difquietudej and Fatigue not at all incon- 
«* fiftent with being on the Right Hand fide of 
•* HadeSy under which they laboured^ and from 
** which they might be delivered by fuch Prayers.** 

If that be the meaning, it is much the Fathers 
already quoted from Mr. Campbell^ and nuny more 
liiat are not quoted, becaufe they fpeak jufl: to 
the fame purpofc as the other ; tlut the Liturgies 
mentioned already, and thofe others pafled over, 
becaufe they were the fame, fhould not fpecify 
fome of thofe evils under which the Faithful in 
Hades labour : That none exprefs this Darknefsj 
Dijqutetude^ Fatigue^ that it might appear our duty 
to petition out of Charity againft them. 

I cannot otherwife underftand the Prayer of St. 
Gregory in the enfuing page than for the Comple- 
tion of Blifs ; Ij>rdy Remember all thy Servants^ 
both Men andWomeny who have gone before u^ mtb

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ibefign of Faith J and dojleep in the Sleep of Peace. 
Tjordy we hefeech ^ee^ that ^bou wili voucbfafe unta 
tbemj and unto all that reil in ChriSfy a place of.R^ 
frejhmenty of Lights and of Peace. 

I'hey are faid to fleep in the fleep of Pqice, yet 
the Prayer for them is. That they may have a 
place of Refrefliment, ot Light, and of reace. 

By fleeping in the fleep of Peace, nothing furely 
can be underflood but being at reft or fleep, fub 
ftgno Ftdeij under the fign of Faith, fealed, con^ 
figned to a place of Refrefhment, Light, and 
Peace.' It is therefore the fleep of Peace, becaufc 
it is the fleep out of which they awake to Peaces 
Otherwife it is praying for that which the Praycc 
acknowledgeis the Perfon prayed for is alresuly 
pofTefled of. 

That Refrigerium^ Refrefhment, is meant of a 
future State, is plain from Dr. Grabe * quoted in 
the next Page of Mr. Campbell ; " As to Triftna 
** or Tryphana's beggmg Thecla to pray for her 
•* daughter Falcbnillay that fhe might be tranflated 
*' to a place of Refrejhment (as it is in the Latin 
** copy) or to eternal Life (as it is in the Greek) 
" it is fo far from proving the Afts of ^ecla to 
*' be modern, that it rather confirms the Anti- 
" quity of them.** 

Now if Refrefliment be thus fairly interpreted 
Eternal Life, as this great man has fliewed us by 
the difference of copies only, 1 defire leave to 
conclude thus much i that the expreflion ought to 
.' be reflrained to that fenfe, till better proof arifes 
than hath hitherto done, to make it fignify Alle- 
viation of Darknefsj Di/quietudcy Fatigue in the 
intermediate State. 

Our Author has a paf&ge of St, Cyprian f by 
which he confirms his Opinion, which I will recite,

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tho' I underfbnd it not enough to argue from it; 
** Jliud eSf ad VeHiam ftare^ Jt is one thing to 
•* fTait with cxpeftation of Pardon, anoth^ to 
** arrive at Glory : It is one thing to be caft into . 
** prifon, not to get out thence till the utmoft 
•* farthing be paid -, another prefently to receive 
** the reward of Faith and Virtue : It is one thing 
** for a man to be cleanfed who hath been tor- 
♦« mented with long grief for fins, and to be 
•^ purged for a long time by fire; another to have 
^* purged away alJ fins by Martyrdom : Laftly, 
** it is one' thing to wait in fufpencethe fentence 
** pf the Lord; another to be' prefently crowned 
^ by the Lord/* . 

I fliall not enter into the difpute raifed about 
the word (Fire) whether it be in the Original or 
liot. Becaufe if it were there it might have niorc 
relation to that Baptifm with Fire foretold by St. 
John Baptist. I canuot fee how it can have any 
relation to what our Author makes it, or to what 
Jic condemns in the interpretation of the RomaniSfs^ 
Purgatory. 

It may, for ought I ^ know, be underftood of 
the prefent life, which is defcribed by a State of 
Warfare, wreftling againSt Principalities and Powers, 
It is alfo defcribed by the Grecian Gamfes*, in 
which every man exerts his utmoft carfe and ftrength 
both in preparation and execution. This is for a 
Crown of Leaves or Boughs, to which the glory 
of Martyrdom is compared, but with this diffe- . 
rence, tnat the latter is incorruptible^ the other 
fading. And this may be the Crowning meant by 
St. Cyprian^ for ought appears to the contrary. 

Our Author produces quotations from feveral 
other Fathers, which, as they are to the fame pur* 
pofc, I do not repeat; only their names are, St. .

2 . James 
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James Bifhop of NifiUsy St. Cyrii\ St. Epipbd^ 
mm ; St. Chryfiftam. He comes next to St. Au-^ 
gufiinei who carries the point nnich fiarther than 
afl^ >f the reft ; indeed farther than the Author 
would have brought him for. 

The 'difference between St. Augufiine and ait 
that went before him is fo great, that one muit 
imagine him either to have had a new Revelation 
difcoverlng more than the reft had taught,, to 
which he doth not pretend ; or that*he hath been 
carried by private Opinion, and arbitrary inter- 
pretations of the Dodrine and Pra6lice or Primi- 
tive times, into greater lengths than the Writings 
of an elder age will juftify. And perhaps he has 
given the firft hint to the Enquirers after an im-: 
proveable Opinion to found their Purgatory. 

He faith, as quoted, * " The time which is 
.*< interpofed between the Death of a Man and th^ 
** laft Refurreftion doth contain the Souls, in hidden 
" Receptacles, as every Soul is worthy of Reft or 
*• Grief according to ^at was its due whilft it 

** dwelt in the Flefti.^ Therefore when the 

*< Sacrifices of the Altar, or of what kind foever 
*^ of Alms are offered for all the Dead who have 
** heeii baptized, Thankfgivings are offered up 
*' for thofe that were very good ; Propitiations 
**. for thofe who were not very bad ; pro valdc 
** fnalis etiamft nulla Junt adjumenta mortuorumj 
** quaUfcunque vivorum €onfolationes funt.''* This 
laft I pretend not to tranflate. He concludes, 
*'- ^ibus ^autetHj But they who reap advantage 
*• by fuch Prayers for them, do either reap this 
*S advantage, that they obtain a foil remiiUon, or 
** a more tolerable damnation.*'

him whom you have loved Fa mibi mifn^ 

^i nunquam finti$ quod fentitisj nee ibi fum uii ^ 
eftis in loeo Refrigeriiy Lucisj (^ Paeis vos efiis: 
I am mifcrable, who never think as you think, 
nor am where you are ; you are in the place of 
Refrefliment, Light, and Peace. 

By the place of Refrefliment, Light, and Peace, 
tjic other Fathers underftand the happinefs confe- 
quent upon the Refurreftion. If St. Auguftine is 
fpeaking of the intermediate State ; of his bidden 
Receptacles -, he gives them a preference to what 
they defcribe them, fince they pray for Refrefli- 
ment, Light, and Peace, for fuch as he acknow- 
ledges poilefs'd of them already. Thefe, where- 
ever they are, he addreflcs with, QrcUe, pro me ad 
Dominum^ as already quoted. . 

The Author underukes farther, " to bring' 
** fome Fathers who were of opinion, That fe^e- 
^> ral remaining Impurities are. to be burned, and 
*' that the Faithful with whom they did remain 
*' after death, even until the Refurredion, flii.ll 
*' be cleanfed and refined frpm them by the Fire 
" which fliall be kindled at the Refurreftion, jufl: 
^' before the Great Judgment." 
. I am not concerned to follow him any farther 
than Prayers for the Dead, which 'tis plain have 
been extended beyond Primitive pattern, even by 
thpfe that deny Purgatory. 

Thefe Speculations may do injury to Religion, 
they may introduce fomething like Purgatory, or* 
fqmething elle unforcfeen by the Authors of them, 
which may lead people into dangerous miftakes. 
^ The benefit to be reaped from them, fuppofing 
them to be well founded, is nothbg. Our Duty 
and our Expeftations are the fame," be thefe true 
or falfe. Why then Ihould Schemes be eredled to 

folvc 
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folve Difficulties which we have no promife.to fee 
explain'-d? To let us into the knowledge of that 
Intermediate State, which, for ought appears, is 
induftrioufly concealed from us? If thofe Texts 
of Scripture which are brought in proof of this^ 
point were written with that defign, it is ftrange 
that they are not plainer. Either it is a point we 
are not to inquire into, or we Ihould nave had 
greater Light to find it by. 

The maintaihers of thele Opinions are apt to 
reprefent their Adverfaries (by Adverlaries I mean 
only thofe that don't join them in thefe particular * 
points) to difadvantage. They couple things which 
there is no neceffity of holding at the fame time. 
A man may affirm nothing, may be unwilling any 
thing fhould be affirmed of the Mutability of Habits 
in a feparate StatCy and yet not hold that Eternal 
Judgment immediately fucceeds Death. The Latter 
is a point not at all of private Opinion, but Re- 
vealed, That there fhall be a Day of Judgment 
for the Whole World, how then can that day be 
till the World is at an end ? 

What Produdlions have we feen from Expofitors 
of the Revelation of St. John^ upon that part of it 
not yet accompliflied, nay, upon that which is 
accompliQied, and * expounded of the future ? 
Have not many Great Men loft themfelves, and 
forfeited the Charader they had raifed, by diving 
into thefe hidden things, fome of which are not 
to be known till they are come to pafs. For that 
ufe of Prophecy we are fometimes direfted to. 
That it was only a Credential of the Prophefier 
to gain Credit for the reft of what he delivered, 
and this Credential could not be ufed till the thing 
foretold was come to pafs, 

. There is no fort of Knowledge th^t the genera- 
lity run more greedily after than that of a future 
State. Whereas they ought to be content with 

L what 
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what is revealed^ without enlarging thdr notions. 
When men publiih dieir Guefle$ and Refyeries oi 
this kind, they are hr Mm afibrding innocent 
Amufement ; becaufe they uniettle peoples minds 
from attending upon what they are fure to be re- 
quired of them, and lead them into what ends very 
often in Error and Uncharitablenefs. . ^ 

Thus when they have future Happineis ex- 
plained to them, by meeting their Old Friends, 
and being placed near their Kindred and Rela- 
tions, they are inftru^ed to a lower view of Spiri- 
tual enjoyments than the Scripture gives, which 
faith, * tbeyfiall be as ibe Jfigels of God in Heaven. 
The defign of Religion being to exalt the mind 
to an efteem and rdifh of what is above the enjoy- 
ments of fenfe, to a habit of preferring fpiritual 
to temporary delights; 'tis fetting us back again 
from the Improvements we have made ; from thofe 
degrees of Perfeftion we have or might have at- 
tained to ; refolving our expedations into prolpeA 
of earthly comforts, mtended only to fmooth and 
foften the ^flage to the other. That thus much 
of Humanity Ihall be oblit^ated as makes up this 
paffion and afiedtion, is evident from this ; That 
tbey neither marry ^ nor are given in marriage. 

Upon the whole, it is not without good Reafon 
. that our Church has thought fit to difufe this Prac- 
tice of Praying for the Dead. It will be faid. 
That it might have been retained, if kept within 
the Bounds prefcribed to it b^ the earlicft and 
pureft Ages ; when it was but a fort of explication, 
of that Article of our Creed, T!he Communion of 
Saints J a profelfion of our Univerfal Charity. 

It cannot, on the other hand, be proved an 
Eflential of Chriflianity to acknowledge her Com- 
munion with all the Faithful Dead and Alive by

this 
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this antient method, when, the fame is daity^ ac- 
knowledged in her Creeds and her Offices, to chat 
no man can doubt of her adherence to this Catho* 
Ikk Doftrine. 

There have already, and in all probability will 
again upon experiment, gpat Abufes crept in 
under this laudable proteAion of Charity. It is 
the wifdom of Governors to guard againft what 
hath been perverted to the prejudice and fcandal 
of the Church. If this can be done by omitting 
what is no eflential point of Doftrine or Worfliip^ 
it is but exerciiing that power which is eflential 
to a Church. 

Carrying Prayers for the Dead too far, made 
way for Purgatory, the Abufes of which I need 
but mention : One is, giving room for Intereft 
and Advantage to mix itfelf in fpiritual Offices. 
And where-ever Filthy Lucre has a pretence to 
come, it carries all before it. Here's perfed Al^ 
cbymyj all things defcrting their natural powers, 
and running into Intereft. It makes its way like 
Infedion and Peftilence, and therefore all manner 
of Precaution is to be ufed againft it. What 
Breaft is proof againft it, that fufiers it to enter 
wth its train of Arguments ? May not its Vo^. 
taries (ay,

^ajitam mentis f Hot. 

Another Inconvenience, if by fo gentle a name 
it may be called, of Purgatory, built upon too 
great a liberty of Praying for the Dead, is this ; 
That it naturally gives too much encouragement 
for a carclefs, if not a wicked Life. The profpeft 
of having his SouPs Health provided for by works 
of Piety or Munificence, hath ferved many a man 
for an excufe to do what he would* The Church 
L a oiaf 
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mayinftruft, threaten, proteftagainft Indulgence 
to the Gontumacious, but they'll tnift to its Cle- 
mency, and think themfelves fafe when in Mtferi- 
cordid. How many inftances have we of moft pro- 
fligate Men that have built Altars to find a Sanftu- 
ary at ? Who would negleft all proper endea- 
vours of their own, fince Heaven might be taken for 
them by force of purchafcd Prayers ? I don*t 
accufe any Church of countenancing fuch things. 
But if private Men have it in their power to betray^ 
their charge for gain -, to encourage or connive at 
unchriftian praftices in fuch as do or intend publick 
Good : or if there be fuch a latitude in Doftrine, 
that the Guilty ftiall prefume to trull to flielter 
under it, it may be wifli'd that the Avenues to 
fuch fcandal had been better^efended. 

They that have enlarged and fuperadded to the 
Primitive pattern have no countenance from the 
Rule of Vincentius Lirinenfts ; In ipsd Catholica 
Ecclejrd magnopere curandum eff^ ut id teneamus, 
quod Ubique^ quod Semper^ quod ab Omnibus credi- 
turn e!i. 

As to the Authorities produced from the Wri- 
tings of many Reverend and Pious Me;Tibers of the 
Church of England fupporting the praftice of Pray- 
ing for the Dead, thus' much muft be allowed^ 
Thlt Principles are not to be tried by Pradices : 
That Deviations deftroy not the force of Rule and 
Order, Where indeed no Rule is to be found, 
the Judgment and Example of great Men ought 
to be confidered. But in this cafe whatever a man 
ddivers as his Judgment, is to be regarded accord- 
ing to its agreement with that Rule of Faith and 
Praftice which was handed down to us with our 
Cojtnmon Chriftianity. 

ITet if all were recited, which the moft confi- 

. dcitable Authors of our Church have maintained 

^pon this head, there are not more, I believe, than 

\ one 
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one of them in ten diat have exceeded the Primi- 
tive example. . And of thefe none of them that I 
have feen have copied after St. Au^uftine^ but come 
Ihort of what he hath uught. 

The generality of them fay the fame as the Great 
Bifhop Coftns^ * fpeaking of things in which he 
would agree with the Church of Rome ; In giving 
T'hanks to God for them that are. departed out of tins 
life in the true Faith of CbriSi^s Catholick Churchy 
and in praying to God that they may have a Joyful 
RefurreSion^ and a perfeS Confummation of Blifs, 
both in their Bodies and Souls. 

More at large in the Prayer and Thankfgiving 
for the whole Eftate of Chrift's Catholick Church, 
with a Commemoration of the Saints, generally 
believed to be of the fame Prelate*s compiling. 
— Such as were the Holy Patriarchs^ Prophet s^ 
Apofiles^ and Martyrs^ whom we remember with 
Honour y and commemorate with Joy \ andforwhom^ 
as alfo for all other thy Servants our Fathers and Bre- 
thren who have departed ^this life with the feal of 
Faith ^ and do now reit in the fleep of Peace^ we praife 
and magnify thy glorious name : mofl humbly defiring 
that we may Jiill continue* in their holy Communion^ 
and enjoy the comforts thereof while we are on earthy 
following with a glad will and mind their holy exam- 
ples of godly Living and Stedfajlnefs in thy ^ Faith : 
And that at the laSf day we with them, and they 
with usy may attain to the RefurreSion of the JuSt^ 
and have our perfeSi confummation both of Soul and 

Body in the Kingdom of Heaven -, 

. Much to the fame purpofe is the Prayer ftill in 

ufe in the Office for burial of the dead : Befeecb- 

ing Thee that it may pleafe Thee of thy gracious Good'^ 
nefsfhortly to accompltfh the number of thine ele£l^ and 
to haften thy Kingdom > that we with all thofe that

have our perfeU' confummation and blifsj both in Body 
and Souly in thy eternal and everlaftin^ Glory. 

Inftances may be brought of the difufe of fotne 
Cuftoms, began even m the Apoftles days, when 
they have been found perverted, and deftruftive 
of die end for which they were appointed. The 
jlgapa or Love-Pcafts have been univerfally laid 
afidc, yet the Love and Charity which one Mem- 
ber owes to another is to be expreffed by other 
methods. The Apoftle complains * of the diforder 
and indecency of the Chriftians behaviour. Thefe 
Chriftian Feafts, which were intended for relief of 
the Poor, to fliew the Rich condefcending and 
Communicative, are turned into an unfriendly and 
ravenous meal. Whereas every man contributes 
according to his ilat^ and ability, he that has 
nothing to bring, has nothing to eat and drink, 
the owner fcramblmg for it himfelf. This being 
fo like the praftice of GluttCMis and Drunkards, is 
condemned by the Apoftle, He tells them, they 
had better do thefe thinp at home and in private, 
than be guilty of them in a place where they pre- 
tend to be mewing the Virtues of Chriflianity. 
For fo indeed it was deligned to excel and outfhine 
xhtPbifantbropyoS^t Pagans,

i R. WUliam IJoyd was bO)rn at T^kburft in 
Berkjbire in ^«jf.

brew at thirteen years old. At this age he was 
entered a Student in Oriel College, Oxford^ and 
the next year, or thereabouts, became Student oF 
Jejus College under the tuition of Mr. Henry 
Vaugban^ who had gone the ' feme fteps before 

• him, having been originally of Oriek whence he 
removed . to Jefus. Sir Lionel Jenkins was pupil to 
the fame Mr. Vaughan. 

Mr. Uoyd was Batchelor of Arts, and left the 
Univerfity juft before it was garrifon'd by the 
X|ng*s Forces. After the Surrender of the place 
he was Mafter of Arts, and Fellow of Jefus. In 
1648 he entered into Deacon's Orders, being Or- 
dain'd by Dr. Skinner Bilhop of Oxford, Then Jie 
went into the Family of William Backboufe of Swal- 
lowfield^ Efq-, to be Tutor to his Children. He 
returned with Jobni^ Son of Mr. Backboufe^ to Ox- 
f(^d, 1^5^^ who was Gentleman Commoner of 
Wadbam^ where * he continued three years under 

• Mr. Lloyd as a Governor or private Tutor. 

Whilft Mr. Uoyd lived in Mi. Backboufe's Fa- 
mily tJie Reftory of Bradfield was conferred upon 
* L 4 him.

him. Dr. Pordage^ a very worthy man, had been 
gc^ted from it hj die Gommiflioners appointed by 
Cromwdf, The abdicated perfon had, very pro- 
|>ably, a good charader amongft thofe I fhould 
have been glad to havefeen an account from, be- 
caufe he is drawn with fobad a one by his Eje^ors ; 
vizn that they expell'd him, for having been eoqr 
verfant with Evil SpirttSy Blajphemyj Ignorance^ 
Scandalous behaviour^ DevUifm^ &c,. The Doftor 
vindicated himfelf in a piece entitled, Innocency 
appearing. Some of the Doftor's defeendants are 
yet alive, and I hope like to meet with fome com- 
penfation for the fu&rings of their Anceflor, at 
the hands of an Englijh Gentleman who has already 

§iven them proof of his favour, whofe particular 
clight it is to do generous things, and to Ihew his 
dcteftation of the ill ufage die Clergy of that age 
met with. 

Mr. Uoyd was prefented by Etias AJhmde^ Efq; 
Lord of the Manor in right of his Wife. Yet he 
was oppofed by two great Men of Readings Prefby-- 
terian Minifters, tho' he had pafled the examina- 
tion of the appointed ^rier^ I don't know whe- 
ther Dr. Pordage was the man ; probably he may, 
being charged with Devilifm^ who was upon that 
fubjedt examined, and anfwered, The Devil was 
I^Hf^^vy a Trier. 

Thefe two oppofers of Mr. Lloyd were Cbrijlopher 
Fowlet ^nd Simon Ford^ who had a mind to bring in 
Dr. Thomas Temple, upon the ftrength of Sir Hum^ 
phrey Forfter^s Prefentation, as the better title. Upon 
this Mr. Uoyd carried back his Prefentation. 

Thefe people had perhaps a Jealoufy of Mr. 
Lloyd's Learning, that it would not always fufFer 
him to continue in fuch company, and to oppofe 
the praftice of earlier ages, in the knowledge of 
which he was converfant. Fowler printed upon 
Dr^ Pordage^ and calPd his Performance, Uemo- 

nium, 
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nium Meridianum: Satan at noon^ or Jnticbriftian 
Blafpbemiesy Antifcripural Beviltfinsl evidenced in 
the light of Truths and pimjhed by the band cf 
Juftice i being aftncere relation of the Proceedings of 
the Commiffioners of the County of Berks againSf John 
Pordage late Re£lor of Bradfield in Berks. 

Mn Lioyd was ordained Prieft 1656, by Dr. 
Brotvnrigg Bifhop of Exeter. In 1660 he was 
made Dean of Rippon. In 1666 he was advanced 
to be Chaplain to the King. In 1 667 he was Doftor 
of Divinity and Prebend of Woodford and fFillsford 
in the Church of Salifbury. In 1672 he ^asmade 
Dean of Bangor. In 1674 Refidentiary of Salifbury. 
In 1676 ht focceeded Dr. Lamplugb in the Vica- 
rage of St. Martin* Sy Weftminfier. In 1 680 he was 
promoted to the Sec of St. Afaph^ upon the death 
of Dr. Barrow. 

The Bifliop of Sarum, who claims great inti- 
macy with this Prelate, faith, * his preferment to 
St.Afaph Was imputed to his bearing a load on the 
account of Berrf% bufinefs. This Berry was Porter 
of Somerfet Houfe, and fworn againft for one of 
the Murderers, or an Acccflbry to the Murder, of 
Sir Edmundbury Godfrey. He died a Proteftant, 
denying any manner of guilt as to that affair, but 
repented of his having turned Papift, in which he 
had not been fincere. The fame Hiftory tells us, 
i" Dr. Lloyd attended bim^ and was much perfuaded 
cf his Sincerity. This probably he had Ipoken 
publickly, which is meant by Berry^s bufmefs. 
"' We have an inftance upon this affair, of very 
unfaithful advice given to Dr. Lloyd by the Author 
of the HiftOry, and many others, || when he is 
reprefented to[ be in great difficulties^ and to confult 
all his Friends^ One Turbervillj who was Dugdal^s 
fecond, and had his fhare in taking off the head of

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Lord Staffin'i» was brought to Dr.Lbyd^ having 
ihewed fome indrntion to turn Proteftant. The 
Doiior was then Vicar of St. Martin's. « He 
^^ convinced hi|n fb fully, that he changed upon it: 
^ And after that he came often to hun» and wa$ 
«« chiefly fupported by him : For fome months he 
^< was courtly at his table. Uoyd had prefTed 
«< huQ to xiecollea: all that he had heard among the 
f* Papifts relating to Plots and Defigns ^amft the 
^< King or the Nation. He faid diat whidi all 
^* file Converts at that time faid often, that they 
** had it among them, that within a very little 
^^ while their Religidki would be fet up in England : 
f^ And that* fome of them faid, a great deal of 
« blood would be Ihed before it cpuld be brought 
« about : But he protefted that he knew no pard- 
^^ culars. After fome months dependsmce on lioyi, 
^^ be withdrew entirely from him ; and he faw him 
** no more till he app^red now an Evidence againft 
«* Lord Stafford. Lloyd was in great difficulties 
^^ upon thatOGcafion. It had been often declared, 
*« that the mofl folemn denials of Witnelfcs before 
«^ they make difcoveries did not at all invalidate 
«* their Evidence, and that it imported no more 
<^ but that they had been fb long firm to their 
*« promife of revealing nothing : So that this ne* 
** gative Evidence againft TurberviU could have 
^« done Lord Stafford no fefvice. On the other 
^< handy confidering the load that already lay on 
«« Lloydy on iht account of Berry's bufinefe, and 
^^ that his being a little before this time promoted 
«« to be Biihop of SLj/aph was imputed to that 
«* it was vifible that his difcovering this againil 
** 3r«r3^m// would have a^ravated mofe Cenfures, 
** and very much Wafted him. In oppolition to 
*« all this, here was a Juftice to be done, and 9, 
•* fervice to Truth, towards the faving a Man's 
** life: And the qucftion was very. hard to be de- 

** termined. 
I 
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** termined. He advifed with all his Frioids, and 
** with myfclf in prticular. The mudi greater 
** number were of opinion, that he ought to be 
•« filent. I faid, my own behaviour in Stalef% 
*« al&ir, ihewcd what I would do, if I was in that 
** cafe : But his circumftances were very difierent : 
^^ Sol concurred with the reft as to him. He had 
^' another load on him : He had writ a book with 
" very fincere Intentions, but upon a very tendor 
'^' pomt: He propofed tiut a difcriminatidn ihould 
^^ be made between the regular Pridb that were 
^^ in a dependance and under diredions from Rame^ 
*^ and the fecular Priefts that would renounce the 
^< P^^'sDepofing power and his Infallibility. He 
^' thought this would raife heats amongft them- 
^^ felves, and draw Cenfures from Rome on the 
^^ Seculars, which in condufion might have very 
*' good effefts. This was very plaufibly writ, 
** and defigned with great fincerity: But angry 
*' Men faid, all this was intended only to take off 
'' fo much from the apprchenfions that the Nation 
'* had of Popery, and to give a milder Idea of a 
" great body among diem : And as foon as it had 
" that efFeft, it was probable thaf all the Mifiio- 
'' naries would have leave given them to put oa 
*' that difguife, and to take thofe difcriminadng 
" Tefts till they had once prevailed: And then 
'• they would throw them ofK Thus the mofk 
'' zealous man againft Popery that I ever knew, 
^* and the man of the moft entire fincerity, was 
" fo heavily cenfured at this time, that it was not 
" thought fit, nor indeed fafe for him to declare 
*• what he knew concerning TurbennU*^ 

Thus the moft zealous man againft Miffionaries 
that ever any other man knew, was ferioufly and fo- 
lemnly advifed to ftifle and fmother Truth, and be 
made Accefibry to the Smodierers of it. For the fame 
thii^ it is for me to fiand by and fee a Nbn killed. 
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a& to fend ray helping hand towards it. The Man 
that i fee perifhing ia a ditch for want oi my afTid:- 
ance, may jufUy lay his death to my charge. If 
the Law will not ukc away the life of any man 
withoiit Evidence, without fuch Evidence as his 
Bsers can'jgive Credit tOy he is fo long accounted 
wa. innocent perfon till proof of his guilt arifes. 
Had a Man upon a Jury, or as a Witnefe, in his 
fency believed Lord Stafford guilty, from the hard 
liiocs of his Face, or the ilrength of fome fecond^ 
Jfgbted difcoveries ; or becaufe he was a great Fa- 
vourer of his Rel^ion, and reported to be a Bloody- 
miiidcd Zealot ; is he not guilty of his Death if he 
.iirbears revealing that Truth which may fave him, 
and which in probability would have faved him ? 

This feems to have been the Confideration that 
iwtweighed all the reft, that the Plot would have 
hen blown up if the Lord had efcaped. And what 
h this but making Prudential Reafons take place 
of Honeft ones ? What is it but reviving Forty -one 
and its Cafuiftry ? Is it a point of Peerage which 
Archbifhop Williams held, to have a pair of Con- 
fcicnces, a publick and a private one ? One that 
Javes myfelf, another that aflaults my Neighbour ? 
One that I fliall Judge him by> another that he 
fiiall Judge me by ? 

I am amazed that all the Miflionaries between 
this place and Japan have not yet fent in their Sub- 
fcription Money for the Second Volume of this 
Hiftory. 

Here's TurbervUl fubjigillo ConfeJJsoms, playing 
rfic Hypocrite notorioufly. ;/// batb been declared, 
that the maff folemn denials of WttneJles before they 
make difcoveries did not at all invalidate their Evi- 
dence. 

No more it does in a Court of Judicature, be- 
caufe no man is bound to accufe himfelf, and there 
may be firiiftcr Confiderations deterring him from 

Candour 
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Candour and Juftice. Bat when a Man unboftsa 
his Soul, and deliberately owns ac his embracing m 
new Religion, and, as I prcfume, Abfolution, that 
he tells the whole Truth, as little regard ought to 
be had to his futurt difcoveries from the Confefior 
•himfelf as if his Eai^s had been already cropt, unki& 
he hath hinted at circumftaiyial or collateral proof 
to fiipport his No Evidence. 

And confidering the Credit of the Witnefles wai 
at that time very low, and the Improbabilities of 
what they liwrore very great, this Prelate's iitdc 
"Finger might have drawn the ^riihing Lord oat 
of the fnare. Dugdale*s Veracity had been evi- 
dently fhaken. TurherviU had, according to the 
Renowned Hiftory, iwora to the wrong year ii 
which Lord Stafford took pains to perfuade him Ho kM 
the King^ : He was allowed to go and correS thai 
Error. The propofal was made to him at Pum. 
The Lord fent him over, and was to follow. Bat 
when he came, TurberviU never went near him ! 

When he had this Lord's head in a firing, 'twas 
much he did not make him purchafe his Security by 
a fum of Money, or by good feeding at his Tabla 
But Turbervill loved Proteftant-fare bed, efpecialiy 
where he had the private fatisfaftion of Jockying

In how glaring a light is this put! Here was a 
Juftice^to be done^ and aferviceto Trtithy^ towards the 
favijjg a Mar^s life ?

BERviLLi It might indeed have faved many a life 
befides.

This errant Hiftorian has more than once de-

I need not repcac his Converfadon with 
Cbarks 11. already mentioned, in whick both 
agreed it was a Sham -, only the King would have 
iaftned the Contrivance higher, the Hiflx>rian was 
content with fixing it upon "Oates.

Firft^ That Dr. IMyd thought Btrrjt innocent, 
faecaufe of his dying a Protiftani^ and abfolutely 
denying the Faft. 

Next, that Prance muft at length appear to him 
a very vile Creature. After his evidence given, 
he had felemnlv, before the King in Council, re* 
traftcd every tittle of it. Yet he made % fliift to 
perfuade'Dr. Upyd it was again all true. That 
which Ihould have made him think much other- 
wife is this, * *♦ Prance fwore nothing againft 
•* him (Birry) but that he affifted in the Faft, 
** and in carrying about the dead Body. So Uitfyd 
** reckoned, xhzt thofe things being done in the 
♦* night. Prance might have miftaken him for

Lailly, Turbervilli who had fworn to die wl-ong 
year, and to his never having feen the Lord after 
he came over, and who had egregioufly prevari-

Biftiop '5«r/r^/ gives us * the four firft of thefe, 
but faith nothing of the fifth, except in thus re- 
ferring to BiQiop Lloyd's Narrative : " I do not 
" mix with thefe the various reports that were, 
*' both then and afterwards, fpreadof this matter, 
" of which Bifliop Uoyd has a large CoUedion, 
" moft of them well attefted. '*

TbeLlFE of 7)r. Roberi- Mor- 
gan, Bifhop of Bangor. 

R. Robert Morgan was bom in the Ifle of 
Anglefea^ educated in the School of 
•Beaumaris. • Theijce he went to S. John^% 
College in Cambridge^ Was Scholar and 
He was ejefted with twenty-nine other 
and the Mailer Doflor Beale. 
He was Prebendary of Chifter^ from whence he 
was ejefted. Whether he was Archdeacon of 
Merionetby and Reftor of Llandyffnan in Anglefeay 
before the Reftauration, I do not find. 

.In the time of the Rebellion, this worthy man 
kept lip his own Courage, and was inftrumental 
in ^promoting the Intereft of the King amongft: 
the Gentlemen of Anglef^^ Carnarvon^ and A&- 
rionethjhires. It is allowed that there was a Spirit- 
of Loyalty illuftrious vaJVales : Some died in cold 
blood for the Royal Caufe, with as'pious Gallantry 
as any of the Sufferers fhewed. Their readinefs 
to join in the untimely attempt of Sir George Bootb^ 
their receiving Royal Garrifons into Chirck Caftlc 
at that time, and into Harding Caflle, was a proof 
of their zeal and refolution. ' , 

Dr. Morgan in 1666, was poflefled of his* Pre- 
bend, and the Reftory and Archdeaconry above- 
mentioned. That year he was made Bilhop of 
Bangor J which Sec he held till his Death, 1672. * 

There is foipe difagreenacnt amongfl the Cpl- 
leftors of thefe things, concerning the time of 

M Dr. 
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Dr. Roberts*s death ; fTood places it in the year 
1 66$^ Uoyd and Heylin a year fooner. It's poffible 
the Sec was kept fome time vacant. This Dr. 
Roberts was prombted to it 1637, at the inftance of 
" Archbifliop Ldud^ for difcovering Church Goods to the 
value of a thoufand pounds. ' ' * 





!^i&^LIFE^2)>^HuMPHREf LiOYD, 
Bffhop of Bangor. 

jR. Humphrey Lloyd was the Son 6i Richard 
Lloydy S.T.P. Vicar of Ruahon in 
Denb%ghjhire\ He was born at Body 
. Fudden^ in the parifli of ^rawyfynnyd in 
July ox Augufiy Anno 1610. He was at fir(^ 
Commoner of On>/ College Oxford^ then o?Jefusy 
where he was Scholar. * From thence he was chofen 
Fellow of Oriely Anno 1631.' and was for many 
years an eminent Tutor there. 

Archbifliop fPtlliams being at Oxford to attend 
the King there, Mr. Lloyd became known to him, 
'and was preferred by him, being made his Chap- 
lain, to the Prebend of Ampleford in the Church of • 
7brk. His Father being dead, he fucceeded him 
in the Vicarage of Ruabon^ from which he had the 
honour to be- ejefted for Loyalty, as he alfo was 
from his Prebend. 

Upon the Reftauration he came into both his 
Preferments again. Anno 1661, He was made 
Canon of 5"/. Afaph^ and created Doftor of Divinity. 
'Anno 1663 hewasinftalled Dean of St. Afapb upon 
the death of Dr/ David Lloyd. He had aMothe 

• ' Sine* 
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Sine-cure ot Nortbop in FUntJhire^ for about this 
time he refigned it. Jn. i Sy^, he left his Vicarage 
of Ruabon for that of Gresfordy void upon the death 
of his elder brother Mr. Samuel Lloyd. 

Upon the death of Dr. Robert Morgan he was ^ 
advanced to the See oiBang&r. His Confecration 
Sermon was preached by Dr. fVtlUam Lloydy who 
was till the Revolution Biftiop of Norwich. 

,He improved the revenue of his Bifhoprick 
confiderably, having obtained an Aft of Parlia- 
ment in the year 1683, for annexing to it forever 
the Archdeaconries of Bangor and Anglefeay and 
the Sine- cure of Uanybaider in Kinmercbj and two* 
thirds of/ both the Comportions of Llanddinanij 
for the Support of the Fabrick, and the Main- 
tenance of the Choir of Bangor j and the other third 
for the maintenance of the Vicarages belonging ta' 
Llanddinam. - He had at his own charge, the four' 
Bells given by Bifhop Rowlands to the Church of 
Bangor y new caft, and added to them a Tenor Bell. 

It is obfervable, that there are more Afts of 
Munificence recorded of Bifhops whofe Revenues 
were fmall, than of thofe who had greater ; As 
'there are more Vicarages improved by Vicars, than 
Parfonages by their Reftors, I mean by Building 
as well as Endowment, 'it maybe, that thofe al- . 
ready well endowed, wanted not Benefaftions. In 
fome places it may be owing to the little Hofpita- 
lity ja.nd State that was expefted to be kept up, 
and therefore Frugality may have out-ftretched a 
greater Income obliged to greater Expcnce. 

This worthy Prelate died June 18. 1688, was 
buried in Bilhop Rowland's grave, on the North- 
fide of the Altar in his Cathedral,. The Infcrip- 
tion we. have in jint. Wood.

R. Robert Creigbton yras bgrn of an an? 
tient family in the North of Scotland, 
He had* his education at fVeJlminfter 
School, whence Jie lyas elefted tp 
trinity College Cambridge. Anno 1613, he. took 
his Degrees in -4^^^^ was Greek Profeflbr, and Uni-r 
ycrfity Orator. Anno 1632, he was made Trea- 
surer of the Qathedral of fVelk. He was alfo 
Canon Refidendary, Prebend of Taunton^ and had 
fi Living 11) Sommerfetjhire^ the name of which is 
not known. He ^as collated to his Treafurerfhip 
by George Archbifhop of Canterbury^ the See of 
BatA and Wells being vacant upon the Tranflation 
of Biftiop Curie to Winchejler. I)r. Wright had 
iield this Preferment in Qommendam^ with his 
pifliopric^: of Brijtol^ and was at this time tranflated 
to Litchfield. 

Mr. Creighton was made Doftor of Divinity in 
)the year 1^37,* and Dean of St. Burien in Cornwall^ 
' according to the common Tradition. But there are 
twp more Pofleflbrs of this Deanry, and Loyalifts 
both. I)r. John Weeks^ Prebendary of Briftol^ \% 
laid to Have been Dean of*?/. BUricn^ to have out- 

Jived 
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lived the Ufurpation, and to have been rcftorcd 
to his Deanry, 

Mr- Wtlliam Adams^ Vicar of "Tctneji in Devon- 
Jhire^ is alfo called Dean of St. Burien. It is pro- 
bable Pr. Creighton refigned this Preferment, and 
Dr. Weeks came after him. As for Mr. Adams he 
might have poffeffion given him by the King's 
• Army, in which he was, and from which he alfo 
had his Living, for want of opportunity of regular 
Inftitution. I fay, to reconcile the accounts of the 
matter, this may have been done upon Dr. fT^ek/s 
flying before the Enemy, ^ and going beyond Sea, 

Dr. Creigbton was a great Sufferer for the Royal 
Caufe, in the beginning of the Rebellion and after- 
wards. His firtt Ihelter was, the fame with a great 
many other of the D<^i/«r^, AffliSied^ Tormented^ in 
the King's Army at Oxford. After this, the Scab- 
bard was thrown away, for they met with moft 
inhumane ufage from the Powers in beings, who had 
officiated in toe Army, or but feemed to be a6Uvc 
for the Monarchy and the Church. Mr. Chilling^ 
worthy already mentioned in our Firji Party and 
many more, received worfe treatment .than they 
were to expeft from Turks and Saracens. 

This made one hearty Clergyman, who aftually 
drew Sword in the Service, and fhewed fo much 
Courage and Skill in Arms, as to arrive at the 
Poft of a Major, do what he could to conceal the 
Station in which he had fought. He knew very 
well, their ungenerous Commanders, raifed gene- 
rally from the Dunghill, had no^ efteeta for that 
Gallantry in an enemy, which the manly part ot 
the World honour, though to their cOft. He 
therefore upon the Queftion, anfwered them in the 
fSybilline flrain, 

Major fum quatfi^ cut pojjit Fortuna nocere. 

This was, indeed, a two-edged Sword ; am- 
Mguous and Latin both. He might well think 

Ithc 
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the latter would make him akin to the Whore of 
Babylon ; but as he had defied them in the Fiekl, 
he could not leave it ofF when in Mifericordia, • 

Dr. Creighton got into Co^mwall^ when the un^ 
happy Game was up, in the habit of a Day- 
Laib<xirer ; Thence to the King abroad, on whom • 
he attended as his Chaplain. The Deanry erf 
Well J was granted to him in exile, yfnno 1670. 
he was noade Bifhop of Bath and Wells^ on the 
death of Dr. Piers. He was a man of Cours^e and 
Learijing. The firft appears from his preaching 
boldly againft the Vices of the times. '. Which tho* 
his Preaching could not reform, it was yet of fuch 
Service to the Preacher, ^as to make him efteemed 
in the eyes of the King, who has in many inftances 
cxprefled his regard.tothofe who boldly reproved 
what it Was their duty to protcft againft. I do not 
fingle out this as the only good quality of that 
amiable Monarch, but to ftiew the groveling Spirit 
of his DetraAors, that are not won by the bright 
Side of his Charafter, to let his blemiflies pafs in 
their natural colour ; but to draw them, if I may 
ufe the expreflion, to their own Life : And would 
make himas black as that infernal Malignity which 
actuates their Pens and Tongues in Defamation. 
This Prelate publilhed a Tranflation from Greek to 
l^atin^ ilJuftrated with excellent Notes, of, Concilii 
Florenttni exa^ijftma Narratio^ Written by Sylveft^ 
Sygurofulus. Leo Allatius^ a Jefuit, animadverted 
upon it. . The Bifliop anfWered him. 

He died 1672, aged 79, was buried in a Chapel 
adjoining to the Cathedral, with this 'epitaph, 
Robertus Creighton »tf/«j.Deucaledoniiae in Boreali 
Scotia, per Patrem Thomam ex antiquis Ru^veniae 
Toparchis : Per Matrem Margarefam Stuart, Jo- 
hannis ^ Jacobidae ^Fdiam^ ex iltufirijf.

|E was born at Little Berkamfted in 
JHertford/hire in the year 1^37. 
The name of his Family feems to 
be taken from a place in DevoK" 
/hire which denominates a Deanery 
He had his education at Winchefier 
School, Thence he went to Hart^Hall in Oxford^ 
and was cntxed Student there jinno 1655, The 
next year he was admitted Probationer Fellow of 
New-College. May 3. 1661. he was Batchelor of 
Arts, and itt January 1664. Mafter. Being in Or- 

N ^ dcrs^ 
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ders, he became Chaplain to William Lord Ma^- 
pardj then Comptroller of his Majefly's HpaHiold. 
There is a printed Sermon of his on thcyDeath of 
the Lady Margaret Maynard^ preached at. Xitf/e 
Eafton in Ejfex 1682, the Refidence ot that noble 
Family, upon the Words ot Solomotiy A gracious 
Woman retaincth Honour *. 

In the year 1666. he was chofen Fellow of 
Winchefter College. Afterwards he was Doroe- 
ftick Chaplain to Dr. Morley Bifliop of Winchefter^ 
who preferred him to the Living of Brixton in the 
Jfie of Wigbty and Ibme time after to a Preben- 
dary in the Church of Winchefter. 

This Prelate alfo gave him the Parlbnage of 
Woodhay in Hampjhire. One of thele he religned 
into the Bifliop's Hands a little time after he was 
pofTefled ot it. 

The King going to Wincheftery the Harbinger 
had marked Dr. Ken^^ Houfe as Lodgings for a 
Woman of ill fame, as the Doftor called her, who 
refufed to admit luch a one. The generous 
Monarch, who knew how to efteem Probity, tho* 
wounded by the Oppofition, rewarded it with a 
Biihoprick. 

But before that advancement he travelled to 
Rome in company of Ifaac Walton the younger, 
who was his Kinfman •, Mr. Walton was of Chrift- 
Churchy and afterwards Chaplain to Dr. Ward 
Biftiop of Salisbury. They fet out in the year 
1674, and returned the next year. 

In 1^79 he proceeded Doftor of Divinity, was 
made Chaplain in ordinaiy to the King, and went 
into Holland Chaplain to Mary Princefs of Orange. 
In 1584. he attended the Lord Dartmouth to T'an- 
giery as his Chaplain, who had a Commiffipn to 
demolilh that important Fortrels.

The 
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The fame year he was made Bifhop of Bath and 
IVellSy upon the tranflation of Dr. Merv to the Sec 
of IVmcheJler. In this high Office he was an ex- 
ample of Piety and Zeal. He was affiduous in the 
difcharge of every part of his Duty, and a pattern 
of Charity in each of its Branches : His ditfufive 
Goodnefs extended in an extraordinary manner 
both to the Souls and Bodies of Men. 

He vifited the poor Wretches of his Diocefe thac 
were in prifbn upon the Defeat of the Duke of 
Monmouth^ adminiftring to their rieceffities of 
ievery kind, by Prayers and hifferuaions, as well as 
Feeding great niunbers of them^. 

Notwithftanding all this, we find a volley of 
Accufations thrown at him by the Bp. ofSamm *, 
to be licked up again by his Stuartine and other 
Miffionaries, vvho have the province of leading 
Mankind into Error, without the formality of 
Delufion : Without that Verifimilitude which other 
Traders deal in, thefe expett to be believed 
when they fay the Moon rules the Day, and the 
Sun the Night •, when they talk againfl common 
Senfe and Probability ', when they fingle out 
blemiihes to befmear Mqns charafter, the moft in- 
credible they could have inftanced in, the very 
reverie ot what the contemporary Age had obferved 
in all their publick aftions. 

The Reverend Prelate, whofe Life we are upon,' 
was, by natural Temper, and excefs of Meeknefs, 
the leaft liable of any Man to give offence. He 
erred in the regard he bore to all Mankind, un-. 
willing to entertain thofe fulpicions of their Iniiri- 
eerily, which were neceflaiy to his own fecurity 
and vindication. 

Who would have thought his attendance upon 
the Duke of Monmouth, to prepare him for death,

N a and 
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and his behaviour to that unfortunate Man, could 
be diftorted to fuch ill-natured a turn as my Lord 
• of S.ir«m has given it ? Our Bifhop vf as with the 
Biihop olEly appointed for this melancholy Office, 
in which they afted, according to this Accufer's 
own Confeflion, with that fttithfulnels which be- 
came them. " The Bifliops continued ftill to 
** prefs on him a deep fenfe of the Sin of Rcbel- 
^ lion, at which he grew fo unealy, that he de- 
** fired them to fpeak to him of other matters. 
** They next charged him with the Sin of living 
^* with the Lady iVentmrtb as he had done. 1ft 
" that he juftified himfelf : He had married his 
<* Dutchcfs too young to give a tnie content : He 
" faid that Lady was a pious worthy Woman, and 
** that he had never lived fo well in all relpefts as 
<* fince his engagements with her. All the Pains 
•* they took to convince him of the unlawfulnefs 
*^ of that courfe of Life had no efFeft. They did 
^* certainly very well in difcharging their Con- 
.*' faiences, and fpeaking fo plainly to him." 

Now Reader expeft a But •, for if ever thou 
findefl him commending, there is a But not far 
off. . " 

*^ But they did very ill to talk fo much of this 
** matter, and to make it fo publick as they did j 
" for Divines ought not to repeat what they fay to 
" dying Penitents, no more than what the Peni- 
'" tents fay to them. By this means the Duke of 
^ Monmouth^ had little Satisfaftion in them, and 
« they had as little in him.'' 

What would this Man have ? He could not let 
even Biihop Ken go Scot-freCy though the moft in- 
offenfive of his Order :, fome Charge mutt be 
cooked up againft him, by this Lo^^ of Liberty and 
ModeratioHy as he ironically ftiles himfdf. 

Admitting that thefe two Biihops had tailed 
pmh of this matter ^ though till !jc ha; proved that 

he 
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lifi has giren Mankilicl warning enough to fufpend 
^Jieir Jiehef, where is the crime ? By what Canon 
or othpr Chriftian Authority is a Prieft to be cen- 
iured for declaring his advice to a Perlbn luider 
Sentence of Death? 

Thi^ is a Gilbertifm. They had, doiibtlefs, rea- 
fon for what they did, either in their own Juftifi- 
^ation, as having treated him with Faithfulnels, 
or that the Council demanded an account of the 
Dujce's Behaviour. 

Doth this come under the head of revealing 
Confeflions ? With what pretence is this unhappy 
Gentleman called a Penitent ? He certainly played 
the Droll with them, telling them of the Lady'? 
Virtiies, and his own Improvements during tJwt 
criminal Commerce. 

How much more ferious does this Author make 
the Duke with Dn Tcnniforty a Divine of his own 
chooling? " Dr. Tennifon did very plainly Ipeak 
*^ to him with relation to his publick Aftings, and 
" to his courfe of Life ^ but he did it in ^ fofter 
*^ and lefs peremptory manner." 

This Story muft find iomc Joftt^efs in the gentle 
Reader, before he believes Dr. Ken capable of uai* 
naanly Behaviour on fuch a lorrbwiul Occafiion* 
And what did this foftnejs do, that it hath ch? 
honour of a place in the Renowned Hiftory ? It 
was juft as effeftual as the other which is con* 
demned, and which veiy probably never exifted 
out of thefe Sheets. ^' Having laid all that he 
*^ thought proper, he left thofe points in which 
^ he faw he could not coavince Jiim, to his own 
. ^* Coitfciencc, and turned to othqr things fit to be 
^ lai4 before a dying Man." 

The JSlotes of Dr. Kennefs ^ Hiflory fay, from 
g relation given by the late Archbiihop Tem'ifon^

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« That the Duke pulled out a Gold Watch, and^ 
•* prclfed me to caiTy it in his Name to Mrs. We^t- 
** worthy which I pofitivcly rerufed, and faid, I 
*^ could not be concerned in any fuch Meflage or 
^ Token to her." 

Here Peremptorinefs in the Office is a Virtue^ 

which juft now was a Sin ! Turpe eft DoBori 

M^foo talked fo much of this matter t This proof of 
Impenitence comes nearer the matter of Confef- 
fion than the Charge the Confeffor gives to a Per- 
ibn who fliews himfelf no Penitent. As to the 
Point of Rebellion, the Duke dies declaring him- 
idf a Martyr for the People. 

What does this great Cafuift mean ? A Stranger 
would think he was expounding upon the Duke's 
calling himfelf a Martyr : Defcribirig his death he 
faith i , " His whole behaviour was ealy and calm^ 
^' not without a decent chearfiilnefs. He prayed 
" God to forgive all his Sins, unknown as well as 
^* known. He feemed confident of the Mercies of 
^* God, and that he was going to be happy with 
5^ him." ' 

A rvord to the Wife^ faith our Proverb. The 
Stuartine goes on vyith the Scent ^, '^ He repented 
f^ afterwards, that he had ihewn fuch meannefs, 
*' and prepared himfelf for deathi with a firmnefs 
^' of Soul worthy the chara£ler of a Hero, which 
f« he had juftly acquired." ' 

Before 1 part with this fo[t unperemptory Lover of 
Moderation^ I would ask one fair Qiieftion : What 
can be the meaning of that Sentence already cited, 
fvhich does the execution upon the two Bifhops for 
revealing their own, not the dying Perfon's Con- 
feffion. " By this means the Duke of Monmout^ 
f * had little Sdtisfadion in thim^ and they had as little 
ff in him?'' . - ' . ^ . .

f Hiftory of Staarf^, p. 704. 
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Himlelf owns, that the Duke was examined by the 
Kirg on Monday, and that Orders were given jor bis 
Execution on Wednefday. Bilhop Kennet fays. He 
was brough to London July 1 3 and executed July 
15. Where then is the room for thefe Bifhops to 
make their Converfation with the Duke fo pub- 
lick ? 

Suppofing, at the earlleft, they were with him 
on Monday Night or Tuejday Morning, there was 
little time for him to be dilgufted at their calking 
of him.

I don't know how this Ph(jeYio};nenon will be ac- 
counted for, but by thofe who believed the Duke 
alive many years after, perliiaded another Perfon 
was hired to fuffer in his room. To fuch as thefe 
indeed my Lord of Sarum teems to write» hoping 
the next Generation will be Soland Geefe, greedy 
of Knowledge, and fwallowing Iron like an 
Oftrich. 

Yet Dr. Tennifon had not blabbed i he had not 
been unfoft and peremptory. What has that Al-^ 
teration produced ?

The want ot Douceur in our Prelate's cha rafter, 
is too vifiblc. * " Ken fiicce^dcd in Bath and 
** WcllSy a Man of an Afcetic coiirfe of Life, and 
** yet of a very lively temper, but too hot and 
•* ftiddaia. H« had a very edifying way oi preach- 
** ing : But it was more aj^ to move the Paffions 
^* than to inftruft. So that his Sermons were 
•« rather beautiful than f'^lid ^ yet his way in them 
'^ was very taking. The King feemed tond ot 
*^ him. And by him and Turner^ the Papifts 
^ hoped that great progrefs might be made in 
** gaining, or at leaft deluding the Clergy, k was 
^* obferved, that all the Men in favour among the 
*' Clergy, were unmarried, from whom they hoped 
*' they might more probably promife tbemlelves a 
f^ Difpofition to come over to them-'' 

If I might humbly advile, the Second Volume 
of the Renowned Hiftory fhould come out in the 
Language of the Hottentots-^ for it is hardly fit tq 
be trlifted with a Boy of eleven years old.

Is this a Refle&ion upon the BHhops, that the 
Papifts ihould hope for them contraiy tx> all fenfe 
and experience ? if the Devil Jhould hope for a 
Man, who can help it ? Muft the Mob be (ec 
upon People becaule the Papifts are faid to hope 
for them > What is this to a CharaSer which the 
Author is giving to a number of Biihops? 

One groimd it fecms for their Hopes was dieir 
being unmarried. Thjs was an unlucky Stroke ; 
for Dr. TurmTj the laft Man mentioned but two 
Lines before, was a Widower, and had a Daughter. 
This fliewed his Inclination to Popery \ 

Here he overlooks an Objeftion of great force, 
if Dr. Soutb's Jdl had any thing in it, Here comes 
my Friend mth his Reafons in his Hand. 

How edifying, how beautiful^ how infiruSive will 
this Sentence be in the Hottentot Tongue, which 
is fo paffing fine in ours ? Who would not be in 
love with a Climax^ fuch a one as this. To bcpe 
for a frcbability of a promife of a Difpjition. If the 
Letters had been fhaken in a bag, we might have 
had a better chance for Edification whatever had 
come but : indeed if they had made nothing at aH. 

We have thefe Hopes of the Papifts publiihed 
thus Iblemnly, notwitbftanding a Faft of which 
my Lord of Sartwi could not be ignorant-, for the 
Notes of Bifhop Kenneths Hiftory tell us,^ that 
•« Bifliop Ken had highly incurred the Difpleafure 
*^|of the Court for presuming to preach againfb 
" Popery." There was a Piece came out under 
the Title of Animadverlions upon his Sermon at the 
Cathedral of Sathy with fevere Reproofs to theBiihop, 
and a Prayer for his Converfion. This, faidi 
the £tm€ Author, was de(Mcated to the King. 

Was 
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Was it poffible my Lord of Sarum could be ig- 
norant ot this ? Was it, will Pofterity fay, poffible 
for him to write thus or* the Papifts hopes, thus in 
the Face of the Sun? 

The Biftiop or Bath and Wells was feized in the 
beginning of the year 17 lo. with an Ulcer in his 
Kidney, from which he was relieved by ufing the 
Hot'Well ofBriftol In the latter end of the fame 
year he fell under a halt Palley and a Dropfy, of 
which he died at Long-LeatCy in the 74th year of 
his Age. He was, by his own Appointment, 
buried at Froofne-Selwoddy the neareft Pariih ot his 
Diocefe, in the Church-yard, under the Ealt Win* 
dow ot the Chancel.

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The Parent C''-^« the PresbjftcriaHs'] has withpaia 
and xealarguedy preached, wrote, tought againftthele 
loiprovers upon her own Model, and all to no pur-* 
pole. She has been once turned out of Doors, and 
inl'ulted by thefe her dear OfF-fpring. She has 
hmented the iU ufe of Liberty, and is willing to 
aittnbute all the Tares to the Devil's fbwing, exr- 
cept the Origixul Seed which Ihe fowed herfclf. 
And if it were not for the averfion Mankind have 
to the Eating tbek ovon Words^ for the prepofleflion 
of Pafliott and Opinion, the Confequencs of in* 
dulging a Reforming Genius^ muft be £6 hideous 
as to make her regret the Example flie gave. 

New Opinions and Perfuafions, tho^ Erroneous, 
though taken up from groundleis Fears, or miftaken 
ill Ufage, have yet raifed fuch ftrong Works in 
human Breaits, lb fortified themfelves againft the 
approaches of Truth, as to be a fitter Objeft of 
Pity than of Zeal to propofe a Remedy.

Thefe either trip up one another's heels 
as Intermit or Wantonnefs dilates, or run out their 
tcngth till the (»:iginal ardor is fpent •, then dwindle 
into ^difference to aU Religion, if not to Declaiming 
againft it. The Intercft or the Paffion of the firft 
Builders being worn out, the force of the Cement 
in time being Ipent, the Materials are difunited, 
Some areas negleftedRubbilh, fome again put in ufe 
for a Monument to expole the We^nels of their 
iForefatfeers, whofe Deteftion was in great meafwre 
Error, whereas their own is Conten^pt* 

Thero 
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Thore is a fort ot hereditary courfe in theft 
things, foe the truth of which I appeal tor the ex- 
perience ot Mankind : Divilion produces Sub- 
divifion, Sub*divifion Nothing, or what is wor(t 
than Nothing. Error inftilled by Inftitiition and 
Example, is like an over-benc Bow, even when the 
XJfe is loft, the AverfiSDn continues. 

One hand that is made uie oc to poifbn our 
Hiftories, to plant and cultivate an oppoiition to 
the Church, and to vilify her xnoft zealous 
Guardians and Defenders, is the late Marquis of 
^JHfaUifax ; a Man of Talent;s indeed iuperior to the 
ordinary level, but vain and ludicrous in the em- 
ployment of them. The Scraps of his Converla- 
tion and his Co&e«houfe Jokes, as well as his 
more ferious and determined Ipite^ are picked up 
by modern HiftcKiographers for the Amulement of 
Pofterity. 

The end of thefc Writings, befides the prcfent 
Penny, I take to be fumiihing the Age to come 
with Arguments to defend the praftice of the 
Writers : That Pofterity may fokce themfdves 
upon the plunder of their Forefathers, when thejr 
hear what a monftrous Set ot Mifcreants they got; 
it from. 

My Lords of Sarum and Peterborough have great 
reverence for this Orade.

If 
It is fit to be ufed at ali^ it beft fuits iiich Table* 
Talk as his own ', not the Monarchy 

Who never fplte a fiUy 'Thing : 

And who jtiftified himfelf from the charge that 
makes up the Rhyme^ by alledging^ his Adions 
were not always his own, but influenced by pcr- 
Tcrfe or ignorant Council. 

The other Hiftory ^ to which the Author- has 
lent his Name, is but a Colleftion of Drudgers f^ 
who muft make up their Quantity ^uocunque modo y 
and who are therefore to be commended for deal- 
ing amongft Men. of Wit, fince Wit, though by a 
wrong Title, fills very well the place of Argu- 
ment. 

The Stuart me would have fliot his bolt at the 
Sun, Moon, and Stars, if it had been the Faihion, 
and have quoted Mr. Acherlty in praife of Dark 
Lanthorns. 

From one to another comes down this doughty 
compjirilbn which Halifax made of a King and a 
Coachmain § Who takes a Coachman to drive him^ 
hecaufe his Father was a good Coachman f 

I would be glad to know when a Coachman was 
feirly chofen, when my Lord apd Lady, with the 
Abigals, Valets, Footmen, Grooms, and Helpers, 
Landry-Maids, Scullcons, and Scowerers were 
called in to vote? And farther, whethar all this 
were without Treating, Lying, Bamboozeling, or 
other corrupt praftices.

His Lordlhip, and all his Admirers, would be 
pleafed to fee a Coachman, whole Father had been 
lome great Man, becaufe there might be an Eftate 
funk and found fomewhere elTe. 

The grand Merit of this grand Marquis^ is his 
Writing a Pamphlet in the year 1687. intitled, A 
Letter to a Diffentet ufon occafton of his Adajejfy^s late 
gracious Declaration of Indulgence. 

This is without name, but at the end figned 
71 IV. which Ibme adept interpret Thy Vf^llwifher. 

In this he beftows his compaffionate Advice 
upon the Diffenters, that they ihould not be too 
fond of their new Friends the Papifts, and crowd 
to Addreis for what will at length be their ruin. 
He adviles them to carry it with more temper to 
the Churchmen, who are really penitent tor their 
Haughtincls and ill Ufage to the Dillenters, having 
feen their Fault. 

This mighty Marquis fets himfelf up for an Ar- 
bitrator of Differences, to which he was never ap- 
pointed. His Performance is but a kind of Infulc 
on both, in which he would feera to knock their 
Heads together, and expofe both 7 but his Strength 
is not equal to his intention. 

This however ferves the purpofes of thofe who 
are catching at opportunities of decrying what is 
venerable, and llipporting fham and impofture. 

We will view borfi the Man and the Work i and 
begin with the Man, becaul'e his title to good 
Senl'e being indifputable, his Opinion muft be a 
Law ! And if his IVit appear but, as the Woman 
defcribed it, Wifdom out of its Wits^ the (plendid 
Strufture that is ereftcd upon it muft drop, and 
his little Retailers may have their Trinkets left 
upon their hands. 

In 
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In the account that is given of him both by 

Friends and Enemies, I look chie% at Fa^ls whieh 

ought to determine our Opinion rather than the 

Gioffcs pf Writers^ Whatever I coold coUeft, I 

fatisfy myielf with his Cbarader given by the 

Biihop of Sarum^ which muft pafi; for evidence 

with his Friends, and thofe of his follower (he 

Buartine *. ^ He was a Man of great ^nd ready 

^ Wit, full ot life and very plealant i much turned 

/ " to Satire. He let his \A^it run much on mat- 

** ters of Religion ; lo that he pafled for a bold 

•* and determined Atheift ^ though he often 

'^ protefted to me he was not one , and f aid he 

^ believed there was not one in the World. He 

«* conteflfed he could not fwallow down every 

•« thing that pivines impdfed on the World. He 

.^ was a Chriikian in fubmiflion: He believed as 

^< much as lie could, and he hoped that God would 

^^ cot lay it to his charge^ if he could pot digeit 

*^ lion as an Oftrich did, nor take into his belief 

«« things that muft burft him." ' " With 

** relation to the publick he went backwards and 
^ forward^ and changed Sides fo often, that in 
« conchilion no Side trufled him- He leemed fuU 
^ of Commonwealth Notions, yet he went into 
*« the worft part of King Charles his Reign.'' 
■ " He was endlefs in Confultations : For 

** when, after much Difcourfe, a Point was fettled, 
•^ if he could find a new jefl^ to make even that 
" which wa? fiiggeftcd by himfelf ridiculous, he could 
^^ not hold, but would ftudy to raiie the credit of 
^ his Wit, though it made others call his Judg« 
•* ment iii queftion." 

So that upon the whole, it appears no ftrange 
thing for Atheifts and Libertines to exprels a great 
concern for the Interefls of Religion > juft as the

The Bilhop of Peterborough ani th^ Stuartine 
m\ght as well have quoted the Pamphlet as the 
Produftion of a Wellxvifher, as given the name of 
the Author which did but take otf from the Credit 

ot it. 

And what, I wonder, could be my Lord of 
Sarum's defign in publifhing thefe trilling Atheifti- 
cal flirts of the Marquis againft Religion, but to 
teach Men, Women and Children a form for 
drolling upon what is Sacred ? Which ought not 
to be repeated as Hclv to Difcourje, and Merriment ; 
Are the Jokes of the Wics Coffee-Houfes, their 
Oftricl Meat, and their Burfiin^, to be conveyed to 
Pofterity by JB^pifcopal Hands ? Whether the next 
Generation w^ll have Iharpnefs enough to furniih 
ftich Weapons againft the Church, it's hard to 
know but by the care that has been already taken 
of them, they'll fcarce want inclination. 

Let us now look into the Work itfelf. There 
indeed, we find the Words recited by the Impar- 
tial Hiftorian * and the Stuartine. The latter 
Author f, with fiis ufual Sagacity, finds it a 
Declaration of the Marquis 0/ Hallifax in behalf of the 
Church-party. And he calls it lo, though thus 
quoted by himfeU: " He declares, that all their 
« former H^ughtinefs was for ever extinguiihed^ 
« and that the Spirit ot Perfccution was turned

« tion." - ," That the Church of England 

« was convinced of its error in being fevcre to 
« them, and all thinking Men vvere come to a 
« general agreement, no more to cut ourfelves off- 
« trom the Proteftanta abi?oad, but rather enlarge

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** the foundations upon which wc are to build our

This conteffion of former Haughtmfs in the 
Prelates of the Church ot England^ lounds finely 
out of the mouth of luch a Marquis. Had they 
no Foreman to fpeak for them, but one, that it 
he was not an Atheilt, had taken pains to make 
the World believe him one ? 

And what, after all, had thefe Prelates to re- 
pioach themfclves with, ir they repented for 
themfelves or for their Predeceffors ^ if they were 
the Men that filled the Bench upon the Reftaura- 
tion, or if they were their Succeflbrs ? All th^ 
Mtughtlnefs the firft can be accufed of^ is but fix- 
ing the Terms upon which the Noncontormifts 
flight be received into Communion, and into Pre- 
i^rment. This was debated at the Savoy Con^ 
f^reme. And from all hands 'tis agreed, the Things 
requi'-ed were of themfelves indifferent, and were 
not called oiiierw.fe even by the Refufers to 
compy. 

W nerc then is the hardfliip of having Terms 
not unlaw tul impoled? Where the Haughtinels of 
infitting upon a Compliance? Where the Repen- 
tance of what never was, nor ever will be proved 
a. Crime? 

Whatever were the Sufferings of the Noncon- 
formifts, they were altogether the A£t ot the State. 
The Spirit of Rebellion which had been kindled 
amongft them by their Leaders, difpoiTeffed of 
Power and Refvemie, and blown- up till it became 
troublefome and dangerous to the State, was, by 
thofe Penalties difcouraged, though at the fame 
time not diminiflied. There is no Juftice in lay- 
ing this at the doov of the Biihops ^ and, iti 
Mafquerade, making them beg. pardon tor what 
they iKvd never dgne* 

Neither 
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Neither has our Mariuis given the Diflenters 
any better Qiislrter. He is pleafed to attribute 
their Struples to Sauea:fciners *. Speaking of the 
Papifts, WHO were their new Allies, he fays j ** If 
** they do not fudceed iti their Defigns they will 
*^ leave you firft; if they do, you xnuft cither 
** leaVe them, when it will be too late for your 
** Safety, or elfe, after the Squeaz^inefs of ftartipg at 
^ a SurpUce, ydti will be forced to f wallow Trad- 
" fubftantiation." 

He gives them another Stroke f . " If then, 
*^ for thefe and ?t thouland other Realbns, there is 
^ caufc to fufpett, furc yoiir new Friends are not 
*« to Difltate tor you, or Advile you j for inflance 
« the Addrfeffes that fly abroad every week, and 
" murther us With another to the fame : The firfi 
" Draughts are iWade by thofe who are not very 
" proper to be Secretaries to the Proteftant Re- 
** ligion J and 'tis your part only to write them 
** out fairer again. Strange ! That you who havq 
** been tbrmerly ft) much againft Sit Forms^ fliould 
^* now be concenc the Priefts fhould indite for 
" you.'' 

Here he hath a tling at both, glad of a pre- 
tence to reproach the Diifentcrs with Perfecutiott 
when they were uppermoft, and calling a lleadinef^ 
to the Appointments of the Church, by as ill- 
natur'd a njdtie as he could invent §• ** Our Unw 
.** derHratidings are apt to be hurried on by thd 
^* firfl: Heats, which, if not reftrained in time, da 
^^ not ^ive us leave to look back till it's too late. 
« Confider this iii the cafe of your anger againft 
<* the Church of England^ and take warning by 
** their miftake in the fame kind, when, after the 
** late King's RcftauraCion, ihey preferved fo long 
" the bitter Tafte of your rough ufage to them in

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^« other times, that it made them forget their In- 
•< tereft, and lacrifice it to their Revenge " 

The Qiiakers muft have one Call of his Office * j 
^ The Qiiakers, from being declared by the Papifts 
** not to be Chriftians, arc now made Favourites, 
«^ and taken into particular Proteft-on : They arc 
<^ on a fudden grown the moft accompliihed Men 
«« of the Kingdom in good Breeding, and give 
*^ Thanks with the beft grace in double refined 
<• Language. So that I fliould not wonder, though 
" a Man of that Perfuafion, in Ipite of his Hat, 
^' Ihould be Mafter of the Ceremonies." 

He gives them all at length fome comfort upon 
furer grounds perhaps than Prophecy f j <« Befides 
*^ ail this, you adt very unskilfully againft your 
*^ vifible Intereft, if you throw away the Ad- 
*^ vantages, of which you can hardly fail, in the 
** next probable ^ew/Mtio». Things tend naturally 
** to what you would have, if you would let them 
*^ alone, and not by an unfeafonable aftivity lofc 
*' the influences of your good Star, which promifeth 
" you every thing that is profperous.'' v 

Thus we fee the UnderpuUers in Hiflory 
imitating their Matters in giving lame, and partial, 
and un&thful accounts of Matters. To fay they 
had nos Judgment to do better, is to fay they are 
not fit tor Hiftorians : To fay they abufe Poflerity 
by fetting things in a falie light, is indeed to fay. 
They are fit to write that Hiftory which was not 
intended to convey Truth. 

The Stuartine produces now and then a Secret 
that fets one a flaring §. That of Jerry H^hitc^s 
CoUeftion of Sufferers is extraordinary. He means, 
1 prefume. White who was CromrvelPs Chaplain.

He can't prevail with them for fo much as Veri- 
fimiiitude. 

A thoufand Guineas was fomething for an Ab- 
dicated Man to refule, when he might have 
earned the Money without injury to his Con- 
fcience. He might have kept a Copy of the Lift, 
or the Original ir he had pleafed. 

Are we to think he retufed becaufe of the ill ufe 
that was to be made of it ? For it was to expofe the 
Church. What fort of Creatures are Pofterity to 
be, that can feed upon fuch Diet as this ? There 
muft be a Metempjychofis to purpofe expefted, for 
our Scribblers treat their Readers like Alfes, and 
will not allow them to have common SmCc left. 

If he had faid thele Sixty thoufand had been 
Members of the Church, the Church might have 
been expofed by owning them j but as they vo- 
luntarily excommunicated themlelves, ihe is not 
anfwerable for their Plots and Rebellions ^ not to 
fuffer fliame for thofe who were not of her 
Body. 

My Lord of Sarum ♦, willing to throw fome- 
thing at Archbifhop Sandcroft^ is content to hazard 
his own Credit in the Fray. He tcUs us, his

The LIFE of 2)r. Gilbert Iron- 
side, Bi/hap of Bristol, 

(R. Gilbert Ironftde^ Son of Rdl^h Irondde^ 
Batchelor of Divinity, fometime Fello\y 
of Univerfity College, and afterwards 
Minifter of Langhridge in Dorfetfhirey by 
his Wife, Daughter of William Gilbert^ Mafter of 
Arts, of Magdalen College, and fuperior Beadle of 
Arts in the Univerfity of Oxford^ was born a* 
Hawksbury h^2iV to Sudbury in chat County, Nov:l%. 
1 58^8. He was admitted Scholiir in Irinity Gollcgd 
mOsffordMayzZ. 160% Fellow kSij, wh?n hewa« 
-^ ■ o 4 Mafter 
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Mafter of Arts. Anno 1619. he was Batchelor of 
Divinity. 

At length he became Reaor ot IVinterbourn 
StapUtor^ and of ^yinterhown Abbots^ joining toge- 
ther in Dorfttjhire : Beth which he keeping many 
years, was ater the Rcftauration of Ckvks 11. 
nominated t^j the bee of Brt(iol. Soon alter being 
created Dodor of Divinity was confecrated in 
St. Peter's Church in iVeJtminJlery Jan. 6. i65o, 

jifft. Wood makes this Remark upon his Ad* 
vancement. " That which 1 am to take notice of 
<« him larther is, that tho' he was never Chaplain 
^* to any Spiritual or Temporal Lord, or to any 
<< King or i'rince, or enjoyed any dignity in the 
<' Church, yet being wealthy, he was looked upon 
<^ as the ficreft Perfon to enter upon that mean 
«« Bilhoprick.'' 

What Motive prevailed with the Kmg to prefer 
Dr. Ironftde^ befides his being able to lupport his 
Dignity with a fmall Revenue, is not at this diftance 
to be recovered. Many people were taken into 
great favour, as having forvvarded the Reftauration, 
even when they could not hinder it. And thefe 
had their Creatures, tor whom they would exert 
thpr Incereft, 

I don't find any pretence of Sufferings tor the 
Royal Caufc, to which this favour may be attri- 
buted. IVood laith he kept his Livings many years i 
and farther, that he was at the Reftauration Rich, 
which could be faid but of few Cavaliers ', we are 
to imagine of none, or his Wealth would not have 
been eiteerned the reafon of his Advancement. 

I cant find this Prelate ever mentioned amongft 
the fuffering Clergy ', nor any Sufferer upon either 
of his Parlonages. And if any Judgment can be 
inacle from his Son during the time of the Rebel- 
lion, there were none of thofe Principles ftirring iii 
th^ FamiJj^;, which l^iould infitlp it to the reward of 

JLoyaltj'. 
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Loyalty. Gilhat the Son was of Wadham during 
the Times. He took his Degrees, was made Fel- 
low of the College Anm 1665. In 1659. he was 
publick Reader of Grammar in the . Univerfity . 
By all which it is to be prefumed he fwallowed 
both Covenant and Engagement, and acquitted 
himfelf as a ftrenuous oppofer to Church and 
Monarchy. 

It was the year after he was Scholar of the 
Honfe that Cromwell accepted the offer ot the Uni- ' 
verlity to make him their Chancellor, upon the death 
or the Earl of Pembroke. This Compliment was 
made him at Edinburgh, by fome Doftors and 
Mafters deputed for that purpofe. He could fay 
Nolo Efifcopariy arid accept. A part of his Letter 
follows, perfeftly agreeable to the low Policy by 
which he raifed himlelf, and which is little like 
his Spirit in fighting. It alfo jgives a juft Idea of 
his own Party, or rather Parties, if we conlider 
this Hydra agreeing but in one thing, Oppolition 
to Right and Truth. 

He had given fome rcafons for refufing the 
honour offered him, then goes on i " But if thefe 
" prevail not, and that I mull continue this 
<^ honour until I can pcrfonally ferve you, you 
" fliall not want my Prayers, that that Seed and 
"Stock of Piety and Learning, fo raarvelloufly 
** fpringing up among you, may be ufeful to that 
« great and glorioas Kingdom of our Lord Jefus 
" Chrifl, of the approach of which fo plentiful an 
^^ effufion of the Spirit upon thofe hopeful Plants, 
« is one of the beft Prelages. And in all other 
« things, I fliall, by the Divine AflSftance, im- 
" prove my poor Abilities andlnterefts, in manifeft- 
" ingmyfelfto theUniverfity, and to yourfelves.'^ 

Dr. Ironfide died at Briftol Sept. 19. 1671. was 
buried in the Cathedral near the entrance to thq 
Biftop's Stall.

The Sec of Bri^ol being vacant by the Tranfla- 
tion ot Dr. Gvy Carlton to Chkhefter^ Dr. Goulfion 
was advanced to it. He was conlccrated at Lant^ 
heth^ Feb. 9. 1678. He died April 4. 1684. at his 
Redory of Symondsbury^ and was buried there. 
This it is probable he held in Commendam with his 
Kihopriclc, but I hav^ no other evidence of ir.

[ E was the Son of Richard Brideoake^ by 
Cecily lus Wife, Daughter of John 
Booth of Lancajhire^ bom at Cbitbam 
Jim near Manehcfter. He was ad- 
mitted Student of Brazsn-nofe Cottege in 
Ox/or^ 3fely 15* 16^0. at fixteen years of Age. 
He took one Degree in Arts, and determining loon 
after, Dr. Pink^ Warden ot Nexv CoUe^^ and Vice- 
chancellor, was much pleafed with his Difputadon. 
That generous Governor, as we have already had 
reafon to account him, for his kindnefs to Mr. 
Cunnifig and Barrow^ made inquiry into the Cir* 
cumftances of Mr. Brideoake^ finding his Condition 
mean, he made him Piro-Chaflain ot New College. 

He had the reputation of a good Grecian and 
Poet, which gained him the Kmg's Letters foj: 
JMaller of Arts Degree amongik many others. This he 
took Anm 1636. His Employment in Nexv College 
not being fufHcient to fupport him as Matter, he 
became Curate to Dr. John Brickendon at Wytbam 
near Oxford j and for farther maintenance was 
Correftor to the Prefs. Having a Book to correft, 
of which Dr. Juckfon^ Prefident of Corfnn Chrfti 
College, was Author, he had opportunities of being 
kftovyn to hiin, 

The 
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The Dottor having an affcflion to him, pre- 
fenteci him to the Mafterihip ot the Free- School at 
M:tMbeJltYy of which he was Patron as Prefidcnt oi 
his College. 

This School wa5 founded by Bifhop Hugh Old-^ 
bam, " He, I preftime. was the thirtieth Biihop of 
Exeter^ conlecrated jirwo 1 504. 

This Settlement brought him to be known by 
the Earl of Derby^ who received him kiudly, and 
made him his Chaplain. And he was in truth a 
Domeftick Chaplain, when he was, inter Moemay 
of Latham Houfe^ befieged by the Parliament 
Forces. It muft have been a great plcafure to at- 
tend fo gallant a Lady as the Countels, holding out 
the Houle againft the power of Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
till it was relieved by Prince Rupert. 

This brave Heroine, the glory of her Sex and 
Nation, was Daughter of the Duke de IremouiUe in 
France. Lord Clarerdon faith, She was a Woman of 
the mofi exemplary Virtue and Piety of her time. This 
was an Age of extraordinary Produftions. As 
Nature and Education had done their part to equip 
here and there a Gerius above the level even of a 
ihining Race, Providence furnifhed the fevere ex- 
periment of their exalted Virtue. 

The opportunity was more than any of them 
could have wifhed for, being fubjeft to common 
Frailty, and not affured ot their own conftancy and 
perleverance. Bue when they had palfed their 
Trials, and concluded a Life of Suffering and Dif- 
appointment, the Refleftion was the Feaft: And 
the Briars and Thorns thro' which they had made 
their way, were pleafant in the remembrance. 

One would think it fcarce poffible for mercenary 
pens to difrcbe of their Merit the Heroes oi that 
Age: That notions of Virtue and Honour Ihould 
be fo funk arid obliterated in human Breafts, as to 
fuif^sr thcfe Chaiges and Infinuations to prevaJlj^ 

which 
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which detraft from their Glory. The pious King 
is reprefented trampling upon the Libertiej of the 
Subjed i and thole that loft their Lives and Eftates 
in his defence, Aiders and Abettors of his unna- 
tural Appetite of Dominion. 

Whereas the Men that were ruined in his Caufe, 
were almoft the only ones that had Eftates to lofe, 
and the Declaimers againft Oppreffion were chiefly 
thofe who were to raile their fortunes by the Op- 
preflion ot others, who had nothing to be fpoilcd 
of till they had robbed their Neighbours. 

Who can help ihuddering at the thought of the 
Me.Tage fent to this brave Lady, defending another 
place of ftrength in the Jfle of Man. She was lum- 
iiioned to deliver it up, and the liland, by one ot 
thofe who were fitting upon her Lord's Lifei by 
one of that Committee which was fent down on 
purpofe 10 facrifice him. She had leen Cbarki \. 
murthered in cold Blood, his Forces dilperfed, hi$ 
Friends Ihutup in noifome Prifons, or fculking in 
corners to avoid the infults of a viftorious Mobb. 
She had feen the Son dragged into the Field to 
aiTcrt his Right with unequal Arms, at the in- 
ftance ot thole diftrefled Loyalifts, who begged for 
one chance more againft profperous Rebellion, 
which, if it freed them not, might give them reft 
in their Graves. 

A'ter this attempt had mifcarrled, the lad Ca* 
t^Jlrophe is defcribed by Lord Clarendon •, " They 
«' who fled out o:' WorcejUr^ and were not killed, 
»« but made Prifoners, and all the Foot, except 
" fome few Offices and Perfons of Quality, were 
*^ driven like Cattle with a guard to London^ and 
" there treated with great rigour : And many 
*^ p'^rilhed for want of iboJ, and being enclofed in 
" a little room, till they were fold to the Planta- 
** tions for Slaves, they died o"' all Difeafes. C/om- 
** mil returned in triumph, was received with um*- 
3 " vcrlaJ 
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** verial Joy and Acclamation, as if he had de^ 
•* ftroycd the Enemy of the Nation, and for ever 
** fccurcd the Liberty and Happinefs of the People. 
^ A price was fet upon the King's Head, whofe 
*^ efcape was thought to be impolfible i and order 
<« taken for the fiarl of Derfyy and ftich other 
** notorioifi prifoners as they had voted to de- 
^« ftruftion. * 

*^ The Eari of Derby was a Man of unqueftioii- 
*« able Loyalty to the late King, and gave dear 
*' teftimony of it belorc he received any Obliga- 
*^ tions from the Court, and when he thought 
«« himfelt difobliged by it. This King in his firft 
*• year fentt him the Carter, which in many re- 
*« Ipefts he had cxpefted from the laft. And the 
*^ lenfe of that Honour mad« him fo readily com- 
^' ply with the King's: conimands in attending him, 
<< when he had no confidence in the "Under- 
" taking, nor any inclination to the Scots^ who he 
*^ thought had too much guilt upon them in 
** having deprcffed the Crown, to be made In- 
" ftruments of repairing and rettoring it. ^— 

" Nor did their Malice abatetillthey had reduced' 
^^ that Lady, a Woman of very high and princely 
^« Extraftion, being the Daughter of the Duke de 
^' TremoiHt in Franccy and of the moft exemplary" 
*^ Virtue and Piety of her time, and that whole 
" moft noble Family to the loweft penury and 
*^ want, by difpofing, giving, and felling all the 
^^ Forame and Eftate that ftiould fupport it." 

Is a Defamation of thefe glorious Heroes enter- 
tainment for Engli/h ears? Do they croWd in with 
their Encouragement to fupport and patronize the 
Butchers and Executioners of Reputation ? Shall 
every one that hangs out a Sign for the Suppreffion 
of Virtue have a Flock about him ?

There 
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There are yet for the honour of the prcfcnt Age 
enough to maintain a juft Contempt and Detefta« 
tion ot thefe celebrated Performances: Who are 
above Bear-garden Entertainments, and look down 
upon the Defilers of what is venerable, with an an- 
tipathy due to infolence and Atheifm. 

Mn Brideoake in thele imhappy Circumfiances^ 
took all the care he could of his Lord's Eftate. 
His concern for his Life was great. He follicited 
Lenthall^ Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, to 
join with other Friends in imploring the Mercy of 
the Grandees at IVefimirfier. But Mercy was out 
01:' their way. However this Zeal proved a Snare 
to the Chaplain, and led him into that Temptadoa 
which he had not firmnefs enough to reiift. 

Lentball admiring his Diligence and Application, 
and having this opportunity of oblerving his Parts 
and Dexterity, brought him over to his own fide> 
made him his own Chaplain, and Preacher at the • 
JRoUs. For this the Speaker bore the reproaches of his 
Fellow-Labourers, as fhewing kindnefs to a Malign 
nant. Soon atter, by UntbaW^ encteavours, .Mr, 
Brideoake obtained the Vicarage of Witney in Ojc- 
fordjhirey in the neighbourhood ot Burford^ where 
was LentJ^aWs Seat that he had purchafed of Lucisu 
Lord Falkland. He got by the fame Intereft the 
Rcttory annexed to the Vicarage, which had beca 
leafed out, probably after the Method ot Qjieen 
Elizdbetb^s Days. For then were many of the bdt 
Livings in England let out for a number of years 
into Lay^hands, cut of which fome fmall modicum 
was reJerved tor a Vicar. Amongft thefe was the. 
rich Parfonage of H,%t field in Hertford/hire. Againft 
this practice there was an Aft of Parliament after- 
wards obtained. 

The zeal Mr. Bridco.ike Ihewed for the Times, 

and his diligence in outvying the loudcft of his 

Brethren in their own way, recommended hm 

3 i'arther 
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farther to the Church of St. Bartholomew behind the 
Royal Exchange. Here he acquitted himlelt fo 
much to the Satisfaftion of the Leaders of the 
Presbyterians^ that in March 14. 1559. he was by 
Aft of Parliament appointed one of the Commil- 
fioners for the approbation and admiffion of 
Minifters of the Golpel. 

Then came the day when his Parliament Honour 
gave place to the Reftauration of the King, and 
Rc'eftablifliment ot the Church. Nor was that 
Day without Joy to him. He could, indeed, re^- 
joke with tbofe that rejoiced, rather than any more 
weep with thofe that wept. He was not fo much 
taken with the beauty of Dilorder and Confufjon, 
as to be a fecondtime ftript. Nor would he dil* 
pute iigainft Providence, which, by his new re- 
ceived Notions, gave Soundncfs and Orthodoxy to 
the Tenets of the Learned. 

He had a good way ot thrufting and Iqueezing, 
and elbowing himfelr into Preferment. So in the 
infancy of this happy State, when .the ftarved 
Cavaliers were content with the Snnihine and the 
ehear/ulnefs of their long-wiflied for Hofy^day, in 
fteps a new-vampt Irier to a Canonry ot WtndfoTy 
and Chaplainihip to his Majefty. 

Let not the Monarch be abufed for want of 
Moderation, who thus humbly took in the over* 
rich Supporters of falling Enthufiafin, fat with the 
Spoils of Church and Univerfities: Who fufFered 
himfelf to be gamed, againft hi^ own Senfe and 
Experience, to the taking into his bofom thofe who 
had preached him out, and turned his faithful 
Clergy out of doors : Who was perHiaded to leave 
many of that Learned and Loyal Body to ftruggle 
with Penury and Contempt, that he might prove 
the tendernefa of his Confcience, by letting in their 
Perlecutors to equal ihare of his Royal Favour. 
He did it with defign to draw the Flock after their 

Leaders 
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Leaders into Submiffion and Uniformity. And 
when Conlcience had nothing to plead but the 
Impofition of Ceremonies, conteifealy not unlaw- 
lirf, he might have hoped for a luitable fruit of his 
Labour, if there had not been an infuperable dif- 
ficulty in his way. 

This difficulty was^ that there were not Canonries 
o^Windfor^ Deaneries, and Bilhopricks enough for 
all the Candidates, elle we may believe they might 
with as little Squeamilhnels have come up to 
Dr. Br'tdeoakCy as before he had gone down to 
them. 

Form the year 1660. he was created Doftor; 
and claimed the great Living of Standi/h in Z/^k- 
cajhp'e of the Gift of his Patron the Earl of Derby ^ 
out of which the Triers had kept him, in the days 
of his Mafler Oliver. 

In September 1667. he was made Dean of SdHf- 
bury in the room ot Dr. Richard Bayly deceafed : In 
1674. Biihop of Cjichefter, fucceeding Dr. Peter 
Gunning tranilated thence to Ely. With this be 
kept his Canonry of Windfor in Commendam to Ws 
death. He died fuddenly in the Vifitation of his 
Diocefe, OS, 5. 1678, was buried at Windfer in 
Srafs Chapel, joining on the South-fide to the 
outer Chapel ol St. George. 

His Statue in Alabafter, with the Pontificalia^ 
was carved on an Altar "J'omb, and an Infcription 

put up by his Lady, Daughter of Sir Saltoif^ 

ftal ot Okenden in Ejjex^ as follows, without any 
regard to that Chalm between Lord ^erty's death, 
and the King's enjoying his own.

There is one remarkable Paflage of this Prelate's 
Life, that as Lentball had been the Inftrument of 
fcdncing him from his Duty, he was the Man to 
whom Lentball applied in his Death-bed Remorle 
when Reftor of Witney. The account is taken 
from the Biihop's own letter written from Oxford. 
Some part of this is to be found in Wood^ but more 
at large in Biihop's Kennet'^s Hiftory, * 

The Healing Parh'ament had, on the nth ot 
"JutiCy voted that, " IVilliam Lentball ht oneoifthe 
*^ Twenty to be excepted out of the general Aft 
" oi Indemnity and. Oblivion •, To fufFer fuch 
*« Pains, Penalties, and Forfeitures (not extending 
*^ to Life) as Ihall be thought fit to be inllided 
« by an Aft hereafter to be made for' that pur- 
« pofe.'^ 

The Sentence, when that Aft was made, was 
foftened to thisj " That if he the feid IVilliam 
«^ Lentball J Ihould -after the firft of 5e/?femfcer i6tfo. 
** accept or exercile any Office Ecclefiaftical, Civil, 
«^ or Military, he ihould to all intents and purposes 
<« in Law, ftand as if he had been totally excepted 
« by name in the laid Aft," He obtained a 
general Pardon, and was Evidence againft Scot the 
Regicide when he was tried for his Life. 

It is Ihrewdly lulpefted, that having been ufed 
to receive Gratuities, he knew where to . place 
them : And that a little of his Money wifely laid 
out, procured him a peaceable opportunity of rolling 
in the reft j whilft the Cavaliers, who had been 

• Page 2j-^. 
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fleeced by him and his Affociates, ate the Bread 
ot affliftion, and faw their Polfellioiis corifirmed 
to the Ufurping Invaders. 

He retired to his Houfe at Burfordy and there feti 
up for a Patron of the Clergy, and a Lover of 
Learning. He built a neat Chapel, arid lived in 
great Decorum. So that at latt a Plunderer of chei 
Loyalifts was the better for the Reltauration, as it 
iecured to him the enjoyment of his ill-gotten^ 
Treafure, Which Times of Anarchy and Levelling 
would probably have deprived him of. 

The Bifliop's Letter is this ; " When I came 
*^ into his pretence, he told me, Ht xvas v&y glai 
*^ io fee me, for he had txvo great Works to do^ and t 
" wuft ajftfi him in both ^ to fit his Body for the Earth, 
*' a^d bis Soul for Heaven : To vvhich purpofe he 
^' defited me to pray with him. I told him the 
** Church had appointed an Office at the Vifitation 
♦« of the Sick, and I muft life that : '' He faid, 
** TeSy he chiefly defired, the Prayeps of the Church i 
*^ wherein he joined with great fervency and devo- 
*^ tion. After Prayers he defired Abfolution : I 
*' told him I was very ready and willing to pro- 
^^ nounce it j but he muft firft come to a Chriffiaii 
<* Confeffion and Contrition for the Sins and Fail-* 
^' ings of his Life: WcUy Sir^ faid he, ^eninJkiUl 
«^ me to my Duty. I defired him to examine hisLif6 
<* by the Ten Commandments, and wherein he 
*« found bis Failings, to fly to the Gofpel fot 
*^ Mercy, Then I read the Ten CommadmentS 
*^ in order to him, mentioning the principal Sitfs . 
« againft each Commandment. Td pals by other 
•« things (under the Seal of this Office^ when t 
** came to the Fifth Commandment and remerabred 
** him, that Difobedience, Rebellion, and Schifiit 
** were the great Sins againft this Commandment t 
** r«, Siry faid he, there'i my trouble, my Difobe^

^ I corifefs rvitb SJVLy I held their clothes wbilft

*' / never confented to fciy Death i / ever frayed and 
*^ endeavoured what I could agctinjl it j but 1 did too

^^ 1 then defired him to deal freely and openly 
** in that bufinefs, and if he knew any of thotc 
«* Villains that plotted or contrived that horrid

<^ to thM bufinefs ^ his Soul never entred into that

<* went from the Parliament to the Army ^ that Jpro^

^ After this I remembered him, that the Fathers 
" of the Church alfo had been barbaroufly mur- 
" thered tind ruined, and asked whether he had 
" any hand, or gave any confent therein ? He an* 
** fwered. None i For he alvi^ays did believe that ^Ms 
^^ the Primitive and heft Government of the Churchy 
'^ and faid. He died a duttful Son of the Church of 
" En^and, as it was eflablijhei before thefe TtM€s^ 
^* for Ife bad not yet jeen the Alteration of the 
^ Liturgy. 

" Alter this Office, in which he ihcwcd him- 
*^ fclf indeed a very hearty penitent, he again de- 
^* fired the Abfolutioii of the Church, which I 
^^ then pronounced, and which he received with 
** much Content and Satisfa^ion: For^ fays he, 
*• now, now indeed do I find the Joy and Benefit ef 
^^ that Office which Chriji bath left in his Church. 
^^ Then praying for the King, That he might 
" long and happily reign over iis, and for the peace 
" of the Church, he again defired Prayers. The 
*^ next day he received the Sacrament, and after 
^* that Work I defired him to exprefs hiralelf to 
" Dr, Dickenfon (a learned Phyfician, Fellow of 
.^^ Merton College, who received the Sacrament 
«« with him) concerning the King's death, becaule 
*< he had only done it to me in Confeffion i which 
^ he did to the fame effefl as he had to rtie. The 
« reft of his time was (pent in Devotion, and 
" penitential Meditations to his very laft. " 'Tis 
obiervable he died upon the memorable third Qt'

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Without cntring farther than becomes one into 
the Penitence of a dying Perfon, or the Secrets 
committed to his Confclfor, it may be obferved -, 
That this Confeflion is^ a laboured and ftudiedl 
Piece*, That if he made it at that time, it muft 
Jiav? been provided at fome hours fitter for the 
compiling ah Oration or Apology. For of llich a 
kind it is, palliating the Crime of being a Leader 
in Rebellion, with deference to other Judgments, 
and defigning Good or a IdFer Evil in combinatiori 
yfith the greatefl Mifcreants upon Earth. 

Nor is there at laft one hint towards Retribu- 
tion, which the ConfefTor had been under no obli- 
gation to conceal in (6 frank a Declaration as hp 
had made. Of all the ill-gotten Fortune that was 
treafiired up, here is not a word toward the refli- 
tution of the whole or of any part; to particular 
iPerfons injured, or to the injured Body : >Jot a 
word of Benefaition to the Poor, which theRubrick 
enjoins every Priefl in his OfHce to urge , and 
which if it had not the name of Reftitution might 
Jiave pafl^d as fuch under the general denomina- 
pon of Charity. 

He has made fomething too free with St.. Paul 
in his comparifon, who came with Authority from 
the HighrPrieft, and who believed himfelf doing 
^ good AO: in extirpating what the Jemfh Church 
determined to be Superftition. Whereas himfelf, 
in Society of Murtherers, and Prefident of that 
3ociety, propofed to the Army the bloody Qiieftion, 
in hopes it fhould be thrown out. Would Saul 
have entred himfelf in a Rebel company, met to 
bring about the death of their lawful Sovereign, 
and fatisfied Jiis Scruples with wilhing they might 
|iave grace to refift the purpofe upon which the 
xneeting was held and the engagement macle ? 
$t. Paul ipi pious humility caHs himlelt the GreaPeft 
^ §inn€rs^ b^if little thought of giving couiit?nanc? 
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to Rebels and Regicides, who ihould skrccn them- 
fclves by keepmg the Raiment^ as he had done. If 
no Acceffaries are allowed in Murther, but all are 
made Principals, fliall he that is the Mouth of an 
Aflembly of Parricides, who hath moved in the 
atfair, and never protefted againft it, nor le t the 
Company upon their cdmpleating the Icandalous 
Procefs, bring St. Paul for an example of being 
milled and deceived ? 

It is a vaft ilretch of complaifanc^ in Lord 
Clarendon ^ to perfuade himfelt^ even after the 
King was a Prifbner, " That Letithall was generally 
" believed to have no Malice towards the King, 
" and not to be without good Inclinations to the 
« Church." 

It is highly probable if he could have got his 
Money another way, the King and the Church 
might have flood where they did for him . And lo 
might perhaps everyMembcrof thatRebelliousHoufc 
have found fbmebody to make as fmart an Apology 
for him as that amounts to. Cromwell would in all 
likelihood have contented himfelf wi:h being the 
King's General, and Dr. Oiven with being Arch- 
bifliop of Canterbury ^ and thus Malice would have 
left the World inftead of Aftraa. 

l^nthall was of CromitfelPs approbation, as the 
fame noble Hiilorian obferves. * *< Cromtoell 
" having defigned him for Luck's fake, and being 
^' well acquainted with his temper, concluded that 
*^ he would be made a property in this as well as 
*^ he had been in the long Parliament, when he 
^^ always complied with tha!e Party that was moft 
^* powerful" J. 

Was not that party moft powerful that mur- 
thered the King ? Was not l^nthall their Speaker 
befofc and after ? What oppofition did he make

Letttbalt forbad a pompous Funeral, lb much as 
a Mpnuxnent, and any Epitaph except Vermi$ fum. 
And I can't but think the Biihop had better have 
dropt the account of his being plundered by the 
• Roiind Heads, who had made him fb ample amends 
afterwards. Perhaps it was female frailty to which 
.(he iH-judged Epitaph is to be afcribed. 

It is lomething extraoijdinary that John the Son 
of this WiUiam LetJthall ihould receive the honour 
of Knighthood from Charks il, who had once be- 
fore kneeled to his Predeceffor Oliver on the lame 
occafion ^ who ran with the Times as his Father 
did^ was a^Recruiter to the Long Parliament, con-r 
fented to the Trial of the King j and was a Colonel 
whilft OromwcU was Proteftor. 

The new Survey of London laith^ Biihop Bride^ 
oake gave Sixty pounds tof the Cathedral oi; 
St. PaiiFs. 
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The LIFE of 2)r. Gui Carleton, 
Bijbop of Chichester. 

E was born of ah antlent Family at 
Brampton Foot in Glijland within the 
County ot Cumberland. He had his 
education in the Free-fchool at Carlijh 
under Mr. Thomas Rohfon^ and was admitted a ^oor 
Serving Chili of Queeh's College in Oxford^ under 
the tuition of Mr. Charles Rohforiy Son ot the 
School-mafter. He was afterwards Tabarder and 
Felloxvy and in 16^^. one of the Froftors of the 
XJniverfity. 

Upon the breaking out of the Rebellion he. 
faithtuUy adhered to his Majefty's intereft, and did 
him confiderablc Service. He had a rich Living 
in the North, from which he was ejefted. Thence 
he came to Berljhire^ and was by Mr. Gravets^ of 
Hartley-Court^ prefented to the Vicarage of BHcklef- 
bury in that County, in right of his Ward Sir Henry 
Wmbcomh. The Triers dilpoflefTed him here too. 

After this Mr. Carleton w^s taken up and im- 
prifoned in Lambeth Hmfey which in thofe days 
ferved for a Jcft, 

Chey nelly in his account of Mr. ChillingwortFs 
ficknefs and death, boafts that he was maintained 
in a Palace *, for the Bilhop of Chkhejler^s Palace 
was dien turned to a prifon for. the Cavaliers.

Mr. Carleton liked not his princely Habitation fo 
Well, but he contrived means ot efcaping. His 
Wife conveyed a Cord to him, by which he was 
to let himfelf down out of a Window toward the 
. Thames^ where a Boat was to wait for him. The 
Cord was too fliort, but he trufted to it ratlier than . 
ftay where he was, and falling fome part of the 
way, diliocated a Bone. The Boat canried him off, 
and he lay concealed till he recovered, then his 
Wife was forced to iell the Bed from under her to 
pay for the Cure. Then he got on fhipboard and 
went abroad to the King, by which he merited one 
more appellation- from the Roundheads, that of 
Fugitive as well as Delinquent. 
• Thefe'Men of tender Cbnlciences drove the or- 
thodox Clergy from houfe and home, ftarved and 
dmprifoned them, (omc at Land and fome in Ships j 
and tjiofe that ran away from them were called 
Fugitives. Ati Exile and , a Vagabond are fome- 
times terms of honour. 

In the latter punifhmcnt of making Ships a prifon 
thefe tender-hearted People had two contrivances : 
Qne was to make the Prifoners lick with want of 
iVir, andNaftinefs and Lice \ the other to keep them 
in conftant fear of being lold Captives to Barbery ^ 
with which they were frequently threatned. 

Dr. Archer Reftor of Blunham in Bedfordjime^ 
whom Dr. Goodman of Uadham lucceedeJ, had 
fcarce a day of his Lite after the Reftauration, in 
which the lll-ufagc he met with on board, and thg 
Fleet prifon at London^ did not come into remem- 
brance, and the fwarnjs of Lice with which he was 
annoyed. I 

Mr. carleton^s Family were in his abfence put to 
great diftrefs, one Daughter was generoufly main- 
tained by Mrs. CravctSy the Lady of his Patron^ 
his Wife and two more at London^ partly by 
Charity, and partly by their own Labour.

What a Book of Martyrs have we of the Suifcr- 
irigs of thole that were turned out upon the Bartha^ 
lomtxv Att i Many of thefe were Intruders, and 
gave way but to the Rightful Owner, whom they 
had long kept out, and left to .ftarving. Others 
had done the fame thing by the Righttul Incum- 
bents, tho' they were worn out with iiuffering, and 
dead before this Aft took place. How much com- 
panion have we heard o\y how much tendernefs 
of Confcience fliewed to the ejefted Loyalifts ? 
Their Fifths were fometimcs allowed them by the 
Powers in being ^ but how were they in fomc 
places cut ihorc ? How in many more allowed it but 
tor a time ? How in moft never allowed, it at all ? 
There needed no more to ftop payment, but calling 
a few Names. Epithets would pay a Debt, if a 
Man were throughly charged with Malignancy, 
Witchcraft, DevUilm, 

Dr. Walkerh account of the Suffering Clergy, is 
a Record of the Mef cy of thofe times : And ought 
to ftop the Clamour of the Men ot Sixty-tvpOy and 
their Advocates. ' Had the Cavaliers no harder Teft 
put upon them than to fvyallow a few indifferent 
Things? Things that nobody would have looked 
for any finfulnefs in, and when they did look for 
it could find norie^ but that they were commanded ? 
ThcCovenant and thcEiigagewer.t were made, not fot 
tJio(e that would, but for thqfe that would not take 
them. Whereas the Tells up5n the Reftauration 
are admitted to be, even by the Refufers, inno- 
cent things, unlefs they had been injoined. The 
Men of Sixty-two could not fwallow a Gmt when 
it was their turn to fwallow, yet Camels muft go 
down with the Churchmen when they are at the 
mercy of tender Confciences. 

This tendernefs it fe^ms regarded only them- 
(elves, tor they could with Confcience enough 
turn t\\^ regular Clergy tp ftarving withqut pain or 

remorfe. 
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remorfe. Even whilfl they ivcrc esiting the brcad> 
for want of which the right Owner was ftanring, 
wCx hear n3thmg of their Bowels comforting the 
diftreifed. This we hear not from the hands of 
the Cavaliers, who would gladly h*ve gathered the 
Crumbs from their Table: Nor from the Writers 
and Defenders of Nonconformity. They could 
find Scripture for diftreiSng Malignants, none fix 
relieving them. 

To give but one inftance out of the numbers I 
ntight quote from Dr. Walker ^ : We have in the 
Life of Mr. Fiers^ Archdeacon of Taunton^ an ac- 
count of the low ftate to which the Clergy of 
thofc parts were reduced. " Mr. Tiers was forced 
** to dirafli in a barn tor his Livelihood : He hath 
^ been often feen at Ilminfier fitting in the Market 
^* there with a Cheefe upon his knees. He went 
*^ about the Country with a little paiiltry Horft to 
^ fell Tobacco. He went to Taunton Market to 
" fell Apples, and fometimes went a . mile for a 
*^ Pitcher ot Whey to keep himfelf from ftarving. 
^ Mr. Archdeacon Tiers ^ Mr. Tar It on the fequeftred 
^ Minifter of nm'wfier^ and other deprived Clergy- 
.*« men,^ were reduced to fuch neceffities, that they 
*- have been feen fitting together eating Bread and 
^ Salt, and drinking Water, none of them having 
** a penny to buy beer. Mr. Tiers was put into 
*' priibn for being Godfather to Mr. Tarlton^s 
^ child bccaufe it was named Ch.irles -^ Mr. Tarlton 
** called to account for chriftening his own Child 
M according to the Church of England.'^ - 

If there is not Witchcraft in Rebellion and En- 
thufiafm, where ihall we find it ? It unmans, it un- 
chriftens, it turns human creatures into Cannik^ls y 
fets them to devour their own Species, to rejoice 
in their affliftions, at the fame time it gives itfelf 
ib tender an epithet.

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Mr. Carleton after the Reftauration was made 
Chaplain to the King, created Doftor in jiugufi 
1660^ and Dean of Carltfie in the place of Dr. 
Combrr Mafter of Trinity College in Cambridge^ fomc 
ywrs before dead. The fame year he was inftalled 
Prebendary of I7Kr&^w. 

In the year 1671. he was advanced to the See 

of Briftol upon the death of Dr. IroxfidCj and held 

•his Prebend in Contmendam. Thence he was tran- 

flated to the Biflioprick of Chicbefiir void by the 

death of Dr. Brideoake. 

Dr.' Carkton died at Weftminfier during his atten- 
dance in Parliament. He was buried in the Cathe- 
dral Church o^Chichefter in JTw/y 1685. 

He was Kinfman to Dr. George Carleton his Pre- 
deceffor in this See, who died about the year i628. 
whom Biftiop Montagu fucceeded. Dr. Heylin 
writes him Charleton. 

Our Ajfemhly-man CheyneUy In his Libel upon 
Mr. Chillingvportb^ mentions a Parliament Captain^ 
with what he would have the World think, 
honour : « Captain Henry Carleton^ the Antipre- 
'< latical Son of a learned Prelate, a Man of a 
^ bold prefence and fixed refolution^ who loves

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The LIFE of 2)r. John Lake, 
Bijhop ^Chichester. 



[ E was born at Halifax in rorifhire^ the 
Son of Thomas Lake of that place i 
Three years he was of the publick 
_ Grammar School ot Halifax. At 
years old he was admitted of St. Jobn^s 
College in Cambridge^ December 4. 1637. under 
Mr. Cleveland^ for whole memory he retained a great 
reverence, as he did a regard to the Society. 

His Tutor Mr Qevdand was expelled with the 
rert of the Royalifts, He, if I am not miftaken, 
is the Author of thofe Poems amongft which is 
that of TToe Rebel Scot. 

Mr. Lake, when he was Batchelor of Arts, was 
ihut up in his own College, then a prifon tor the 
Cavaliers 

This puts me in mind of a little Story i Bifliop 
Gunning made a yearly entertainment for all chat 
- were, or had been Members of St, John's. A 
Gentleman appeared at it whofe Converlation being 
agreeable to thole that fat next him, a Whifpcr 
went about to enquire his Name. It came at 
length to the Bilhop, who after dinner asked him 
if he were of that College. He aniwered, For the 
time he belonged to it he ftudied very hard, and 
never once went out of the Gates. His explana- 
tion, Thftthe was a Cavalier imprifoned there, who 

re- 
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retained an aiteftion for the Society, added to his 
Welcome. 

Mr. La\t efcaped from his G)nfinement and got 
to the King at Oxford. He went into the Army, 
and there continued four years, and was in forae 
of the hotteft of the Service. He was one of 
thcTe that held out Bafing-Houfe for the King; 
and afterwards Walingfordy one of the beft Garifons 
that was furrendred.. His nattfiral Courage was 
hardnedby experience-, Danger and Suffering was 
become habitual to him ; He had more than once 
been in the loweft and moft difconlolate ftate, and 
had arrived at a Conftancy hardly attainable but 
by long training t6 it. 

The Affair of Baftng is one of the top proofs of 
Cavalier Glory. The Conduft and the Relolution 
iheyfn in its Relief by Gage^ is equal to any thing 
in our Hiftories which hath turned the fate of 
Empire i only that this was like Cato in his Senate 
at Vtica^ oppofing Cafarean Fortune ; 

. Greatly falling with a falling State. Pope; 

The happinefs of great Aftions dependsr upon 
the Number, not the Succeis of the Enterprizers. 
If every one of a fmall Body were able to chace a 
thoufand, that could bring no advantage to their 
Arms, if there were Thoulands enough to devour 
the in afterwards. Kor does the finking Hero find 
room in common breafts for efteem: The For- 
tunate only, by whatever fteps advanced, com- 
mands their applaufe. Succefs has, for the punifh- 
ment of Mankind, always appeared with luch at-> 
traftive graces, as if, like the Sun, it Ihined by 
divine defignatiou. The Poet had no intention to 
reprefent the Vanquiflied as Atheifls, when he faid,

3 . I^^ 
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la Ti-agedy indeed^ in fidion, a Sufferer's part 
well wrought up, brings Credit to the Poet and 
the Attoc both : When Ambition, Cruelty, Breach 
of Faith is expofed to make the Conqxieror detetb- 
ablc. Here the Scene is altered, the Poet being 
indeed the Conqueror, levelling the great Works of 
fuccelstul Ambition, ^nd fetcing up a figure tallying 
with the fofteft paffions of the Audience. 

Thus ftately Edifices, erected to perpetuate a 
Kame, are looked at with pleaiure, as they 
refleft honouf upon the Country which produced 
the Builder. Yet, when by defert or artifice, 
the Owner is rendered a SejaimSy with what eager 
refentment does the Turba Remi fall upon the brick 
and ftones, in which they can lee no more of the 
antient beauty than in the features ol^ their Mafi^ 
in dii grace f 

The relief of Bafifig-Houfe is at large in Lord 
Clarendaw^ who (aith.upon it •, " It was confeiTed 
*^ by Enemiesy as well as Friends^ that it wa« as 
" foldierly an Aftion as had been performed in the 
** W^r on either Side i and redounded very much 
** to the reputation oi the Commander:'* 

The gallant Defence the Garrifoa had made, 
and their luccefsful Rallies in conjundion with the 
Oxford ?€iTtyy that railed the Siege, encourageAthem 
to give an Aniwer afterwards to CromvpeWs impe* 
rious Summons, which was like themfelves. But 
he, like himlHf, upon florming the place put moft 
of the Garrifon to the Sword. 

This Ailion defeats him of a pretence- to that 
Bravery the noble Hiftorian allows coupled with his 
Wickednefs. Boldnefs was the brightcft Epithet 
he had a right to, and that his Hypocriiy proves 
he fhewed to God, as much as his ungenerous 
cruelty to Men proves his want of the other*^ 

Mr. Lahy not terrified with this barbarity, enters 
the Lifhs again at iVallin^ford^ where he had Uis 

reafon 
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reafon to hope for Succours. But he knew how 
to ^vckrjiantim mori to the abjeft ftate of a ftript 
Cavalier, with the mark of Cam about him, that 
every Man that law him would flay him j that is, 
have the fatistafliioa of feeing him ftarve. He 
was now to go thro' t;he much more difHcult part of 
his Pilgrimage i to keep up a trembling Life, t6 
be an example of Patience in an inhofpitable Age. 
This Service however it did him, to lecure him 
from low and unmanly compliances for the time to 
come i and thus the Field is fometimes a Nurlery 
for Martyrdom. 

When the Engagement was put upott hint he 
refufed it with the fame Refolurion he had done 
the Covenant, though by this tim.e Arguments were 
formed for the doing it^ of much greater force than 
were produced for the Covenant ; the chief of 
which feems to have been, that the Royal Caufe 
was more lame and weak than before. 

Mr. Lake was in Epilcopal Orders before the. 
Reflauration. After it he was prefented to the 
Vicarage of Leeds in Torifhire. He was oppoled in 
his Induction by realbn of his Loyalty : The mean- 
ing of which muft be, that there was fome dilpute 
of Patronage, and lomebody pretending to the 
Right of Prefenting, to whom he was, on that 
account, unacceptable. 

He preached the firfl Symd-Sermon at Turk afteif 
the Reftauration. Dr. Hitch^ afterwards Dean ot 
Tori, having obtained of it, lent it direftly (with-- 
oitt the Author's knowledge) to Dn Sheldon Bifliop 
of London. The Bilhop fent for him to Town, 
and removed him to the Reftory of St. Botolph'^s 
Bifhopfgate* At this place he contrafted a friend- 
ihip with Dr. Sandcroft^ afterwards Archbifhop. 
In i658. he was inftituted to the Reftory of Preft- 
fiych in Chefljire. In 1670. he was removed to Tbrjt, 
and had the Prebendary of Friday-Tlorp. He was 

Q, Re- 
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Refidcntiary there, and ufeful to the Qiiirch in 
alferting her Liberties, and recovering her Rights, 
and maintaining Order and Decency. In 1680. 
Archdeacon of Cleveland. On a bhrove-Tuefday the 
Mob preifed into the Church in great numbers, 
and the noife was great. He went from his Seat in 
the Choir, pulled off their hats, and admonilhed 
them to come in and join in the Service, or to go 
out of the Church. They went out daunted, but 
burft open the South-door again though faftned 
with iron-bars. They followed him home infult- 
ing him, pulled up the rails before his Houle and 
the Deanry, beat down the Wall, and pulled off 
the Tiles. Capt. Honyvoood the Deputy-Governor 
came to his affiftance. He would not ftir from off 
the ground, but faid he was unwilling any body 
elie ihould be endangered. 

He was by the Earl of Varhy made Bifhop of 
Marty to which he was confecrated. Then he was 
removed by King Charles 11. to the See of BriftoU 
The Archbilhop was reckoned the chiet inftaiment 
in his Preferment, having obferved his vigour in 
admiriftring the Dilcipline of the Church, heap- 
pointed him Vifitor of the Diocefe of Litchfield 
and Coventry. 

In the Duke of MonmoutWs Rebellion he was 
fent down by King James to Briftol He was forced 
to be carried into his Coach, being under a Fit of 
the Gout, and narrowly efcapcd the Rebels. Upon 
this he was made Bilhop of Cincbefter. 

He held an Archiepifcopal Vifitation with the 
hi&iop oi Rochejler 2it Salisbury^ who writes, '* That 
^^ they compolcd feveral Differences and Animofi- 
«* ties', and rellored Peace and Unity to that 
•* Church. He was one of the leven Bilhops in the 
" Tower. He died in ^«/«/J 1689. 

This Prelate, with his Brethren, who were de- 
prived upon the Revolution, are yeiy hardly 
i: ' '" " " treated 
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treated, being acciifed by the Stuartine of Treafon 
againll King Jamcz ^. 

When I lee the load of Dirt and Scandal thrown 
,at fecond'hand by the Stuciytine and other Authors 
of, his ftamp, at the Biihops and Clergy, I can't 
but think it highly necellary to examine into the 
Authorities whence the charge is brought. I don'c 
indeed find, but the Retailers of Scandal are well 
enough approved to many of their Readers, when 
they invent and broach it thcmfelves. but lince 
they think fit to quote Names fometimes, and to 
plead for credit upon other bottoms than their own, 
let us once more lee the Foundation on \yhich they 
build. 

The Bifliop of SarunCs Htjlory of his omt Times^ 
is a Fund which fupplies them upon all emergencies. 
If they want fomething to throw at Monarchy or 
Monarchs, at Church or Churchmen, there they 
have it. So that as often as a new Hiftory comes 
out, a Procefljon is as requifite as thole that are 
to keep in memory the Bounds of every Parifh. 
The encroachments made upon Truth, by one 
Man, being marked and fet out, may prevent the 
milchief they will othcrwile do when they are 
taken up by another. 

This performance of the Bilhop has been ex- 
amined by a .Kinfman of his, perhaps the moft 
proper perfon alive to give the World a juft notion ^ 
of the Work and its Author. A part ot this I have 
met with in print, the Title Page loft, but by the 
Advertifement or Pretace, it appears to be from the 
fam* hand which wrote, T^he State of toe Church 
0/ Scotland />'ow the Redauration to the Revolution. 

He chiefly produces Fafts to let againft the 
Hiftory, the tmth of which many of his Country- 
men muft know. And though he has feverely^

Q.2 treated 
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treated that forward and bluftring Spirit obfenrabic 
in his Kinfman from the beginning to the end of 
his Life, he has extended Candour to the utmoft 
ftretch. And if, after all, the Charafter is black, 
it muft be allowed by fair Judges that he has not 
made the worft of it. 

There is a Rule in Law^ which will be good to 
the end of the World •, Nemo plus Juris ad alium 
transferre poteft quam ip/e habet. Such a Rule as 
this will lerve as well for Hiftory 5 A flory told 
from one to another a thoufand times over, hath 
ji»ft as much Credit as the firfl Relater can give it, 
and no more. I mean a fimple Relation upon the 
faith of the Relater, without any proof. Yet^ 
according to a perverfe Judgment, much in faftiion, 
the oftner it's told the more 'tis believed. *' Such 
** a thing was common Talk j it was in every 
*^ bodies Mouth •, it is in Print ', there have been 
^ Books and Ballads made of ft ! " Where, I 
pray, have there been fo many Lies propagated as 
in Print ? Even the Lies of a Day, as they arc 
called, are in Print. Whoever undertakes to in- 
fluence a number of Men, has this furefl oppor- 
tunity of coming at the moft of them. And the 
thing comes with a fort of Affeveration that a 
Man has hardinefs enough lo to publifli. 

As long as Modefty was an Epidemic Virtue this 
Confideration had fome weight, that a Man would 
ftand in awe of expoling himfelf to be tried and 
examined- But fince the End has been chiefly in 
view of a great part of Writers, they were not 
concerned at any Cenlures upon the means. One 
building being pulled down that was ofFenfive, or 
another let up that might be of advantage, what 
matter for the Scaffolding ? 

Impreflions once made will laft. It is obfervablc 
of unprejudiced and dilinterefted people that have 
told a ftory a3 they had beard it, for (iUverfioa merely 

^" ^^^ 
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and entertainment of Company, they are unwillingly 
brought to make enquiry and prove it falfe. 
Much more are thofe engaged in fupport ot a Falle- 
hood, who have made ufe of it to bring over 
others to their Opinion, or to confirm them in it. 
They have thought the thing true, and as fuch 
have lent it abroad, and if ever it is proved other- 
wife, they are in fome danger of being the reputed 
Father of it. 

FergufoHy of plotting memory, has fpoke the 
Senfc of his brother Hiftory-makers : A ihort ac- 
count of it we have in the Pamphlet I aft men- 
tioned. ^ 

Some alive are able to fay whether the thing 
was done or not, and if it was done, there's no 
difpute of the Wickednefs of the Undertaking, 
becaufe the Credit of the Undertaker lay at ftake, 
which he never thought fit to clear, or to do any 
thing towards it. 

Fergufon penned and printed (in Holland) a 
Book in quarto, which he intitled, *^ God^s Judg- 
*'• ments impending on Great-Britain. It was art- 
** fully written, with great Airs of pious Zeal ; 
^ The whole Imprcflion, except a few Copies 
*^ difperfed at Amfterdamy was committed to the 
" care of one Capcain JoneSy an Independant, very 
*' much difatFefted to the King and Government ; 
^* by his art and cunning they were all conveyed 
*^ to London without dilcovery, and from thence 
*^ fpread through the Nation j fome were fent 
^^ down to Scotland^ where it occafioned a fccret 
<* Whifpering and Murmuring."

To this Relation it may be objefted, That it 
depends upon the veracity of Mr. Roberts, and the 
veracity or the Reverend Gentleman that writes 
the Pamphlet. 

As to tUe firft point, the publifliing fuch a 
Book as, Cod's Judgment^ impending on Great- 
Britain, (here are Hundreds alive that muft know 
it to be true if it be true : For the latter, it's plain 
Mr. Eergufof?^ nor any body elfe, fince Brad-- 
don, has thought it worth while to move in the; 
prpof of tJi? larr? b^iftg niufth^red^ though the 
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Courts have been open to them, and they have had 
no reafon to fear a diicouragement. 

1 mention this of Fcrgufon^ to fhew farther, that 
Another ot the Forgeries he broached in the fame 
Libel againft the Duke of Torky is taken up at 
fecond-hand by my Lord of Sayuniy and fent down 
to Pofterity with his Say-fo to confirm it, that, 
even Dead, he may be carrying on the Good Old 
Cauje.

He pretends to 
a proof from a noble Family of Scotland •, which 
when he has given with the ufual form, A fiory 
was fst about y and generally believed^ he then throws 
in an Objeftion to this Story, of more weight than 
the Story itlclf, and that is. The Lord denied the 
whole fif the Story very folemnly. Thus he takes up 
his Readers, and lets them down again in a 
frolick. 

The Bifliop lived to fee this refuted in the birth 
of feveral Dukes and Dutcheffes long before the 
Renowned Hiflory was wrote, which may con- 
vince one of the Mala Stamina of his Mind de- 
rived firom his Mother's Family.

Such a Hiftory as this, Of his own TtrmSy tho' 
fworn to in the Preface, I'eenis an attempt to divert 
a certain Party oi men, by making their Adver- 
feries ridiculous. Things are affirmed upon Hear^ 
fay, SuJpicion, Probability, Spite i Ibmetimes 
without any of the liifl: three, as if the Under- 
taking were but to keep them trom fleeping beforQ 
bed-time •, or upon fome fiich laudable reafon as 
the Turkijh 5()y, RoVtnfon Cmfoe^ or Arabian Tales : 
With this remarkable difference, that th? Authors 
laft mentioned only get our Money, and keep us 
waking, whereas we had better be afleep than 
treated with poifonous Scandal, either blending 
Good with EviJ, or recommending Evil under the 
appearance of Good. 

His Kinfman's Cenfure upon one part of his 
Preface follows \ ^^ The third particular to be 
^* obferved here, is the Declaration he makes of 
^' Impartiality and ftrid adherence to Truth, of 
<« which he gives two proofs. The firft is a 
^« Solemn Appeal to God^ the Searcher of hearts. 
«* This is a nice point, and fhould be tenderly ex- 
*^ amined ; It is to be inferred from hence, that

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*^ rcmembring that Warning given, Judge not^ See. 
" And yet neither can the other Inference be j^d- 
" mitted-, fortheErrors, Falfehoods, andMiftakes 
" wKTch the Author was capable to have reftified : 
^* I lay, thefe are evident objeftions againft the 
** Impartiality of this Hiftory. How then muft 
*' this nice point be decided ? And how can this 
*^ matter be taken up ? I know no otherwife than ' 
^^ by faying. That he was fometimes over-credu- 
^^ lous, and too baftily believed Trutli on that 
*^ Side which his Inclinations favoured •, and was 
*' alfo often blinded and milled into both im- 
*^ prudent and falfe things by exorbitant Paffions, 
" deep Prejudices, Perfonal Engagements, and

^* Mr. Surnety Minifter of Saltoriy having by his 
*' rambling up and down, picked up* all the filly 
" Clamours and idle Stories among the Presby- 
^* terians, and alfo heard fome material grievances 
*^ complained of by Ibme judicious Perlbns of the 
** Epifcopal perfuaiion, he refolveth to chaise all 
^* home upon |:he Bifhops by a Letter to each of 
** them -^ and accordingly writes fourteen Letters, for 
** there are fo many Biihops in Scotland. I fuppofe 
** each had juft fuch a copy as that fent to the 
*^ Biftiop oi AherdecYiy which was given to me. It 
^^ confifted of about three flieets of large fine Pofl:- 
'^ paper written Folio-wife. I left it behind me 
*^ with other papers which are unfortunately loft, 
" and is a lols not only to myfelf but to the 
*^ Fublick. 1 remember well it began with thefe 
** words of ElihUy I am young and ye are very oldy 
^^ vffherefore I was afraid and durft not /hew you my 
*' opimon i / faid Days fhould fpeai^ and multitude 
** of years /hould teach wifdom. But there is a Spirit 
*' in Man^ and the Infpiration of the Almighty giveth 
" them Vnderftanding •, Great Men are not always 
^^ Wifcy neither do the Aged underftand judgment, 

*' After this Preface, and fome other words for 
*^ excufing his liberty, he goes on to upbraid their 
*^ Pride and Vanity in hanging their Rooms, riding 
*' in Coaches, and having Footmen and other 
*^ Servants in, Livery ^ for marrying their Daughters 
*^ to Gentlemen rather than Clergymen, and for 
*' training their Sons to other Employments rather 
^f than the Miniftry, as if it was below them ; 
*' for keeping their Clergy at too great diflance, 
*^ as if they were not Brethren and Fellow- 
*' Labourers i for exorbitant Fees to their Clerks. 
*^ I cannot charge my memory with every par- 
^* ticular, nor yet with the order in which de- 
^* livered. There were alio fome more material 
f^ and i^iportant Articles, as not calling a general 

<^ Affembly 
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« Affembly for enabling Canons for compofing a 
" Liturgy, for not having publick Prayers at leaft 
*^ in their Cathedrals, for not refiding clofely on 
*^ their Diocetes, but ftaying too much at Edin- 
*^ bwr^b, and iTieddling witii ftatc affairs. To 
*^ make thefe and other things to be better re- 
^ ceived, he juftities his freedom by the example 
*^ of St. Bernard towards Pope£«f e»/«j, who flood at 
*« greater diflance than betwixt him and them. 
*^ He protefted that he meant well and wrote fin- 
^^ cqrely out of refpeft to their Peifons and Order, 
^^ and not to cxpofe them, and therefore would 
^* ufe no Amanuer^fts^ but be at the pains to write 
« all the Letters with his own hand, without con- 
*^ fulting or communicating the matter to any. 

" Before 1 proceed to the Etfefts of this Letter, 
*' I mult obferve, that riding in Coaches was aimed 
" only at the Archbiihop of S^ .4;^dreTP5, for none 
*' other kept a Coach, nor ufed Coaches except in bad 
'^ weather •, nor do 1 believe all that time was there 
" any other that kept Servants in Livery befides 
" Forbes Bifhop of Caithnefs •, that they frequented 
*^ Edinburgh only in time of Parliament or SeJJioHy 
" when Law-Suits obliged them : The Archbilhop 
*^ indeed was more often there than the refl, be- 
*' caufe a Counfellor, nor was any other conlulted 
^^ in Civil Affairs, neither did officioufly meddle 
•* with them. What the Secretary, or Clerk or 
*^ Regifler had for his Fees in the 5ees of St. jin-- 
*^ drewsy Glafcow^ or Edinburgh I do not remember, 
^' but in other places it was very inconfiderable : 
<^ So that all the Cofls for Utters of Orders^ CoUa^ 
** tion^ Jnfiitution^ &c. did not amount to above 
*' 20 5. or thereabouts. There were fcarce above 
^^ one or two who did not refide in their Diocefe, 
*' and thefe not far from it except the Bifhop of 
*^ the liles. As for not calling a General Affembly^ 
f^ for compofing canons and a Liturgy^ and regu- 
" ■ ' ' --- ~ ^ «• luting 
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" lating fomc other things, the fault was not alto- 
** gether in the Biihops tho' generally imputed to 
*^ them. The Secret of it was a private reftraint 
^* from the King, left fiich things ihould provoke 
^ a new Rebellion j therefore every one was al- 
•* lowed and required to try and do his beft peace- 
*« ably by his Diocefan Synods. Thus, fuppofing 
** Mr. Burnet had had fuIBcient Authority tor re- 
^ buking and cenfuring Biihops, and that it would 
" have becomed him, yet there was apparent 
** Ralhnefs, Indifcretion, and want of Judgment, 
^ in charging them heavily with things not True, 
*' or Ridiculous, or of no Moment, or what upon 
" ftrift examination could not be laid wholly at 
^^ their door. Even Superiors are blameable to 
** proceed feverely upon common Reports •, and if 
^ on that occafion they ftretch their power and 
*^ are injurious to any, they are obliged in Jufticc 
^^ to own their error, and rcftify it. But for an 
" inferior and private Perfon to infult and upbraid 
** Superiors, upon the groundlefs and malicipus 
** calumnies of their Enemies, can be neither 
*< juftified nor excufcd. Yet Self-conceit fo blinded 
*' Mr. Burnety that he could not difcern his fault 
" at that time nor yet afterwards ^ for in the re-^ 
*' lation he gives of it in his Hiftory, he both 
*« commends it and himfelf for refuting to ask 
<« pardon for it. If any private Clergyman in his 
^« Diocefe had treated him fb^ he would have 
<• brought a Scandalum Magnatum againfl him, 
<« and got him fined. 

« Upon the receipt of this Letter, the Bifhops 
« then at Edinburgh^ were convened by the Arch- 
^^ biihop of St. Andrew's to conlult and concert 
<^ what notice ihould be taken of it. All wer^ 
« highly offended that a Stripling Ihould be fo in. 
** lolent, and take fo much upon him '^ for h§ 
[^ ovyns, that th^n he was pot above three an4 

^^ twenty. 
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^^ twenty. They confidered this Action as an In- 

^* dication of a dangerous Perlon, of a turbulent 

** Spirit, who went upon falle tanatical l>^otions^ 

^ that whatever the old Prophets did by Infpira- 

^ tion, was a warrant to every private Minifter, 

** who had Authority only to inltrutt, exhort, 

^ and rebuke thofe of his own Parilh. Yet at 

^* firft they were inclinable to drop it as an Aft 

** of novitions Fervor, and indifcreet Zeal, be- 

*^ Heving it true what he ioleronly protefted, 

*' that None were privy to what he had done. 

** But behold, while under this deliberation, there 

^' was a difcovery of grofs Prevarication, which 

** mightily incenied them, efpecially Shar^ the 

^* Archbilhop, who concluded aH was levelled 

** againft him, as certainly it was chiefly, and he 

*' alio fufpefted a deeper Plot in it. For Mr. Bur- 

" wt, tearing that the Bifhops would fmother his 

^* Letter, and fo defeat his Vanity, he not only 

** imparted it, but gave Copies ot it to his Presby- 

*' terian Friends and others, which were handed 

** fecretly about the Town, yea Copies could be 

^^ purchafed for a little Money, before thofe fcnt 

^^ to fome of the Biftiops could reach them. 

*^ Wherefore it was unanimoufly agreed to flim- 
** mon him before them, which was done ; Upon 
^* his appearance he was examined on all the parts 
** of his Letter, to which he anfwered with his 
** ufual natural boldnefs-, but when his Prevarica- 
« tion was mentioned, he ftiewed Ibme Conf ufion : ^ 
«« He was treated feverely, and another day was 
<* appointed for his appearance, and for receiving 
<^ that Sentence which his Mifcarriage deferved. 
^ He and all that heard it believed it would end 
^^ in Defofition^ that is Deprivation of his Miniftry, 
^ for none except bitter enemies to the Bifhops 
^* offered to excufe it, but all condemned it. Thcre- 
j;^ fore the days of interim were taken up with 

*^ private 
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** private Application to the Bifliops by himfelf 
" and Friends, to iok^n them and to prevent 
** rigour. When the day caitie, be tore he. was 
" called 'twas debated what Cenlure flioiild be in* 
** flifted The Archbilhop infifted upon Depfttion 
** or Deprivation^ and all were ot the opinion that 
" he deierved it i but the Bilhop of Aberdeen of- 
^* fered Reafons for not infliding it at that time : 
^ He faid he was younjr, and fo reclaimable i This 
*^ was his firft fault, and he hoped the ihame of 
^* it, and a Rebuke given to it would have a great 
^* influence to engage him to take up himfelf, and 
•* to be hereafter more modeft and humble i 
*^ whereas Deprivation might harden him and 
** tempt him to join the Presbyterians, who would 
" make much of him, and by his means give 
** great difturbance to the Church. This Dif^ 
" courfe very much difpleafed the Archbifliopj 
*^ but perceiving that the Bifhop of Aberdeen's 
^^ Gharafter and Judgment had an influence like to 
** draw over the refl:, if my Memory do not fail 
*^ me, he left the Meeting in fome pallion faying, 
" My Lord^ feeing you defend this Man^ take the 
*^ Chai/y and give what Sentence you pleafe : The 
." Bifhop of -^bcr<iee» would not change his Seat, 
'* but was defired to be the mouth of the Meeting. 
" So Mr. Burnet was called in, and this Biihop, 
^* as he told me, with fome unufual warmth, 
^^ having all Indignation at his Fault, though he 
^^ was for moderating the Cenfurc of it ^ I lay, 
*^ this Bilhop fummed up the Charge againfl 
" B^rmty and laid plainly before him and the reft, . 
*^ His Pride, Vanity, and Inlolency, his falfe and 
" indifcreet Zeal, his bufy meddling without his 
" Sphere, and without a Call, his Prevarication and 
^^ RafhndTs to widen the Differences of the Church, 
" and fome other things of the like nature, for all 
^l which he juftly incurred the Cenfbre of Depofi^ 

« tion'^ 
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^^ tion •, but confidering his youth, and hoping 
*^ that he had a deep lenfe of his Mifcarriage, and 
^^ was refolved to take better hfeed to himielf^ it 
*^ was agreed, upon his humble Submifflon and 
." Acknowledgement, to lec him go with a Re- 
** buke. 1 dare not fay that Knees were exprefly 
*^ mentioned to me i but 1 always underftood it, 
*^ that he was required to confefs his faults and to 
*' ask pardon upon his Knees : And I am fure if 
*' he had retuled it. neither the Bilhop oi Aberdeen 
*' nor any other would have pleaded tor him, but 
*^ proceeded to the Sentence of Deprivation as an 
** obftinate irreclaimable perfon/' 

A few pages farther ^ may be ften the Judgment 
of this Bilhop of Aberdeen upon the perfon he had 
faved from a jufl punifliment. The publifher of 
this Pamphlet, who was the Bifhop's Nephew, 
had thoughts of writing his Life by the afUftance 
of Dr. Burnet^ or of the Doctor's undertaking ic 
himfelf •, the Bifhop flriftly forbid the Doftor's 
having any thing to do in it when the propofal 
was made. *^ Seeing you are lb earneft I Ihall not 
^' reftrain you, hoping you will do nothing ralhly, 
** and without good advice, only as you love me 
« let not Dr. Burnet be employed. This ftartled 
<« me i tor I had the Doftor in my view, therefore I 
*^ asked his reafons ^ He replied, 1 wiih' the Man 
<^ well for his Father's fake and his own : God 
*^ hath given him good parts, and he might have 
^^ been ufeftil, if he had kept by his Poft: and 
*^ Station : You young Men are too ready to fall 
« into the Admiration of Men fuddenly ^ I know 
<^ the Man better than You : He is of a hot 
« violent temper, afted by extreme palfions, which 
** clog and bear down his Judgment •, whether he 
** loves or hates he h immoderate, and either

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" praifes or difpraifes to excels. If he ihonid irt* 
*' tend to commend me, his Encomium would be 
*< worfe than a Satyr : For it would raife envy, 
«* and make all that knew xne rip up my Faults 
" and Infirmities, which would ihake you iiii- 
^* eafy : And believe me, Johriy I am apprehenlive 
•* that his end will be fiich as will not give much 
^* Credit to any whom he commends. This he 
•^ did not utter as pretending to any Second-Sight^ 
^ or Spirit of Prophecy, but from reafonable 
•* human Conjeftures, grounded upon his Prag- 
" maticalnefs, Inconftancy, readinels to quarrel 
" with publick Adminiftrations, and as great 
** readinefs to ftrike in with Perfons difaffefted to 
^ the Government* " 

When one comes to read the Biihop's own 
account of this unfortunate Aifeir after the large 
one now recited, 'tis diverting to fee his favour to 
the Bilhop oi Aberdeen above the reft, whom he 
feems however to fpeak of as a mere Stranger. 
He did not think it proper to own his good Of- 
fices, for that would have fpoiled his own rela- 
tion. But the diftinguifhing candour with which 
he treats him is beft accounted for by the pre- 
ceding Story. 

Speaking in his ufual way of the Bifhops of 
Scotland^ he fays, ^ " They fliewed no zeal againft 
" Vice i The moft eminently wicked in the 
** Country were their particular Confidents : They 
^^ took no pains to keep their Clergy ftriftly to 
** Rules and to their Duty : On the contrary, 
** there was a levity and a carnal way of Living 
** about them, that very much fcandalized me. 
" There was indeed one Scougal Bilhop of jibef'- 
** dee ft ^ that was a man of rare Temper, great 
** Piety and Prudence : But I thought he was too

^ too eary to him. " 

I ihal] produce only dne Remark More of his 
Kinfman, « It is flirewdly to be fufpcftcd, that 
'^ the publifhing this Hiftory was put off fo long, 
^< that all might be gone who could correft or coa« 
»< tradiftit/^* 

The above-recited atcoutlt of Afchblfhop Sh^fs 
Reientment bf the firft ?ap;QYal Letter of Mr. Bwmt^ 
lets us into the reafbn of that inhuman treatment 
that Prelate meets with in the Secret Hiftory. H* 
was, we find, always for Paftoral Letters^ which to 
the laft were of a piece witii the firft Produftion ; 
always Inveftives againft the Clergy % applying the 
fevere Admonitions of the Jemflj Prophets upon 
invented or upon hearfay Crimes charged upon the 
Order without Mercy or Judgment, not only againft 
Probability but againft Proof! 

This firft check to his Ambition Was hcvei' td 
be forgiven, ahd perhaps ife gave rife to the Re* 
iaowned Hiftory.

too great to be paffed by with any piinilhmeut Ids 
than was propolcd. Shall a man Libel his Su- 
periors, and come off with a Law-fetch^ that Yts no 
Jjibel becaufe he badfet his hand to itf^ Shall he 
cxpofe the Governors of the Chiirch to the con- 
tempt of the PopiJace, and by vile Slander render 
their Minifhy ineffethial ? 

It may be faid of this Crime, as it has been faid 
of another, none could be greater except the for- 
aying it. Murder and Robbery extend but to a 
fingle perfon generally, to a family at moft. One 
can't lee to the end of Rebellion and Slander. It 
may fpread over a whole Nation, and infeft even 
Pofterity. Its Mala Stamina^ like Inundation or 
Pettilence, may Ipread, and were defigned to 
fpread eveiy where. And though . Excules may be 
found for inadvertent Youth, and Allowance for 
heedlefs and unexperienced Sallies, fiich preme* 
ditated Malice can never be ranked under the 
notion of Chance-Medley. The Hand thus lifted 
up againft Authority, ought to have been for ever 
deprived of Gedit enough to effeft more mifchicf. 

His Friends would take it for a Hardihip to 
Hifpeft this effort of his Zeal might have an in-, 
fluence upon the party who murthered the Arch« 
biihop of St. Andrenl's. Admitting there was 
Fanatick Rage enough, and Anti-Epifcopal Venom 
enough ftirring to carry on fo barbarous a Defign^ 
the Crime will be no Ids of inflaming that Infernal 
Spirit, of adduig fuel to that already kindled. 

This great Author has made himfelf an ex- 
ception to the A& of Grace which in general 
People paired upon the Archbiihop. f *« This was 
^^ the difmalj6nd of that unhappy Man. It flruck 
<^ all peo^ with horror, and foftned his enemies 
<< into fome tendemefs > fo that his Memory was

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** treated with decency by thofe who had very 
^ little refpett for him during hi^ lite," 

Yet after this fine fpeech has this Author ufed 
the Reputation of this Prelate asbarbaroufly as the 
others did his Body. Perhaps their Frantick Zeal, 
as he is pleafed to call it, did not boil up to the 
degree of his Vindiftive Fury. Here was perlbnal 
Difobligation ; an Attempt to take down an Am- 
bitious Stripling •, to crop in its bloom the flower 
of the Age *, to foreftall the progrels of a Genius 
promifing Greatnels to itlelf, and fufficient proof 
of Power, 

Nemo me immune lacejjiu 

For this the Archbifliop has the blackcft Part in 
the Fable i and next to the Author's making 
himfelf the HetD of it, if we may judge by our 
eyes and our ears, it was a main defign of the 
Work. 

The Author has Ihewn his Complailance to the 
Murtherers however hardly he has treated the Suf- 
ferer. He makes it a kind of Rencounter, and 
puts it upon their Enthufiaftic Notion, Tl^at God 
bad novo delivered up their greateft enemy * into their 
hands. Whereas the thing was concerted, and 
Parties fet at every entrance to the Moor he was to 
pals over. 

He may with a good grace aflert their Malice 
not of fo long ftanding as his own, not lb old tis 
the firft Paftoral Letter^ or the intended Judgment 
upon it. 

He puts me in mind of a Petty Canon of Exeter^ 
to whom he ufed Military Force upon refufal to 
alter the Prayers at his Command till he ihould 
receive the proper Infhuftions.

Journey to London vifited the Mufical part of the 
Church of Salisbury y and was^ as uiual, asked to 
fing an Anthem at Evening Service. He was a 
Loyer of Humour, and finging the 137th Ffalmy 
threw out his Right-hand toward the Biihop's Stall, 
iind with great Emphafis pronounced the Words, 
ijf / forget Ike, If J forget Thee^ repeating it fo 
often that the whole Congregation enquired after 
the meaning of it. It was from that time ordered^ 
that no ftrange So$9gficY ihould come up more. 

Upon the whole, the Writer of the Hiftoiy of 
the Stuarts^ and the reft of his rank might have 
faved themfelves the trouble of Qiiotation, and 
might have defended themfelves from a Refiitation, 
if diey had let Authprs alone that have been blown 
at the rate this Hiftory is. They might have pro- 
fited by their Acquaintance with Secret Hiftories j 
And learned to quote Men and Stories, without 
buUdipg upon that Litera Scripta which has more 
hands to pull down than to fupport it. I don't 
aiean that the Hiftory has more Enemies than it 
has Well-wifliers : That would be fuppofing the 
Majority of the World on the Party of Virtue. 
But it hath abundantly more proof againft its Cre-^ 
dibility than hath been produced for it. And I 
can't &y but Drydenh Satire upon the whole Order 
was in one particular true, of whom perhaps he 
took meafure impudently to fit all the reft,

had the main point fo much in view as to be re- 
markably within the Defcription of Tacftus^ Cofh 
temnendis Hofiibus quam cavendts melior. 

He has made one provifion, for a Charafter 
which will never fail him, having befpoke the 
fuccefsful part of Mankind, that is, the Majority, 
fb applaud his Sentiments. The Doftrine was in- 
deed as loudly proclaimed by Hugh Peters and his 
Brethren, That Succefs was the Voice of Heaven. 
Put the Reftauration taking place of what they 
pretended the Appointment ot Heaven, there was 
a profound Silence upon that point, however clear 
before. 

The Bifliop has once more raifed it to life in his 
famous Legacy to Pofterity. '^ In a juft War in 
fphsch an jipfeal is made to God, Succefs is confidered 
as the Decifion of Heaven. 

The Doftrine of the Times was. That Succefi 
decided the Juftice of the War. His mean ng 
feems to be the (isune, though his Words are veiy 
hard to be underftood. What elfe is it that Succefs 
decides? He will not fay Succefs decides. Who 
gets the better, tor that is faying nothing.

E viras bom at fAisboorrse in Hampjhire^ 
but delcended from the antient family 
of Lucy of Cbarlcote in the County of 
IVarmck. One thing remarkable of this 
family is, that the famous Shakefpear fled from his 
Country for a Deer-flealer, being under prolecution 
lor robbing Mr. Lucy^s Park. Getting to London 
he ftruck in at the Play-Houfe, and became at 
length a Compofer of Plays, in which he is al- 
lowed to excel. This is the more extraordinary, 
becaufe he has not followed thofe Rules Horace 
has given for Time, Place, and Addon, which 
from no other Author would be borne. It cannot 
be that he was ignorant of them, being fo much 
a Maftcr in all other parts of his Art : And having 
certainly obferved the exaftnefs by which other 

Writers 
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Writers (quared their performances to thefe Rules* 
It muft be, that he tbund they would cramp his 
Gknius, and t;hat he had in his own way an op- 
portunity ot ihewing himfelf more to advantage 
than he could hatve done in a regular Confine- 
ment 

For his fake I imagine Horace would have re^ 
traded his otherwife never to be dilpenled with 
Law, if he could have forefeen fb beautiful, and 
at the lame time irregular productions of imcom« 
mon talents: 

Natursfieret Utudabik carmen^ an arte^ 
Quafitumeft: Ego nee jhidium fine diviteveni, 
J^ec rude quid profit video ingemumm,^-^ 

Mr. iMcy was entred Commoner of Trinity Col* 
lege in Oxford as a Knight's Son, A$k i6io. He 
took one Degree in Arts : Then went to London 
and fludied the Common Law at Lincoln^^Inn. 
Afterwards he went to Caius College in Cambridge^ 
lived feveral years upon his Efiate, and took 
Batchelor of Divinity's Degree. The King recom* 
mended him to the Duke of Buckingham for }?is 
Chaplain, and faid he would himfe^ have a ire^ 
gard to him. Sometime after he had the Degree 
of Doftor of Divinity conferred upon him, to 
facilitate which he had the King's Letters to the 
Univ^rfity, 

He became about this time Reftor of Burghs 
Ckercy and ofJHigb-Cleere in jHampfl)ire : Who was 
his Patron for thefe Livings I do not find. He 
fuf&red the fate of other Loyalifts when the Rebels 
prevailed, to be firft difturbed, then fequeftred. 
Upon the Reftauration he w^s niade Biihop of 
St. Davids^ in which See be continued till his 
death; An. itf77- being 86 years old. He lies 
l)uried in the Collegiate Chiirch of Brechnoci. An

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Mr* Richard Baxter animadverted upon this Tilenue 
junior, in the Preface to his Dilcoveiy ot the

Thofc caffed Arminiam hkve made loud com«- 
plaints of their ill ufage at the Synod ot Dort. 
Thefe are lately more at large fet forth in a piece 
written by Brandt^ and tranfla,ted into Erpi/h. la 
this it appears that the State governed the Diiputc, 
and always threw in a number of Voters to the 
Affembly, over and above what they gave out they 
would iend, a dead weight on the lide they de- 
figned Ihould prevail.

Upon the Reftauration Dr. IVomock was made 
Archdeacon of Suffolk. In 1683 he was advanced 
to the See of St. David^s upon the tranflation of 
Dr. thomas to Wcrcejter. He was confecratcd at 
LanAetb with Dr. Turner then made Bifliop of 
Jiochefier. He died in Wefiminfier March 6. 1685. 

The Arguments brought againft the Diflenters 
by this and other zealous Defenders of the Church 
are turned againft themlelves in another Age, 
They are ufed to prove the Church a Perfecuting 
Church i and that thofe who preached and wrote 
in Defence of Uniformity, were fpiriting up the 
State to infiift Severities upon fuch as excepted to 
her Communion. 

Yet 
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Yet if a Man looks at the defign of thefe 
Writings, and the conduft of the Difpute, pro- 
vided his Byes are his own, he will find reafbn 
enough to confe(s he was miflei when he took up 
the Opinion. 

I will not urge in their Defence that the Chitrc^- 
men had hopes by their Labours to convince the 
Dii&nters that their Separation was unjuftifiable. 
Prejudice had too ftrong a root to be extirpated by 
human means, elpecially lince on the other hand 
no lets pains were employed in cultivating it. It 
is too otten found by the zealous Endeavourers to 
make Converts, that their Labour is vain \ that 
it's like pouring into a bottle that is already full : 
That they had forfaken Reafon and Authority 
when th^ went off, that therefore Reafbn and 
Authority were to no purpofe urged to bring them 
back. 

But ftill there was a regard due to the Members 
of the Church. They were not to hear the perpc* 
tual Cavils ot their Adverfaries without proper 
Apologies. They ought not to be left as Sbcej 
mthouf a Shepherd^ liable to the Delufions of thoie 
who had been themfelves Deluded. The Outfide 
by which they were liable to be furprized, might 
mifleadmany a well-meaning Perfon: Tluit they 
aimed at greater Purity and Perfeftion than the 
Church enjoin'd j At a greater Indifference to the 
World, and to its Honours i And abhorred any 
thing like Empire over Confcience, forbidding 
Men to ferve God as they thought he was beft 
plealed to be ferved. 

A man that is upon this footing, fay they^ ought 
not to have an Enemy in the World •, Why then 
is he diflurbed in his pious Intentions ? 

As to the firfl part of this. Endeavouring after 
Perfeftion, it is certainly a very commendable Di- 
fpofition. The Church encourages fuch Endea- 
vours, 
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Tonrs, and in her Offices direfts her Members tQ: 
purliie them. They may exceed the reft ot* their 
Body in all Chriftian Virtues^ without any Offencq 
Or Difcouragement. But all this may be done ii^ 
theChurchj without letting an Example of Dif- 
dbcdience to thofe that are weaker ^ who, when 
|hey are gone oif from the Church, may divide 
and liibdivide till Religion is loft in Enthufiafm. 

The other point is the hardeft to get over: That 
a Man may not judge for himfelf in what manner 
Cod will beft he pl^afed with Ivis Worfliip. 

Here comes in Simerityy according to fbmc 
Poftors, to repeal at once all the pofitivc Inftituti- 
ons of Religion V Sincerity is of more value thaa 
Sacrifice and Obedience put together ! If I do what 
I think beft I ^m finco'e^ and that muft carry me 
through, becaule there is fo much Hypocrily in 
many Pretenders to follow Form and Order. 

After all the Sophiftry Sincerity has been dre(s'4 
up in to oppofe Divine Appointments, or btmiaA 
Appointments eftabliflied upon DivineCommiflion j 
it will appear, that it is not Sincerity thsxh^s been 
thus drefs'4 up, not Sincerityy but Error fupporced 
by Stubbornefs; the direft Antipodes to Sincerity. 

When Authority has direfted a Man's Courle, 
Ihall he plead Sincerity for oppoling it? If he were 
pncere^ he .would do his Duty in Subjeftion to 
Law, not in giving Laws to his Governors. 

In whatever gaudy trappings this Mock-Sincerity 
has been fet forth, its Advocates can never defend 
it, but by Weapons borrowed from fordid Intereft;. 

Sincerity with them is nothing but a new^vamp'd 
name for an old praftice, Praifir/g the J^ridge^ they go 
over. We have had Covenant- Mongers as famous 
as our Simerity-Mongers. They may be traced as 
high as Alexander^ Courtiers, who aflfefted to hold 
their Necks awry, becaufe He could not help it.

The Procefs againft Mr. Calatry for preaching in 
jildermanbury Church in the Year 1*^3, after he was 
filenced, hath been reprefented with too little Mo- 
deration^ by thole with whom this is a Cardinal 
Virtue.

appointed them, he went into the Pulpit, where 
he writes himfdf late Paftor of that Congregathrik 
He was unwilling the People fhould gowithoitt Ji 
Sermon.

Is it fit that a Congregation trained to Regularity, 
and taught to reverence the Hierarchy, ftioitld b© 
frighted out of it by Noife and Clamour, ihewing 
the great hazard ot their Salvation In the Chiirch? 
Is it fit they Ihoiild be told of the f reaching of Po-r 
fery amongft tbem^ and the pronenefs of People to rtm. 
headlong ta the Carlicl and Onions of Egypt again f 
That the Ark of God was in danger^ hay, The, Ark of 
Cod was takePy when- tbeMimJters ofdanji are driven 

into 
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into Corners ? When the Ark of God is taietf^ then the 
Souls of tnany are in danger j when the Gofpel is gone^ 
your Souls are in hazard : TIjen is Jefus Chrift trampled 
under foot ^ and the Ordinances of Cod defiled and 
trampled on j and then Blafpherny and Atheifm comes 
in like an Armed Man. The danger of the Ark is 
thus explain'd to them : And the word Ark^ if I 
have reckoned right, comes over more than a hun« 
dred and fifty times in the printed Sermon.

I I College in Oxford^ and took one degree 
in Arts. Afterwards he was Fellow of 

Jefusyznd Principal on the Refignation of Sir Lionel 
Jenkins. Then he was Doftor of Divinity, and 
Treafiircr of Landaff. In 1682 he was Vice-chan- 
cellor of the Univ^ty, in which Office he con- 
tinued three years. On the Death of Dr. Womock^ 
he was by King James advanced to the Biihoprick 
oi St. Davidh. He was confecratcd OS. I7> 1^86, 
at Lamheth. He fell into a Droply, upon which he 
retired to Jefus College, and died there the February 
after, and lies buried at the upper end of the Cha- 
pd of that College by Sir Uonel Jenkins.

|E was born at Bronvraitby in thcPariihof 
Lancfyffel in Montgomery/hsrcy Anno i5o8 
or 1609. 
He was third Son of Ricbard Morgan 
o^ Montgomery y Gent, whofe paternal Grandfather 
was Morgan Frees or Price^ a younger Son of the 
houfe of Orogerthan in Cardigan/hire* 

He was entered of St. Jobn^s College in Catn-^ 
bridge July 6^ 161^ He took all his Degrees in 
this College: Batchelor of Arts 1627-8, IWafter 
1630-1, Batchelor of Divinity 1637, Doftor 1661. 
Tet when he was Batchelor of Aits, he did for 
foxne time belong to Jefus College in Cambridge. 
This appears from his Inftrumencs of Orders. He 
was ordained Deacon by Thomas Lord Biihop of 
peterburg December 20, 1629, and Prieft the Day 
after. 

In 163 1 he had Letters Teilimonial &om both 
thefe Colleges, recommending him to Ht.DavidDoU 
kn, formerly Fellow of St. Jobn\ then promoted 
to the See of Bangor^ who made him his Domeftick 
Chaplain. One of them concludes thus ; Neque 
filum antcaSium^milejtimonivM ei Uhentiffime /vr- 

beVtmut 
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het)tnU45y varum etiam in fpem certijjimam venirmfi 
ftudia ejus & Conatus in Dei gkriam & Ecclefidt 
emolumemum cejfura. 

' An. i6sj he became Chaplaitt to Di. IViUiani 
JLoherts^ then made Biihop of Bangor : Arid to him 
alone was he indebted for all his Preferment till he 
became Bifhop, except his Prebend of CbefieTy 
which he is iiippofed lo have had firom Biihop 
Bridgman^ ' 

' He was inftituted An. 1538 to the Reftory of 
Evenechtid in Denbigh/hire : . In 1^40 to the Vica- 
rage of LhfJvayn in the fame Neighbourhood, 
Both thefe he held (not at once, but feverally 
and fucceflively) in conjunftion with the Reftory 
of Llangamval^ formerly conferred on him by Bi- 
ihop ijolben. An. 1642. he refigned all thele for 
a reciremenc in the Ifland of Anglefea. He had the 
fame year the Redtory of Trefalra€th^ and in No^ 
wmber following the Reftory of Llandyjfnan in the 
fame County. The latter of thcfc, though a good 
Benefice, was at tfiat time curtailed by an antient 
Leafe veiling the Tyches in Lay Hands, of which 
fome term remained. 

This vile praiUce was flrenuoufly oppofed by 
the Biihops Jerodl and Wlitgift in the Reign of 
Qiieen Eliz^ 

His retirement was eafy and fafe till the fata! 
year 1648. The Ifland being reduced by the Par- 
liament Army he was difpolfefied. An. 1^54 the 
Tythes of Trefhlraeth were in the Hands of one 
Pitchford, an Officer of the Garrifon of Beaumaris. 

His Inftruments of Inftitution and Induction to 
the Church of Penmynifh (beiAg the CorpfS of a 
Prebend of the fame Name in the Church of Ban^ 
gof) bear date under the JEpii'copal Seal November 
1657, in virtue of which he was induiled to the 
Ihme Pretend 1660. The lame year he was infti- 
tufcd to the Archdeaconry of Meriomth^ and re- 
ceived 
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peived the Sine-cure of Llandynan for the better 
fupporc of that dignity. He took his Doctor's 
degree the year after, and fat in Convocation at 
JVeJlminfter as Archdeacon. 

In July 1 665, he was confecrated to the See of 
Bangor. Anno 1661 this Teftimonial was given 
him i " Thefe are to certify whom it may con- 
*' cem, that Mr. Robert Morgan^ Archdeacon of 
*« Merioneth and Prebendary of Cfce/#r, is a Batche- 
*^ lor of Divinity of 23 years ftanding : And that 
<« he is a perfon of great Learning and Piety, Or- 
" thodox in his Judgment, and conformable to 
". ti^t Church of England : And hath been a Loyal 
^* Subjed and a great Sufferer during all thefe late 
** troubles ^ Witnefs our hands this i ith day of 
^ June^ i6€\ :

E was the fon of John Watfon a fcafariog 
man, and was bom at Kingfton upon HuU^ 
commonly called Hull. He had his firft 
education in the School of that town. 
He was admitted ot St. Jobffs College in Cambridge 
25 May 1655, elefted Fellow there 10 jiprtl 1660, 
and took his Doftor of Divinity's degree in the 
year 1675- 

He was for fome time a conliderablc Pupil- 
monger in his College, in which he gained a re- 
putation. 

Upon the death of Dr. John Lloyd^ Bifhop of 
St. David 6y Dr. Watfon was promoted to that Sec, 
and confecrated 16 June 1687. 

He had an Eltate at Burrow-Green in Cambridge- 
fliire^ at which he was at the time of the Revolu- 
tion. There the Rabble of the Country infulted 
him, and brought him their prifoner in an inde- 
cent manner to^ Carnhridge. The Scholars attacked 
them, and brought off the Biihop. It was at the 
time that the .Popiih Members of the V^i^^rfity 
were fought for and narrowly efcaped, getting out 
of the Town by private ways. 
. This Biihop was afterwards under Profecution 
and Deprived i but this being done after the 

period 
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period that I have fet to myfelf^ I iliali not exa- 
xiiine into it. 

There is a Defence of him in print without the 
Author's name, who is fuppofed to be Fcrgufon^ a 
perfon from whom Mankind will unwillingly be- 
lieve what they have barely his Authority for. 
And one would wonder he iliould be made choice 
of, unlefs for his inimitable skill at otfenfive wea- 
pons and annoying the enemy. The Caufe was 
indeed what every^Man would not venture to en- 
gage in. In his hands it would not fuiter through 
fear or excefs or' modelly. Retaliation was with 
him a favourijre employment i ajad jt muft be al- 
lowed, that he has given his Antagonifts as deep 
Cuts as the Biihop received. One thing in this^ 
piece is aim'd at, to gain the opinion of the world/ 
for a perfon accufed of loving Money too well, by 
a Lift of his Charities and Benefaftions. If the 
account had no better Vpuch<;rs than Fergufon, 
little credit ihould be given to it.. But it happens 
fometimes, that a Map of ill fame may fpeak 
truth. The following Lift was given me by a 
Perlon of unqueftionable veracity, through whofc 
hands moft of the Money pals'd, .the fum of which 
is grejiter than Fcrgufon makes it, becaufe one' 
Advowfon was added after the printed Defence.

I fi was of a gdod family iri the Gbitnty 
of SuffoHj borli, as 'tis cdmmonly re- 
ported, at Ipjlviclf. His name is Writtert 
at his admiflioil to the Uhiverfity Laine^ 
♦irhich in French fignifics T%e elder^ arid has c^e- 
^aiy the fame found with Lan^^ as it hath fince 
been fpAt He was Penfioner of Cftr/^'s Collegb 
In CMibridge^ matriculated 7 July i(5o8. He re* 
removed to Pembroke-Hall^ and was chofen into 
Smart^S Fdundation N01/. tp, 16 1 5, being then 
Maftejrof Arts. In 161% oil. i5, hewaschofen 
l^ellpw of the Fouodatiofl. In 1630, Decemb. 25, 
he Was elefted Mafter : Doftor of Divinity^ and 
V icechancelloi' of the Vni verfity 1 63 1- 
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He was fom^ time Chaplain to Dn Neil^ Biihop 
of ^inchefter^ and atcer to the King. Hie was 
Reftor of Jfuritonin H^mp/hire^ of which he was 
4eprive4, as oi his oth^r Preferment,' having beca 
firft Prebendary qf IVincbefter, then of IVeftminfter. 
About the latter end of the year 1 643, he W^s 
turned put of his Mafterfliip of th^ College by a 
Warrant. from the Earl of Mancbeft^r, The Gaules 
affigned are the fame as for difpoifeffing Dr. Co/in 
of Peterhoufe^ vizj. " For oppofing the proceedings 
^* ot the Farliament and other fcaodgjoug Aft^ in 
^' the Univerfity. '' 

He was pne of thofe who att^ndgd the King at 
the Treaty of VxbrW^e i and had afterwards the 
honour and mortification to follow 0farles Ih into 
exile, where; he fuffered the fame want with his 
^rethren ) but that was not comparable to what 
thofe that ftaid at home bore, both frpm hunger 
jind the infults of the exalted Rabble. 

Upon the Ileftauratipn he was reinftated in his 
Mafterlhip, and made Dean of ^ochefipr. He was 
ibon after promoted to the Bilhoprick of fetcr-^ 
borough^ thence to Uncoln in the year 166^^ upoa 
the death of j:he great Sander fon. In the year i6(S7 
he was tranflated to Ely^ upon the death of Df. 
Mattbtw Wrenn^ who had been Biihpp of this Sec 
from the year 1638. Biihop Wrcnn yi^s one of 
the earliefl Su.Terers by the Rebel Parliament, th« 
firft of his Or4er that was deprived, 

It was at this Cathedral that Mr. Otormell ha4 
Opi^ortunity of fliewing his Reforming Genius, 
wmch recommended hiin fo powerfully to th^ 
Zealots of the Timgs, He wrote a Letter to Mr. 
mtcb a acrgy Figar^ *^ That left the Soldiers 
^ ihould in any (iinj^iliuary and difprderly way 
^ attempt the Refonqadon of this Cathedral 
^ Church, he required him to fqrbear altogetb<^ 
^* th« Q\m Service, to unedifyinj and offenfive.'' 
"; ^"' S3 Thi« 
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This not being obeyed, he went into theCiiurch, 
followed by Soldiers and Rabble, and faid, I am a 
Mm under Authority^ and am commar.ded to difmifs 
this AJJembfy. Mr. Hitch ftill continuing the Ser- 
vice, he drew his IWord, and called to him to 
Leave off bis Fooing and come down. 

Dr. Laney died 1574. He hath fome Sermons 
in print, and a Imall piece againil Hobbes. 

A part of his will, dated 1674^ is as foUoweth: 
^ 1, give towards the rebuilding of St. PauFs 
^* Church five hundred poimds. And I do give 
^* towards the building of a publick School, or 
^ Mufitum Cantahrigienje^ the liim of five hundred 
^* pounds, in cafe the Foundation be laid within 
** one year next after my deceafe. Otherwife I 
^ give the feid five hundred pounds to Pembroke- 
^< Ha]i in Cambridgey for the making an addition 
^« to the /f/wicb Fellowihip,; and founding another 
^f Fellowlhip there. 

He gives to his Executors^ in Truft " AI| and 
* Angular his Lands, Tenements, &c. purcha(cd 
^ of Sir Thomas Cbkheley or any other perfons, 
** fituatc in Soham^ in the County of Cambridge. '* 

" The profits tp be difpofed of for thfe put- 

«' ting out and placing lb many of the Children 
. " o' the poor Inhabitants of Ely and Soham Ap- 
^ prentices to (bme honeft Trades, as the Rents 
** will reach ; Provided that more than ten poxipds 
l^ be not allo\ycd tq any one cjiild. 
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The LIFE (?/^2)r. Peter Gunning, 
Bifiop of Ely. 




E was.the Son of Peter Gunning Clerk, 
beneficed at Hoo in Kentj born there 
Jan. 11..161}, His education was at 
_ the Free-fchool of Canterbury. There is 
a tradition in St. Jofew's College that he was of 
Lenham School, which he might be before he went 
to Canterbury. Thence he went to Gi»ifcr%^, and 
at fifteen years old was admitted at Clare-Hall^ 
imder Mr. Barnaby Oley^ a perfon or a great Cha- 
ratter both in his Sufferings and Profperity, have- 
ingj after the Reftauration, ihewn many inftanccs 
of Piety and Munificence. 

Mr. Gunning was foon eletted Fellow, having 
given early proofs of his Merit. After he was 
Mafter of Arts, he took upon him the Cure of 
Little St.May^s in Cambridge, choitn by the Mafter 
and Fellows oiPeterhoufe to it. He was zealous in 
the Caufc of the Church and King, exhorting the 
Univerfity in a Sermon at St. Mar/s to publiih a 
formal Proteft againft the Rebellious League. This 
made Cambridge too hot for him. Being in Keni 
to vifit his Mother, he took occafion to move a 
Congregation, to whom he had preached, for a 
benevolence to a Party of the Kinj^'a Soldiers. 
He was hunted from place to place, and for fecu- 

S 4 rity 
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rity forced to lie in the Woods. At length he W3S 
taken and imprifoned. He was rummoned to his 
College to ta}ce the Covenant^ which peremptorily 
refufing^ he was deprived of his Fellowlbip, in 
which David Clarkfon fucceeded, whole next Sue- 
ceflor was Df. John Tilhtfor^^ afterwards Arch- 
Bifiiop of Canterbury. 

Betore he left the Univerfity, he joined with 
Mr. BarroxQy Mr. IVardy Mr. Barrvick and others, in 
writing a Treatife againft the Covenant^ which 
was atterwards publiihed. About the beginning 
of the year 1644, he went to the King's-head 
Q^iarters at Oxford in company of his Friend Mr. 
Barrow. They were . kindly received by Dr. Pink^ 
Warden of New-College. He entred them Chap- 
lains of that Houfe, by which they were provided 
of Lodging and Diet. That year he was incor- 
porated Matter of Arts in the Univerfity oi Oxford. 
He became Curate to Dr. Maine at C^Jjington^ fbttf 
miles from the Town, which he continued with 
Ijis Chaplainlhip for two years, notwithflanding 
the ill language and violence of the Parliament 
Soldiers from Abingdoffy who fometimes pulled 
him out of the Church. He preached fometimes 
before the King or the Parliament at Oxford^ upt 
on which account he had Batchelor ot Divinity's 
(degree conferred upoi> him th6 day betpre the Garr 
rilon furrendrcd. 

After this he became Tutor to Chriftopbery after^ 
wards Lord Nation^ and to Sir Francis Cotnpon. 
Bi was next Chaplain to Sir Robert Shirleyy Father 
to the Gentleman who was made Lord Ferrers of 
hartley i Sir Robert fettled an Annuity of one hun* 
dred pounds on him, having been plealbd with a 
dilputation Mr. Cunning maintained at three feveral 
times with a Popifh Prieft^ to the (ati^feaipn of 
others as well as of hi§ Paprofi. 

SI? 
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* Sir Robert dying in the Tower, to which he was 
Committed for Loyalty, Mr. Gunnmg held a Con- 
gregation at the Chapel of Exeter-bou/e in the 
Strand^ where he duly performed all parts ot his 
Office according to the Church of England. The 
Ufurper often fent for him, and reproved him tor 
this praftice. It is ftrange, that Reproof was his 
Ratio ultima. Whether fome extraordinary regard 
to his perfon foftened him, or whether he was 
pleafeci with fuch affembling of the Cavaliers that 
he might know who were mod zealous, and 
where to find them, we are left to guels. 

He found out the Sectaries, and would frequent- 
ly difpute with them in their leveral Congrega* 
tions : The Presbyterian^ Independent, Anabaptiji^ 
Quaker^ Brownift, Socinian. 

Dr, Govper hath in a Funeral Sermon given a large 
Charafter of this great and good Man, fome par- 
ticular Sententes oc which I repeat: <* Nothing 
** dcfervpd and procured him a greater veneration 
" from all that knew him, than the unblemilh'd 
" Sanftity of his life, his zeal for God and our 
** moft holy Religion, and his own fteady, uni- 
*^ form and exemplary obedience to thofe Evan- 
" gelical precepts, which he fo faithfully preach'd 
" and recommended to others. * Very much 
/* pains he took to convince and reclainfi Recu- 
*' fanes of all forts ; He invited them to frequent 
** Conferences, in meeknefs inftruSing thofe that op- 
<* fofed themjelvesy anfwering their Arguments, re- 
^f folving their doubts, removing their fcruples, 
<< and lilencing all their Cavils againft the efta- 
" bliihed Doctrine and Difcipline of the Church j 
** and this he did oft-times with moft happy Suc- 
*' cefs. f As for his common Gonverfe, it was 
^* pleafant, atfeble and courteous, and yet ftill

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*^ grave and highly becoming his facred Charaftcr. 
« That doubttuhiers and fear which his venerable 
<* prcfence, his high ftation and quality, together 
** with his great and juft renown, did trequ^ntly 
*^ pixjince in Arrangers at their tirft approach, was, 
*^ by the eafinefs or' the accets the/ meC with, by 
** his humble and courteous deportment, and all 
^ obliging Affability and Condefcention, foon 
** converted into 'delight ^nd loye. So fvvcet and 
<^ heavenly a temperature there was in him ot 
** Greatnefs and GoodneL*?, of Mecknefs and Ma- 
" jefty, ot Gravity and Courtely, of every thing 
*' indeed that is amiable and reverend, that it was 
** iznpoffible to know him weJI, and not to honour 
*^ and delight in him. || As to the doing kind 
*^ and charitable Offices, the good Bifliop did fo 
<* tranicend in it, that he leemcd nothing more 
*^ than a provident and faithful Steward for the 
** publick and the poor. § 

Upon the Reltauration he poffefled the Refto- 
. ries of Ci^e/marff in th^ County of Rutland^ and 
Stoke-Bremn in Northamporjhire^ out of which 
Loyalty had Jkept him. He was alio made Pre- 
bsnd o? Canttrbury^ Dofior of Divinity, Mafter of 
Corpus Cmjii College in Cambridge^ afterwards of 
St. John's Thofe vefterable men whom the King 
had entruftcd to advife him in the difpofai of 
Preferments, defigned Dr. Gunning for the large 
Cure ot Sc Msirtirs in the Fields. But it was better 
fudged that he ihould be at the head of the Uni- 
verlity, a body that bad been cormpted and de-- 
bauched by long poffeflion of Time-Servers and 
Enthufiafts. For lome time he was Margaret Pro- 
f cffor, then Regius upon the removal of Pr. Tuck- 
ney^ who filled the Mailer's place of St. John's as 
well as the Divinity Chair. This jintkiny Tuekney^ 

whea 
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when ejefted, tafted ol: the traits of his Prefer- 
ment, for Dr. Gunning allowed him a very conli-^ 
derable annuity as long as he lived. 

The part Dr. Gunning had in the Savoy Confe- 
rence has been already mentioned in our firft Part j 
where the Managers are nj^med, and the progrels 
of th^t remarkable Affair to its period. The 
Doftor was to maintain the Appointments of the 
Church againft Mr. Baxter^s Objedions, that up- 
on a fair Hearing a Determination might be made 
how far tender Confciences ihould be indulged, 
how far the Governors of the Church ihould remit 
pi its Difcipline. * This Apoftolical Map hath, by 
his conduft in this difpute, raifed hintfelf many 
enemies, who have endeavoured to perpetuate 
their clamovir and refentment by an unfair and 
diflioneft reprefentation of the Matter to Pofte- 
rity. 

It cannot be imagined that "the Biihops of the 
Church flood in awe of Hich Cavils and Excep- 
tions to her Inftitutions as they were not capable 
of taking off : Or that Int'ereft and Enthuliafin 
were to be argued out of what they held. 

But as the face of a Church had been for twelve 
•years at leaft obfcured ', And there were many 
young people who, during that Interregnum of 
Order and Difcipline, had been initiated in cor- 
rupt and erroneous Notions of Religion •, Had 
with their Milk fucked in a prejudice to Decency 
and external Proofs of Piety and Devotion, it was 
judged proper to condefcend to this method bt 
latisfying their Doubts, and removing their Pre- 
judices^ 

The Standers-by might very well fee there was 
no weight in the Objeftions raifed, when the Ob- 
jectors infifted not upon the fmrulnefs of any one 
thing enjoined by the Church : When they only 
ijrgued againft the expediency of fome Appoint- 
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picntSi which, had they been Governors of the 
Chwrch, there might have been rgafon to weigh, 
but as they were Subjeils were altogether out oc 
fbeir province i unlels a Father and a Mafter are 
to give reafons for every Command^ and the Soa 
and the Servant are not bqund to obey in things 
jiidifFeren:*, except they are called iQto Council and 
jnade Judges whether fwch CQnunjincJs ihoi^Id b5 
te laid upon them, 

The averi^nefs of the Objeftors to fubrnit to 
the Church's Laws, is eafy to be accQunted fpr, 
Tbefe men had pulled down the Church and ftt 
thcmfdves in the laddie, by cavilling at her 'j^^^p-^^ 
pointmcnts as difedifying, They had Ipent their 
youth in finding arguments to whet, the fwords q£ 
go eqthufiaftick Army, by which this Rabhle. got; 
pofJelfign of their Mafter's wealth and powerJ 
Thefe had been the Oracles to interpret Scripture \ 
t<X fw the People upon biiiding Kings inch.iinSy and 
iJohlei in lints of iron \ to jwftify, as the Work 
a«d Command q.'' God, all the Injuftice, Saprileg^ 
and Parricide which a Confederacy of HypQcrites 
gnd Plunderers had perpetrated. . ^ 

Qin we think thefe Men would oDScioiifly te^ 
iraCt their Tenets, in good humour make, a (acrir. 
fice of their Wifdom and Integrity, and own they 
had been mifled and had milled others in thing? 
of fuch confequence, ^s fphverting the Govern- 
ment, of Murthering 2^ King, and ftarving hi§ 
ftithhil Subjefts whom the Iword had left alive ? 
JEfpecially when the Good Old Cau/e hzd yet fome; 
^mptqms qt Recovering, from the m?f^ihvl difpo-? 
iition of the appeafed Monarch, the . disjoint^id 
Interefts of his Courtiers, the Wealth and. Power 
Qi the New-Converts to Monarchy poffefling witjjt. 
}S4?*nnity the fruits of their. former Plunder, , 

One 
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One chance feems to ha\re been for a general 
acquiefcence of all the Objeftors, that it was 
agreeable to their nidfl: favourite Principle Succefs. 
Ai they hid made S^cce/i the Touchftone of Rights 
and Wrong, the Voide of Providence, the irital* 
lible Deciaer of every Claim, they might at d 
pirich have taken flielter under a Covert of theif 
Own erefting, and for once have relblved all intd 
the inconftancy of Fortune. 

But With fome Pride, with others Mope, ind 
with a far greater number Deipair over-ruled thcit 
Judgment* Though they faw fome few of them* 
lelves taken into the higheft Preferments, and 
others courted to the famg advancement, they 
knew very well there were not delicious MorleU 
enough tor them all. They faw thefe Condi* 
Icentidns were defigned is arguments to bring 
over the flock, as lifting a feW iheep dVer a brOok 
makes all the reflr go cheerfully through. 

Admitting this account probable, there is a^ 
little wonder the tiext Age Jhould eccho what they 
had received from the Church's enemies. For 
whatever reafon a man Is dilatfefted to Eftabliih- 
mcnt, whether Intereft, Ndvelty, or Fondnefs for 
Improvement and new Modelling govern him, in 
courlc he joyns in battling the Defenders of Efta* 
bliflimertt. He accufes them of finirter Defigns, 
of Knavery or Folly •, and to appear Wife himlel^ 
draws his Oppofers in a ridiculous Drefs* Nei-. 
ther perfonal Merit, nor undeniable Proofs of IiV 
tegrity and Honour, can skreen them from the^ 
detractions of Envy. 

I need not here takfe notice 6f what has come 
from profcffed Diffehters, but from their Confe^ 
derates, who have prefented themfelves as Lovers 
of Moderation. One may be fufficient to let fortk 
the Inftruftions given to Pofterity, by which they 
«re to repi;efent our Prelate for his j&rmnefs to the 

Church 
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Church at the Swoy Conference ; I incaa the fate 
Bilhop of Salisbury^ in the Hiftory of his own 
Times. This is by fome reckoned a Common^ 
place-Book^ in which he wrote down every thing 
he heard. And it we }udge by the Trafh that it 
contains, fitter to be thrown away than preferved, 
may, pardon the comparilbn, with as much juftice 
be Called a Common il 

" Baxter was the Opponent, and Gunnwg the 
*« Refpondent, who was afterwards advanced, firft 
*' to Chichcjler^ and then to Ely. He was a man 
^ of great Reading, and noted for a fpecial lub^ 
^^ tilty of Arguing : All the arts of Sophiftty were 
*' made nfe of by him on all occafions in as con- 
^ fident a manner as if they had been found Rea- 
*^ foning. He was a man of an innocent lite, un- 
<^ weariedly aftive to very little purpofe. He was 
*' much fet upon reconciling us to Popery in fbmc 
" points i and becaufe the charge of Idolatry 
** ligem'd a bar to all thoughts ot Reconciliation 
*^ with them, he fct himlclf with very great zeal 
** to clear the Church o^ Home of Idolatry.' This 
*' made many fufpeft him as inclining to go over 
" to them : But he was far from it i and was a 
*< very honeft fmcereman, but of no found Judg- 
^^ ment, and of no Prudence in affairs. * 

Speaking of the Teft-Bill, he faith,^t " Not 
^^ only Tranfubftantiation was renounced, but the 
*^ Worlhip of the Virgin Mary and the Saints, as 
" it was praftiled in the Church of Rome^ was 
*^ declared to be Idolatrous. This paffed in the 
** Houfe of Commons without any difficulty •, but 
^ in the Houfe of Lords, Gumng^ Bifhop oiEly^ 
^* maintained that the Church of Rome was not 
*' Idolatrous. He was anfwered by BarloWy Biihop 
^ ot Lincoln. The Lords did not much mind 
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*^ Cmnh£^ Arguments, but pafled the Bill. And 
^* though Gunning had laid that he could not take 
^^ that Teft with a good Conlcience, he took it 
^ in the crowd with the reft. '^ 

Poller ity may perhaps expert better proof than 
bare Hearfay, that our Prelate faid he could not 
take the Teft xvith a good Confcience. They may be 
alio puzzkd to reconcile tk ufe of Sophiftry on aH 
occafiom in as confident a manmr as found Reafonivg^ 
with being a very honefi fmcere m^n, 

I find Honejly as well as Sincerity has fometimes 
extraordinary privileges. To do this Author right, 
he has frequently in his encomiums ruined a Cha- 
rafter he meant to eftabliih : And why may not 
Heat and Inadvertency fometimes fave an Enemy, 
and interpole, as V'tnus with a Ihield, to proteQ: 
Virtue from the affaufts of Envy ? 

The Stuartine Squire to this Knight-Errant I 
Ihould npt think worth bringing any more upon 
the ftage, but for the fake of ftiewing with what 
view his Principal gave his random ftrokes, that 
they might "be improved by his Underlings. 

The title to his paragraph is, Bifho^ Gunning for 
. Popery. In the fame page he faith, ^^ There is 
^^ enough to fatisfy any reaforiable man that there 
** was a Vcpifh Plot, and that thofe mtxx who fuf- 
^* fered for it, were engaged in it fo far as to dc- 
" ferve the Punilhmenc they met with.'* 

Copiers do lome^mes diifer from the Original. 
The grand Mafter makes a jefl: of this Plot from 
beginning to end^ his Zany denies any Rtafonahle 
Man can queftion it. What fuhtle Arguing is this? 
In the main point of their Hiftory they diiagred: 
Indeed in the moftufeful point: For if there was no 
more than a general Ipchnation of the Papifts co 
it, and a Wiflx for an adual Conlpiracy, there is 
not half the foundation to alarm the World with 
dunger j to reprefent the Zeal of Churchmen, for 
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decent and beautiful Worlhip, a dcfign to rcftorc 
Fopery. 

In the year \66$^ Dr. Gunning was advanced to 
the See ot Chichcfler^ fucceedmg Dr. Henry King^ 
who had been Biihop from jin, 1641. In KJ74, 
he was tranflated to Ely upon the death of Dr. 
Xjanty^ which Church he governed ten years. He 
died a Batchelor, and is buried in the Cathedral 
of Ely. 

To attempt a full charafter of hijn were a great 
Work. I ihall fay no more than, That his pub- 
lick and private Life are both out of the reach oc 
Petraftors. The vain attempts already mentioned 
to render him contemptible, will, in a jufter Age, 
vaniih as a Fog before the Sun. The litde flirts 
that have been thrown at him as a High-Church- 
inan by Free-thinkers and Latitudinarians, are 
levelled at Religion itfelf : And he would have 
efteem'd it an honour to be reviled for his Vir- 
tues, rather than to have had a place amongft 
their Worthies. 

With them a Man, for his private Conduft that 
is unexceptionable, as far as human Nature will 
admit, and the bed Guard Iccure, mufl be de- 
icribed Monkijh^ Sour^ Inconverfthk j tho' in rbility 
CMdidy Generous y Bentvolent. 

As a Governor, he muft pafs for Rigidy Tolitive^ 
JmperiouSy becaufc he will not give up Cbripamty 
for what we ftupidly term Polttenefs. His Judg-- 
ment muft be ridiculed, becaufe he infifted upon 
the feverer Doftrines of the Crofs •, becaufe he 
llands as a Reprover and Condcmner of thofe that 
defpife Order and Difcipline, of thofe that expound 
away the ufe and benefit of Religious Inftitutions. 
Rather than have been fo polite, he would hayc 
had a Mill-ftone about his Neck, 
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One little Story of him is yet remembrcd in hjs 
Plocefe ot £/y, tor which he will perhaps be 
deeiti'd a Sophifter. An Enthtifiaft had becdi 
holding forth about the Country, that the World 
would be at an end in a year's time. He had got 
a train afteMiim who neglefted their bufinefs, and 
were every day improving in Madnefe. The Bi- 
Ihop fent for him and fomc ot his Profelytes, but - 
made no impreffion by reafon and argument ^ for 
the Bottle vvas lull, and all that was poured on 
afterwards ran over. He found that this Leaded 
had foine Eftate, for which he offered him two 
years Purchafe. The Man infifl:ed upon twenty, 
as the common i?rice, which wrought fo upoa 
his Converts, that they all left him upon it. 

Such another coUefHon of People there was 
within fprty years at IVatcr-Stratford in BuchtHgL 
hamfhire. Mr. Majon had drawn them together, 
and they lived in a barn, expefting the World to 
end. Their Leader dying, broke up the Aflen^* 
bly.

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How well he has eftabllfhed this point, will beft 
be fecn in the Treatife itfelf, which, though ori-^ 
ginafly a Sermon at Court, was enlarged by the 
Author to a Book in quarto. That Fafting in Le0t 
and at other ftated times, was the praftice of the 
^poJloUcal A^Qy and that it has been continued 
down through every other Age, where Chriftianity 
ivas received, is beyond queftion. 

The fole difpute can be. Whether the prafticc 
being ApoJloUcal and continued, gives it a title te 
te perpetual. 

Thus much is allowed even by our AixthoTy thait 
all Perfons in all places did not obferve the (ama 
i-ule in Fafting. Though Lent confifted of Forty 
days, iomc Churches kept not fo much ot it 
ilridly as others did -, and in fome places the 
Paffion Week only was enjoyned to be obferved. 
. It has been by fpme underftood, that the time 
is pofitively prelcribed for this Faft, In thofe days 
fhallthey faft, viz. when the Bridegroom /hall be taken 
from them. But if the. Precept be in general efta- 
blilhed, and the Church appoints the time, the 
Obligation will be the fame. 

But may not the Church alter this, and evea 
abrogate it ? Hath not every National Church J:his 
Power in a point ftriitly of Difcipline ? ♦ 

Though the Church's Power is not to be cir- 
ciimfcribed by private Perfons, the Church's Afts 
may be produced. It were an indecent Suppofi* 
tion, that one part of the Catholick Church Ihould 
condemn and make void the Inftitutions of tlipfe 
from whom they received Chriftianity. And when- 
ever that is done, the reafons will doubtlels be 
given for fuch a Change. 

There is not, that I know of, afiy Epifcopal 
Church in the World; that has countenanced her 
Members in the difufe of this primitive appoint- 
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jiient. Where Epifcopacy is abolilhed, no wondet 
i^Dilcipline is aboliihed too. When the Burgt^erS . 
take upon them to licenfe and to filence thole 
tfiat have the Authority over them, and the Shepherd 
has a Staff and a pair of Shoes fet at his door to cor- 
rect him for unfeaibnable Doctrine, it is not to be 
expected he fhould prefs felf-deiiying points. 

The obfervation ot the Fails of the Church 
hath been frequenrly difcontinued in time of Sick- 
nefs, and in die licence of War. But that was 
never efteemed an Abrogation of them, if fo much 
as a Sufpenfron. 

Upon the refetding the Church of Bngland afi 
the Rellauration, we find Lent and all the othet 
antient Vap enjoyned by the Authority that eftji-% 
blJfties the whole Kubrick. It is true^ that no 
penalties have been inflicted upon the Non-Ob-* 
lervers. Some connivance was indulged to thofe 
that had been educated under the Rebellion, aAci 
were Novices to the Appointments of the Church* 
For it was harder to bring people of a fudden into 
k felf-denying practice, than to have trained them 
to it trom their youth, as, before that time had 
been ufual. 

The impunity thefe New Converts enjoyed; 
ferved alfo for a fhelter to others, that were con- 
vinced of their duty, but took. advantage 6f the 
relaxation of Difciplioe. Yet we find all along the 
Affent and Corifent required to this as to any othet 
appointment of the Kubrick. And it has been 
till lately, if not at prefent^ an Article to which, 
the Churchwarderis at a Vifitation anfwer upon 
Pathv Doth your Minijler ohferve the Holy-days and 
Fafijng^daysy the Ember-weh and yearly veram^ 
bulation in kogation-mek^ as is appointed by the RU'^ 
l^rich 
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So that when the Bifliop calls this Inftittiti^ti 
perpetual, he fpcaks buti the language of the 
church oiEnglandy and is not thercibre account* 
able for Novelty or Superftition. 

If a man fhould ftand in awe^ as fome have 
done, of the name of Papjl Jlnd Popi/hly affected, 
for adhering to Primitive DifcipHne, he will not 
hope to be thought in eartteft in any other point 
of his Duty. The humouf of the Age is not for 
embracing unpalatable Doctrines. The difufe of 
Difciplinc has been followed with ai contempt of 
Religion. And the benefit of keepiftg it up can- 
not be better underttood than from the confe- 
Suences of Relaxation. Authority being laid in 
ic duft, and every man acting at)d fpeaking as 
feemsgood m his own eyes^ hath been in many places 
followed by denying Chriftianity, and difclaiming 
the benefit of Revelation.

E was the eldefl fon of Dr. TToff^nai 
Turner^ Deari of Canterbury. His mo- 
ther /Was Margaret^ daughtqr of Sir 

Francis IVindebank^ principal Secretary ot 

State to King Charles L The Athena Oxonienfst 
Inale him to have been of Wincbefier School, and 
^lefted Probationer Fellow of New^College Jnno 
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The Regiftcr of St. JoJbn's College Cambrrdge, in- 
forms us, that in 1666 he was admitted of that 
QJlege Fenftonarm major imder Dr. Gunning the 
Mafter. 

From the Fafli it appears that he took Batchelor 
ot Arts degree at Oxford An. i659> a^^d Mailer's 
1 662. He entred into Orders, and was Chaplaia 
to James Duke of Torh He was made Refiden- 
tiary of St. Paul^ in London^ and had the Reftory 
of Therfeld in Hertford/hire^ which is in the giti: 
of the Church of P^m/'s. .He paved the Chancel 
of Therfeld with Free-flonc i the eaft part of it, 
where the Altar ftauds, with JVlarble j Wainfcoted 
it, and erected Stalls after the manner of a Choir, 
and ceiled it with Fret-work. In this Chancel be 
lies buried with this only on the ftone that covers 
him, Refurgam. There is a Monument for Anve 
his Wife, defcended from the hortons of Dtrby^ 
Jhtre^ and the Family of Ferrers on her Mother's 
fide. They left only one Daughter. 

He was Dpctor of Divinity, and Matter of St, 
John's College fucceeding Dr. Gunnings who had 
prefided therp eight years. Jn 1 679 he refigned . 
his Mafterihip. In i693, he was preferred to the 
Deanry of Windfor upon the death of Dr. Durel^ 
Jle was made Biftiop of Eochejler the fame year, 
upon the tranflation of Dr. Dolben to the Arch- 
Biihoprick of Torh He was Lord Almoner to the 
icing, and allowed to hold his Deanry in Comment 
dam with his Bifl^oprick of Rochejier. An* 1684 
|ic was translated to F\y in tb^ room of Dr. Gun^ 
ning. He was Preiident of the Society of the Sons 
pf the Clergy. He was one oi the feven Biihops 
tjiat were fent to the lower j and one of tholg 
that was deprived at the Revolution^ which he 
furyit'^d ten years or more.

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This Prelate has many Sermons in print. One 
he preached at the Coronation o^ James II. 

A piece entitled Animadverfions on a Pamphlet 
called Naked Truth : Or the State of the Primitive 
Churchy printed 1676, is faid to have been written 
by our Prelate •, but it is without his narme. 

He publifhed two Letters to the Clergy of the 
Diocele ot £(y, one dated Augui 1686, prepara- 
tory to his Vifitation -^ the fecond in OSober fol- 
lowing^ both printed at Cambridge. 

He cannot icape a ftroke of the Biihop of 
♦ Salisbury's flail, when he is characterizing thole he 
did not love. But confidering he fufFers in very 
good Company, it is ho difparagement to him, 
efpecially if the Accufation be examined. * *^ He 
^« was of too quick an Imagination, and too dc- 
" fective a Judgment." How a man's Imagination 
can be too quick, is not obvious to every body. 
If proofs of lus defective Judgment could have been 
produced, 'tis a wonder they were not : Nor doth 
this finding fault with a quick Imagination difcg- 
yer too profound a Judgment in the CenfQr.

LAWNEY^ Bifhop of EXET^Kf 

[ E was a younger fon of Sir JonMhan 
Trelavoney of Treiawney in Cornwall^ Bart, 
born in that County. This is an antient 
and loyal Family. Sir John tjieir An- 
ceftor was created Baronet by (Carles 1. in th^ 
fourth year of his Reign. It appears fropi Lore} 
ClarendoHy that at the general Rinng qf the Cava- 
liers in order to a Reftaiiration, the head of this 
Family was engaged with Greenville apd others to 
fecure Plymouth and Exeter^ This was at the tim? 
Lord WiUoughby and Sir Horatio Town/end projefted 
the furprize ot Lynn , that Majfey had a defign 
upon Gloucefter ', Newport and fjittktonnT^on Shrewf^ 
bury 7 Booth and Middleton vpon Chejier i which 
they did bring about, but their Body was defeated 
by Lambert^ and the hopes of the Royalifts alt 
over the Nation at once crulhed and put out, thp* 
like Tinder, ready to take f^re again upon the 
leaft fpark of encouragement. The fame Hifto- 
rian mentions another Gentleman of the Family^' 
Member of the Houfe of Commons, expell'd by 
the Houfe for oppofing their claiming a Guarc^' 
^ and afterwards, upon the ftrcngth of this crime^ 
ftripp'd of his Eftate, imprifoned, and brought 
fo a languifliing death ther^ for ^arjt of neceffarieSy

The fame Hiftory mentioning the Heroes of 
the Weft, puts them in this order j the ArundeU^ 
Tr€lar9niesy Slannings^ Trevanmons. 

Mr. 'trelawney had his education at Wefiminfter 
School Thence he went to Cbrift-Church in Ox- 
ford^ and was entrcd at eighteen years old, 1 668. 
The year following he was made Student. He 
took his Degrees in Arts, went into Orders. He 
had one or more Benefices conferred upon him by 
his Relations in his own Country, 

In the year 1 680 his eldei: Brother died, yet he 
left not his Function. In 1685 he was made Bi« 
Jhop of Brijtol^ upon the Tranflation of Dr. LaVe 
to OiiAcfitr. He was introduced to the Houfe of 
Lords the (amc day that Dr. Ken was, as Bilhop 
ofBtithagdlVells. 

He was one of the feven who were committed 
to die tower June 8th, charg'd with Contriving^ 
Makings Md Publifhing a feditious Libel againjl his 
Ma]efiy and his Government. For this he was tried 
with the reft, and acquitted. 

On the fifteenth of November following he was 
preferred by King "James to the See of Exeter ^^ void 
by the Tranflation of Dr. Lamplugh to Tork.' 

Upon his Father's death he became Baronet, 
and enjoyed the Paternal Eftate of the Family, 
He was advanced to the See of Winchefter^ which 
he held to his death. He had one or two fons 
drowned on board Sir Cioudefly Shovel in the ^jTi- 
ciation. He had a Brother Lieutenant Colonel in 
Kipg J^mes^s Army at Salisbury^ who had a Regi- 
ment given him by King William after the Revo- 
lution, 9nd died Major or Ueutenant General a 
few months ago* 
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The LIFE o/0r. William Nichol- 
son, Bi/hop of Glovcestek. 




E was fon of Chriflophet Nicholfony born 
at Stratford near Hadleigh in 5Mjf(?/i Nov. 
1 . 1 59 1 . He was Chorifter of Magdalen 
College in Oxford^ and educated in the 
Grammar School there. He took his Degrees in 
Arts, that of Matter being compleated 1615. He 
was. Chaplain to Henry Ezv\ of Northumberland^ 
then a priioner in the TovBier of London^ and Tutor 
to his fon. But delighting in Grammar, he Was. 
prefented to the Free-fchool of Croydon in Surrey 
the next year, where he continued till 1 619. He 
then retired to IValeSy having obtained the Reftory 
of Llandilo vaur in Carmartherfhirey and Toon after 
had a Refidentiarifliip of St. David% and the 
Archdeaconry of Brec\mch He is faid to have 
been chofen a Member of the Affembly of Di- 
vines, but never to have afted with them. Being 
deprived of his Preferments, he kept a private 
School in CarntarthenfhirCy and by his Writings de* 
fended the Church of Englaitd againft her Advcr- 
faries. 

In the latter end of the year \66o the King 
advanced him to the See of Ghuceftery fome years 
vacant by the death of Bifliop Goodman^ allowiag

him to keep in Commendam the Archdeaconry oP 

Brecknock and the Reftory of Bifhops-Qeve in Glou^ 

gejierjhire. 

He had the reputatioa of a learned Divine, 

converfapt in the Fathers and Schoolmen, and 

excellent in the critical part ot Grammar, 

He wrote, A plain, but lull Expofition of thcT 

Catechilin of the Church ot England. 

An Apology for the Dilcipline of the anti^t 

Chiwrch. 

An ^xpofipion on the Apoftles Crped, 

An eafy Analyfts on the whole Book oF Pjalms, 

He died at his palace 1671, and was buried in 

i\i^ Ifle adjoyning to our Lady's Chanel, 




^^ LIFE of2)r. John Pritchett, 
Bifiop of Gloucester, 

^ was Con oi'Walter Pritchctt of Hillen^ 
r^ don inMiddkftx^ afterwards Lord Mayor 




of London. At eighteen years old hq 
was admitted a Student of Queen*s Coi* 
lege in Oxfordy but took his Degrees in Arts a^ 
Member of Edmond Hall. He is not known to 
have been a Sufferer for his Loyalty during the 
Times. At the Reftauration he was polTeffed ot 
jfhe Vicarage of St. Giles Cripplegate. 

The reafon ot his advancement to this See is 
faid to have been that hq was rich, and could 
therefore better live upon a fmall Biihoprick j yet 

he 
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he got liberty to hold his Church at Cripjflegate in 
Commendam. He was confecrated 1672, and 1680 
died at Harefeld in Middlefex^ where he had an 
Eftate. He was buried pjader the Pulpit of that 
Church. 





TheLlVE-ofDr.KoBEKT Framptonj 
Bifhop 0/ Gloucester. 



E was fon of Robert Fram^ton of Pim- 
pern in Dorfet/hire, At fifteen years old 
he became a Chorifter of Corpus Chrifii 

_^ CoUege in Oxford^ An. i6y]. He was 

afterwards Student ot Chrift-Churchy took a Degree 
in Arts as Member of that Houfe 16^1. Upon 
the breaking out of thq Rebellion he retired to 
his native Country, where he was a School-mafter; 
and fome lay. Curate. 

He was made Chaplain to a Man of War, in 
which he acquitted him.elt fo well as to be made 
choice ot by the Turkey Merchants trading to 
jileppo to be their Chaplain, where he refided 
twelve years. Upon his return he was Chaplain 
to Robert Earl of jiyleshury j but went a fecond 
time to jileppOy and continued there four years. 
The Teftimonials he brought from thence of his 
merit and his Services, recommended him to fb 
much favour, that upon his return he had, the 
Prebend of iorlton in the Church of Salisbury con- 
ferrM upon him in 1672, jgad the lame year a 

Prebend 
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Prebend in the Church of Ghucefter. He had aJfo 
about that time a Living ia Dorfet/hire^ as I con- 
ceive, tho' IVood faith Gloucejier/hire. 

Happy had it been tor che Cavaliers, if they 
could ail have found Ihelter at Jleppo. Even Turkey 
would have been preferable to the treatment fohie 
of them met with from the Men of Meeknefs and 
Moderation. The Clergy that were kept aboard 
the Ships under the preUurc ot Lice and ill ufage, 
had no great realbn to be terrified \vith being fent 
to the Plantations, or fold to Barharyy as they 
were threatned, if they had foreli^en what was to 
be the lor ot ibme of them. Barbarity is more 
cafily born from a flrange Mafler, than the Infults 
of domeftick Rabble exalted upoQ the ruin of 
their Betters, 

In 1673 Mr. Frampton fucceeded Dr. F'irier in the 
Deanry of Clouceftet. The fame year he accumu- 
lated the Degrees in Divinity, and preacl^'d the 
Sermon on jiS-Sunday in the morning. In 1^80 
he fucceeded Dr. Pritcbett in the Bifhoprick of 
Cloucefi^r. He was confecrated in AU-SquU College 
in Oxford^ the Archbilhop being there attending 
the Parliament He had liberty to hold his Dor- 
fitjhire Parfonage in Comnttndam^ which he did 
for two years. Then he was indufted into the 
Living of Aoemng neaj Hampton in Glouceftcrjhire^ 
of the Gife of Thilip Shepherd cf HamptoM^ Efqj In 
lefpo he was deprived of his Bifhoprick with the 
rrfl who refufed the new Oaths. His Living he 
is faid to have kept for many years, if not to his 
death i or to have enjoyed the profits of it by tlic 
favour of his Patron. Dr, Edx9ard foxpler bad the 
See, Our Prdate, whofe amiable temper made 
him highly acceptable to the Neighbourhood, died 
in this Century about the beginning of it.

Biihop Bmnet^ who would be thought the Doer 
of every thing, means, perhaps, by a total Dq^ri<» 
vation, and a laudable courfe of Starving, a real 
benefit to the Deprived: He had complain'd, and 
put it into the Mouth of his taithtul Stuimine^* 
upon the Reftauration : ^^ The Men of Service 
^ were loaded with many Livings, and many 
«^ Dignities. With this great acceflion of Wealth 
" there broke in upon the Church a great deal of 
** Luxury and High Living, on the. Pretence of 
^' Hofpitality, And with this overfet of Wealth 
^^ and Pomp that came on Men in the decline of 
** their Age, they who were now growing into 
^^ old Age, became lazy and negligent in all the 
" true Concerns of the Church. 

The great Obferver faith upon Fairfoul^ Bifhop 
oi GlafcoWy '[ " That he was a pleafant facetious 
" Man, infinuating and crafty i But he was a 
*^ better Phyfician than a Divine. 

I would not except his Lordfliip out of die 
number of Phylicians. His method of curing 
Luxury in High Churchmen was admirable *, but 
to prove himfelf of the Faculty, he took no Phy- 
ficit himfelf,

E was third Son of Sir Tloofnas Monk of 
Potheridge in DevonJhtYe^ Knt. Sir Thomas 
refided at Marton in the fame County,, 
when his SoniVfcboI^5 went firft to Oxford i 
but we are not told at which Place this Son was 
feorn. In 1626, he was admitted Commoner of 
Wadham College in Oxford, being about feventeen. 
years of Age. In 1634 he proceeded in Arts, and 
^ntred into Orders. He was beneficed in his own 
Country, and is faid to have fuffered as other 
Loyalifts. This is probable enough, becaufe his 
Brother fought for the King. 

He was for fome time, through the Intereft of 
Jiis Brother, commanding in Scotland under Crem^ 
mll^ permitted to enjoy a fmall Cuce, but was 
difturbed by the Triers. At length he enjoy 'd the 
R^ftory oi Kilham^ton in Cor rixvall^ the gift of his 
j^infman Sir John Gre^nvllk^ afterwards Earl of 
Bath, which was worth three hundred pounds a 
year. This was given him with a view to the 
Services he might perform for the Royal Caufc 
with his Brother Gtorge^ who had himfelf obliga- 
tions to Sir John^ and upon whom Sir John had 
gn eye to bring about the long wifh'd-for Reftau- 
ration. It was by the Intereft of the General that 
Mff A^onk had quiet pofleffion. 
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In KS59. he was fent to his Brother to difpo^ 
jbim to bring in the Kirtg, which was rejeaed, and 
Mr. Monk difmils'd without any hopes, and for- 
bid ever to mention that affair any more. Yefi 
what he faid might have fome influence, as Well 
as Sir Jofc/^ GmnvilWs fending him on the erfahd 
for whofe Family the General had a gieat regard. 

The privacy with which the General condtidled 
this grand Affair, hath given the world reafoh td 
giiefs whether he meant reftoriiig the King at firft, 
or fetting up for himl'elf, or whether indeed hd 
defigrfd any thing, but to get the Power firft intd 
his hands, before he would refolve how to ^m-- 
ploy \ti 

I have been afliired t>y aii Effex Geritlemail^ 
intimate with the young Duke ot Albemarle^ that 
he fliewed him at Nexp-Hall in that County fomd 
original Letters leit by his Father, plainly difcd- 
vering a Correlpondence with the RoyaliJKis before 
his defign was publick. 

Biit there are other Arguments that virill incline 
one to believe Refliauration his primary intent 
One is. That he was at firft a Cavalier. And th6' 
Dilguft had made him change Sides, having been 
made Prifoner, and leit in long confinement iii 
the Tower without ranfom or exchange j yet his 
hatural Loyalty fo far prevailed, that he defir'd to 
ferve in Irel^nd^ that he might not immediately 
oppofe the Royal Caufe. 

Another confidefation is, T'hat the method he 
took was thfc fecureft for his own Honour arid 
Qiriet. He had feen ^ with what Difficulty the 
Proteflbor had maintained his Poft^ To what 
ihifts andjdiftreffes he had been fometimes driven 
to quell that mad Enthufiaftick crew, by whofe 
Arcngth he conqiier'd others t That if his fupe- 
rior Kdents could but hardly ftem the incliiiatioit 
jfo Mutiny and Change, it was more than any 

other

other Man would in prudence undertake : That 
the contending Officers had no principle of Union 
araongftthem butlntereft- Novelty, Ambition, drew 
them, out againft one another : Whereas Refet- 
ding the Government upon its legal foundations 
had a better profpeft of ftability j and however 
the people were brought to deteft Monarchy at 
firft, the rime was come for them to be fick of 
their own projefts, opprefs'd with Taxes, and an 
Army to raife thefe Taxes, out of which that 
Army would firft be paid. 

Doing right to the King of the Nation, was 
the way to affure him of unenvied Grcatnels. He 
would have no trouble to be upon his guard, to 
balance Parties, and be jealous of his Friends, 
but might fecurely enjoy the fruit of that Peace 
and Plenty he had Co happily procured. 

His Glory was greater to give than to re|sive 
the Gown •, and' if we remember the unescAel^ 
with which the young King wore it, we may fee 
reafon for him to envy the GeneraPs rcpofe. Mr. ' 
Oommll himfelf vfould have envied him, and 
would probably have chofen that part, if he 
could have e^ccufed his Defeftion upon liich difguft 
as the Of her had to plead j if he could have waih'd 
off the ftain of Royal blood, of involving great 
part of the Nation in Parricide.

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prepared to fire at him, but the famous Colon^ 
^irch pre\rentevl it. 

He was ftripped in the Times, as were other 
Jloyalifts, but the Family Eftatc came to him by 
the death of his Brother Sir William. He pafled 
the y^ars of Ufurpation with Sir RovpUnd Berhly 
'^t Cotbertdge in Worceficrfhire. 

On the Reftauration he came into his Deanry 
and other Preferments. And \ti Dectmber xC6i. 
the King advanced him to the Biflioprick of 
Berefordy in which he continued to the Day of hi§ 
death, enJ3ying it with credit, and employing 
, good pare of the Revenue in Hofpitality. • In th© 
year 1 667. he was made Clerk of the Clofet tg 
tlie King. This he kept tvyo years, but chdfe tQ 
retire to his Dioceie. He attempted, andbroughc 
abouc, what he was heartily rcfolved on, it ip 
could be effefted in his time. That all the Pre- 
t)cndaries of his Cathedral fliould be fuch gis live4

By his Will he fettled twelve hundred pounds 
for Charitable Ufes : Fourteen pounds out of the 
product ofit on the very poor Vicarage of Tarfoky 
adjoining to the Pariih ot Croft. To the fame he 
gave Lands to the value or Ten pounds per. An. 
fox ever. And to the Church of Croft Twely? 
pounds fer An. for ever. 

In his Will he acknowledges the Gopdnefs of 
God in recalling him to the Church of England^ 
in which he was baptized, H^ died in M^l^p 

He had three Brothers Jn the King's Army 
Colonels, Two of fhem Knighted. Sir WiUiamy 
the ^Idpft, was Hilled at Stoke-Cafile near Ludlojp m 
f64^, A fecond died 1659. •*

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My account ot* this eminently pious, icATni4y 
judicious^ modett Prelate is the more foccinit, 
becaufe his Life is at large written by Mr. IValtopy 
arid prefixed to his Works i which are in the 
hands of all true Sons of the Church of Ehglandi 
Who can purchafc them. 

At thirteen years of age Mr. Sar.derfon was ad- 
mitted of LiitcdM College in Oxfvrdy under the 
tare of Dr. Kilbie the Redor.

Upon, the 5co^i Covenanters entring England 
with their complaints againlt the Common-Prayer 
and the Ceremonies of the Church, the King and 
the Arch-biihop employed Dt, Sanderfon and two 
more of the Convocatioo, to make inch Altera- 
tions as might give them eafe, if that were all 
they meant. This Reverend Perfon and two mor« 
met twice a week at the Dean of Wejlmmfter's for ' 
five months, to confider of this Reformation. By 
this time 4rhe Brethren Covenanters in England had 
fo far nurfcd the Good Caufe, as to throw off the 
pretence of Moderation, Yet both Houfes pro- 
posed Dr Sanderfon to be a Truftee for^the fettling

Agalnft this the Body appointed twenty Dcle-t 
gates to draw up a Manifefto, to iliew the viola- 
tion fuch a Prattice would be to their Confcience* 
Sosie of thefe were Dr. Sheldon^ Hammond^ Satin 
4fftfo»^ Morfyj and Zouch the Civilian. With this 
hA Dt. Sa»derfon vi^s joined to put it into Fibrin, 
f irft it was printed in Latirty atterwanJs by Dr. 
Smdsr{(m in E^iijh^ as an A|>peal to Natives and 
Foreigners. 

TJtJe four Divines laft mentioned had been 
agmed by. the- King- to attend him, which the 
Presbyterian Parliament rchifed. The lndepcn-» 
4eats having got into the Saddle, made greater 
pretence to indulge Liberty ot Conlcicnce, and 
allOLWed it. Mr. iValton afibres us from good Au' 
thority^ that the King tranflated Dr. Sanderpm Df 
JW^men^(i into fiJ^gH/hy which was intended to hi 
put into St. Jameses J-ibrary. . . 
, I A 1648. Dr^ Sapderfon was by the Reformers 
(^ypeiled the Univerfity with the reft ot the Loy* 
bliiis^ He retired tq Bootbby^Pannel^ and there 
^^Hereifed^thc Office ot a Parifh Prieft, but was 
frequently i»c^naipced and infulted by the Soldiery, 
;Who tore the Sevvice-Boqk, and requited ExHem^ 
fm PertqirmanciBs.

Some time after he was feized by a Troop of 
Horl'e, and carried to LincolHy and exchangea tot

This was a precioiis promoter of the Good Old 
Caiile, upon whole fcore the Exchange was made> 
upon agreement each ihould live peaceably at his 
own Parilh, and procure peace for each othe^ 
when difturbed.

The bold Preface before his laft twenty Ser* 
nions, was printed in the year 1 65 5. He has been 
charged with a timerous, bafhful habit when he 
appoired in publick, which can be attributed to 
nothing but excefsof Modefly, fince all that knew 
him allow his Fortitude in oppofihg the Times as 
eminent as iiis Humility and his Modefty. pis 
Amufements were ;reading fome of the beft Claf- 
licks in profe or vcrfe, and looking into Atttiqiii** 
ties and Heraldry, in ^U which he was an Adept.

However the Oppofition made to . the Church 
at this remarkable Conference of the SLwoy may 
have been reprefented r^ however the differences 
between the Churchmen and Nonconformifts may 
have been made light ot as matters meerly ot 
Opinion V. If we examine iryio the foundation of 
thefe Differences, we fliall find the Authors of 
them chargeable with fbmething more than gene-^ 
rally is laid at their door, Schjlin.

Dr. Sanderfon governed his Diocefe, the Ihort 
time he polfeiTed it, as a moft Primitive Bilhe^.

LQndon^ educated at WeJtmiMer School. 
Firft he was Commdrier or Magdalen-' 
Ktlly An. 1^16. being eighteen years 
qld -^ thence he went to Edmond-Hall^ and at fijf 
years ftandiug went out Batchelor of Laws of that 
Hoiifc. He went into Orders^ and was made oile 
iof the ChaiJ!ainsofCferi/l-efcf<rcl?. When the King 
had his Head Qiiarters at Oxford^ Mx. Fuller be- 
canaie ChapUin to Edward Lord UttletQtf^ Lord 
Keeper. But ilpon the declenfion of the ^Cing*^ 
Affairs, took up with a School at Tmckenbm in 
Mtddkjex^ where he pafled the reigns of Olk/tr 
and Richard^ inftiUing Loyal principles intp'hi^

|E was Son of Rkhard Barlorv^ born at 
Lcinghill in the parifli ofOrton in WeJI^ 
morland An. i6oj. He was educated 

zt jlpleby School^ and ^w. 1624. was 

enired oT Queen's College in Oxford, where he was. 
Poor ferving ChSd, Tabar'deri then Matter of 
Arts 2^nd Fellow 1633, Two years after he was 
Metaphyfick Reader of the Univerfity, and his 
Lectures were publiflied. 

When the trying Times came on, he kept fo 
far in with the Men in power as to enjoy his Fel- 
lowfhip notwithftanding the Vifitation of 1648: 
He, with fome others, had dexterity enough to 
put a decent prefent inco the hands of Mrs. Kelfiyy 
Wife and Bribe-taker to the Deputy-Qovemor of 
the Parliament Garrifon. He made -alio an Intc- 
reft, by Dr, Ower^ tx> skrecn himfelf. 

This appears from the Doiior^s asking the lame . 
favour of Dr. Barlow^ when he was under profe- 
citdon of the Lord Chancellor Hyde. Dr. Barlov^ 
di:l his endeavour, but the Chancellor was inexo* 
Table upon Dr. OtveWs holding Conventicles after 
he had given his word to the contrary. This was 
the Chancellor's Anfv^er.

In itf52, Mr. Barlow was eleaed Head-Keeper 
of the Bodkian Library, and made Leftnrcr of 
CburcbUl near Bur ford in Oxford/hire. In 1557. he 
was elefted Provoft of his College. 

In 1 550. he was created Doftor of Divinity 
amongft the Royalifts, and got himfelf puc in a 
Commiflioner, firft appointed by the Marquis ot 
Hertford^ Chancellor ot the Univerfity, atttrwards 
by the King, for reftoring the Members who were 
eje&ed in 1648. So eafy was the tranfition from 
his old Friends to his new, with whom he had 
nothing to do but to join in the common Joy, and 
be as lerviceable as he could in reftoring^ Suiterers 
to their Right. Some regard was probably had to 
his great Learning. In 1662. he was Margaret 
Profeffot- 

In 1553. he was made Arch-deacon of Oxford ^ 
but Dr. Thomas Lamplugh oppokd his title. At 
length Dr. Barlov^ carried it at a hearing in Lent 
AJftze. He is fuppofed to be advanced to the 
Bilhoprick of Lincoln^ to which he was confe- 
. crated 1675. by intereft of the two Secretaries of 
State, Mr. Coventry and Sir Jojefh Wili'tamfon^ who 
had been both of his College, and the former his 
Pupil. 

He refided at Buckderiy never vlfiting his Cathe- 
dral, bccaufe hh palace ^t Lincoln was in ruins, as 
it continues to this day. He fent thither one hun- 
dred pouftds, halt to the Church, the other to 
the City, and prefented them afterwards with 
twenty pounds towards renewing their Charter. 
When tile Duke oiTork went to Scotland as.Com- 
jniffioncr, he expefted an Invitation to the palace 
at Bmkden^ by which he paffedj but the Biihop- 
Ihut up his Gates. Yet, when the Declaration 
for Liberty of Confcience canieout, he is reported 
CO have either wrote for, or otherwife to have 
encouraged the Reading it in Churches. 

X 2 Arch- 
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Arch«biihop SAndcrt^ gave Biikop Wkite 6f 
Titerbcfitt^h a G>inm^oa to hold an Archieptl^ 
copal Vifitation in the Diocefe of Lincoln in the 
reign of Janus IL and he vifited and confirmed. 

Biikop BdiTlw died QSober Sth. 1691., and was 
buried on the South-iide oi the Chancel of JSuekden^ 
aged eighty four. 

He gave to the Bodleian Librftry att his Books 
which were not before in it^ and the reft to ^mcn^$ 
Coll^e^ who built a Libraiy to receive them. His

E was bom at London in the Strand^An^ 
1592. His Father was Andrew Hackct 
of Putferin in Scotland^ of the Robes to 

Prince Henry. He had his Education 

at Wcftminfter School, being in great favour with 
Dr. AndrmSy then Dean of that Church, afterwards 
Biihop of Wimhefier. In 1608. he was elefted to 
trinity College in CanAftidge^ and made Fellow at 
the ftated time of fitting for a FcUowftiip there. 
He took Pupils, and had a coiifiderable number 
from fome.ofthe beft Families. He went into 
OMers under the Bifhop of London. Dr. IVi^ams^ 
BiUujp of Lincoln^ chole him to be his Chaplain 
upon being made Lord Keeper ^ he was induced 
to it by Mr. tiachfs Learning and Knowledge in 
' the Languages. This was in \6ii. After two 
years fpent in attending upon that Prelate, he 
went to Cambridge^ and performed his Excrcife tot 
Batchelor of Divinity. He was made Chaplain to 
King James^ and by his Patron's Intereft, obtained 
the Living of St. Andrew's Holborn of the King, 
who prelented in the minority of the Earl ot 
Southampton, His Majefty gave him alio the Par- 
lonage of Cbeame in Surrey^ vacant upon tiie In- 
cumbent's being made a Bifhop in Ireland'^ upon 
one of fliefe he cooftantly refided. 

X 3 ^ 
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In 1628. he went out Doftor of Divinity at 
Cambridge. In 1631. Bittioi^ IViUianis made him 
Archdeacon of Bedford. About the year 1639. he 
had collefted fomi thouiands of pounds toward 
rebuilding his Church of St. Andrew's j but the 
Rebel Parliament laid their hand upon it, " and 
cmploy'd ic in their War againft the King, as they 
alfo did a Sum laid, up for repairing the Cajthedrajl 
of St. Paul. 

There was a projeft in the beginning of the 
War, for enquiang into what was amils in the 
EngUjh Liturgy and Church- Government. Some 
Bilhops and others of the Clergy were commU* 
fioncd for it, amongft the reft Dr. Haeket, But 
the Lords and Commons made iiiort work with 
them, paffing a bill againft the Government of the 
Church by Bilhops, D^ Hacket was the Pcrfon 
picch'd. upon by the Commiffioners to fpeak their 
fenfe of the matter, 

He was routed frqm St. Jndrew% but kept 
Chedme all through the Uliirpationj pnly he was 
feized and imprifoned by the Army under £Jfe», 
and atfer (bme time releafed. 

He was made Biihop o: Litchfield and Coventry 
in 1 55 1, the See having been for fome time. kept 
vacant tpr Mr, Baxter^ which he refusM. Here 
Dn Hacket was ^ fort of Founder of his Cathedral, 
having in eight years time rebuilt it after it had 
fu»fered by Sacrilegious hands ; Tl^e expence was 
/. 20000, of which the Chapter contributed I. looo* 
The reit was his own, or procured by him of 
other pious perfons. It is a rnoft noble Fabrick^ 
and hath perpetuated the name of its fecon4 
Founder, 

The window of the Qate that enters the Clofc^ 
from v/hence the Lord Brook viewed the Church in 
order to batter it, is yet Ihewn. And it is a tra- 
dition brought down to this tiire, that the man 

who 
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who ihot him was an Idiot. Others have jfaid he 
was Deaf and Dcnanb* The Biiliop alfo laid out 
h looo on a Prebendal Houfe, where he lived, the 
Palace being demoliihed. 

He died in 1^70, and lies buried in his Cathe- . 
dral, under a noble Monument ereded for him by 
Ids Ion Sir Andrew. 

A Century of his Sermons were puWiihed after 
his death by Dv. Plume, Arch- deacon ot Rochefter^ 
who wrote his Life. 

Bilhop Hacket wrote Arch-bifhop Williams's Life, 
which was publiihed the latter end of the hB: 
Century, occafioned, as 'tis faid, by Mr. Wharton's 
writing the Life of Arch'-biihop Ijaud at the defirc 
of Arch-biihop Srmrfcro/f.

His advanccmerit to the See of LiHb- 
field upon the death of Dr. Haclet^ was owing tQ 
tiie recommendation of Sir Henry Wi^od his Bro^ 
ther, who(e daughter and heir was married to 
CoarUs FitxRcyj Duke of Sontbamftvif. He was 
confecrated jinm i6']i. and died at J{/trcf in 
NorthamftoYi{hireAn,i69^. 

H[e was fufpended of his Office by Arch-biftiop 
Sandcroft for negleft ot his Piocele-^ living verjr 
much out of it. He came but little to lAtcbfieldy 
or to tccleJhaU. His Lady always reiided at his , 
houfe at Idackneyy whqther he was there or ttofc. 

He died Rich, and left /. 5000 to the Junior ^ 
Matters ot Cbrift^Clmrch^ and an Eftat? in Norfolk, 
Qt /. 200 per anmm to the Seniors.

)iad the PiebeKkl of SoUth-^Srtuabaim m chii Chnrcfa^ 
whkh he relign'd when he was admitted to that 
of Ttynt^n. He was rtry inftrumeotal in forward- 
ing the King's efcape to France afbr the batde of 
Wcrctfter. Lord Clarendon telb iis^ that upon the 
difappoinistenc of the Veffti that was hired ae 
ij/me to cairy the King orer, he was i^ced to 
change his purpofe and to go into Ifiltfl^e, There 
pr. Henchman^ Prebend of Satisbury^ mtt him, and 
pondufled him to a Houfe three miles off Saiisbary^ 
call'd Heale^ belonging to Serfeant J^^ where 
)^s Majeftf was tor fome time concealed* Theft 
the Dodxsr fent to him to meet him at Stmel/t^t^ 
fyom whence he condudzed him tS> Cdonel Pbitips^ 
who had {provided a Bark at Brigbt^UmJkd*, 

A faithful Friend, and a fiiccefsful one, mujEt 
needs be remembred after flich a time of danger. 
The DoQx}r was in i66e. promoted to the Sttof 
Salisbury^ upon the tranflation of Dr. Thipfa to 
Wimhefter* And three years after he was tranflatcd 
to London^ upon Biihop Sbeldon^s advancement to 
tfaeArchiepifoopal throne. He was made Lord Al- 
moner. H« died 1 675, and gave L 765 to St.pmt*^.

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^e LIFE (7/2)r. Henry Compton, 
Bifb(^ </ London; 

[E was a younger fon of Sfencer Earl of 
Northamptoff, who died bravdy, com- 
manding againft the Rebels in the Moor<- 
Lands of S^affqrdjhire^ about two miles 
dJftant from the Town of Stafford. The account 
wc have of his death is only from the Wretches 
tihat killed him -, That his Horfe being ihot under 
him, he on foot flew a Colonel of Foot^ and after 
his Helmet was llruck ofl^ refufed Quarter. It's 
snore than ever we ihall know, whether it was 
oftered him. 

His Son Henry is faid to have been in the Field 
at Edge-Hill Fight in his cradle. By this muft be 
meant, that he was carried to the Camp for fecu- 
rity when very young. For this battle was in 
J 642, and he was admitted Nobleman of Queen^^ 
College in Oocford 1 649, or thereabouts. He was 
born, we are told, at Comptoa^ near Keynton in 
IVarrQicJ^fhire. 

When he had been three years at Oxford^ he 
eaine> to his Mother at Gryndon in Northampton'- 
Jh'trt. Then he went abroad, and, if fome ac- 
counts are true, trail'd a Pike In Flanders under the 
Duke of Yorl^ as did many En^UJfh Gentkfneny to 
his honour and their own. This was 2^ Seafbn 
for Heroic Aftion, There was never a mofc jufti*-^ 

fiable 
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fiable Summons to Arms, than in defence of a 
Virtuous Prince, and a Nation's Liberties. Never 
v^as the Sword iharpned with greater Deteftadon, 
than againfl a crew ot Plunderers and Bnthufiafts. 
Yet thele, from the advantage of being better 
armed and better paid, were an over-match for 
Honour and the deareft Courage, when Vengeance 
was defigned upon the Land tor unrepented 
Crimes. 

The Earl of Northampton's death cannot pafs 
without a mention of the brave Earl of LMje/s 
dying of his wounds, in all appearance, for want 
of a Surgeon to ftop their bleeaing : And of the 
piety of his brave Son, who, to gain an opportu^ 
pity of aflifting his Father, chruft himfelf among 
the Enemy and became Priibner, in order to take 
care of him, but too late. How glorious was the 
Exit oi this great Man, who fpcnt his dying brcadi 
in pleading the Monarch's caufe to the Rebel 
Pfficers, and retorting their Ingratitude for perfo* 
nal favours received ? • 

Upon the Reftauration 'Mr*. Compton was made 
a Cornet in Lord Oxford's Horfe. Afterwards ^e 
ff&it to Cambridge^ and was created Matter of 
Arts. He entred into Orders ^ and having a Crane 
of the next Canonry of Chrift'Churcby in the year 
idtfd, he entred himfelf Canon Commoner. He 
was incorporated in the fame degree, and the year 
after had the Mafterlhip of the Hofpital of S. Crofs 
near Winchefier. In 1669. he was inftaSed Canon 
in the room of Dr. Heylin^ and took his degrees 
in Divinity. On the 20th ofOilober 1674, he was 
clefted Biihop of Oxford. In July 1675. he was 
made Dean of the Royal Chapel on the Death of 
Pr. Slandford ^ and in December following Biihop 
of Lond$n in the room of Dr. Henchman. In Jan. 
|ie was fworn of the Privy -Council, and concinu'd 
jjb.to the deaih of King Charks. 

When 
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Whca King Jamts came to tfie Grown^ he Was 
difinifs'd from his attendance in CounciJ^ and 
firom being Dean of th6 Chapd. In the year 1 68($. 
Dn John Sharp, Redw of St. Gikis, having preach'd 
what gave offence to the King, his M^ijefty, by 
Letter from the Lord Sunderlandy Prefident of thii 
Council, conunandSfthe Bifliop of London to liif- 
paid him trom preaching in any Church or Cha^ 
pel in lus Diocefe, ^^ tiU he hath given Us fatif-*. 
hSdoBf and ^^ Our farther pleafure be known 
iicvein. 

The Biihop wrote to Lord Sunderland^ e2pre£« 
fing his readinefs to obey the King in whacever 
lie could perionn with a fafe Confcknce -, ^^ Btic 
^ in thi% I hun^y concave, I am obliged to pro* 
^ cecd according to Law^ and therefore it is 
^ impoffible for me to comply, becaufe though 
^ his Majefty commands me only to execute ixis

«. he defired tardier Time, the Cwilians being 
out of Town. He was anfwered, that their Lord-* 
Aips would allow no time for pleading to their 
Juriidiaiotii but for any other Anfwer they woiikl 
graota'Foitni^t. The Bifliop fenp his Proftor 
to their Regifter, for a Copy of what Orders and 
other Mimites they had fct down cMcerning his 
Bufinrfs i bwt it was rcfufed. 

•On the J I* of -A<^ his Lordlhip aja^eared 
again, and pJeaded to the Jtitifdiaion of their 
Court, as he was advis'd toy GouncSI, who were 
ready to argue the point, that the Commifliori 
was againft an Aft ot Pfiriiaiwcnt. The BiflK>p 
being over-ruled j protefted his Right to this flea, 
which he had drawn up, and would have deli- 
vered in, biTt it was refuted to be argued. 

The fubftance of this was, an Aft in the reign 
rf €!barles I. which annulled Che High-Gommiffion 
Court, and prohibited the erefting any other of 
t^e l&me Kind. 

He gave his Anfwer in Writing to the famo 
efea as his Letter to the Lord Prefident had been. 
Being asked by the Lord Chancellor if he had any 
thing mwe to fay, he replied. The word Suffend in 
the King's Letter was capable of a double con-* 
ftruffiion. To fulpend ab Officio^ was a Judicial 
Aft, and he could not do it but in a Judicial 
manner. In the other fenfc of the Word it might 
xnean no more than Silencing. That he had ad- 
vised the Doftpr not to preach till he knew his 
Majefty's farther pleafure, which in a Judge is 
tantamount to an Admonition j if he had nbt lub- 
mitted to it, the Bilhop might 'have cenfurcd him 
for Difobedience. If this laft was his Majefty's 
Meaning, he had in effefl: obeyed the Letter. 

The Biihop's Council, who were, Dn Oldys^ 

-Pn Hed£es, Dr. *iffe Qs* JNmion^ were heard. 

. '^ The 
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The Chancellor explained to Dr, Oldys^ that the 
King's meaning was Silence j upon which the Bi- 
ihop pleaded, that he had efFeftually obeyed hir 
Majefiy's Commands ; concluding that if in any 
drcumftance he had been wanting^ he was ready 
to make reparation, by performing that likewif^ 
and to beg h& Majefly's pardon. 

On the 6th of September i685, the Commiffio^ 
nets gave lentence; « That the Bifliop, forhia 
« difobedience and contempt^ be fufpended du- 
« ring his Majcfty's plcafure, peremptorily admo- 
«« nifhing and requiring him to abftain from' the 
« Funftion and Execution of his EpifcopaJ Office, 
« and from all Epiicopal and Ecdefiaftical Jurit 
'* diffion, under pain of Deprivation and Re- 
^ moval from his Biihoprick. 

The Bifliops of Durefme, Rochefier and Feter^ 
imaugh^ were commiflioned to exercife all manner 
of Eicclefiaftical Jurifdiftion within the Diocei^ of 
London during the Sufpenfion of the Bifliop. 

Dr. ^arp was judicially fu(pcnded^ but ibon re- 
ItorM to the exercife of his Funftion, 

The remaining part of the Bifhop's Life is be- 
yond the period that I have fet to rayfel£ 

He had a Method of palling every Summer in 
fomc new part of his Diocefe, riding out every day 
to vifit in perfon dip Churches, and Parfonage, 
and Vicarage Houfcs.

£ was Son of jiuflin R^nolds^ one of 
the Cuftomers of Sauthamptony bom at 
Bolyrw^d in that Borough 1 599. He 

had his firft Education at the Gram-

College Oxford, Probationer Fellow in 1610. foe 
his knowledge in the Greek Tongue. He had the 
reputation of a good Orator and Diiputant. When 
he was Mafter of Arts he took Orders j was after- 
wards Preacher of Lincolm-Intry and Re&or of 
Bra^nton in Nortbamptopf/hire. In 1642. he went 
down the flream with thp Presbyterians '•, and the 
year after was one of the Aflembly of Divines, a 
Covenanter, and Preacher before th? Long Parlia- 
ment. In 1648. he was one of the fix Preachers 
fent by the Parliament to Oxford to make the 
Univerfity Orthodox in obedience to the Powers 
in being. He was a Vifitor. He was made Dean 
of 07rfft'Church in the room of Df. Fell ejefted. 
Vice-chancellor, and Dr. of Divinity by Creation, 
Yet the Independent Tefl:, the Engagement choak'd 
him, and he lett his De mry upon it. He then 
retired to his Cure, and thence t9 London^ was 
Vicar ot St. Lau^erce Jcwy^ was dekrroiis in Com- 
pliment to Mr« Cromwell the Ai&, and x'econc^ He 
2 t\aj 
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was the mouth K>f the London Minifters to coil* 
gratqjate Rkhari upon his Proteaorlhip,

Nor was the Doftcir iefs ready to court Mo»ii 
and lend his helping-hand, with others of hisParty^ 
to bring in the King^ when they found he muft 
come. It was indeed not he that turned, but the 
Times. When the ftcluded Members ot Parlia- 
ment were rcftoredj he got )iis Deaniy again. He 
and Mr. Calamy met the King at CaMerhury^ and? 
were made his Chaplains. He was defired to quit 
his Deanry to make room ifor a mci^c acceptabW 
Man, but in a. month's time had the Kins^s Lttter^ 
upon which he was elefted Warden of Mertofi. 
Upon the King's candour and condefcenlion to 
offer him the Bilhoprick of Norwich^ he was ib 
good to accept it, to which he was confecrated 
in January 1660^ to the mortification af his more 
ftanch Friends. 

Attcr all^ this was not his faulty his Edtrcation 
gave him no prejudice to Monarchy or Epifco- 
pacy; and when a Man can advance himfelf with 
a good Confcience, why may he not leave vf hat 
Intereft only had -engaged him in ? Let th^m that 
blame his laft Turn, jnftify him, if they can, in 
the former. He was now fubmitting to Autho- 
rity, however he had oppofed it. Their ftanding 
cut, an4 keeping up a Schifm, when they were 
put upon nothing but what they owned inditFerent^ 
has a worfe look than returning from wrong to 
right i and* the ^obKgation thcjr Were under from 
^ cntring 
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cntring into an ungodly Covenant, bound them to 
repent of' what they had done, inftead of juftify- 
ing it. 

Did Seftaries make the Rebellion, or the Re- 
bellion make Sectaries ? Was not the Deftmaton 
of the Church the means *to deftroy the Monar- 
chy ? Till the people were btown up to Enthufiafm 
and Madnefs, they could not be brought in to 
Plunder and Parricide •, till Scripture was tortured, 
to make way for Anarchy and UfuiTpation. 

This Bilhop is allowed to be a man of Learn- 
ing: He died in 1678, in the 76th year of his 
age. He lies buried in a Chapel erefted by him- 
felf adjoining to the Palace at NorwicK He has 
publiflied thirty Sermons ;, and fome other Pieces,

He went oiit Doctor of Divinity 
at Cambridge im the year 1670. upon the King's 
Letters to the Univerfity. 

He was lome time Vicar of Batterfea ift Sumy % 
was Chaplain to the Engtifh Merchants Faftory at 
Portugal i alio to the Lord Treafurer Oijfordy Pre- 
bend of Cadington minor in thc'Church ot St; Paul 

He was advanced to the See ot Llandajf in the 
year 1675. upon the death of Dr. FranciT Davies. 
A^. 1679. he was* " ..*^.wa to the See of Pttet" 
baroughy void by the death of Dr. Jofcfh Hen/havo. 
And in July 4. 1685. he was tranflated to the 
Biflioprick of Norxpkh upon the death of Dr. An- 
thony Sparrow. 

He lived till i Jan. i709-to> and Was buried in 
the Parifti^Church ot Hammerfmith in the County 
of Middlefexy under the Belfrey near his beloved 
Wife. Hammerfmith had been the place * of his 
Refidence for many years, till the time ot his 
death. 

He gave to St. yobw's College Library, Books to 
the value of fifty pounds, befides Manufcripts, 
and choice Pamphlets, This Gift was after his 
Deprivation. 

Dr; Lloyd governed his Churth with that Piety, 
Candour and Zeal, which became a Chriflian Bi- 
ihop. Many inftances might be produced, handed 
down to us by the Clergy of his different Dio- 
cefes, which I forbear to mention, becaulc wc 
bjivc them not in their due form.

jH E RE is but little to be gathered up 
of this Prelate's Life, andlefs of his Sut- 
feriogs. He was born zt Eafi-Chtap in 
London. At fifteen years of age he was 
a Student fomewhere in the UniYeriity of Ox/or d, 
jin. 1 514. Afterwards he wa$ one of the Clerks 
of jill'Souls College, and 16 18 elefted Fellow, • 
having taken Degrees in Arts, Holy Orders, and 
been a frequent Preacher, He was efteem'd a Man 
of good parts, knowing in the Ecclefiaftical and 
Civil Law. In 1634. be proceeded in Divinity, 
and kept his Aft with Approbation. He was then 
Reftor of BirightmU in Oicfbrdfhire, He was made 
Chaplain to King Charles L and Refidentiary of 
0fidxft€r. Wwid fays of him, that in the Rebel- 
lion He fuffered in form part for his Loyalty. It's 
probable he could not find where, becaufe, upon ^ 
Dr. Walker'^ beft enquiiy, he queftions whether 
he was one of the ejected or not. 

He appeared however in 1660; amongfi: the fuf- 
fcring Tribe, was made Chaplain to Charles II. and 
D^n qS Lkchfield. H« had the rich Rectory of 
Chinmr in Oxford/hire. In 166 i. he was advanced 
to the See of Oxford upon the Tranflation of Dr. 
Skinner to tVomfter. He h&d liberty to keep both 
his Livings in Commendom.

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'Tis faid that he had Arch-bifhop SMdonh In- 
tereft towards his promotion, in hopes that, being 
rich, he would rebuild the Biihop's Palace at

Mn Fell vi^s the Son of Dr. Samuel Fell^ the fuf- 
fering Dean of Cimft- Churchy born at SunnivgweU 
near Abingddn in Berks^ or at Longwonh^ educated 
chiefly at the Free-fchool of Tame \n Oxfordshire^ 
made Student of Cbrifi-Church at eleven years old, 
jinm 1 636. hfc took degrees in Arts, that of 
Mafter 1643, carried Arms for the Kmg in th? 
Garriion or Oxford^ and was afterwards an Enfign. 
He was in Orders when the Vifitation of 1648. 
difpolfelTed hm of his Studentihip* He; kept ftiU 
in Oxford till the Rettauration, ibmetimes in the 
Lodgings oi his Brother-in-law, Mr. Thomas H^illis 
in Canterbury Qiiadrangle, fometimes at his houle 
^S^^mUMerton College Church. Here he perform'd 

his 
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his Office of a Prieft amongft the diftreffed Loy- 
alifts who came to him. 

On the Reftauration he was inftalled Canon of 
Chrift-Cifurch iti the room ot Ralph ButtotTQJcctQd^ 
was created Dr. of Divinity, Chaplain in ordinary 
to the King, and Dean of Chrifi Church. In the 
Deanry he fucceeded Dr. Morley^ who had but jiift 
time to rellore the furviving Members ejected 1 648, 
before he was advanced to the Biihoprick of Wor- 
cefter. 

Dr. Fell purged the Remains, and ejther brought 
them to Church Principles, or fent them oft as 
refraftory. It feems the Organ and Surplice gave 
great offence to thofe that had been Swallomrs of 
Camels. He fet himfelf to reform his College from 
thofe Corruptions into which the Ufurpation had 
brought it, to reftore Learning and Religion after 
the pattern of Arch-bifhop Laud. As he refided 
upon the place^ he had been eye-witnefs to the 
decay of Principles, to the introduction of mon- 
ftrous Tenets, the natural offspring of Confufion. 
The farther Youth was corrupted from Truth, and 
engag'd in diforderly practices, the fitter tools they 
were hke to make for Anarchy and Republicanifm. 
It had been obferved that Church Principles had 
kept the Univerfity true to the Monarchy, there- 
fore Delenda Carthago. By an inundation of , 
Atheifin and Enthufiafm, that danger was pro- 
vided againft: By relaxation or abolition of Difci- 
pHnCj, the Generation to come would be in love 
with thofe who had taken off the burthen of 
leverc Studies, who had difpenfed , with them in 
their attendance upon Academical and Religious 
Exercifes. The latigue of Improvement, and the 
hindrance it was to the amufements of Idlenefs 
and Vice, to which unreftrained Youth was ex- 
posed, would have its weight, and determine the 
Y 4 unguarded 
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unguarded Stripling to be aa Admirer af Liberty^ 
to ^o down the ftream of fafliion. 

The Dean let himielf as a Bulwark agaiflft thefe 
Corruptions, and ^s a feithful Guardian to the 
youth of his College, an^ enquired into the beha- 
viour of them all. He woidd fee that they attend- 
ed both the Chapel and Hall^ elteeming thofe 
Noblemen and Gentleman Commoners, who 
would reckon themfelves above Difcipline, to be 
but a Iplendid Nuifance to the Univerfityj, who, 
by their example arid their piirfe, would intiuence 
the Scholars, He -either reformed their Manners, 
or fent them away. Their abience from the Hall 
or Chapel he accounted indecent, fuppofing they 
muft be ill-employed whom he could not fee there. 
On fome mornings in a week he would go round 
to the Chambers of thofe ot the firft Quality, ex^ 
amining them, and finaing what progrels they 
made in their Studies. This he thought inquin- 
bent upon his Office, wd would not ftitfer his 
College to' be a place ot no Improvement, like 
Bath or N^wmarict^ to pals away Ibme idle time. 

,For the honour of the place he would have thofe 
that left it have fbmething to ihew when they 

, came abroad : That being of fuch a Body fhould 
iiot be all they had to fay for it : That the pub- 
lick Exercifes of the Englifh Univerfities, fuperior 
to any Europe affords, fhould not be loft upon 
them, and they go out as naked as they came in. 

His care extended in the fame manner to the 
whole Univerfity when he was Vice-chancellor 
1666, in which he continued three years. Be 
revived the regularity of Habits. He attended the 
publick Schools to make the Disputations and 
Lectures obferved with ftrictnefs and regularity^ 
He frequented the Examinations for Degrees, and 
held the Examiners to their duty. He attended 

Wall- 
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Wall-Lectures, and brought them to be worth 
frequenting. 

His friends defpaired of feeing luch a progrels 
' made in the reftoring Religion, Good Manners, 
and Learning, as he eifefted. What the Licence 
of Rebellion and induftrious Corruption ot the 
Youth for twenty years had pulled down, they 
thought was' not to be raifed by any Man. He 
exceeded their expeftation by his firmnefs and 
application, ftanding in awe of none of thofe little 
confiderations which divert and bials Men of left 
diligence and zeal. 

His publick Spirit was no lefs fliewn in build- 
ing and repairing what Sacrilege had demoliihed, 
or Cov6touIhefs neglefted: The North-fide of 
Woolfey'^s Qiiadrangle, by the Cardinal left unbuilt, 
was, by the Dean's Father carried on fuitably to 
the reft j it was carried up to the top, the Roof of 
Timber put up, but not covered widi Lead. Thus 
it ftood when the Reformers came, who took it 
down, and burned it in their Chambers. This our 
Dean built up, with the help of the College and 
other Contributors. It was for the ufe of two 
Canons. He built 2Mb between the imperfeft part 
of the North-Weft corner of the Qiiadrangle. 
Next he built the Chaplain's Qiiadrahgle and the 
long range of Building on the Eaft-fide of it- He 
rebuilt the Eaft-fide of the Chaplain's Quadrangle 
and the long Range before-mendoned, which had 
been confumed by fire, or blown up, to f ave the 
Library, Treafiiry and Church. Farther, he built 
the Lodgings of^a Canon in the paffage to Peek^ 
waier^ and the Tower over the principal Gate upon 
the Foundation Woolfey had laid. The Benefaftors 
Arms are rtoft of them engraved on th6 Roof. 
To this Tower he' brought the Bell which rings 
at nine every night, called Great Tom. He foUi- 
cited for Money to build the Theatre, that the 

Exercife 
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Exercile might not be kept in an improper place. 
He advanced the Prels, and improved Printing at 
Oxford. ' He zcalouQy detended the Univefity Pri- 
vileges. He left Money to his Executor Mr. Hemy 
Jones to be laid out for the benefit ol Chrift-Clmcb 
College, at his difcretion. With this Mr. Jones 
foxmded fome Exhibitions for the Commoners of 
Cbrifl-Cburch^ and bought foiiie Advowfons for the 
Students, of which the Parlbnage ot' Shering in 
Effex is one. Befides thefe munificent Attions, 
he found Money for other Charitable ufes j he 
maintained a Schoolmafter in St. Thomas's Parilh, 
to teach 24 poor Boys, whom he brought up 
Scholars, or put out Apprentices. 

In 1575. he was made Bifliop of Oxford^ hiive- 
ing liberty to hold the Deanry in Commendam^ that 
fo excellent a Governor Ihould not be loft to the 
College. He rebuilt the Palace at Cudefden. He 
dkdjuly 10. 1685, deferving a Charailer too great 
to be attempted here. He is faid to have been 
worn out with pains and care employed for the 
publick. He was buried in the Divinity Chapel 
. under the Dean's Seat.

1640. His Father was John Parkery a 
man very much of the times, bred to 

the Law, who became a Sub-Committee- 

Many was fworn Serjeant at Law^in the Protector- 
ihip of Oliver^ afterwards one ot the Barons of the 
Exchequer. Notwithftanding which he was once 
more made Serjeant regularly upon the firft Call of 
Serjeants after the Reltauration, tho' he had figned 
the death ot the Lord Ca^el^ the Earl oi hollandy 
and Duke Hamilton. Authors will have it that 
this Serjeantlhip was owing to the endeavours of 

the Lord Chancellor. 

Samuel 
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Samuel his Son was educated in a Puritanical 
way ; generally faid to have been a Freslyterioi^ 
but by fome of his enemies called an Independent. 
He learned Grammar at Northampton^ whence he 
was fent to Wadhcan College 1656. Upon the 
Reftautadon he found difcouragements from Dr. 
Blandford the Warden. He removed to Trimty 
College, where Dr. Ralph Bathurjl fet him right, an4 
overbore all the prejudices of Education, in 1 663. 
he took Mafter's Degree of Trmity Co&ege, was 
Grand Compounder, and entred into Orders. In 
1666* he publiflied his Ten$amina Phyfico Theologka, 
and dedicated it to Dr. Sbeldony Arch-biihop of 
Canterbury. He was made Fellow of the Royal 
Society, and left Oxford. In 1667. he became 
Chaplain to the Arch-biihop, who was fatisfied 
of his Talents, and wkbout dovbt took him to be 
throughly well-affected to the Churckot Engkmd. 
In 1670. he was inftalled Arch-deacon of Canter-- 
hury in the room of Dr. Sandcroft. The lame year 
he went out Doctor of Divinity at Cambridge^ 
Degrees being given upon the Prince 'of Orange''^ 
vifiting the Univerfity. In i6']z. he was inftall'd 
Prebend of Canterbury^ and had the Reftories of 
Jckham and Charlham in Kent confcrr'd upon him. 
In 1685. he refign'd his Prebend. In 16S6. he , 
was confecrated Bifhop of Oxford^ holding his. 
Archdeaconry in Commendam. 

In 1687. The Prefidenc of Mfigdalen College 
being dead. King James lent a Mandate to the 
Felbyvs to choofe jinthony Farmer^ Matter of Aits 
of that College, who had his education at Cam-^. 
bridge. A Citation had been fet up to warn the 
Fellows to an eleih'on ; but before the appointed 
time was come, Farmer^s Mandate appeared. The 
Society not regarding the Mandate, elefted, ac- 
cording to their Statutes, one of their Body, Mr. 
Houj^h. This was try'd by the Ecclef:aftical Com- 

miflioners, 
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zniflioncrs, when fuch Complaints appearM of 
Fartmr^s ill lite and' converfation, that he was 
dropped. Dr. Hough was cjefted, and Dr. Parker^ 
Biihop of Oxford^ had a fecond Mandamus^ upon 
which he was initalled Prefident, the Doors being 
broke open to give him poffeffion of the Lodg- 
ings. It was in November that he got admittance, 
being in a fickly condition. He died March fol- 
lowing, and was buried in the outer Chapel of the 
College.

I F ever he had Doftor's degree, I ask 
pardon for not inferting it •, but I can- 
not find it any where. He was bora 
in the Parifh 4^^ St. Catheriney jj^ar the 
Tower of London. At leventeen years ola he be- 
came a Student of Pembroie College in Oxford^ 
jin.i6^/^ He was there wnd^r ?i, Presbyterian 
Tutor, the remains of which education were ne- 
ver rubb'd off. There is no account to be met 
with of any Preferment he had till fotne years 
after the Reftauration. He was Reftor of ^/Z- 
ballorvs Statning in MarhLane^ LondQn 1688, from 

whence 
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whence he was promoted to the Sec of Oxford 
upon the death ot Dr. Parker. 

His Merit is laid to have been reading in » his 
Church, or getting fbmebody elfe to read, King 
Jameses Declaration for Liberty of Confcience^ He 
was, confecrated in OSober the lame year. Upon 
taking poffeffion of his See, he was much flighted 
by the Oxonians^ and as much by the Gentlemen 
of the Country. At the time of Ordination upon 
Trinity Sunday nobody apply'd to him ^ but thofc 
that went into Orders, receiv'd them from the 
Bilhop of Many who ordain'd then at Oxford. 
This Bilhop had a Houfe at Hummerton in Hackney^ 
where he died in jifril i6po, and was buried in 
the Pariih-Church there.

E was the Son of iVilUatn Henfhaio of 
Siiffex^ defcended from a Che/hire Family, 
but born in Cripplegate Parifh in London. 
He was of Merchant-Taylors School, 
from whence he went to Oxford^ and became a 
Commoner of Magdalen College, or Magdalen 
Hall, An. 162 1, being about eighteen years of 
age. He took a degree in Arts, went into Orders, 
and was made Chaplain Co John Digby Earl of 
Mrijtoh

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He was Chaplain to George Duke ot Bucks when 
he was murthcr'd, who had obtained for him a 
Prebend of Peterborough. In 1 634. he had die Rec- 
tory of Stedhatn cum Hay [hot in Sujjex. The Li- 
vings from which he was ejefted are by V>T.Walker 
called Lavant and Hay/hot^ meaning perhaps the 
fame by another name. 

He is faid alfo to have been Preacher at the 
Cbarter*houf€y and Vicar of Little St. BartbolomeTvs 
at London. Mr. Newcourt finds this laft Prefer- 
ment attributed to him by miftaking Jofefb Hen- 
jfhaw ror Johyiy the two firft Letters bemg only 
written : And 'tis probable John had the Preacher's 
place too at the Charter-houfe. 

In 1639. he took Doftor of Divinity's degree, 
being then Prebend of (Mchefter. He fufered 
much by the Iniquity of the Times, and was 
fl:ripped of his Preferment. Some part of the 
XJfurpation he paffed at Chifivkiy at the Lady 

' Tmlet's^houih. Two grand Independents came into 
his Livings. One of them, named Story'y was a ' 
man fo much for Reforming and Refining upon 
Inftitution, that when he married, . he only led the 
good Woman into the Church, and asked her 
before the Congregation^ whether ihe woiJd have 
him. He defired the People to take notice of it, 
then faluted her in the Church, and led her home 
direftly to bed. 

Dr. HcYijhaw was forced to compound for his^ 
Temporals- at/* 1 77. 

Upon the Reftauration he was made Chaunter 
oiChichefier in the pkce otDr.Cdx ueceafedi In 
September 1660, he fuccecdcd Dn IJy^rs in the 
Deanry of Chkheftm Dr. tyws was advanced to 
the Deanry of Windfor. He was a Civilian and a 
great Csinoniftj a^ appears from a finall Traft of 
his, publilhed 1620. entitled, "fhe poor f^icar^s Plea

Juft fo well fupported is this pretended dying 
fpeech of Mn Smttk If there be nothing in the 
charafter of Men, that gives weight and credit to 
what they atteft ,i if what one man affirms has a 
right to be believed againft what another denies 
without previous regard to charafter, there may be 
an end to fome enquiries after Truth. If Impro- 
babilites have the fame chance for credit as what 
is natural and agreeable to experience, we have 
dropped one of the fureft lights to find out Truth. 
He that loves the Lye, and gives it his Pafs to 
miflead the populace, is as guilty as he that 
framed it. What has been we have reafon to ex- 
peft may be. The World is not fo much mended 
iince Fergnfon^s time, but ftill there are Hearts to 
concewey Tongues and Pens enough to propagate 
Lyes, to advance the Intereft of the Father of Lyes.

Mr. 7 bomas Spratt was born at TaUaton in Devon- 
/hire about the year. 1 63 5. Anthony Wood faith he 
was a Minifter's Son •, if he meant a Clergyman's,

^ derftood him better ^ for the modem term for an 
' Officer oi State and a Diflenting Preacher vvere 
iifed when he wrote. In 1^51. he was admitted 
Commoner of Wadbam College in Oxford. Nexc 
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year he was Scholar of the Honfe, Dn Wilkins 
being Warden. He took his degrees in Arts, and 
was elefted Fellow. 

Upon the Reftauration he came into the Sun- 
fliine ot favour : His Talents recommended liim.

And the Men ot Wit, who returned from Exile 
and paffed their time in Mirth and Joy, were en- 
amoured with his fprightly converfation.

A broken Gairalier, 
who could only rehearfc his Sufferings, was noc 
company for lb polite a fet of men, and muft 
therefore give way to his more accomplilhed ene- 
mies, who could turnilh out poignancy and elegance 
tp the entertainment. • An Eftate in Wit was a 
Ticket tor good Eating, adding much to the en- 
joyment of thofe that cotild relifli it \ and for liich 
as could not, ic^ would find out fomething even 
in Diilnefs and Ignorance, that made it neceffary 
to the feafl* tho' it had little befides the Perfor- 
mance of tne Cook to defcant upon, 

Mr. Spratt was ot the Royal Society in both its 
fenfes. He went into Orders, was firft Chaplain 
to the Dake of Buckinghamy then to the Ring. He , 
was Doftor of Divinity, Prebend of Weftminjier, 
had the Church of St. Mdrgaret there. In 1 680. 
he was made Prebend oflVi^dfor. In 1 683. Dean 
of Wefiminftery upon the promotion of J^c, Dolhert 
to the See of York. In 1684. Bifhop at Rochefter^ 
upon the TranHation of Dr, Turner to Ely. In 
168$. he was fworn Clerk of the Clofet to King 
James II. upon Or. Creip's being made Dean of th& 
Chapel Royal.

He was afterwards one of the Commiffioners 
for Ecckfi(^ical Affairs^ trom ailing in which he 
withdrew in jiugufi 1688. He wrote a Defence 
of himfelf in a Letter to the Earl of Dorfet^ dated 
Febr. i<J88. To this Letter an Anfwer came out, 
which produced a fecond from the Bifliop co the 
lame Peer 1 689. 

He is allowed to have been a Great Man in 
many parts of Learning, whether confidered as a 
DivinCy Orator^ Uifiorian^ Poet •, one wlio was as 
much a Matter ot writing the Englijh language as 
any the Nation has produced.

nineteen years of age, HewasProftor of 

the Univerfity in 1631. Then Chaplain to PWiip 
Earl of Pemhrokey who prefented him to the Rec- 
tory of Bijhoffion in Wiltjhire. 

He was Chaplain and Tutor to Cfc^rfcj Prince 
of Wales after Dr. Du^pa j was created Doftor of 
Divinity 1 642 i the year after chofen one of the 
AiTembly of Divines, with whom he refufcd to 
aflr. He was Chancellor of the Church oif" SeAif- 
bury itpon the death of Dr. Cbittingxvortk Then 
came on his Sufferings. He was deprived, and 
went into voluntary exile. He met Charles II. 
at Roan afto: his efcape from Worcefier Fight, and 
was made his ChapIaiA and Clerk of the Clofet. 
He was intimate acquaintance with Dr. Morley^ 
afterwards Bilhop of WimhefieTy and lived with 
him one year at jintmrp in Sir Charles Cotterers 
houfe, who was Mafler of the Ceremonies. Thence

fie was made Dean of Wejlmtnfter upon the 
king's coming in, and continued Clerk of the 
Clolet. On St. Andnxo's day 1 662, he was conr 
fecrat^d Biihop of IVorcefier m tjie room of Dr. 
Caudtn dcceafed, and in September the pext year, 
removed to the See of Salisbury yvn^on the Tranfla- 
tion ot Dv. Henchman to London. In 1 665. he at- 
tended the King and Qiieen to Oxford^ who had 
left p>nd(fn upon account of the Plague, fie had 
his Lodgings in Vniverfity College, where he died, 
and was buried near the high Altar at Mcrton 
College Church. He left a 'great charafter as a 
Scholar and a Divine, to which were added many 
rare Accomplilhments. He was a Biftiop trply 
primitive. His Epitaph faith he neither deferved 
an Eiiemy, nor had one : This muift be meant of 
the latter part of his Life •, for they could not be 
cfiteem'd Friends, who, for his Piety and Loyalty, 
drove him into exile.

[E was Son of Sir Laurence Hjfde o^ Siilif^ 
huryy Knt. who defcended irom Laurence 
Hyde of St. Michael^ in DorfetfhireyZni. 
he from Robert Hyde of Northbury in 
Sir Laurencs had eleyen Sons, moft of 
them confiderable men. Alexander was his fourth, 
born in St. Marf% Pariili at Salisbury. His educa- 
tion was at Winthefier School, whence he went to 
iVi?TP College at Oxford^ and after two years of Pro- 
bation, was made perpetual Fellow ot that houfe 
jin. 1 617, being about 20 years old. He t€K)k 
Degrees in Law, that of Do£lor being coippleated 
M, 1632. In i/)37- he was made Sub-Dean of 
Salisbury on the death of Giles Thornborough^ and 
the year after Prebend of South Grantham^ by the 
refignation of Dr. Hun^bry Henchman. He had a 
Wife and fix Children. 

He was upon the Reftanration made Dean of 
Winchefier^ and in 1665. Biihop of Salisbury ^ in 
the rpom of Dr. Ec^rU {ie was confecrated in 
Nevp-CoUege phapel, tlie Arch-bifliop being then 
with the Court at Oxford. He poffefTed the See 
but two years, dying at 70 years old, and was bu- 
ried in the South Ifle near the Chbir in his Ca- 
thedral.

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He might have expefted Preferment for his 
Sufferings and other Merit i but his relation to 
the Lord Clarendon and IVIrs. Maty Hyde of Heale^ 
was tiic raifing him to Htm high Station. 

• Mrs. H)fde mts widow of his ctcfeft brother 
Lanremt. She had her part in concealing King 
Cknrles whilft he was fliifting from place to place 
after Worcefter Fight, till he could ^et over-fea 
with fcairity. She ought to have her name re- 
corded amongft the Heroines of that age, whole 
CJburage and Fidelity was the glory oi the Nation 
which produced them. Their Valpur in the heat 
of War, their Ardour in raifing money for the 
Scnricc, dicir Conftancy under the lofs of Huf- 
bands, Fathers, Brothers, butchered and impri- 
ibned by a mcrcilefe crew of Upttarts, their 
pions refignation in a Widowhood oppreffed with 
iccwm and want, deferves a particular Hiftpry:

E was born at Buntingford in the Parilh 
ofjifpeden in Hertford/hire in Jpril 19 17. 
His Father was an Attorney^ who put 
him to the Frce-fchool there under Mr. 
Merit on. Thence he went to Sidney College in 
Camhridge^^ and was Servitor to Dr. IVard the 
Mailer. By his favour he was firft Scholar, and 
afterwards Fellow. His Genius led him to Ma- 
thematicks, which endear'd him to the Matter, 
tho' not at all related to him. Mr. Charles Scat' 
borough ofCaius College was his intimate Acquain- 
tance, and having the lame inclination, they two 
went together to vifit Mr. Oagbtred at jilbury in 
Surrey. He was Author of the Clavis Ma^bemO' 
ticOy in which they both defired to be inftruS^d ; 
and they received from him fuch fetisfaftion, that 
they read it t/o their Pupils in the Univerfity be- 
fore it was read by any otter Tutor. 

He was ejeftcd from his FcUawlhip with voy 
good company, and 1643 imprifoned in St. Johifs 
College, then a place of Durance for the Cava- 
iieis. Before that time he had- been Trevarkatur 
at the Commencement. Dr. Ward being fick and 
in priibn, he attended him till his death.

About this time he joined with Mr. Barrow, 
Cunnings and fiarmck^ in compiling a Treatife 
agaioft the Covenant, to conlim others in dbeir 
Loyalty, ' " 

He was fome time Chaplain to Bifhop Brotpnrigg^ 
who about the year 1649 or 1^50, collated him 
to the Chauntry of Exeter^ and to the Ganonry 
and Prebend of Mr. Cotton^ dcceafed •, by the 
ftrcogth of which he was git the Reftaiiration in- 
fixed in thefe Preferments. It feems to have been 
t;he Bilhop's belief there would be a time for 
Right to take place ; and Mr. U^ard lecms to have 
thought the fame, by being Candidate for a thfng 
fo far oif as that appeared to be. Yet from his 
accepting Preferment under the Uforpation, eveu 
the year before the King came in, it lookM as if 
lus Hopes were entirely abforbcd, or that he 
trufted to his Talents or his Fortune to light upon 
bis legs. * 

For fevem years after he was difpoflefled of his 
Fellowfhip he pailcd his time amongft his Friends, 
the chief of which, and with whoiq be refided 
moft, was Mr. Ft^tman of AfpfdenrHatty in the 
Parifli where he was born. He was (bme months 
la the Lord IVenmanh family at Ti^ame in IVarmck- 
Jbin. Then Mr. Greaves^ Allronomy Ptofefibr in 
Oxf&rd^ turned out for not taking the Covenant, 
folHcited for Mr. IVofd to be his Succeffor. This 
lie accepted, and with it the independent Teft, 
iSRQ . Engagement. He entred himfelf Gentleman 
Commoner of Wadham College for the fake of 
Dr. Wilkins the Warden. He was incorporated 
Mafler of Arts, and proceeded Doftor of Divinity 
l<54- By the direftion of Dr. Manfcl^ yrho had 
Iwjn Head of Jefus College, he flood for that Poft 
wpon the refignation of Dn Roberts j but the Pro- 
teftor interpofed for Hoxoell, an original Indepen- 
dent, and let Dr. Ward afide, with promifing him

eighty pounds a year, which money was never 
paid. In 1659. he became Prefident of Trinilrf 
College in the fame Univeifity, Dr. Batburfi have- 
ing made a Majority of Fellows tor him. But the 
year of Jubilee came, and brought back Dr. Pottery 
the right Owner, from the forrowful State he had 
been in for twelve years. 

Dr. IVard then retired to Londony and upon 
Dr. Eeynolds^s bting made Biihopof Norwich^ luc-* 
ceeded him in the Church ot St. Laurence Jewry. 
He was alfo inftalled in his Chaunterfhip of 
Exeter y and in 1661. was made Dean of that 
Church. In this year he printed a Sermon, 
Againft Refiflance of Lawful Powers. At Exeter 
he refided till he got fo much into the favour of 
the Gentlemen of the Country, as to be recom- 
mended by them, chiefly Members of Parliament^ 
at Court to fucceed Dr. Gauden in the Bifhoprick 
of ExeteYy to which he was confecrated 1662. 
He was fome time before made Fellow of the 
Royal Society i and the King probably had a re- 
gard to his fame in the Mathematicks, himfelf 
having a Genius that way. He was tranflated to ' 
Salisbury \66iy upon the death of Dr. Hyde. In 
1 671. he was made Chancellor of the Garter, the 
Office having been in Lay-hands 154 years, and 
procured that honour to be annexed to the See of 
Salisbury. 

Whilft he was Dean of Exeter^ he got h 25000 
of the Church's money to be laid out upon the 
Cathedral, which had fuffered in the Reforming 
times, and a new Organ. When he was Biihop, , 
he augmented fome fmall Vicarages, increafed the 
Revenue of the Prebends, and reduced the Dio** 
cefe to great Conformity. He got the Deanry of 
St; Burien annexed to the See, however it i^ dif* 
tinitedfrngev 

He 
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He repaired and beautified the Cathedral of 
Salisbury^ contributing largely to it himlelf. He 
expended i. 2000 in repairing the Biihop's palace 
here, which had been fold by the Parliament to 
one f^an Ling^ a D«tcb Taylor. ^In both Dioceles . 
he kept an account of his whole Clergy, make- 
ing diftinfl: Columns tor their Names, Degrees, 
Inclinations, Learning, Value of their Livings, 
with the Patrons names. Iijl this manner did 
Arch-biihop tarktr keep a Regiller of his Pro- 
vince, at leaft of fome part ot it, which is in 
the Manufcript Library ot Bcnnet College Cam- 
bridge. 

Bifiiop Ward had alio an eye upon Diflenters 
through both Diocefes ; as much as he could, he 
prevented fetting up Conventicles, of which there 
were very few. He lived in a mofl: generous and 
hofpitable manner. He was alfo aBenetador to the 
Royal Society. He built and endow'd a Collie 
in the Qofe at Salisbury for ten Clergymcns Wi- 
dows. He gave a Gonfidcrable Sum for making 
the River navigable from Salisbury to Cbrifichurds in 
jHap^ire. 

He gave one thoufand pounds to Cbrift^s College 
in CamhridgCy to found four Scholarihips there 
for Bumingford Scholars, and afterwards p.irchas'd 
Fee-Farm Kents to the value of J.2Z odd money, 
the overplus to be divided between the Mafter 
And Fellows of Cbri^'s, and the Mafter of J?M»)- 
iwgfofd School. But there having been a cheat 
in the firft purchafe, the Exhibitions are hardly 
paid. 
f Near the Chapel at Stmtingford he ereftcd a 
neat Houfe for foiu* poor Men, and as many poor 
Women, fallen to decay by misfortune, who have 
each ten pounds a year, 2JCk^ a Room above, and 
another below. 

He 
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He gave 1. 260 to the building the Cathedral of 
St. Paul. It is commonly faid, that he was offered 
the Biihoprick at Durham in his old age, and re-^ 
fufed it. Toward the latter end of his life he wag 
teasted with a Controveirfy, raifed by Dr. Fkrte^ 
Dean of Salisbury^ who allerted the King had a 
right to prefent the Prebends there. Commpn 
Fame faith, this was upoa his being denied a 
Prebend for his Son, and that the Fatigvic of 
Journeys and the Vexation the Biftop had in the 
aflSair, haftened his end. He died in January 1 688, 
at his houfe at Knightsbridge nc^ Kenfington^ and 
was buried at Salisbury.

He was a Native of Kent^ 
generally iaid to have been born ac 
Greeffwicb 10 March i588t Lloyd faith 
he wa? bom. at Levp/ham i and there is that pro- 
bability for it, that his Father was Vicar of that 
Pariih. He was brought up a King^s Schplar at 
Weftminfter School* Dr. Andrtm^ then Dean of 
die Church, taught him Hebrew. In 1605. he 
was elected Student of dnriftcburch in Oxford^ and 
fcven years after Fellow ot JU-SohIs^ being Bat- 
chelor of Arts. He took Matter's Degree, went 
into Orders, and travelled abroad. In 1619. he was 
unanimoufly clefted one of the Proitors ot the 
XJniverfity, in which he acquitted himfelf very 
well, being found an excellent Scholar, and fit 
for his Office. In KS25. he took his Degrees m 
Divinity i he was firfl Chaplain to the JSarl of 
j)orfet^ then to the Prince Palatm. In 1(529 he 
was made Dean of chrifichurch in the room ot Dr^ 
Corbet promoted to the Biihoprick of Oxford. In 
i6}2 and J 63 3 he was Vice*chanceUon In i6^x 
he was made Chancellor of the Church of Salifi^ 
bury upon the removal of Dr. Vee to the See of 
Feterborougb. After thi* he was Chaplain to the 
King, and Tutor tp the Friwe^ Cbarks ^nd Jams, 
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He is faid al£b to have boen ^Qm of PsHmorA

Upon the doWnfal of Epifropacy he retired tcT 
iSkxford^ and attended the King and the Priiace.' 
Tihe. Kng \rtras attended by him alio in his mdan- 
jcholy hours at the Jfle (f Wight^ and exprefled 
great comfort in his Convervfation. This Prelate 
was entrufted by the King in matters of great 
Confequence, as filling up the vacant Bifliopricks. 

His Life was Amiable and Exemplary j he me- ' 
rited the j^^Qtax ot all Good Men. 

The Udinrpation. he pafled chie^^in a fort of 
Solitude Vit RiGhmo^dj employed in Devotion. 

In 1660. he was tranflated to the Biihopriclc of 
iVmheJler^ and Was made Lord Almoner. The 
Regard .fliewti him by the old King, and rhe goo4 
Priticiples he had been known to infUl into the 
Youtig one, befides his pious and inoffenfive Life^ 
gave an ttoiverfai Satisfadlion to the Loyalifts, 
who had been witnefSes to his Conduft* He died 
at Rkhmond after poffcffing the See of Winchefit^ 
two years. He w^s an his death-bed vificed by 
King ChdrUs U. who asked his Heffing oh his 
inecs* His death was upon ^6 Mmch^ 1661.

Yet has there been a late attempt to blacken 
him, which feems no' Compliment to the Age for 
whoiti it was written. I miift liippofe them either 
caiily impofed upon to take Hearfay, and that 
the Hearfay but of one Man, againft an unque- 
'ftiot^ed Charaftpr : Or that they delight to fee 
.Excellency and Virtue difrobed, with a faaile- 
gioiis intent to deprive Pofterity of the benefit of 
pious Example. 

My Lord of Sar^m fays, * ^ Duppa. had been 
" the King's Tutor, tho' no way fit for that Poftj 
" but he wasa ineek and humble Man, and much

" ufe of the great Wealth that flowed ia upon. 
^' h^m that was expefted. " 

This and the like accounts, which that Hifto- 
rian has given againft all probability and expe- 
rience, will juftfy me in faying. That be has con- 
firmed the truth of'B'tJho^ Duppa'5 CharaSer by deny* 
ing it. 

He warns his Reader, in the Preface to his re- 
nowned Hiftory, To take what he fays agalnfi Clergy- 
fnen with grains of allowance. 

Is this humane or Cbriftian treatment of the 
dead, to ddiver thein down in worfe colours than 
he owns they deferved^ and to bid Pofterity take

have correfted himfelf, as have, left it to the Can- 
dour of the next age to do it for him ?

Dr. Duff a was pdffcffed of ntinchejier lio longer 
than from the Reftauration to the day afcer the 
year \66i expired •, fo that he had not a long 
time to amals Wealth.

His Fortune alio was funk, being involved with 

thofc th?t were in debt. 

He was clcfted a JCik^'s Scholar alt Wejhnmjler 
School when he was about fourteen years of age. 
In 1625. he became Student of Cfcr j/fcWrb, Yinder 
the Tuition of Mr. Jolm WM. Having, ipcnt his 
time in College till he was fevcn jrears Matter dt 
Arts, he was invited by Robert Earl ofcaernmrvov^ 
to be his dom:ftick Chaplain, with whom her 
conanued till he was forty three years old with- 
out aiming at any Preferment. He was then pre- 
fented to the Sine-cure of Hartfield in Suffexy which 
lie exchanged with Dr. :Auan^ Clerk of the Clofet 
to the King, for the Parfonage of Mildenhall near 
Mar borough. In 164?, before he h?.(i Mildenhall^ 
he was Chaplain in Ordinary to the King, who 
made him Canon of Chri^h^ch. The firlt year's 
profit of this he gave to his Majefty toward the 
fi^ort of his War. He preached before the 
Hoi^ of Common^ bnt not to their liking : Yet 

after-. 
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afterwards^ beiog Dodor of Divinity, he was by 
both houles iiominated oae of the Ai&pibly of 
Divii^s, as other h^neft^Men were, but aerer 
^mc amongft them. 

He attended the King dwring the War. And 
when his Majrfly was Prilbnsr at Ham^on-Coun^ 
was cmjioyjed by him to perfuade tlie Univcriky 
oot to iUb^it to the illegal ViAtation which had 
been begina. Upon this the Convocatioa pafled 
.an Ail ta that purpofe ,with only one Difientient 
Voice, tiao' they j^ere wnder the pQwer of the 
Parliamcat Forces. He was chofen with Ibme 
others, by th^ Univerfity, to negotiate the making 
good the Articles agrepd to .ypon the furrender of 
the Garrifon, ty which he gained tirae for receir 
ving their Rents, and for providing /or fuch as 
were to be expeUcd. He was alio an Advocate 
for the-iuffering Menftbers before the Reforming 
Committee. In this matter his behaviour was fo 
engaging, chat a I^adang Member o the Houfe of 
Commons made him this Offer : " That he ftuould 
^' not be piit to fay, / do> or fubfcribe any thing 
^^ contrary to his Gonfciencc, if he would but 
^ give them his Word, That iie would not attu- 
•*' ally appear againft their Proceedings. ' As 
l^cjou&as this was, he rejefted it^ detelting even 
the appearance. of a Rebd, and being cut out of 
cqpportimity ot fcrving and affifting the King. He 
»ras fthen dilpoffeflcd by f(»-cc, and turned alio 
out of his i.iving of MHi^nk<iU. He was thieaten'd 
to betaken into cuftody for not fubmiftiiig to the 
Reformers^ and was at lej^gth iraprifoned for a 
time. 

The Kiu^g fent for him to the Treaty of tl>c 
Jfie of Wight^ ^t which he affifted. Soon alter he 
was defired by the hejroic Lord Cafel to attend 
jhim in his preparation tor death. It is obfervable, 
that this brave Man expreiTed upon the Scaifold 
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hJs gricF, as the King himfelf did, for having a 
hand in the condemnation of the Earl of 5Ifr^rrf. 
This he had confented to when Member ofPar- 
liamcnt tor Hertford/hire. 

Dr. MorUyy upon the Mnrther of the King, went 
into voluntary exUc. He found Charles II, at the 
HaguCy with whom he continued, went with him 
into Franc9^ returned with him to Bfeda^ and 
preached before him at his going to Scotland •, for 
he was not allowed, nor any other Clergyman 
of the Church of England^ to go thither. Then, 
he removed with 'Dv.Earky afterwards Bifliop of 
Salisbury^ to Antnutrfy and both of them lived with 
Sir Charles Cotttrel there, till Sir Cfc.irlei went to be 
Steward to the Qiieen of Bohemia. He continued 
at Antxperf three or four years in the family of 
Lady Frances Hyde^ whole Husband, Sir Edward^ 
was the King's Ambafiador in S]^aifi. Here he 
read the Coifimon-Prayer twice a day. Catechized 
every week, and adminiftrcd the Communioa 
n^-onthly to the Englijh in that Town. This he 
did afterwards four years together i|i the fame 
family at Breda. But before his going to Breda^ 
he was invited by the Queen of Bohemia to be he^ 
Chaplain at the Hague. He confidered her necet 
lities, and her near Relation to the King, there- 
fore willingly officiated in her family, and in the 
Englf/h Church there, without any Salary, or ex- 
peSatioh of any. He vilited the Sick^ buried 
the Dead, and relieved the diftreffed Cavaliers. 

He was happy in the acquaintance of fome of 
the great Men ot the Age*, Bocbart^ Rivet, Htinfius^ 
Salmatius. This laft refided at Leyderiy to whom 
Dr Mprley was fent from the King with Thanks 
for the Apology he had wrote for his Father. In 
the accounts ot Dr. JlfGr(ey*s Life, we find that Lye 
of Milton's detefted, which he publiihed in his 
Anfwer to Sabnathii'^ That he ^as a hireling 

•. V Writer, 
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Writer, and was paid a hundred Broad-pieces for 
hispains; v 

It can't be (iii Milton wanted Wit i / yet the 
whole oi this performance is no more than faying . 
and repeating, That Salmatius had the mis fortune 
to have a Wile lalfe to his bed, and that the hun- 
dred Jacobcti^ which were his hire, had exhaufted 
the exil'd King's Exchequer. So meanly do men 
of Parts talk when they talk againft Right and 
Truth, as Swifs and Mercenaries to fuppoic Op- 
preffion and Wrong. 

This Accufation ot Salmatius^s Wife has brought 
upon the Stage a Report, which ptherwife might 
have fimkv That Mrs. Milton's frailty of the lame 
kind, difquaUfied her Husband from anfwering die 
Apology by the fame reafoning that Salmatius was 
not judged fit to write it. This unfortunate inci- 
dent, we are told, produced Sampfon jigoniftes. 

Dr. MorUy at the Reftauration was Chaplain to 
the Dutchels of Tork. The King made him Dean 
o£ Cbrificl/urchy where his firfl employment was 
bringing back the Sufferers of 1648. He was 
then preferred' to the See oflVorcsfter^ confecrated 
in OSober 166c, preached the King's Coronation 
Sermon, and was appointed Dean pf the Chapel 
Royal in the room ot Dr. Sheldon. 

The part he had with Dr. Sheldon in defending 
the Inftitutions of the Church againft the Cavils 
of the Presbyterians, raifed him Enemies, which 
were Enemies to the Church. His oppofing Mr. 
Baocter hath made the Party fet him forth to dif-, 
advantage. And we are not to be furprized at 
the honour done him by modern Reformers of 
Hiftory, who, with great zeal and no argument, 
deliver him to Pofterity with fpite and malice i for 
fo jthey have dont to all Men of Merit. ^^

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In i66i. he fras tranflited to )fi>cb(p^tfr on the 
death of Dr. Du^^a ^ the King foretelling dvat 
great Pieferment would make hkn d$v^ th(^ 
richer. His tniWick Spirit carried him beljrond 
fiiufter and ieififh views, and 'ih€wed him bqrn 
for the publick, not for hrmfelf. 

He built and repaired his Palace at Wimht^ 
out of his own Purfe, betides what he was im- 
powered by Aft of parliament to do from leafing 
ont iValtkm Park, and his Tenements built oac 
of fTificbeJler Houle in Southwark. Before the yeiir 
1672, he had laid out 8000/. in repdif of his 
Caftle of Fantbam^ the ufual place of hi^ Refi- 
dcnce. This coft him more atettwards. Be pur- 
dlafed ninchcfier Hoiife at Chdfctt with 4000^/4 
and annexed it to the See for Refidence in time 
of Parliament. He was alfo a confideiable Bene- 
factor to Chrifichurck 

In his firft year after hts Tranflation he vifited 
his Diocefe in Perfon, not omitting the I/te of 
Wighty where the people had not befctt^e fecn a 
Bilhop. In 1664. he went to Oxford^ and vifitcd 
all the Colleges, of whith he was Vifit<^j as Bi- 
ihop of IVinckfter. • 

He died at Fanfkim ^^ OiM. 1684, being tiien 
87 years of age, and was buried at his G^hedraU 
It was obfcrved, that ht had lived 74 yeats with^ 
out any confiderable dedffy. His Stfengrh is attri-*^ 
buted to keeping up his College cuftom of fifing 
ac five in the Morning, littirfg without a &e, and 
going to his bed cold. He did indeed exceed in 
leverity to himfelf^ eating but once a d^y^ and 
not going to bed till eleven.

He ferved 
the King in Scotland^ and had the Mortification to, 
fee the unfortunate Caufe link there, not without 
fome chance to be harig'd by the Rebels. Then 
he went abroad, and ferved. under the Duke < of 
Tbrk in Flanders ^ where both Commander and SoU 
diers acquired a good reputation. 

In 1660. he came home with the Tide. His 
firft Preferment was.th^ Arch-deaconry of Hun- 
tingdorfy which muft hive been ^ the Gift ot Dr. 
Sanderfon. The fame year he Was Doftor of Laws, 
the King's Chaplain, . and Vicjr^of St. Mary's at 
JReadiYig in Berh/hire. Ip i6<J2. he was Canon of 
Wind] or and of St. Da^icPs. In 1665. he was 
Arch-deacon of JBerks^ and gave up that of Hun- 
twgdon. In icen. he was chofen Prefidenc of St. 
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Johtfs College, and had the Golden Prebend of 
St. David^s. In 1669, he was made Vice-chan- 
cellor of the Univerfity, in which he continued 
three years with applaufe. In 1670. he was made 
Dean of Rochefter on the death of Dt. Hardy. Dr. 
IVdlker makes him Prebend of Durham^ and Go- 
vernor of the Charterhoufe. The firft of thefe I 
don't find in any other account. 

In 1672. Dr. iWiPTP was made Bilhop of 5^rfe and 
Wells on the death of Dr. Creightbn^ and was con- 
lecrated at Lambeth with Dr. Pearfon of Chefter. He 
governed this Church till the year 1684 j then, 
upon the death of Dr. Morky^ the King advanced 
him to WinchefteTy where he fat to the day of his 
death fome time within this Century. He was a 
Man of great Candour and Hofpitality, juftly be- 
loved. 

In 1685. he attended King James*sPixmy againft 
the Duke of Monmouth^ where he was a£tive in 
the Soldierly way. He altered the pofition of the 
Guns, which being all levelled the fame way, their 
Force might have been eluded by an opening of 
the adverfe Body. He therefore employed his 
Coach-Horfes ih drawing them to another Situa- 
tion, and planting them to fire Saltire-wife,' that 
their Shot mighu reach from Front to Flank. The 
King prefented him with a rich Medal in acknow- 
ledgement of his fei-vice. 

Our Bifliop gave a hundred pounds to the Ca- 
thedral of St. Paul at London. 

If an account of the heroic Spirit of fbme of 
the Clergy, who took Arms for King Charles L 
who chearfuUy fubmitted to the fatigues of War, 
could be recovered, it would be a credit to the 
Age that produced them. Loyalty invited them 
into danger for the fake of lb jufl a Caufe arid lb 
amiable a Prince i Deteftation and lU-ulkge pufli'd 
them forward. Had thole, who for fo many years

ihewed their paflire Valour^ in ftarving and eok 
during the infults of a viftorioui Rabble^ fbrefeexi 
the weigHt that was to bi; every day added ta 
their Mileries, the feeblefl haad would have beea 
induced to grafp a Sword, and* periAi in a bdd 
atcesipt, rather than have ipun oat a few foriow- 
fill years tiU their Spirit was broken «nd wafted 
by oppreffion. 

How much mflder was the Iirave Dr. Hadfonh 
Uu than theirs, who ftarved uader the Vfurpa-^ 
tion, and had a family to feed oox, of nothing i 
His Story, tx)ld by Anthor^ Waod^ ought to be 
revived, becatife it rnvft ere£l tor him a Momi- 
aie^t in every generous breail that has not heard 
of it. 

Du Michael HuJfon was Fellow of ^enh Cdl^ 
lege Oxford ^ afterwards beneficed in JAncoli^hirem 
He attended the King at his firft ieadng up his 
Standard : From Edgebill Fight he loUowed his 
Majeily to Oxford i was Scoiicmafter General w 
the* Army under the Mar<|uis of J^txocafile in the 
North fome years, in which his behaviour was 
gaUanc He was entrufted with the King^s Perfbn^ 
toother with AJhburnbf^m^ to convey him to the 
Scots Army, His condu^l was good ^ by fhifting 
snd diiguifes they Jcept out of the Rebel hands. 
A Serjeant at Anns^ when the King was at Ncwp^ 
cafUcj was feptfrom the Parliament tor Dr. Hudfon. 
He was taken at Roehefier^ ^xamin^d at London 
Houfe, and committed to Prifoa He broke out 
afld was retaken, put into HUlly Teat {hence to 
Z/mdon, an^i imprilon'd in the Tomr. He .brote 
ont thence, and in the beginning of the fata) 
itf4|.8, raifed a p>rcy of Horle in Unc^lnjhirie for 
the King's fervlce, having engagied {bme G^ndo" 
ra^noi Norf0lk^nd Suffolk in tiizli]KDc&ffL His 
|>arty was defeated at Stan^i^rd -, the greateft pad: ' 
iied to iVovdcroj^Jmfe p^?^ BeUrborou^b^ and de- 
fended 
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fended it. Some were t^ken : The Doftor, with 
a few defperate Men, got upon the Battlements, 
after the Rebels had pofleflion of the Houfe. 
Haying doac their utmoft, they accepted QiiarteTy 
but that was rcSafed them after it had been pro- 
inifed. Our Doftof was thrown off the Battle- 
ments, but hatching hold of a Spout or Out-ftdnc, 
hoog fey it. His hatids bcmg heat or ait ofl^ he 
fell into the Moat very much wounded. All thgk 
favour he asked, was biit to come owt and die 
upon the Land : But one Eighorough^ fervant to 
the intruding Rector olCajior^ knocked him on 
the head with the Btit-end of his Musket. WtAer 
a Chandler of Stamford cut out the I^iftor's 
Tongue^ and carried it about for a Troplqr. 
Edghorougb not long after was torn to pieces with 
his oWidt Guri, which burft whilft it was under 
his arm at Long-Orton.

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The LIT 1^ of 2)r. JoflN Gauden, 
Bifiop ^Worcester. 

E was SoA of the Vicar of Mayland in 
the Hundred of Dengy in Effsx. His 
firft educatidn was at the School of 
St Edmonds^Bury in Suffolk. At fix-, 
teen years of age he was admitted of St. 'JohtCs 
College in Cambridge under Mr. Wright, where he 
took degrees in Arts, and was remarkable for his 
proficiency in Learning. About the year 1630. 
lit removed to Wadbam College in Oxford^ as pri- 
vate Tutor to Fmw« and IVilliam, Sons of Sit 
WiUiam Ruffel of Cambridge/hirey into whofe Family 
he had married: He was alfo Tutor to other 
Gentlemen there. In 1635. he took Batchelor of 
Divinity's degree^ he was Chaplain to Robert Earl 
of IVarxvick^ Reftor of Brightmll in Berh^ and had 
alfo the Vicarage of dyipfenbam in Cambridge/hire^ 
the feat of the Family of Ruffel. He was recom- 
mended to the Parliament by Sir Dudley North. 
and Sir Thomas Chicheleyy Knights for Cambridge^ 
(hire^ to be Member of the AfTembly of Divines j 
but Mr. Thomas Goodnyn ftepped in, and ftt him 
afide. 

He was preferred to the Deanry and Reftory of 
JBocb/n inFffex by order of the Houfe of Lords in 
i643j direded to Arch-bifliop Laud^ which he 
kept during the Ufurpation with the other of 

Bright^ 
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BrightrpeUy much admired for his Preaching, The 
Covenanters claim him as one of them : Himfelf 
has in |»:int denied it ^ fo that we are co imagine 
he appeared to them Orthodox in their way, and 
only countenanced that in others which he did not 
think fit to do himfelf. But he never .could have 
thriven as he did, if he had appeared to the World 
a Non-Covenanter. In the year 16^9. he was 
Preacher at the Temple. 

In 1660. he was ready trimm'd for Sailing, and 
took the advantage of the gale of Oblivion. He 
had not afted indeed againft the Royal Family in 
exile i and fince it returned, grew a zealous De- 
fender of Church and Monarchy againft the Fac- 
tious, by which he introduced himfelf to Royal 
Favour, became the King's Chaplain in Ordinary, 
and was advanced to the Biihoprick of Exeter. As 
Dr. Reynolds h?id the See ot Nowicb^ as Mr. Baxter 
was otFered that of Litchfield^ and the dexterous 
"Dr. Brideoke came afterwards into the Biihoprick 
of Chicbefter, we may fuppofe the Merit of the 
Man to be preferred, or the Memory of his Suf- 
ferings was not always confidered, but a regard 
had to the Royal promife of Forgetfulnefs. Thus 
Oblivion extended to Enemies includes Oblivion 
to Friends, fincc there was not Preferment enough 
for both. 

One piece of our Prelate's in i66i. for the Li- 
turgy ot the Church of England^ was rudely expo- 
fed, and puHed to pieces by one Botd of Exeter. 

In 1 652. Dr. Gauden was advanced to the See of 
Worcefter upon the^Tranflation of Biihop Morle^ to 
WinchefieTy^ and died the fame year. 

He publilhed a great Number of things of his 
own, and fome ot others i of the latter one ac 
^leaft had been better in Oblivion. 

This 
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This Pr^ace is brouglic iaco that Comrov^rfy 
yAikih was in the latter end of the iall CeiitiHy 
carried (m with great eamcftneft. The Eihon Ba^ 
filice was denied to be writ by the King. The 
chitt pretence to take that honour from the fuffer- 
ing Monarchy was a McmorMdum attributed to 
Che Earl of jlftgkfta, and the evidence of Dr. 
^Talker cA F^ld in Effixy ftom what'he had heard 
from Biihop Gauderi's mouth« The thing has beeni 
ftt in a true light by tht great Mr. ff^^ifiaffj C3ian« 
ccUor of Utch^ld. 

Tlie Piety of t^heWdirkitWf, and the iiJcenefe 
it bears to the reft of the King's Wrkiags, which 
arc publick, may pot the thing beyond difpute. 
Dr. Garden and Walier are both Sutfisrers on die 
occaiion. If the forfnear countenanced the other 
in an opinion that hamCdi had the Compiling it, 
his Memory haib born a past ot the puniifatneuc 
in the ccnfere of Mankind. And Dr. iVaUktr has 
clifcover'd a want of judgment^ as weH as Inclina^" 
tion, to }oin with thoTe that deprotiaite the Roya^l 
Author.

Bifbop of Worcester* 




E was born at Pisford in Northampton^- 
(hire ot which Parilh his Father was 
Reftor, defccnded from a Family at 
Ledbury in JFJereford/hire, He went to 
School at Brixwortby near the place ot his birth. 
At jQKCeen he was admitted Scholar of Trinity Col- 
lege in Oxford in 1607, He took Batchelor of 
Arts degree, and at fix years Handing was Fellow. 
He proceeded in Arts, and went into Orders. lie 
was a noted Tutor, and, amongll other remarka- 
ble Pcrlons, he had the great Mr. CbilUri^mrtb hisi 
Pupil. He was feveral years Preacher at St. Grc^ 
gory^s at London^ much efteem'd for his Sermons: 
But having fome inclination to the Puritan way, 
when Dr. Laud came to be Biihop ot* London^ he 
got.him made Chaplain to the King,, hoping to 
draw him ofi from that opinion. He obtained 
the Redory of Launton near Bijler in Oxford/hir^^ 
and the Liv/ng of Greens- Norton. 

In 1636. he, was elefted Bifhop of Briftol^ upon 
which he was dipbmated Doftor of Divinity of 
Oxford. He held his Oxford/hire Livings in Cont'- 
mendam. In 1641. he was, on the death o/ Dr. 
Bancroft J tranflated to the See of Oxford. He was 
one of the twelve Biihops who figned a Procefl-a- 

fib tion 
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tion agalnft the Proceedings of the Parliament, for 
"Which he was impeached ot High-Treafon, fetitJ 
to, the Tower^ where he lay eighteen weeks before 
h|e was bailed. He retired to Lamton^ which he 
\tas futter'd to keep when he was ftripped ot his 
other Spiritualties. He is faid to have made feme 
Submimons to the Men in power, tor which they 
allowed him to keep Lamton^ for the fupport of 
him^If and his Ciiiidren. Yet 'tis agreed he w'ct 
the Service of the Church, and Ibmetiraes con- 
ferred Orders. He is fiippofed to be the only 
Bifhop who ordained during the Ufiirpation i and 
upon the King's Return, one iiundred and three 
perfons were ordained together by him in the 
Abbey oi^Wefimmjhr. . 

There was a praftice, juft upon the Reftaura- , 
tion, amongll fome of the Presbyterians, privately 
to get Epifcopal Orders from an Irifh Biiliop then 
in London^ by which they got ihemielves qualified 
for Preferment. 

The Biihop of Oxford was one of the Gommif- 
fioners appomted by tjie King to vifit the Unkcr- 
fity of Oxford^ and to redrefs the grievances Ufur- 
' pation had introduced. In 1 66 i. he was trantta- 
ted tolVorceJkTy upon the removal of Ik. Earl to 
Salisbury y who had' fucceed^d Dr, Gaudm. He 
fete here tyitbc year 1670, and died, being 8d 
years old. ^ He was buried in the Chapel fiail of 
the Choir in* his Cathedral.

At the Vifitation of .1^481 
he elcaped the Ejettment, whcrice it's tonchidedf 
he either took the Coyenam, or fubmittfedta their 
Authority. ' What fort at Submiffion woidd atond 
for rcfufifig the Covenant, 'tis not iaid* Tha 
Unlverfity lb firmly rejefted the pretended Awtho^ 
rity of the Vifitors, that it was made at length

Mr dlandfofd obtained, leave to be abfeiit from 
College, and became C!;haplain to the Lord IjOVc^^ 
lace in Berk/hire, and Ttrtorto his (on John, with 
whom he returned to tfadbanty and was his Tutor 
there.

Mr. Fleetmod. was educated at Enton School^ 
from thence elefted to King'*s College in Cambridge 
1621. He was Chaplain to Dr; iVrighi^ the firfl: 
liiffering Biftiop of Litchfield , who was one of the 
Twelve that ligned the Proteftation againft the 
Proceedings of the Parliament, and was impri* 
foned in the Tomr for it. He was a hearty Loj/'^ 
aU(l^ and held out EccUjhM Caftlc in Stafford/hire, 
the Country Seat- ot the Biihops of Litchfield, 
againft the Parliament Forces eomriianded by Sir 
WiUtam Brereton. He died during the Siege. He 
is faid to have devdted^.hair his Eftate to the 
King's Service, notwitbftanding which he pur- 
chafed a good fortune for his Son. 

The Biihop prefented Mr. Fleetwood to the Vi- 
carage of Frees in ShropJhire\ alfo to .a Prebend, 
bui: the Times fuffered him not to be inftalled : He 
wa? foon forced from his Vicarage, and tollowed 
the King's Fortunes.

He* made good progrels in Learning, and 
became Probationer Fellow in 161 2, being Maftec 
of Arts. He went into Orders, and was a fre- 
quent Preacher. In 1622. he attended Prince 
Cfjorles into Spain upon the defign'd match with 
the InfantUy being Chaplain to the Lord Brifiol the 
Englifh Ambaflador. In 1(^^25. he was made Chap*, 
lain in Ordinary to the fame Prince, being thea 
King. In 1 625. he was chofcn Prefident ol: Mag-^ ' 
dakn% and (he next year took Doftof of Divi- 
nity's Degree. In i<^28. and 1529. he was Vice- 
Chancellor. He was Prebend of Canterbury^ and 
in 1631. Dean of Gloueefter. In 1638. and 1539. 
he was again Vice-Chancellor, at the defireof the 
Chancellor Dn Laud^ Arch-bifliop of Canterbury. 

He 
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He was inftrnmental in fending the IJnivcrfity 
plate to the King, for which he was forced to fly*. 
His Temporal Eftate as weil as his Blihoprick was 
fcqueftrcd. In i<^43. he was nominated by the 
King to fucceed Dr. Wright in the Bilhoprick of 
Jjitchfield i but the turbulent Times hindred him 
from poffeffion. The year aftci* he was conlecra- 
tcd in Magdalen College Chapel by ^c Arch- 
tifhop oF ToyV^ the Bifliops of IVorceftery Oxford^ 
Salisbury^ and Petjsi-borvt^h. But iiis 3^ proved 
little more than a Sinecure. He lived at LondoYi^ 
and privately in other places, till the Reftauration. 

The King then trandated- him to the Arch- 
Biihoprick of Tork^ and he was eathronized in

The barbarity of that Monftcr did hardly ap- 
pear ill any one Aft of his Life, except the King's 
Murtlicr, more flagrant than to tliefe Prifoners. 
^ W^fQon ait^r his fetting out to, make his For- 

tunes 
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tunes in the Army, having dropped his prolefl: of 
going to jlmerica^ that he hbard ot the defign of 
ftnding the Univeriity Plate to Oxfbrd. He had 
iet his heart much upon the intercepting it, pro- 
xniling himfelt great reputation tor the Service. 

His intention was known at Cambridge^ which 
put them upon fending it a round-about way, and 
not by the common Road, which Cromwdl had 
let a guard upon. They alfo gave notice to Ibmc 
Royalifts in the Country, who. brought in a body 
of refohitc men to convoy it. Mr. Farrer of Little 
Gidding in Huntingdorjhire^ whofe Family kept up 
a continual Service in the Church there night and 
day, taking their fevferal honrs, brought in a Party, 
ind was one of thofe that condufted the Plate. 

This difappointment enraged th^ ambitious 
Oliver^ and he. revenged it upon Dr, Stern^ and 
other Loyalifts. Befides the common Plunderings 
and Secjueftration, they were hurried from one 
prifon to another for three years together, being 
Squeezed and fpunged continually for Fees. For 
ten days they, with other Gentlemen, to the num- . 
ber of eighty, were, by Order ot Parliament, kept 
on board a Imall Ship, called the Profperous Sailor. 
They were put under Deck and alraoft ftifled^ 
every Augur-hofe and other Inlet for Air being 
flopped up. Nor had they under the Hatches fo 
much as a Stool to fit on, or Straw to lie on- 
where they could not ftand upright. - They were 
Chreatned to be lent Slaves to the Plantations, or , 
be fold to Barhary^ Dr. Bartvicl faith in his Bro- 
ther's Lifej and he believes nothing hindred it but 
the want of a Purchalen ^ ^ 

The Reformers ftill kept Dr. Stern in prifoh after 
he was releafed from the Ship wliere they all had 
fwarmed with Lice. One point of Favour they 
allowed to him and to the Arch-bifhop both, that 
hs. fhould attend hb Lord upon the Scaffold to do 

hi? 
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^isi laft Offices, which the Arch-biihop had re- 
quefted. At length their Malice being fatiated, 
or finding frelh Objefts to exerciie it upon, they 
let Dr. Stern out of prilbn to ftacve at large. 

Upon the Reftauracion he was made Bilhop of 
Carlifie^ confecrated December following; and ia 
1(^54. he was advanced to the Archiepifcopal Sec 
of Tork^ being the feventy fii:ft from Paulims. He 
died in X683, in the. 87th year of his age, leave* 
ing the Charafter of a Learned and Pious Man. 
He had a part in the great Undertaking of the 
Polyglot.

He was educated at ^jf- 
minjler School i and at fifiecn years pf age, ia 
1540, was elefted Student of Cliriftchwrch, His 
loyal blood dilcovered itleU upon Oxford* s being 
made a Garrifon, and he took up Arms for the 
King in company of many generous youn^ 
Men. He fo well acquitted himfelf, that he was 
made tn Enfign, an^ as-luch was at Marftoh 
Moor, Fi$hi» He received a dangerous wound at

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the Si€ge of Tork. At length he arrived at the 
Poft of Major in the King's Army. 

But the Royal Caufe finking, he put off hii 
imluccefsful' ^word and returned to the Gown, 
He took Matter of Art*s degree 1647^ ind Was 
the next near expetl'd from his Studentihip by 
the Vificors. 

He married C/if/^riiw<iaitghter of Ralph $)eldon^ 
elder brother to tlie Archbiihop of.th^t name, 
with whom he paffed the years of Ufurpadon In 
her Father's houie in Su Aldatc'% Parifh in Oxford. 
Mr. John Fell kept up the Church of England's Ser*^ 
vice at this time in a houie againft Merton College 
Church, in which he was affiiled by Mn Do^en. 

H» Affiance bjr Marriage was of great fervid 
to liim upon the Reftatiratiott. TTk/ his Men* 
gjjkve him a good title to Royal favoiir, the relaF- 
tioii in which he flood to Dr. Sheldon^ mull be 
fuppos'd to prevail much. He was made Canon 
ot'Ck^churcb in the year 1660^^ m tho room of 
fohn Pointer ejeiled. He v^as made Doctor of 
Divinity, Arch^d^cdtl of Lorktoii.in the place of 
Dr.T'^^tdeceaied, Clerk oE the Clofet, and Dear! 
of ff^djlmhifler^ upon D.\ EarFs advancement to 
the See ol' JVorcefier. In 1 6^6, he WaS iftade Biihop 
of Rothefier upon Dr. fFOf^ner^^ deadi, keeping hi$ 
Dcanry in Comnrendam. He Was Almoner to the 
King, which Offl:e he exeeutcd- with great repu- 
tation. On tbz death of D^ SkfH he was traaf- 
fated to York mH 1683, He di^d of the Smiall Pox 
at ifwp n yfpril ,i68i5, ^nd was bivried in' his 
Cathedral.

his ©ppofite, as to admit the latter, with a little 
ftKwardneft of his owq, into almoft equal chance 
with the greatcft Sufferers. This laid the foun- 
dation ot that difference whifch has fince bcea 
expreifed by High and Low, and which need not 
therefore bre wondered at fo much as it hath beeow 
'Tbm^5 'was the Son of ihomas Lamplugh of- 
Davtnbey in CMmtierland ^ bom, it is faid, in Torh^ 
fhircy educated under Mr. Ratcliff^kt the Frce-fcboal 
of St. Be^a or St. Bees. He was admitted in Qucen^s 
College Oxford under Mr. Head 1534, at fixteen 
years of age , was afterwards Poor Serving Chil(i^ 
arid Tabarder, and Fellow in 1642, when he was 
Matter of Arcs, which was by Creation^ His 
£pitaph faith he was of the antient Faixuly of 
the Lamplughs of Lantflugh in Cumbaland. 

When the ,Garrifon of Oocford fitrrendred^ Mc. 
L.vnplugb kept his Fcltewihip, having fiabmitted 
to the Vifitation. He was one of the Leflkureffs 
of St.. Martinis Church in Oxford, He was zlio 
^leftor of Binfield in- Barlfhire j in admiflion to

tion of the Triers. In 1657- he was Batchclor of 
DlViniry and Rector ot Charlton on Otmore in 
Oxford/hire. 

V\}on the Rcftauration he got himfelF appointed 
one Of the Commiffioners tor reftoring the abdi- 
cated Members of the Univerfity j in which fer- 
vice he was zealous above the reft in office. He^ 
was created Doiior of Divinity in very good com- 
pany. 

In 1664. he was made Principal o^ jHhan-HaU :, 
then Arch-deacon of MiddlefeXy Prebend of Wot- 
€eper^ and Vicar of S^ Martins in tbt Fields at Wefi^ 
minfter. In 1672. he was made Dean of Rochejler 
upon Dr. Meto's going to Both and WeUs. In 1 676. 
be was advanced to the Biihoprick ot Exeter^ on 
tlie Tranflation of Dr. Sfarrow. 

When the Prince of Orange landed in the Weft, 
the Biihop of Exeter made a Speech to the Clergy 
and Gentry^ encouraging them to Loyalty. He 
went himlelf to London^ waited on the King, and 
gave him an account of What had happened. The 
Kin;; preferred him to the Arch-bilhoprick of Tark^ 
which had lain vacant fmce the death of Dr. 
Dolben. The vacancy of that See Jwtd been matter 
of Complaint againft the King, either in general 
talk, or in Ibme Declaration. 

Dr. Lamplugh had the ceremonies of his Tranf- 
lation performed at Lambeth 8 Decent. 1688. by the 
Arch-bilhop of Cantcrbuyyy the Biflxops of St. jffaph^ 
Efy^ Mocbejler^ and Peterbormgh j and the next day 
he paid his Homage to the King, 

. He died at Thorf 5 May 1691 7 in the 76th year 
of his Age, and was buried in his Cathedral.

^^afterihip of his College iiX 1642. In 164.6. he 
was Doftor of Divinity. He kept in during fbmc 
part of the perilous times ; but when the dread- 
ful Engagement came in 1^50, he was difpoffefs'd 
of his Mafterfliip, and Joh^ Sadler^ Mailer in 
Chancery^ was put in by the Parliament, Sddkr 
had alio Letters under Lord Suffolk's Seal for his 
admillion. 

Dr. RainboTP after his expulfion had the Living 
Cf 0)eft€rford in Efex conferred upon him of the 
gift of the fame Barl •, and he married the daughter 
of Dr. Smith his predeceffor in the Mafterfliip of 
MagdaUn College.

Fettr's Church in Tori, by Arch-bilhop Dolbe»^ 
aflifted by the Bilhops of Durham and Man. His 
Bounty was extended to the poor Clergy of his 
Diocele, and to others. He laid out Ibme hun* 
dred pounds in repairing the Bilhop's Scat of 
Rof^-Cafik. His next work was building'a Publick 
Library at the Cathedral for the ufe of the Clergy 
of the Diocefe, to which he gave his own Books.

E was horn in Cleaveland ia the North-* 
Riding of Terk/hire in 1600. He was 
admitted Sixer of Magdakn College ia 
CanAridge under Mr. John Qooch. In 
1616 he removed to Petcrhoufe^ and was Pupil to 
Mr Blake. In 1623. took Mafter of Arts Degree. 
About that time he kept a School in Suffolk^ and 
was Curate there. Thence he went to" London^ 
and lived under Mr. Stocky Reftor' of jillhaOows 
Bread'ftreet ; after whofe death he had the Reftory 
of St. MartinS'Orgar in the City, and that of San-- 
dw in Efftx. To this lad he was admitted ia 
January 1^35, and the lame day to the Church 
of St. GiUs in the Fields. He was relpefted and 
jefteemed^ wliere-ever he was converfant, for his 
Piety and Learning In 1(^39. he went out Doftor 
of Divinity^ was Chaplain to the King, and Pre^ 
bend of St. PauW^. 

He was particularly well acquainted with the 
Municipal Laws of the Kingdom, fo far as they 
relate to the Maintenance and Liberties of the 
Clergy. Upon a controverly about. Tythes be- 
tween the Inhabitants and the Clergy of London^ 
be drew up a Piece, the Abftraft of which was 
puhliihed. It was coUefted from Cuftoms, Pre^ 
icriptions^ Laws, Orders, Proclain^tiops, and 
C c 3 Coio* 
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Compofitions. This was of great fervicc in the 
diipute. 

At the beginning of the Reforming Rebellion 
he was fent for by the Parliament as a Delinayept, 
lyas aflauked, fequeftred from his Living of St. 
Martin% was plundered and forced to liy. He 
was as barbaroully treated and harrals'd at his 
Living pf SandoYi^ obliged to ihelter himfelf in a 
Broom-field from a Party of Hoirfe ifenit after him. 
Two Members of Parliament of the Neighbour- 
hood drew up Articles againft him themfelves, 
tho' no way concernM in the Pariih, and fent 
them to Sandon to be witncfled and fub'fcribed. 
He then fl«d to Oxfordy having reafon to fear he 
fliould be'murthered. So inveterate was the ma- 
h'ce of that meek fct of Men to Orthodoxy, which 
vras crime enough to difcommon a man from the 
neceffaries of lite, tho' it had for its advocate fb 
much Piety, Learning, Innocence of behaviour, 
as Dr. Walton was adorn'd with. 

Out of the few good e'ffefts this exeaable Re- 
bellion produced, one was the great Work of thq 
Polyglot Bible, which the Dr. had now leifure to 
undertake, and virhich in four years he compleated 
by indefatigable Induftry, and the afljftance of 
Learned Men as much laid afide^as himfelf. It 
was printed in the year 1557. 

Yet had he from the Powers of that time fo 
much interruption and difturbance, as would have 
difcouraged a man of common Refolution. Their 
pretended Love to the Scriptures was (hewn in 
bppofmg fo ufeful and glorious a Work. It might 
have been reckoned for the honour of Mr. Crom^ 
welly that the beft. thing of it$ kind the World has 
feen was produced in his reign, inftead of endea-j 
vouring to fupprels it. 

Dr. ltralt0H had the encouragement of Bifhop 
Juxon and the reft of the Bench to un^crtak^ it.

Standard. The King made him his Chaplain in 
Extraordinary, and heard another Sermon from 
him at Nottingham. 

And this time he publiihed his Cafe of^Con^ 
fcience touching Rebellion. He is faid to have been 
the firft that drew his pen in his Majefly's Sec- 
vice^ He fet his name to the Piece. He was 
forced from Medbourn to feek flieker at Oxford^ 
where he preached gratis at St. Aldate\ Chiirctu 
Here he was incorporated Doftor, and was made 
Chaplain in Ordinary to the King, who at the 
fame time fent him a Meffage, that he was forry 
Jie could confer nothing elfe with it. 

Dr. Feme was chofen to go Chaplain to one of 
the Lords Commiflioners at die Treaty of Vxbridge. 
Some of the Lords defired him to ftate the Cafe 
between Epifcopacy and Presbytery, which he didj 
and the E^rl of Lovodon^ Lord Chancellor ofScot^ 
hnd^ a Commlflioner on the Parliament fidc,^ 
tiireaten'd it flxould be anfwer'd, but it never was. 
The Doftor attended the King at Oxford till lie 
had taken Leicejler^ and did his part in the unfor^ 
tunate fight at Nafeby, to encourage and animate 
the Soldiery. v 

He provided for his own fafety by gettingxinto 
Newark^ where he continued preaching till the 
King ordered the Garrifon to furrender. His next 
, retreat was to Torkjhirey where he ftaid with his 
Relations till his Majefty fent for him to the 
Treaty of the ffle af Wight. The King defired to 
have the laft Sermon he preached there fent to 
him. In that private life to which DuFerne was 
- iaow reduced, upon the lofs of all, he had diC» 
putes* with' fome of the Romijh Communion, 
which occafioned his publiihing fome things in 
that ConU'overiy. 

' Upoil' 
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upon the Reftauration the King made him 
Matter of Trituty College, renewing his Father's 
Grant of itj for in his time, upon a report of 
Dr. G^ber^s death. Dr. Feme was the Man, which 
being founded upon a miftake, his Majefty- gave 
him a Patent to enjoy it whenever it fhould faQ. 
He kept his Mafterihip a year and half^ and was 
twice chofen Vice-chancellor. He was Prolocutor 
of the Convocation and Dean of Ely in the place 
,of Dr. Martin. He refign'd his Arch-deaconry to 
the Biihop, who preferr'd Dr. Uitcb to it, who is 
laid to have been Tutor to Dr. Fer»e. His Par- 
ibnage he gave up to his Brother, who had been 
his Patron. 

Upon Dr. Walton^s death he was made Biihop 
of Chefter^ conlecrated in the Chapel oi Ely houfe 
J feb. 1661. Here t>(Vo great Compilers of rihe 
Folyglot tucceeded onp another. The latter left 
the See by death in fivp weeks time. His Devo- 
tion and Piety were exempiaryi His conftant Faft- 
ings^ together with his Sorrow and Sufferings un- 
der the Ufiirpation,- bad contributed to the ema- 
ciating his body. His Candour and Modefty were 
indulged to a ifort of excels. In fliort, no man 
can deferve a beeter Charaflier than our Prelate 
^d, and that confeflcdly very juft. 

He rcftored the ejefted Members of his College 
and would not fuffer any to preach at St. Mary% 
who did not renounce their Preshyterian Orders. 

He died 16 March 1661. in St. PcmFs Church^ 
yard, being SJ years of age, and was buried in 
St. EdmonA^s Ctuipcl in the Cathedral of Wefi^ 
minjler.

When the trying time came he took the Cove- 
nant. He was made Batchelor of Divinity at the 
TenAroiian Creation, being delign'd by the Com-

'I648, whfen the Chancellor in perfon walked the

He obtained from Mr. Cronmell a Difpenfetion 
for holding the Wafdeftftiip when a married Man. 
His Wife was the Proteftor's Sifter-, Widow, it is 
faid, of Peter French Canon of Chrift-cburck. This 
French muft have come in upon a fecond vacancy, 
for he was. none of the firft Intruders. He might 
probably lucceed Miller in the fixth Canonry, who 
was fo fqueamiih as to fling up at the Engage- 
ment. 

His Nephew, Richard CronweU, was of greater 
fervice to him ftill, who gave him the Mafterihip 
of Trinity College in Cambridge upon Dr. ^rroip- 
fmitVs death. But of that he had not long pof- 
fefldon, the Reftauration coming too foon upgh 
liim, he was ejected for Dr. Feme. 

At that time he became Preacher of Cr^V//r/^, 
and had the Church of St. Laurence iewry, have- 
ang qualiiied himfelf afrefli by taking again his 
firft Oaths.

His Father was for Ibmc time SchooU 
mafter of Brent-wood in Effex^ which 
has a very good endowment. His edu- 
cation was at the place of his birth in the Puritan 
way, his Parents being. Presbyterians. He was 
entred at Magialcn-HnJl in Oxfordy but loon prt- 
ferr'd to Queen's College by the power of the Par- 
liament vTfitors in 1649. Mr. Thomas Tutty being 
his Tutor. 

He went into Orders under Dr. Shinner Biihop 
of Oxford^ was made Chaplain ot Queenh CoUqee. 
Then he became Vicar of Walthamftotp in -Eflfx, 
and preached for the Times according to his £du« 
cation. In 1 6$9. he was Chaplain to Mr. Rohinfon 
Alderman and Sheriff of London^ and Preacher at 
St. Mary Magdalen's in Mitk-ftreet. He had once 
the Vicarage of Barking in Effex^ either before or 
after the Reftautation. 

The return of the King taught him Loyalty,' 
and he loft no opportunity ot expreffing it. Men 
ot Parts at that time tound Ibme Patron or another 
to whom their Talents recommended them for 
Preferment.

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Prebend of Tv^ford in the Church of Sc P^mJ, had 
the Church ot St Thomas Afoftle in London^ Pre- 
bend of Shalford in the Church of IVeUs^ and Chap- 
lain in Ordinary to the King. In Novewler 1672, 
he was made Prebend of Durham^ and in 1 677. 
Dean of Riff on. Preferment either flowed ftrangdy 
in to him, or he was very dextrous in his appli- 
cations. We have frequently feeu a Man born to 
good Fortune enjoy it in different Times. 

The Biihoprick of Cbejler^ to which he was ad- 
vanced in 1 686, was not fo furprizing as the pre- 
ceding fteps of his Preferment. He was confe- 
ci'ated at Lawbetb OOober 17, at the fame time 
with Dr. John Lloyd of St Davi(Fs^ and Dr. Parker 
of Oxford. He had the Living of Wig an in Lan- 
cafkirc^ together with. his Biihoprick, as fome of 
his PredecdTors and his Succeflbr had^ and held 
Barking alfo in ammendam. The next year he 
was added to the number of the King's ficcleiia- 
ftical Commiflioners, ^and Was appointed one of 
the three Delegates to go to Oxford^ to examine 
and determine the Affair of Magdalen College. 

When the King went off to France^ he followed 
him to 5^ Germains^ and afterwards into Irelandy 
where he died of a Difentery 1 5 jipril 1 68p. 

He had attended the Church of England Ser- 
vice during the time of his being in Ireland. He 
received the Communion at Cork from the hands 
of the Bilhop, and at Dublin from the Bifliop of 
Meath at Chriftchurcby where he went daily to 
Prayers. He received the Sacrament alfo on his 
Death'bed, and the Abfolution : And he was 
buried with great Solemnity and Attendance in 
the Choir of Chriftcl/urchy for he died at DuUift, 
The Sub-Dean and Choir met the Body at the 
Weft-door, and fung it in to the Choir •, and the 
Bifhop of Meathy in his Epifcopal habit, read the 
Funeral Service.

J I S Life has been at large written by 
Dr. Baflerey a witnefs to his Converfa- 
tion and his Sufferings. Dr. Tbom.is 
Smith has.dond it in Latin. Mr. Simon 
Cunton hath given an account of him in his 
Hiftory o( Peterborough. Fuller alfo in his Church 
Hiftory mentions him to difadvantage , which, 
upon Dr. Cofin^s defence, he is fo juft to retraft 
in his Worthies of Durham. That however can't 
clear an Author taking up (lander upon hearfay^ 
and piibliihing it to the World. 

This great Man fetois to have been aflaulted 
from all };he Batteries of the Republican party. 
As it happened they had pick'd but an Objefl: of 
their fpite, againft whom no Accufation would 
ftick. They ihewed • that they would take, the 
fhorteft ip^> mth the Church : That they^ would at- 
tack her in her ftrongeft Fortreffcs, and defeat 
her of afly Support. For if the brighteft and 
moft uncxceptionabje Men of her Body could 
hot efcape their loudeft Clamours, and fevereft 
O d 2 Trea^ 
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Treatment, where fliotdd the reft of lefs Merit 
and greater Imperfe&ions appear ? 

Tue Plunderers o\ the Church Ihewed, That 
they would not be ofpofed. And the more wild and 
fenfelefs^ was the charge againft any Man, ttie 
plainer fhould it be feen they would have it down 
to the ground. , 

They might with as good a face have made 
Dr, C(jp0 a Aiabometan as a Papift. Againft Popery 
was the Cry ot all thole that were endeavouring 
to make way for it j for there was none fo effec- 
tual a method, as to rtduce the Nation to no'Ke* 
ligion at all. An experiment ot this was feen in 
the Times. Some Members of the Church of 
England were drawn off to Rome upon the jlaufi- 
ble argument of the Vifibility of the other, when 
their own was no where but in Corners or in 
Exile.

They fiifiered thexnfelvcs therefore to be won 
by .appearance of Antiquity and uninterrupted 
Settlement, whilft they were led by Novelty alone > 
for the Super-additions which carry'd them over, 
tho' but a Netp fiece put into an old garment^ by 
their iplendor and magnificence biafied their }udg>- 
ment, and gave them a dijftafte to a per&cuted 
Religion i which, as it fared with the Jexvs^ they 
coiad not think fuitable to the Predid^s they 
had of it. 

They had loft their Paflora, who would have 
informed them that Truth maintained, aad in one 
age or another cleared af the Drofs with which 
Intereft and Superftition had obfcured it, was 

indeed 
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indeed fet upon The top of the Mountainsy tho' not 
attended with that Proiperity 'tis natural for man- 
kind to wifli : That the points in difference upon 
which fo great a ftrefs is laid, are far from being 
the Effentials of Religion. 

Had they heard both fides, and been indeed 
Judges in fo difficult an Affair,* thev might have 
]^ood firm againft that fallacious Viiibility which 
enlhared them. Had they heard^ duly urged, the 
Um-eafonablenefs of impofing the Doftrine of 
TrMfubfiantiation^ of Invocation of Saints, of 
Offices for the Dead^ and fomc others, they 
muft have flarted at the jufl offence given by the 
Impofers, They muft have excluded the Apofto^ 
lical and Primitive Ages, who knew nothing of 
thefe from a pretence to be of the true Church. 
And i( we do not call thefe things by the names 
ufually given to them, it mufl be acknowledged 
even by our Adve^faries, if tbey will deal with 
Candour, that they have given a general and very 
juft offence, far beyond the Authprity or Ule- 
fulAQfs they can pretend. 

It is not enough to fay,^ In Reformation there 
are no Bounds, no End. That giving up one point 
is but QQaking way to demaixd another. 

This y^iUhold good in things indifferent, againft 
which a Coofcience that boggles is not to be re- 
.garc^ed. Rut in Doftrines which cannot be prov'd 
from Aimjhority, which are plainly Novev and 
"^hofe tciidency is to the difadvAiWage of Religion, 
%s mcmftrous u) great a ftrefs fboi^d be hiiy as to 
c;GS]^demn for Her^icks, and exclude from the 
Church thc^cithat maintain all that are indifpin 
tably tho^ i&lfentials of Religion.

Dr. Cofin was bom at Nortvich. He was of 
Caius College in Cambridge^ under the tuition of 
Bifhop Overall. He was cholen Fellow of his 
College, and was Secretary to the fame Bifliop. 
Them he was domeftick Chaplain to Arch-biihop 
NeiU. He was Prebend o^Durham^ Arth-deacort 
of the Eaft Riding of Tork/hirey and R^ftor of 
Bra^nefetb in the Biflioprick ot Durham. Next 
he was Maftcr ot Peter^houfe in CambridgCy and 
Chaplain to King Charles 1. In 1^39. he was 
Vice-chancellor of the Univerfity, and was con- 
cerned in fending the Univerfity Plate to his Ma- 
jefty- He was conftantly refident upon his Pre- 
bend whUft he kept it- 

In 1640. he was made Dean o^ Peterborough \ 
and prefendy after was by the Parliament voted, 
Vnfit to hold any Ecclefiajtical Promotion. In No- 
vember the fame year he was fent for by the Houfe 
as a Delinquent, and by a Vote of the whole 
Houfe fcqueflred, being the lirft Man upon whom 
that Sentence pafs'd.

J^r. Smart was kept four months Prifoner by the 
High Commillion of TorJi. Much more is faid of 
Mr. Smarfs Confinement and hard Ufage. . He 
was fetch'd to the High Commiffion at Lambeth 5 
then feht back to Tork^ fined 500/, ordered to re- 
cant, or fufFer Excommunication, Degradation, 
and Deprivation. Rowe of the Honfe of Com- 
mons brought up this Charge to the Lords againit 
Dr. Cofin j tcrm'd Mr. Smart the Protomartyr of 
England in thefe latter days of Perfecution. Upon 
this he had large Reparations allowed. 

This is FuUer^s account of the matter. 

The Doftbr being at Paris fent his Defence in 
a Letter to Mr. Warren^ to this purpofe : He lays 
Mr. Smart was an old Man of a moft froward, 
fierce, and unpeaceable Spirit : Tho' Prebend, he 
had not for feven years preached, before that 
Seditious Sermon, for which he was queftioned, 
firft at Dufhamy tlien at the High Commiffion at 
London^ whence he was, at his own defire, re- 
moved to that of Tork. Here reftifing with fcorn 
to recant, he was for his obftinacy degraded, and 
by fentence of Common Law dilpoffefTed of his 
Prebend and Living. He was then fupplied by 
the Party with 400/. fer An. which was mor^ 
than aH his Prfeferments amounted to. He made 
a Complaint to the Parliament againft thirty feve- 
ral Perfons, of which Dr. Oj^fi^s name was firft. 
Hej)retends to have loft 30,000 i. 
* The Doftor's Defence w^as fo clear, and Smart 
fo cxpofed, that the Ld^ds difmiffed the Doaor, 
and never fcritj- for him 'more. 

It appeared by the Ghapter-Books, that 200 /.

He was made^Etei^of 0ie Chapel to King 
James II. upon the removal of Dr. Cotnpton Bifliop 
ot jfjOYidon from that Office, and made alfo Privy- 

Cqunfellor 
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p)unfellor to that Prince. He was appointed one 
of the High-Commiffion Court, the only one of 
his Order at that time in it, except the Arch- 
biihop of Canterbury^ who refuftd to aft in it. 

He was put upon a Gqmplinient of attending 
the Pope*s Nuncio at his Entry, to which he fub- 
mitted j but his Coachman reftifed to drive him. 

He was excepted out pf the Aft of Pardon of 
King WiUim and Qiieen Mctry^ tho' he had join'd 
in the Vote that King James had abdicated. He 
kept bis Piihqprick to the day of his death. 



The CONCLUSION. 

BEfore I take leave of thofe Authors, who have

nio» ? . 

Let him floop onte more to an Engti/h Author, 
and read Phikkutberus Liffienfis a fecond time, 
.which will teach him to fcan both his Verfes and 
Himfelf- 

Mr. Olimixon having followed his blow at the 
BiAop oi Rochejler^ fincehis death, with Hearfays, 
SiqppofitionSj and unnatural Conclufions, to fup- 
port the pretended evidence of Mr. Smith againft 
Lord Carendon^s Hiftory, I need not make ^n ex- 
cufe to the candid Reader for producing Ibme 
Improbabilites in his flory, fince we live in an age 
when Affirmation and Aflertion has fo far jloft its 
credit, as to fhind greatly in need ofPfoi)ability t6 
back it. As a Negative is no omerwife to be 
proved, I fubmit the following Qiiefbions to be 

anfwered. 
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anfwered, for the fatis&Oioii of the diiintei^e^ 
part of the World : 

Whether it is probable, that after the two Noble 
Lords, Sons of the Earl of Qarendon^ had made 
a folemn Declaration, that the Hiftoiy of the Re- 
bellion had received no Alteration, the fiditbrs 
ihould have ventured at fuch a thing?. 

Whether Dr. Aldrich atid Dr. SmaBridge were not 
known to look upon Mr. Skt^b with contempt and 
avexfion ? and' if they did, Whethfcr he was a 
proper pcrfon to be employed by them in aii affiiir 
in which they (hould ftand in awe of his betray- 
ing them? 

Whether any man alive^ and ther6 are enoiigh 
of their Cotcmporaries, ever faW Mr. Smith in Dr. 
Smallridges company at all, or iii Deaii Aldricb% 
except it were to receive a Reproof or Admoni- 
tion? ' 

By Company I dotft mean that of the Hall, the 
Chapel, or the Schools. 

I would next ask. Whether the Dean, ftandirig 
in awe of his difcoveiy, would have forced hint 
to leave his Studentihip, holding up againfl him 
the Statute which oblig'd Mr. Smith to go int6 
Orders, which Orders he could from no quarter 
have obtain'd ? 

Whether the Dean could not have given Mr, 
Smith a Faculty place, by which he might have 
kept his preferment in the College? 

Whether, at the time Mr. OUmixon faith tbert 
T^as Jomi difference betn>een Dr. Aldrich and Mr. 
Smith before the latter left the College^ the Dean, 
fuppofing he had entnifted Mr. Smith With a fecret 
of Importance, would have ventured to quarrel 
with him, and not rather have given him a Fa- 
culty place, that he might not enrage him to d6 
][iis worft ?

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Whether Mr. Oldmixon is not as unfortunate la 
his Q^iotatioiis as in his Inventions, bringing Mr, 
Oldfworth to prove he was fo much efteem'd at 
iVefiminfier School, that there, was no fmall content 
tion between Trinity College Cajnbridge cind Chrift- 
Church Oxon, rvhicb [hould have him ? 

There is not indeed much depending upon the 
truth of thisi but it may be obferved, Mr. Oldf 
worth's Authority with him, tho' an enemy; will go 
a great way on one fide, which would not to hiih 
be worth a tarthing on the other. Did not Mr. 
Smith come in upon the Canoniers eleflion ? Was 
he not put in by the Popiih Dean Majfey^ with- 
out ever being otherwife elefted to Chrijichurch ? 

We fee what Hear/ay is. I am uncharitable 
enough to Tufpecl that the Honourable Perlba 
Mr. Oldmixon is afrai^ to name his Authority for 
fome things, if there be any fuch Ferlbn, had 
related Hearfay^ which perhaps he believed, but 
dares not trace it to the other that invented it. 
Thefe difficulties 'Mr. Oldmixon has to firuggU with^ 
according to his own expreffion. But ftruggle he 
will, tho' againfl: Probability and woful Expe- 
rience ! 

Next I defire to ask. Whether what Mr. Old* . 
mixon faith of the charaflrer o^Hamfden^ in aUufton 
to the Chara&er of Cinna, as hecxpreifes it, be any 
where to, be found in the charafter of Cinna f At 
leafl I cannot find it : And if for this the learned 
Doftors clapped Mr. Smith upon the back, one 
would believe Mr. Smith had really found it under 
the charaftcr of Cinna. To me it rather appears 
an ,overfight of the Noble Hiftorian, from an 
error in the margin^ of his Common-place Book ; 
the words are, ^ He had a Head to contrive^ and 
a Tongue to ferfuade^ and a Hand to execute atfiy 
Mischief.

If 
there muft have bedn a copy tor this, what more 
likely than tuUyf Let the Englilh be, He had a 
Head to contrwe^ a Tofigue to fcrfmdc^ and a Heart 
to execute any Mifibief: If mftead of ^ Heart to 
conceive, we have a Tongue to ferfudde, and the 
word ViMny inftead of Mifchkf^ if the Copy is 
from a Qaflick, this feetns to be the place.

It may be fai$l the Editors might have difco- 
vered Lord aarendoffs miftake, being fo well 
vers'd in polite Learning.

But ii Smith 
had produced it, and had got a Clap on the back 
for his Sagacity, Nobody that knew them will 
believe dicy would have lee it pafs without examint-
